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EFORE we inform the Reader what Method has 
been obſer vd by us in the following Abridgment of Mo- 
reri, and the beft Lexicographers now extant, we pre- 
ſume it will not be improper to enquire in the fiſt 
Place, Whether Works of this nature Contribute to the 
Propagation or Decay of Learning : Secondly, What ſort of Books 
are moſt Capable or Proper to be Abbreviated ; and particularly, 

wherher an Author, that comprehends ſo infinite a variety f 

Matter, as Moreri for inſtance does, comes within the Pale of 

Abbreviation. | 
My Lord Bacon; and abundance of ſecond-hand Criticks upon 

ſo great an Authority, have been pleas d to fall very ſeverely a 

Abridgments, as deftrutive to the Growth of the Belles Lettres, 

and poſitively charge them with having occaſion'd the loſs of the 

preater and nobler Volumes, out of which they were compiled. As 
or the latter Branch of this Accuſation, ſuppoſe it were true, 
as 1 am ſatisfy d "tis wot, yet it does not affect us at 
preſent; for whatever ' Miſthiefs of this nature Abridgments 
are fancy d to have done, before the Invention of Printing, yet ſince 
 Fhat uſeful Diſcovery, we have nothing to apprehend from them 
pen A. | Ee | 
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But the moſt plauſible Objection againſt them is, that they pro- 
ftitute Learning, and encourage Lazineſs. The generality of Man- 
Lind, ſay theſe Objectors, affect to be thought more knowing than 
they are; but as the purchaſe of ſolid Learning requires a greater 
Expence of Time and Pains, than moſt People are willing to be 
at, ſo this naturally makes them fly to Abridgments, and ſit 
down content with a ſuperficial Knowledge of Things. 

1 muſt own, indeed, that a Divine, who carries his Views no 
higher thau the German Syntagms, will never make a conſidera- 
ble Figure in Theolopy, and that a Man who pores continually 
upon Compendiums of "Chronology is in no danger of becoming a 
profound Hiſtorian. The ſame may be affirm'd of other Arts and 
Sciences :; But if a few lazy Sots, and empty Pretenders, put 
Alridgments to a wrong Uſe, muſt therefore the Induſtrious and 
Intelligent part of the World be debarr d the Benefit of them ? 

In caſe there had been no ſuch things as Abridgments, tis 
true, theſe lazy Sots, and theſe empty Pretenders, had not troub- 
ted Converſation with their impertinent Noiſe, nor ſet up for Men 
of Learning. But to our Comfort be it obſery'd, the Gentlemen 
F this Complexion injure none but themſelves, for a Blockhead 
never fails, at long run, to ſhow himſelf one by wenturing out of 
his Depth, and then be is ſure to be rewarded with univerſal 
Contempt, in the unenvied Poſſeſſion of which I leave him. 

But to return to the real Benefit that may be reaped from A- 
bridgments, tis certain they make Knowledge more extended and 
diffuſrue, which is no little Advantage to the Publick, (for why 
ſhauld things of univerſal Uſe lye only within the reach of Men f 
Fortune ?) by reducing it within a leſſer Compaſs, and conſequently 
render the attainment of it leſs Burthenſome and Expenſive: They 
are proper Introduftors to the Young, end uſeful Remembrancers to 
the Old; "tis true, like (ome ſcrts of Condiments they are not to be 
made a conſtant Food of, but then "tis as plain they have their uſe 
in exciting the Appetite, and preparing it for more ſolid Nutri- 


ment. But what need I enlarge upon the Advantages of Abridg- 


ments, which having not only the Countenance of this, but that 
of the paliteſt Ages of Antiquity, muſt certainly have ſome in- 
trinſie Merit to recommend them, eſpecially ſince they can be ac 
cuſed of nothing but a few accidental Inconveniences, from which 


the beſt Inventions and Performances are not free, 
We 
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We come now, in the ſecond Place, to conſider what ſorts of 
Books are moſt Capable and Proper to be Abbreviated. Not to 
enter then into too particular a Diſcuſſion of this Queſtion, "tis e- 
nough for our purpoſe to obſerve that Books, in all Faculties and 
Sciences, provided they are written by eminent Maſters, ( for 
what Man of ſenſe would condeſcend to Copy a worthleſs Ori- 
ginal?) do naturally fall under this Claſs , but then the brighter 
the Original is, the Abridger ought to take the more Care to do 
it Fuſtice, 

Upon this Head I cannot forbear to remark en Paſſant, tha. 

nothing almoſt requires ſo much Nicety and Fudgment as to com- 
T poſe a neat Abridgment, that will command an univerſal Ap- 
plauſe. As all ſuperfluous Decorations are to be cut off, ſo Things 
' of Importance, the thrown into & leſs Room, are certainly to be 
retained, (for ſurely there's a vaſt Difference between letting the 
NMoails grow too long, and paring them to the Quick) and tis in 
* this particular chiefly that an Abbreviator ſhows the dexterity of 
bis Conduct. There ought to be a TFuſtneſs and Symmetry in the 
* whole, and in every part of his Performance; he ought not to be 
too unmerciful a Retrencher in one Place, nor too diffuſive a Talker 
in another; but as a.skilful Painter that Works in Miniature, 
preſerves the true Mien and Shape of the Perſon hom he delineates, 
and does not tack a Gigantick Leg or Arm to a Pygmies Body; 
i” fo a skilful Epitomizer will not only endeavour to maintain, as 
Far as bis intended Brevity will allow him, the true Character 
and Spirit of his Author, but alſo to be equally Conciſe every 
® here, and Uniform to himſelf. Not to mention ſome of our 
modern Performers, who hade been enormouſly Guilty of this Fault, 
* this i the conſtant, as it is the moſt crying Sin of Jultin's other- 
wiſe admirable Work, who runs out into impertinent Deſcriptionr, 
and aſfects an unſeaſonable Eloquence where he has no Occaſion, as 
be Skims over important Revolutions and ations, where he ought 
to be more particular. 

I would not be thought ſo vain as to apply the following Ob- 
ſervation to this Performance of ours, however 'tis undeniably 
true, that an Abridgment Carefully and Tudiciouſly perform'd, if 
it does not equal the maſterly Strokes of the Original, yet as to 
the Merit of Induſtry and Fudgment, does not fall ſhort of it, | 
Tis eaſie for a Man of a flowing Elequence, to indulge his Genius 
in deſcribing Battels and Places, in putting proper Speeches into 


the 
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the Mouths of his Generals, and the like, but tis a ſevere Task 
ro throw all this into a narrow Room, and yet loſe nothing of Con- 
fequence : There is as perfect Archirefture, if I may be allow d 
the expreſſion, in the Compoſition of a Fly, as in that of an Elepbant, 
and I remember ] once ſaw, at an Auction, à ſmall Print of an 
Italian Piece of Painting, go at a greater Price than one of the 
fame deſign that was. ſix times larger. Who does not read that 
moſt Perfect Compendium in its kind, the Biſhop of Meaux's 
Hiſtoire Univerſelle, with Infinitely more ſatisfattion than the 
tedious Unweildy Volumes out of which tis Compoſed ? Mon- 
feur Chevreau's Hiſtoire du Monde too, lately publiſh d in 
Engliſh, deſerves rbe ſame Character, being a moſs Elaborate and 
well-digefted Abridgmeut. | | 

| our Modern Hiſtories, none bas been more deſervedly and 
wniverſally eſteem d than F. Paul's noble Hiſtory of the Council 
of Trent, and yet tis plain, that the Theological Debates are 
too Prolix and Tireſom for the generality of Readers, who know 
little of theſe Controverſies. Upon this Account I think Mon- 
fleur Jurieu has ver much oblig'd the World by Contracting 
dim, and this be has perform'd in ſo beautiful a file, and with 
fo much accuracy of fulgment, that 11 fic omnia Scripliſſer, 
he had undoubtedly been ene of the moſt Celebrated Authors 
of this Ape. 

No Man pays a greater Veneration to Plutarch than my 
fel, and yet his moſs Zealows Admirers muſt confeſs, that has 
Lives contain abundance of Poetica! Fragments, and incidental 
Stories, that may well enough be retrench'd without maiming 
the Series of his Narration. Accordingly we find there are three 
Abridgments of them in Latin, by three ſeveral hands, and not 
contemptibly perform d. | 
To deſcend now to the Work in Hand. As much like 4 
Paradox as it will look at firft, yet I dare affirm, that 
Moreri (under whom I comprehend Hoffman, Baudrand, Bayle, 
Danet, with many more, cut of whoſe Labours this Perform- 
ance vas been Compiled) will as well admit of an Abbrevi- 
ation as Guicciardine, and when I have mentien'd him, I have, 
in Boccaline's Judgment, mention d the miſt long-winded Au- 
thor that ever plagu'd a Reader.

Obſcurity, of worthleſs Foreign Scriblers, inſignificant Founders 
of Orders, Enthuſiaſtic Madmen, and the like, (all which may 
be lopt off, or at leaſt but briefly handled, without doing the 
leaſt injury to the main Work) I believe he will readily own, 
with me, that few Books admit of an Abbreviation ſooner than 
rbeſe. |

Heloiſe retir'd into a Nunnery 
at Argenteuil. He was made Abbot 
of St. Gildas de Rays; but bein 
diſſatisfied with the feregulacitiek 
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of the Monks, he retired to Chan- 
pagne, where he built an Oratory 
in the B. of Troy, and call'd it Pa- 
raclet, (or Houſe of Comfort) whe- 
ther a 2 Number of Scholars 
reſorted to him. About this time 
the Nuns being expell'd Argenteuil, 
Abailard reſign'd Paraclet to his 
Wife Heloiſſa, where ſhe founded 2 
Nunnery. In 1140, he was con- 
demn'd in the Council of Rheims, 
and Sens * mixing his Ariſtotelian 
Philoſophy with Divinity) whence 
he appeal'd to the Pope; but in 
his way to Rome was fo taken with 
Peter the Venerable, Abbot of Cluny, 
that he put on a Monk's Habir 
there. He died in 1143. in the 
63d year of his Age. His Works 
were printed in one Volume, Ann. 
1616. containing his own, and He- 
loiſſe's Letters in Latin, the moſt 
tender and paſſionate pieces of the kind.

Abbots, as the Abbot of Cluny ; ſome 
Biſhop Abbots , becauſe their Abbie: 
have been erected into Biſhopricks, 
and others, Mitred Abbots, who wear 
a Mitre when they officiate,and are 
independent on any but the Pope. 

Abbot ( Geo. ) a very grave pious 
and learned Divine, born at Guzl- 
ford in Surrey, and bred at. Oxford, 
where he became Maſter of Uni- 
werſity-College, in 1597. In 1599. he 
was made Dean of Mincheſter; in 
150g. Dean of Gloceſter, and ſoon 
after Biſhop of Lzitchfeld. In 1610. 
Biſhop of London, and the ſame 
year A of Cant. by K. James I. and 
continued ſo, till ſuſpended by 
K. Charles I. either for being una- 
ive in promoting the Loan, ac- 
cording to Ruſbworth; or according 
to others, upon the account of his 
Remiſsneſs in ſome of the Fun&i- 
ons of his Government. He died 
d the Caſtle of Croyden in 1633. 
zaving built and founded a large 
Hoſpital at Guilford. 

Abbot, (Robert) eldeſt Brother to 
Geerze Abet, born at Guilford in 
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Surrey, and bred in Balio! Coll. ox. 
whereof he became Principal, and 
Regius Profeſſor of Divinity in the 
Univerſity, was a learned and acute 
Divine. He confuted and ſilenc'd 
Biſbop, a Roman-Catholick. He was 
made, Biſhop. of Salisbury in 1615. 
and died about two years after. 
His Brother George was at the ſame 
time A. of Canterbury, and a better 
Preacher,but not ſo great a Scholar. 
Abbot, a Man famous by the 
Name of the Abbot of the Battel, 
liv'd in the 14th Age, in the days 
of Edward III. and Richard II. in 
whoſe time the French having in 
vaded the County of Syſtx, and 
carried away the Prior of Lewes, 
our Abbot, tho". no Sheriff, rais'd 
the Poſſe Comitatus, with whom he 
marched to M/inchelſea, and fortified 
it. There he was ſoon after beſet 
by the French, who at this time were 
the firſt that planted great Guns in 
this Iſland ; but the Country ob- 
liged 'em to retire Neri.

Abulfeda, (Iſhmael) Prince of Hu- 
mah, a C. of Syria, was a Lover of 
Learning, and wrote a Book of Geo- 
graphy, Printed at London in 155-, 
He Died in 1348. EY 

Abulites, Governor of the Prov. 
of Suſiana in Perſia, having ſurren- 
dred it to Alexander the Great, with 
all its vaſt Treaſure, was by him con- 
tinued in his Government. 

Abulpharages, ( Mark Gregory ) a 
Phyſician, who wrote a general Hi- 
ſtory of the Eaſt in Arabick, rendred 
into Latin by Dr. Pocock, and Printed 
at Oxford in 1563, He lived in the 
13th Cent. 

Abumuſlimus , a famous General 
under the firſt Caliphs of the Race 
of Abbaſi. He is ſaid to have been 
the Cauſe of 600000 Men lofing their 
Lives. At laſt he was treacherouſly 
put to Death by Almanſor, to whom 
he had done great Services, An. He- 
giræ 137. Ch. 754. 

Abuna, i. e. Our Father, a Name 
of the Chriſtian Patriarchs of Aibi- 
opia, elected at the Nomination of 
the Cophri of Grand Cairo in Eg ypt. 

Abundantius, was Conſul with The- 
odoſius the Great in 393. He ſided 
with Xuffinus, and after his Death, 
was baniſh'd to Sidon, and then to 
Chelcis in 396. 7 

Abundius, a moſt pious and learned 
Bp. of Como in Italy in the 5th Age,

Abydos, now Abutich, is a T. in 
Egypt, between Ptolemais and Dio- 
Lerne 290 M. from Memphis, where 
ormerly ſtood the Palace of Me- 
non, and the Temple of iris. Alſo 
a T. in Phrygia the Leſs, over againſt 
Ceſtos in Thrace, famous for the Loves 
of Zero and Leander; and for the 
Bridge of Boats laid over betwixt it 
and Ceſtos by Xerxes 5 M. long; from 
which and Helles, who drown'd her 
ſelf there, came the Name of Helle- 
ſpont. Ic was a B. under the A. of 


Lamſſaco. It was built by the Mile- 
ſians, A. M. 3240. The Turks call it 
Avedo, and Aids.

Abyla, a high Mountain of Mau- 
ritania Tingitana, over againſt Calpe, 
a Mountain in Spain, from which it 
is parted by the Streights of Gibral- 
tar, They were anciently called 
Herculis Columne, or Hercules's Pi- 
lars, and now the Mountains of Apes. 
Near them are two Towers, called 
Hercules's Towers. 

Abyſo, Lat. Orinus, a R. of Sictly, 
which falls into the Sea, between Sy- 
racuſa and Cape Paſſaro. 

Aca, \ee Acre. 

Acachuma , a C. of Atbiopia, 
where the Queen of Sheba is thought 
to have kept her Court and Treaſure. 

Acacia, or Acakia, (Martin) a fa- 
mous Phyſician, born at Ch.lous in 
Champagne, and Scholar to the cele. 
He lived in the 
15th Cen. and left ſeveral good 
Tracts of Phylick behind him. 

Acacius, Patriarch of Conſtantino- 
ple, ſucceeded Gennadius in the 5th 
Cen. and claim'd Precedence of the 
Patriarchs of Alexandria, Antioch, and 
Feruſalem; But Pope Simplicius op- 


excommunicated him for it in 482. 
which ſo provok'd him, that he denied 
him to be Pope. 

Acacius, Patr. of Anciocb, ſucceeded 
Baſil in 458, and the next I. Mact- 
rius ſlucceeded him. | 

Acacius, a pious, learned and clia- 
ritable Bp. of Amed in Mejupotamiz 
in the 4th Age. 

Acacius, a famous Bp. of Berea in 
Paleſtine, who aſſiſted at the general 
Council of Conſtantinople, in 381. 
where he fell out with St. Chry/oſtom, 
which was the chief Cauſe of his Ba- 
niſhment. . He died, being about 
110 Y. old. 

Acacius, Bp. of Cæſurea in Paleſtine, 
a Diſciple of Euſebius, and his Suc- 
ce ſſor in the Biſhoprick, was one of 
the Chief Semi-Ariaus, condemn'd 
at the Council of Sardica, where he 
was preſent. In Hatred to St. Cyril 


of Feruſalem, he declar'd n, 
2 


poſed him, and Felix II.“ or III. 
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the Anomeans, (a ſort of more re- 
fin'd Arians ) of which being Con- 
demn'd,the Semi-Arians depos'd him; 
and in return he condem'd them in 
the Council of Conſtantinople in 360. 

Acacius, of Alexandria, a Captain 
under Adrian, was hang'd for being 
a Chriſtian. Another Acacius was 
alſo Martyr'd under Decius the Emp. 

Acada, Lat. Sangarius, a R. of 
Bithynia. 

Acadeinia , a Grove without the 
Walls of Athens, where Plato firſt 
Taught Philoſophy, and hence his 
Diſciples are called Academicks. Some 
call it Academia from Academus, an 
Athenizn, and others from Camus, a 
Phenician, and the Reſtorer of Polite 
Learning. There were three ſorts 
of Academicks, the Aucient, the Mid- 
ale, and the Modern. Plato was the 
Author of the Anciept, Arceſilas of 
the Middle, and Carneades of the 
Modern. Some pretend there was a 
4th and 5th Sect of the Academicks : 
tho' after the 3d Sect, the Admirers 
of Plato chole rather to be called Pla- 
toniſts than Academiſts, Cicero's 
Country Houle, between Puteoli and 
the Lake Avernus, where he writ 
{ſeveral Philoſophical Tracts, parti- + 
cularly his Academica]! Queſtions, was 
called Academia. In Procels of time 
all Places where Youth were Taught 
the liberal Arts and Sciences, or o- 
ther Exerciles, were allo called Aca- 
demies. f 

Academy. (French) The French A- 
rademy was inſtituted by the famous 
Cardinal Richelieu, for the Refining 
and Improvement of the French 
Tongue, and Confirm'd by an Edict 
of Lewis XIII. in 1635. They be- 
gun their Dictionary in 1637. and 
publiſht it 60 Y. after. There are 
other Academies in Paris, as that of 
Painting and Statuary, erected by 
Mr. Noyers, Secretary of State, and 
Surveyor of the King's Buildings in 
the Reign of Lewis XIII. and con- 


firm'd by that K. in 1648. Alſo an 
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Academy Royal of Sciences, conſiſting 
of Phyſicians and Mathematicians, 
ſettled by Mr. Colbert in 1666, 
Likewiſe an Academy Royal of Archi- 
tellure, ſettled by the ſame Mr. Col. 
bert in 1671, 

Acadena, a Fountain or Lake in 
Sicily, ſacted to the Palici, and fa- 
mous for detecting the Truth of an 
Oath, by Writing the Oath upon 
Boards, and throwing theſe into the 
Baſon. If the Boards ſunk, the Per- 
ſon was Forſworn; if they ſwam, the 
Oath was accounted true,

Accia, or Actia, daughter to M. Acti- 
us Balbus, 2d Wife to C. odtavius, and 
Mocher of the Emp. Auguſtus; died 
Ante 711. at Rome. 

Acciaioli, a noble and ancient Fa- 
mily of Florence. once Sovereigns of 
Corinth, Thebes, and Athens. 

Acciiioli, (Donatus) of the ſame 
Family, was famous for his Learning, 
and his Tranſlations of ſome of Pu- 
tarch's Lives, and his Epitome of 
Charlemagne's Life. | 

Acciaioli, (Reiner) Duke of Athens, 
expelled the Arragoniuns from thence. 
Having no Legitimate Sons, he left

Accius, (Lucius) a Famous Latin 
Tragick Poet, Cotemporary of Ru- 
cuvius and Tully, He writ Annals in 
Verſe, quoted by Macrobius and o- 
thers ; as alſo ſome Comedies, accor- 
ding toVofſius. He was in ſo great 
Efteem, that a Player was puniſhed 
barely for naming him upon the 
Stage. There was alſo at the ſame 
time a good Orator, called Accius, 
born at Piſaurum, againſt whom Tully 
defended Cluentius. 

Acco, an Old Woman, ſo ugly, 
that ſeeing her Face in a Glaſs, ſhe 
ran Mad. She alſo uſed to refuſe 
what ſhe defired; hence Acciſmus, 
Diſſimulation. Her Name was us'd 
for a Bugbear. 

Accolade, a Ceremony of Clipping 
and Colling, which has given the 
Name to the moſt Ancient ſort oi 
Knighthood. 

Accolti, (Francis) a worthy noble 
and learned Biſhop of Ancona, who 
was made Cardinal, but died very 
young. 

Accolti, a famous Lawyer of A- 
7e730 in the 15th Cent. who left ſe- 
veral fine Treatiſes behind him. 

Accurſius, (Francis) a Native of 
Florence, was one of the moſt learned 
Civilians in 7taly, and the firft that 
Gloſs'd on the whole Civil Law, pro- 
feſſing this Faculty at Bolognia, where 
he died in 1229. His Son Cervot 
Accurſius follow'd the ſame Profelh- 
on, in the {ame City, and wrote a 
Gloſs on the Inſtitutes, a Book of 
Queſtions, and other Treatiſes, which 
were little efteem'd, | 

Accurſius, (Francis) eldeſt Son of 
the foremention'd Francis Accurſius, 
was a learned Civilian, who Taught 
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at Tholouſe, and then return'd to Bo- 
lognia. 

Accurfius, (Mariangelus) a learned 
Critick of the XVI Age, who was in 
great Favour with the Emp.CharlesV, 
He publiſh'd ſeveral Latin Authors, 
with Annotations and Emendations. 

Acdeniz, the preſent Turkiſh Name 
of the &Ægean Sea. 

Aceldama, i. e. Field of Blood, ſo 
called becauſe bought with the 30

Acerraios, a Prieft of Delphos,who 
with 60 only of the Inhabitants, ſtaid 
behind when Xerxes took the City, 
and the Prieſts Arms were ſaid to be 
miraculouſly carried to the Gate of 
the Temple, and there fixt.

Acolytæ, ſo the Greeks called the 
Stoicks, becauſe they would never al- 
ter their Opinions; afterwards ap- 
plied to ſuch as perſiſted in the Faith 
and alſo an Inferiour Order of the 
Clergy. 

Acoma, a T. of N. America in Mex- 
7c0, with a fortified Caſtle: It is com- 
monly called St. Stephen d Acoma. 

Acona, a little T. and Caftle in 
Lower Saxony, 2 Miles from Deſſau. 

Acone, or Aconæ, a Sea-Port-T. in 
Bithynia, on the Euxine Sea, near 
Heraclea Pontica, now called Lagula, 
20 Miles E. of Heraclea. Its famous 
tor Noxious Plants: Hence Aconitum. 


Aconis, a Hill in Bithynia, near 


Heraclea, where the Herb Aconitum 
grows. 

Acontius, a youth of Crete, who 
going to Delos to pay his Vows to 
Diana, fell in Love with Cydippe, 
who was much above his Condition;

Acontius, (James) a Philoſopher, 
Civilian and Divine, born in Trent, 
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inthe 16th Age. He embrac'd the 
Proteſtant Religion, and came over 
into England, where being kindly 
receiv d by Queen Elizabeth, he in- 
ſcrib'd to her a famous Book, inti- 
tuled, The Stratagems of the Devil, 
in 1 $95 He wrote ſeveral other 
Tratts. 

Acoris, K. of Egypt, in the 4308 
Y. of the Fulian Period, ſent conſi- 
derable Succours to Evagoras, K. of 
Cyprus, his Ally againft the Perſiaus. 

Acoſta, (Chriſtopher ) V. Coſta. 

Acoſta, ( Foſepb ) an Eminent Je- 
ſuit, born at Medina del Campo, in 
the Kingdom of Leon, who took Or- 
ders at Salamanca. He Taught a 
long time in Spaiz, afterwards was 
made Provincial of Peru, and there 
he ſpent 17 Y. in converting the Sa- 
vages. Returning into Spain, he 
was made Rector of the College of 
Salamanca, where he died in 1599. 
leaving ſeveral Books behind him. 
Acaſta, or Zacoſta, ( Peter Raymund 
a Spaniard, Grand Maſter of Malta, 
who built St. Nicholas's Tower at the 
Mouth of the Haven of Modes, where 
the Coloſſus formerly ſtood. He died 
in 1467. 

Acquapendente, a C. of Waters in 
Italy in St. Peter's Patrimony, in the 
Terr, of Orvieto; with a Biſhop's 
See. 

Acquaria, or Acquarium, a little 
C. of Itah in the Dukedom of Man- 
tua, famous for the Medicinal Springs 
about it. 

Acqs, See Dax. 

Acqui, Lat. Aqua Statielle, a City 
of Batbs in Italy, in the Dukedom ot 
Montferrat; a B. under the A. of Mi- 
lan, ſubject to the Duke of Mantua. 

Acra, Fapygia, or Famgium Pro- 
montorium, now call'd Capo Sancta 
Maria, or Santa Maria de Leuca, is 
a Cape of the Salextines, 60 Miles 
W. trom the neareft ſhore of Epirus, 
and 24 E. of Gallipoli.

Acro-Corinthus, a Hill hanging o- 
ver Corinth, ſerving for a Cittade), 
being Wall'd abour. 

Acron, a Captain, or K. of the 
Ceninates, near Rome, who warrd 
againſt Romulus, for having taken 
643 of their Women and Virgins at. 
ſome Feſtivals. Romulus flew him in 
Battle. 

Acron, or Acronius, (Fobn) Phyſi- 
cian and Mathematician of Frie ſland, 
who wrote ſeveral Tracts, and taught 


Phyſick and the Mathematicks at Ba- 


fil, where he died, in 1553. 

Acron, of Agrigentum in Sicily, was 
a famous Phytician in the Reign of 
Artaxerxes Longimunus, K. of Perſia, 
who founded the Sett of Empiricks, 
and wrote ſeveral Phyſical Tracts. 

Acron, a Grawmarian, who Com- 
mented upon Horace, 

Acronius, (obs) See Acron, 

Acronius, an lite juſt below Con-

Adaæon, Son of Arifteus, was a 
great Lover of Hunting. One day, 
as he was purſuing a Hart, he ſpied 
Diana Bathing her ſelf with, her 
Nymphs; which fo enraged the 
Goddeſs, that ſhe threw Water upon 
him, and chang'd him into a Hart, 
and afterwards he was torn in pieces 
by his own Dogs. - 

Adæon, Son of Meliſſus, a moſt 
beautiful and modeſt Boy, refus'd to 
yield to the brutiſh Paſſion of Archias, 


the richeſt of the Corinthiaus, who 


endeavouring to take him by force, 
the Boy was pull'd in pieces. Meliſ- 
fus carried the Corps of his Son to 


demand Juſtice, but Archias being 


too potent there, he could not ob- 
tain it. The Corinthians were after- 
wards atflicted with Plagues and Fa- 
mine, which did not ceaſe before 
Archias had lett rhe City,

Alam, of Orlton, born at Hereford 
in the 14th Age.

He oc- 
caſioned great Broils in the King- 
dom, and was the Author of that 
ambiguous Anſwer which coſt K. Ed- 
ward his Life, Edvardum Regem 0cci- 
dere nolite timere bonumeſt, He died 
Blind and unlamented in 1375. 

Adam, or Adamantio, an Auſtin 
Friar, learned in the Orient. Lang. 
who was ſent to the Council of Trent 
by the Swiſs Catholick Cantons. 

Adam of Bremen, Canon of that 
Church abeut the Year 1070. wrote 
a Church-Hiſtory from Charlemagne 
to the Time of Henn IV. Emp. of 
Germany.

Adrian I. a noble Roman, elected 
Pope after Stephen III. in 772.

Paviz, all Hoſtilities ceas'd. Char-

He allo 
refus'd to re-admit to the Commu- 
nion of the Church of Rome, Photius 
the Patriarch of Conſtantinople, which 
incens'd the Emp. of the Eaſt againft 
him. 

Adrian IV. an Engliſhman, named 
Nicholas Breakſpear, of mean Extra- 
Qion, receiv'd Alms daily at the Gate 
of the Abby at St. Albans, and did 
much of their Drudgery for it; At 
laſt, having ſollicited in vain to be 
admitted into the Houle, he went to 
Arles in France, where he was ad- 
mitted Servitor by the Canons of St. 
Ruff, and following his Studies cloſe, 
he became Abbot of their Order. 
He was made a Cardinal by Eugeni- 
275 III. for Converting the Nor wegi- 
aus, and upon his return choſen Pope, 
1154. He Excommunicated the Ci- 
ty ot Rome, for wounding one of the 

Cardinals, and finding the Emperor 

too ſtrong for him, he made Peace 

with him, and Crown'd him in St. Pe- 

ters Church. He alſo Excommuni- 

cated William K. of Sicily, but after- 

wards made Peace with him. He 

had ſame Diſpute with Frederick Bar- 

baroſſa, and leaving Rome, he went 

to Orvieto for his Security, where he 

was Choak'd with a my which he 
ſwallow'd in his Drink, tho' ſome ſay 

he died of a Quinzy, having ſat near 
5 year. 

Adrian V. a Genoeſe, created Car- 
dinal in 1251, was ſent into England 
to Compoſe the Differences between 
the K. and his Barons, and afterwards 
choſen Pope in 1276. but died 56 
days after his Election. 

Adrian VI. born at Utrecht in Hol. 
band, was Tutor and Chancellor to 
Charles V. who made him Viceroy of 


ADR 
Louvain, being afterwards created 
Cardinal; 1517. by Pope Leo, whom 
thro' the Emperor's Intereſt he ſuc- 
ceeded Ann. 1522. He died in 1523. 

Adriun, V. Adrianus. 

Arian, or Adriani, (Fobn Baptiſt) 
a Noble Florentine, of good Sence 
and Learning, born in 1511. Beſides 
ſeveral Orations, he wrote a Conti. 
nuation of the Hiſtory of Guicciar- 
dine: He died in 1579, ; 

Adrianiſts, Diſciples of Simon Mi- 
gus, Aun. Ch. 34. The Followers of 
Adrian Hamſted, the Anabaptiſt, were 
alſo ſo called. 

Adrianople, anaiently Uſcudama , 
or Oreſta, now AnderMooll, by the 
Turks called Endrem, and by the 
French, Andrinople, is a famous City 
of Thrace, now Romania, ſeated on 
the R. Mariza, (Hæbrus) 145 miles 
W. of Conſtantinople, and 74 E. of 
Philippopoli, It was taken by Baj et 
in 1362. and made the Scat of the 
Turkiſh Empire till the taking of Con- 
fantinople in 1403. There were 7 
Towns in gther Countries, that all 
contended for the Name of Adriano- 
ple out of Complaiſance to the Emp. 
Adrian, that rebuilt them, as he did 
this in 122, It was formerly an 
Abpk. under the Patriarch of Con- 
ſtantinople. 

Adrianus, (Caſar) a Romain Emp. 
born, Ann. Ch. 76. was a Spaniard 
— 2 and adopted by Trajan, 
and began to Reign the 117 or 118

the Senate, but againſt his Will. Ne- 
vertheleſs, he was killed by Lætus, 
Captain of the Prætorian Band. 

Alius Saturninus, a Satyrical Poet, 
thrown headlong down the Tarpr ian 
Rock, by Tiberius, for Writing a- 
gainſt him. 

Ælius Sejanus, a Roman Conſul, ſo 
much in favour with Tiberius, that 
he called him his A ſſociate in the Em- 
pire; wherewith he grew ſo inſolent, 
that deſpiſing Tiberius, he courted all 
the chief Men of Rome; which Ti- 
beriusunderſtanding, ſecretlywrouglit 
his Ruin. ; 

Alius Sextus Catus, Cenſor with 
M. Cethegus, made diſtin Seats for 
the Commonalty at their publick 
Shews, who before ſat promiſcuoufly 
with the Patricians. > 

Ailius Sextus, a Lawyer and Phi- 
loſopher. who wrote a Treatiſe of 
Perſonal Actions, called Æiarum

feſſor in the Univeriity of Utrecht, 
was a Man famous for his Learning 
and Eloquence. He was born at 
Aix. la Chapelle, in 1589. and died in 
1660. 

Emylius Cenſorinus, Tyrant of Si- 
cily, rewarded ſuch as brought to him 
any Inſtrument newly invented for 
Torment; whereupon Aruntius Pa- 
terculus having made a brazen Bull to 
burn People alive in, mylius caus'd 
himſelf to make the firſt Trial on 
himſelf, The ſome ſtory is related 
of Perillas and Phalaris. 

Amylius, a handſome young Man, 
and a great Hunter, whoſe Wite be- 
ing Jealous, hid her ſelf in the Woods 
to watch him; His Dogs lighting on 
her tore in pieces, Which Amylius 


perceivihg, killed himſelf in Deſpair. 


Amylius Papinianus, Oyerleer of 
the Exchequer next after Septimius 
Severus, by whom, when advanced 
to the Empire, he was made Captain 
of the Pretorian Bands. Severus dy- 


ing, he recommended his Sons, Getz 


and Cara alla to his care: But Cara- 
calla killing eta, and Papinizn Con- 
demning the Murder, was ſtabb'd by 
the Soldiers before the Tyrant's Face. 
He wrote many Tracts in the Civil 
Law. His Son was alſo put to Death

Axneas, Bp. of Paris in the gth 
Cent. and a Perfon of Quality and 
deep Senſe, at the Deſire ot the Pope, 
and Charles the Bald, K. ot France, 
wrote an excellent Book againſt the 
Errors of the Greek Church, wherein 
he Confutes the hard Cenſures of the 
Patr. Photius on the Latin Church, 
Aneas, a Trojan Prince, Son of 
Anchiſes and Venus, who after the 
Sacking of Troy, and tedious Travels, 
came into Jtaly with 20 Ships. K. 
Latinus and the Rutuli being alarm'd 
at his arrival, came forth to fight him, 
but being often defeated, and Jurnus 
laft of all killed in a Duel by Aueas, 
a Peace was concluded by the Marri- 
age of Lavinia, (Daughter to Latinus, 
and Betrothed to Turnus) to Mneas; 
who built a City called Lavinium, 
from the Name of his Wife. After 
the Death of his Father-in-Law, A- 
ved was made K. of the Latins ; 


Then pyning with the Aborigenes, he 


was ſlain in Batte} againſt the Rutulz, 
on the Banks of the River Numicus, 
where his Subjects cretted him a 
Temple, and a Tomb, giving him 
the Title of Jupiter Indiges.

Eſchylus, Brother to Cynep yros, a 
valiant Man, and an excellent Tra- 
gick Poet, left Athens, where he was 
Born, becauſe Sophocles's Plays met 
with greater Applauſe than his own 3 
and retired to Sicily. Being told by 
the Oracle, That he ſhould be killed 
by the fall of a Houſe, he left Syrg- 
cuſe to dwell in the open Field,where 
an Eagle flying over his Head with 
a Tortoile in her Bill, took his Bald- 
Head for a Stone, and dropping the 
Tortoiſe to break the Shell, beat out 
his Brains. | 

Aſculanus and Argentinus, two 
Deities, who were ſuppos'd to have 
Power to enrich Mer. Alio Memory 
ador'd under the fame Name by the 
Romans. 

Eſculapius, Son of holt, was · de- 
livered to Chiron to be inſtructed in 
Phyſick, Others ſay, he was ex- 
pos 'd on a Mountain, and Suckled by 
a Goat. At the Requeſt of Diana, 
he reſtored Atppolitus to life, for 
which Fupiter killed him with a 
Thunderbolt. He freed Rome from 
the Plague, tor which they built him 
a Temple near the City, aad wor- 
ſhipped him under the Form of a 
Serpent. He had two Sons eminent 
Phyſicians alſo, Mackion and Poda- 


lirius; and three Daughters Hit, 


Egle, and Panacea. a 

An, was by Medea, at the Re- 
queſt of his Son Faſor, reſtored to his 
youthful Viggur when very old. Alſo 
a R. in They which falls into the Re 
Meta, with a C. upou it of the ſame 
Nane.

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AÆſop, a Native of Ammorius in 
Phyrgia Major, was meanly Born, and 
of deſpicable Preſence, being hunch-

having a long, ill- ſhaped Head, crook- 
ed Body, big-Belly, bandy-Legs, and 
ſwarthy Complexion, whence he was 
called Æſopus, Quaſi, Æthiopus. He 
is alſo ſaid to have had a great Im- 


pediment in his Speech, which was 


the muſt afflicting part of his Mis- 
fortune. He lived when Cræſus go- 
vern'd Lydiz, and had been twice 
Bought and Sold before he was pur- 
chas'd by Xanthus, a Philoſopher of 
Samos, in whoſe Service he grew fa- 
mous by the acuteneſs of his Wit,and 
the ſharpneſs of his Anſwers. Ha- 
ving at laſt got hisLiberty by explain- 
ing an Omen that threatned the 
Samians; He advis'd them not to pay 
the Tribute which Creſus demanded 
of them. "Cr.eſus offered to ſtop the 
Courſe of his Arms, if they would 
ſend him Aſop; who acquainted 
them, that he was willing to go, but 
put them in mind of the Diſaſter 
which befel the Sheep, when for 
Peace with the Wolves, they gave 
the Dogs that guarded them for 
Hoſtages; upon which, the Sarians 
reſolved not to part with him ; but 
go he would, and by his. Prudence 
appeas'd the King's Anger againſt 
himſelf, and procur'd Peace to the 
Samians. At his return, the Samians 
received him with great Joy, and 
eretted him a Statue. After which 
he went to Cræſus's Court, and for 
his uſe compoled the Mythologues 
which ſtill bear his Name; And ha- 
ving a mind to ſee Bzbylon, took 
Greece in his way, where he had Phi- 
loſophical Converſe with the Seven 
Wiſe-Men, and a Debate about the 
Forpi of Covernment, A/op being 
tor Monarchy, and they for a Com- 
mon-Wealth. Arriving at Babylon, 
he rendred himſelt extreamly ſervice-

for it) he was puniſhed for his Kna- 
very, and afterwards put himſelf to 
Sopolus a Quack. Arius's Hereſie 
being ſpread about this time, Artius 
became one of the moit zealous 
ſticklers for it. Atter many. Rams 
bles, he came to Alexandria, where 
having learn'd Logick, he was ſup- 
plied with now Subtilties to Diſpute 
againſt the Son and Holy Ghoſt, and 
was Ordain'd Deacon by Lentius an 
Arian Biſhop. He had ſome Gno- 


. ſtick Opinions, and was at laſt diſmiſt 


by the Arians and baniſh'd. . 
Actius, Governor of Gallia Nur- 
bonenſis, and the greateſt General 
under FValentinian the III. iorc'd the 
Franks, who were pouring into Gaul, 
to repaſs the Mine; defeated the 
Goths that ravag'd the Lower Lan- 
guedoc and Provence, and routed Gun- 
dicaire K. of the Burguadians, and 
then made a Peace. After this, At- 
tila, K. of the Bun, invading, Gaul 
with 709000 Men, Aetius perſuaded 
the Franks, the Viſiperhs, and the 
Burgimdiaus, to join with him againſt 
the common Enemy, and falls upon 
Attila, whom he firſt forced to raiſe 
the Siege of Orleans, and then pur- 
ſuing him to the Cata/aunian Ficlds, 
(near ChaJons in Champagne) enga- 
ged him to a general Battel, wheres 
in 180000 Men were flain on both 
ſides, and the Huns quite defeated; 
Attila narrowly eſcaping. After theſe 
great Actions, Aetins was recall'd to 


uns 
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ungratefully kill'd him with his own 


hand, Ann. 454. upon ſome light 
Suſpicions, as if he had held ſecret 
Intelligence with Attila.

Ptolemy Philometer 
being dead, Agathoclea, with her Mo. 
ther, and a Brother of hers govern'd 
the Kingdom, and would have put 
to Death the young Ptelzmy, but 
the People of Alexandria ſav'd him, 
upon which Apathoclea fled. 

Agatkoeles, Tyrant of Sic;ly,cither 
the Son of a Potter, or only bred up 
in a Potters Houſe, being a handſome 
lovely Youth, he became a Cata- 
mite, and after that tura'd Thief, 
Weary of that Trade, he lifted him- 
ſelf a Soldier, and was firſt rais'd to 
a Centurion, then a Tribune; and 
laſtly, General. He twice attempt- 
ed the Government of Syracuſe, and 
was twice baniſh'd. He ſeveral times 
routed the Carthaginians in Sicily, 
but was himſelf defeated in one Bat- 
tel near the R. Zymerns; yet Re- 
cruiting his Forces, and having won 
Meſſma, and other Cities, he firſt 
made himſelf Tyrant of Sracuſe, and 
then of all Sicily, and after that over- 
came the Carthaginias again, both 
in Sicily and Africa ; where at length 
having ill Succels, his Soldiers Muti- 
nied, torc'd him to fly the Camp, 
and kill'd his Children, Recovering 
himſelf again, he reliey'd Corcyra, 
burnt the Micedonizn Fleet, and re- 
turning to Sicily, put thoſe Soldiers 
to the Sword, with their Wives and 
Children, who had Murdered his. 
At laſt he was Poiſon'd by his Grand- 
Child Archagathus,in the 122d Olym- 
piad, being 72 years old. 

Agathocles, Son of Tyſimachius, was 
taken in the War which his Father 
wag'd with the Getzs. and being re- 
turned, he ſailed over into Aſa, fuh- 
dued Autigonus's Kingdom, and built

Ageſilaus, Son of Archidamus, who 
after the Death of his Brother Agis, 
was made K. of Sparta, notwithſtand- 
ing the Pretenſions of Leotichides his 
Brother's Natural Son. He haraſs'd 
all Pbryg ia, took ſeveral Towns from 
the Perſians, and defeated the Ge- 
neral Tiſſipbernes; whereupon the 
Perſian King cut off Tiſſaphernes's 
Head, and ſent preſently to Ageſilaus 
to buy his Peace; which Ageſilaus 
refus'd, ſaying, He would not enrich 
himſelf with the Booty of bis Over- 
throws. After this, he fought the 
Thebans, took Corinth, defeated the 
Acarnamians, ruined Beotia, took a 


the Progreſs of Epaminondas, pre- 
vented Sparta from being taken by 
Aſſault, and died in the Sath y. of 
his Age, 360 V. betore Chriſt. 

Ageſilaus, the Son of Neocles, or 
rather of Themiſtocles, employ'd as a 
Spy in Xerxes's Army, where he at 
length coming up to the King's 
Tent, he kill'd Mardonius inftead of 
the K. Thereupon being brought 
to the K. who was then at the Altar 
of the Sun, he thruſt his right hand 
into the Fire, ſaying, Such are all the 
Athenians, O Xing, and if you will 
not believe me, 1 will tbruſt my lefs 
band alſo into the ſame Flames; which 
undaunted Att ſo ſurpriz'd the K. 
that he ſet him at liberty. 

Ageſilaus, Uncle to Aegis III. K. of 
Sperta, being deeply in Debt, per- 
ſuaded his Nephew to make a Law, 
whereby all Debts were aboliſh'd, 


and an equal Diyviſion ordain'd to be 
made

Aglibolus, a Syrian Deity, parti- 
cularly worſhipped ia the City of 
Palmyra. Some will have it to be 
the Sun, and others the Moon. 

Agmet, a T. ſituated near Mount 
Atlas, 8 Leagues from Morocco, and 
which was the Capital of the Empire 
before Morocco was built, 5 

Agmondeſham, a B. T. in the C. of 
Bucks, ſending two Burgeſſes to Par- 
liament, who now are are R. H. Vill. 
Lord Cheyne, and Fohn Drake Els 

Agnabet, or Agnetlin, one of the 
chief Towns in Tranſilvania. | 

Agrellus, was made Abp. of R.t- 
venna in 555. He obtain'd what had 
belonged to the Goths, for the Uſe of 
his Church, by means of 2V:7/cs, Fu. 
He died in 556 
being 94 y. old, ” ey 

Agnes, a Virgin, who was Mar- 
tyr'd at the Age of 18 Y. under Di- 
oclefian, in the Y. 303. ; 

Agneſio, (Fobn B2tiſt) liv'd in the 
6th Age, and wrote divers Tracts in 
Proſe and Verſe. _ | 

Agne ſius, or Agnellls, ( Andrew ) 
a learned Abp. of Mvenna, in the 
goth Age. He wrote the Hiitory of 
the Prelates of the Church there. 

Ago, one of the Nymphs 
that bred Fupiter, who gave her 
Name to a Fountain in Mount Lycexs; 


which, ('tis Fabled) being ſtirr'd by 


an Oaken-ſtick by the Prieſt of u- 
piter Lyceus, a thick Vapour role like 
a Miſt, that at laſt difſolyed into 
Showers, H Aano - 
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Agnodice, an Athenian Virgin, who 
frequenting the School of Hierophilus 
in Man's Apparel, attain'd to the 
perfect Knowledge of Phyſick, and 
fell to practiſe the Cure of Diſeaſes 
accident to Child-bearing Women, 
whom ſhe firſt acquainted with her 
Sex. Being called in queſtion by the 
Phyſicians, as a Debaucher of Wo- 
men, ſhe diſcovering her Sex before 
the Areopas ites, not only clear'd her 
ſelf, but occaſioned an Order,where- 
by the Men were forbid to At the 
Midwife. 

Agnoites, Hereticks about the X. 
370. Followers of Theophronius, who 
queſtioned the Oinniſcience of God, 

here were other Hereticks of that 
Name about the Y. 535. Diſciples of 
Themiſtius, who believed that Chriſt 
knew not when the Day of Judg- 
ment ſhould happen. 

Aznon, Son of Nicias, and Gene- 
ral of the Athenians in the Potidian 
War, wherein he had bat ill Succels. 

Aenon, or P Apno, Lat. Clanius, 
a R. in Campania in Italy, which at laſt 
ſtagnates into a Lake. 

Agnonides, an Athenian Rhetori- 
cian, or rather Sycophant, who ac- 
cns'd Phocion; but no ſooner was 
PhocionCondemn'd and Poifun'd with 
Hemlock, but the People perceiving 
what a good and juſt Magiſtrate they 
had loft, put Aznonides to Death. 

Agobard,or Agobart, a famous Abp. 
of Lyons in the gth Age, who wrote 
ſeveral Books; one particularly a- 
gainſt the Adoring of Images. He 
conſpir'd with Lotharius againſt Lewi⸗ 
the Debonair , and aſſiſted at the 
Council of Compiegne in 833. where- 
in Lewis was Depos'd. He died in 
840. 8 

Haobel, a T. in the Kingdom of 
Tremeſen in Africk. 

Alen Androgei, a Game inſtituted 
by Minos, the Victor's Rewards be- 
ing the Athenians Children, where 
Taurus, one of Minos's Counſellors, 
fill carried the Day at Wrefiling, till 
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he was worfted by Theſeus 3 and ſo 


the Athenians were freed from this 
Tribute. Agon Olympius was infti- 
tuted by Hercules, from whence to 
the firſt Olympiad are reckon'd 430 
Y. Apon Capttolinus, was inftituted 
at Rome by Domitian, in Honour of 
Fupiter Capitolinus, A. C. 88. 

Agonalia, Annual Feſtivals in Rome 
in Honour of Fanus. 

Agonax, Aonax, or Honach, 
learnt Aſtronomy of Shem, or Heber, 
and taught it Zoroaſter, 

Agones, a People of Inſubria, now 
la Val di Cogna, in the Territory of 
Ticinum, or Pavia. There is a R. 
here allo called Agonia. Thoſe that 
killed the Sacrifice in the Agonalia 
were alſo called Agones. 

Agonius, a Deity, in whoſe Ho- 
nour the Romans celebrated the Ago- 
nalia. | 

Agonotbetes, ſo was called the 
Judge of the Combats at the ohm- 
pick, and other publick Games. 

Agonyclites, Hereticks of the 8th 
Age, who Pray'd ſtanding. 

Agoraa, a Name giyen to Minerva 
by the Lacedemonians, Allo a R. in 
Thrace. 

Agoranomus, an Athenian Clark of 
the Market. 

Agra, the Capital of a Prov. of 
the ſame Name, in the Empire of 
the Great Mogul in the Indies; and 
formerly the Emperor's Scat. It is 
the largeſt C. of India, where the 
Houſes of the Noblemen are ſpaci- 
ous and well built. All that is moſt 
remarkable in it, is the Emperor's 
Palace, and ſome few Sepulchres. 

Agræi, a People in Attica near 
Athens. The Country was called 
Agr#, becauſe there was great ſtore 
of Game in it, The Huntreſs Diana 
had a Temple in it, which is now 
turn'd into a little Church, called 
Stauromenos Petrou. 

Asgraria Lex, a Law among tho 
Romans for the Diviſion of Lands 
taken from the Enemy. 

Agraules, 
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Agraules, the Daughter of Cecrops, 
K. of Athens, being too curious to 
open a Wicker-Hamper, wherein 
Minerva had encloſed young Eritho- 
nius, the Goddeſs ſtruck her with 
ſuch a Frenzy, that ſhe threw her 
ſelf head-long from a Precipice. 

Agreeable, an Iſland made by the 
R. Liſe in the Kingdom of Fez. 

Agreda, a T. in Arragon, on the 
R. Quilos, bordering upon Old Caſtile. 

Agremmes, an Indian K. of the 
Gangarides, who oppoſed Alexander 
the Great. 

Agria, by the Germans called Eger, 
by the Hungarians, Eclaw, a C. of 
Upper Hungary, on a R. of the ſame 
Name. It is (mall,but well fortified. 
Solyman beſieg'd it without Succels 
in 1552. Mabomet III. took it in 
1596. It was retaken by the Impe- 
rialſts in 1687. after a Blockade of 3 

ears. It fiands 7 German Miles 
om Tockay, 17 N. E. of Buda, and 
10 N. of Zolnock, 

Agricola, (Cneus Funius) a Native 

of the C. of Frejus in Provence, who 


lived in the Reigns of Galba, Veſpa- 


fian, and Domitian, and whoſe Me- 
rits raiſed him to greatEmploy ments. 

Agr icolz, (George) a German hy 
fician of the 16th Century, famous for 
his Writings, more particularly for 
his Treatiles of Minerals, and of 
Subterranean Creatures. 

Agricola, ( Rodulphus) a Friſelander 
ot prodigious Wit, and univerſal 
Learning, who wrote a Hiſtory and 
other Treatiſes. Eraſmus wrote his 
Encomium. He was born in 1442. 
and died in 1485. _ 

Agricola, (John) a very learn'd 


Man, Contemporary,Townlman, and 


Follower of Luther; who wrote af- 
terwards in Defence of the Saxon 
Confeſſion, and died at Berlin, where 
he was Miniſter, * © 

Agricola, (Francis) bora in Leo- 
nen, a T. of the Dutchy of Fulters, 
- famous for his Writings and Deyo-

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Agrimonte, or Agremont, Lat. Gru- 
mentum, was formerly a confiderable 
T. in Jtaly in the Baſilicate, with a 
Bpk. ſince united to that of Marſico. 

Agrionia, certain Annual Feafts 
ſolemnized by the Pæotian Women in 
Honour of Bacchus. 

Agrippa, (Silvins) a K. of the La- 
tins, who ſucceeded Jiberinus. 

Agrippa, (Caſtor) confuted the Er- 
rors of Bafilides, and of his Son Hio— 
dorus, about A. C. 132. 

Aprirpa, ſirnamed Herodes, the 
Son of Ariſtobulus by Berenice. After 
the Death of Hrrod Antipas his Uncle, 
he went to Rome, where his Wir and 
Liberality acquir'd him the Friend- 
ſhip of many Perſons in Tiberjus's 
Court, particularly of Druſ's and 
his Wife Artoniz, He was impri- 
ſoned for wiſhing, that Caius his 
Friend might Reign. Carus Caligula 
being made Emperor, not only Re- 
leas'd him, but made him K. of Fu- 
dea, He put St. James to Death, 
impriſoned St. Peter, and for his 
Pride, was eaten up with Worms. 
There was alio Herodes Agrippa, the 
2d Tetrarch of Galilee, well-skill'd 
in Hebrew Cuſtoms, befere whom 
St. Paul was glad to be heard. He 
was the laſt K. of the Jews, who 
Stoned him from his Ihrone; where- 
upon he retired to Ame, where he 
lived in much Eſteem with Titus and 
Veſpaſian. 

Agr ippa, (Menenius) a Roman Ge- 
neral , who Triumph'd over the 
Sabines; and when the Commonaity 
of Rome Withdrew them(ſclves into the 
Aventine Mount, notable to endure 
the Burden of Tribute, nor coatinual

A2rirpa, the Poſthumous Son of 
St. Virſanius Agrippa, was baniſh'd 
by his Gr-»dfather Auguſtus into the 
1.354 Vanaſia, for ſome treaſonable 
Dc! 71, where he was murder'd by 
the Commond of Tiberius, 
e, (Henry Cornelius) a noble 
Crema born at Cologne, Doctor of 
Law and Phyſick, and Knight of the 
Military Order. He was a Prodigy 
of Learning, ſpokes 8 Languages, 
and wrote ſeveral Treatiſes, but none 
more appro”'d than his Trat of the 
Vanity of humane Sciences, Some 
People Tax him for being a Magici- 
an, which was occaſioned by his ad- 
dicting himſelf to Secret Sciences. 
He behav'd himſelf with Courage 
and Conduct in Maximilian's Army 
in Hahy; And was Phyſician to the 
Dutcheſs of Savoy, Counſellor and 
Hiſtoriographer to the Emperour 
Charles V. Syndic and Advocate- 
General to the Town of Metz. He 
was invited to the Service of the 
Dutcheſs of Auſtria, the K. of Eng- 
land, and the Emp. CHrles V. but he 
bre lerred Liberty to Travel, to theſe 
Offers, and died at Grenoble in 
France in 1334. 1

Aix, Lat. Aque Sextiæ, the capital 
C. of Provence in France, founded by 
the Romans, 15 Leagues from Arles, 
and 13 from Avignon. It was ruin'd 
by the Goths and Saracens, but always 
rebuilt. It has now noble Buildings, 
large Streets and Piazzas, and fine 
Churches. It is alſo an Apbk. Univer- 
ſity and Parliament-Toun. The 
Prelates have held many Provincial 
Councils here. Their Hot Baths 
are uſed both for Bathing and Drink- 
ing. In the great Church they have 
a ſide Chapel, into which, they ſay, 
if any Woman enters, ſhe is immedi- 
ately ſtruck Blind. 

Aix-la-Chapelle, in French; Lat. 
Aquiſgranum, called by the Inhabi- 
tants Alen, an Imperial T. in Germany, 
on the Borders of Fuliers and Lin- 
burg, and protected by the Duke of 

| Falierg. 
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Fuliers, It is ſaid to have been built 
by Granus the Brother of Nero, A. C. 
sc. and from” him called Aquzs- 
Granum, This City having been 
ruin'd by Attila K. of the Huns, it 
was rebuilt by the Emp. Charlemagne, 
who conferred great Privileges upon 
it, aud made it the Seat of the Empire 
on this ſide the Alps, ordaining that 
the K. of the Romans ſhould be 
Crown'd here with a Crown of Iron, 
as at Milan with one of Silver, and 
at Rome with one of Gold, This C. 
flouriſh'd till 882. when it was de- 
ſtroy'd by the Normans. It was at- 
terwards repair'd, but it has ſuffer'd 
much by the Fire divers times ſince, 
particularly in 1656. The more re- 
markable Structures here, are the 


Town-Houſe and the Church of our 


Lady built by Charlemagne, in which 
are kept abundance of Relicks. 
This City is particularly famous for 
its Hot-Baths, which are much re- 
ſorted to, and very commodions ; 
They are accounted Nitro- Sulphureous 
and good for Chronical Diſtempers. 
Several Councils have been held in 
this City, particularly one in 799. 
Another in 809. a third in 219. and 
a fourth in 835. In 1668. there was 
a famous Treaty of Peace concluded 
here between France and Spain. 

Aix, an ancient, bat ill built City 
of Savoy, with the Title of Marqui- 
ſate, between Chambery, Annecy, and 
KRumily. It is famous for the hot 
aluminous and ſulphureous Baths 
4djoyning to it.

guantua, Cc. in monſtrous Abſurdi- 
ties and fooliſh Stories. *Tis divided 
into 4 Parts, and each into ſeveral 
Chapters; as the Chapter of the 
Cow, the Emmet, the Spider, Cc. 
'Tis compoſed of Moral Doctrines, 
and blind Tales; the Sacred Hiſtory 
blended with Fables; Predeſtination 
is a Fundamental of their Law, as 
well as Propagation of it by the 
Sword. Mohavia,Calyph of Babylon,

Alemannus, ſuccceded his Father 
Jeuta, (the German Hercules) in the 
Kingdom of the Ancient Germans, 
who are thought to derive that Ap 
pellation from him: He us'd to have 
a Lion in Chains led after him; 
whence the Lion is put in the At- 
chievements of the German Princes. 

Alemdar, Mahomet's Green Stan- 
dard-Bearer, on the Grand Sjgnior's 
publick Appearances. 

Alemdin, a large and powerful C. 
4 miles W. of 772{cora, and at Wars 
with it. 1 hey both were ſubducd by 
the King of Fez. 

Alencon, a C. of Normandy, once 


dignified with an Earldom in the Fa- 


mily of Felois, erected into a Duke- 
dom by Charles VI. Ann. 1414. now 
annexed, with the moſt conliderable 
Bailliage in that Province, to the 
Crown. The City is large and 
fair on the Sartre, over which, and 
the Briinte, which it there re- 
ceives, there is a Bridge, and in an 
Ifland made in the City by thele 
Streams, ſtands the Convent of St. 
Clue: in the Pariſh of Our Lady, 
are the Tombs ef the Dukes of Alen- 
con, Here the Proteftants were ſaved 
from the Maffacre in 1572. by Mr. 4e 
Mitignon, who after wards took it for 
the Leaguers : It ſuffered much in 
the laſt Civil War. 

Alendorf, an Hefſiin C. on the R. 
Weſer, frequented and noted for its 
Salt Spring. 

Alentejo, a Prov. of Portugal, 35 
L. long, and 34 broad, betwixt the 
Taio, or Tapis, and Guadi na, whence 
its Name, in a wonderful rich and 
plentiful Soil; nor leis noted for 
Evora, the ancient Seat of their 


Kings; and the Victory of %% ue, 
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over 5 Mooriſh Kings, by Alphonſus J. 
of Portugal. 

Aleppo, a C. in Syria, on the ſmall 

R. Coic, and with its Circuit it takes 
in 4 Hills, on the higheſt of which 
ſtands a Caſtle ; The Building but 
mean without, but lined with Mar- 
ble, Painting, Cc. It has 26 Moſques, 
7 of them with Domes; 3 Colleges 
of the Mahometan Divinity, Philo- 
ſophy, and Grammar; and 40 Cara- 
vanſera's, or Inns, and 50 publick 
Baths; 12 Gates, and 3 Suburbs. 
Beſides a few Maronites and Roma- 
niſts, there are 16000 Greek Chri- 
ſtians under an Abp. 12000 Arme- 
nians under a Bp. and as many Jaco- 
bites and Copticks under their Bp. 
each in their diftinft Churches. Tis 
the 3d City of Turkey for Wealth, 
largeneſs and populouſneſs, 120000 
dying of the Plague there in 3 
months. *Tis the Relidence of the 
Baſſa of that Province, who beſides 
a guard of 300 Men, has 400 Horſe, 
and 700 Foot, under two Agas, and 
2c0Muſqueteers under the Governor 
in the Caſtle, Tis the Rendezypus 
oftheCaravans to Mecca and Medina, 
and the Reſort of the Merchants of 
Europe, Armenia, Perſia, and the 
Indies. *Twas taken by the Maho- 
metans in 637. deſtroy'd by the Tar- 
tars in 1260. and retaken by the Turks 
in 1515. full of incredible Riches. 

Alered, in the Sth Cent, K. of 
Northumberland, having uſurp'd the 
Crown 3 V. from K. Ethel wald, was 
depoſed and forced to wander up and 
down with a few Followers. 

Aleſa, a C. of Sicily, built on a 
Hi near the Sea by Archonides, leader 
of thoſe meaner ſort of People of 
Herbita, that fled from the fear of 
War. And near a River once called 
Aleſus, there is a Fountain called 
Aleſus, whoſe Waters at the Sound 
of the Flute would riſe by degrees 
till they overflowed. 

Ale ſco, or Aleſſo, a C. of Albania 
en the Adriatict, and near the Mouth 
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of the R. Drin, fam'd for the Tomb

Alexander 1. K. of Epirus, Brother 
to Olymyias, Alexander the Great's 
Mother, leaving Epire to avoid dying 
at the R. Acheron, as foretold, War'd 
in Lucania, and complain'd that he 
fought with Men in Jah), while his 


Nephew, only with Women in Aſa. 


He waskill'd in Lucania near a River 
of the ſame Name Acheron. 

Alexander II. K. of Epire, and Son 
of Phyrrtus, beaten from his Invaſion 
of Macedon, by Demetrius, Son of 
Antigonus, and then out of his King- 
dom, which yet he recovered by 
the help of thoſe of Acarnania. 

Alexander 1. K. of Macedon, the 
Son of Amyntas, and the firſt that 
rais'd the Name of the Macedonims , 
having in his Youth often been Victor 
at the Olympick Games, and ſlain the 
Perfian Ambaſſador for his Familia- 
rity with the Court-Ladies. He 
Reign'd 43 Y. in great Honour, and 
died . AM. 3508. 

Alexander II. of Mace don, Son 
of Amyntas III. was treacherouſly 
murder'd by his Brother Prolemy 
Montes, in 103d Olympiade. 

Alexander III. K. of Macedon, 
ſirnam'd the Great. Son of Philip of 
Macedon, and Olympias a Paughter of 
Epire, was born in the 106 Olympiad, 
365 Y. before Chriſt, on the very 
Night that Diana's Temple of Epheſus 
was burnt. He diſcharg'd the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Government in 
his Fathers abſence to Admiration, 
quaſhing a dangerous Revolt at 15 
years old. Sav'd his Fathers Life at 


on 


a Battel ſoon after, and gained the 


— — 
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Wonder and Love of the moſt ex- 
perienc'd Officers. He firſt killed 
Attalus, Cleopatra's Brother, whom 
Philip,having Divorced himſelf from 
Olympias, had Married; then retired 
to his Mother; whence recalled, he 
puniſhed all that had a hand in his 
Father's Death; and having ſubdued 
Illyrium, Thrace, Thebes, Cc. in the 
111th Olympiad, declar'd War againſt 
Perſia; and routing Darins at the 
Granic Flood, he over-ran Lydia, 
Fonia, Caria, Pamphylia, and Cappa- 
docia; and by two other Victories 
over Darius, and ſome over Cleophis 
and Porus Indian Kings, he poſſeſſed 
great part of Aſia and Egypt. Foſe- 
phus tells of his Sacrificing to God at 
Feruſalem, Cc. On the news of 
Darius's Death he wept, and obſerv'd 
a wonderful Maſtery of his Paſſions 
towards the Wife and Daughter of 
Darius, whom he kept inviolabie and 
honour'd. He was a Lover of Poe- 
try and Philoſophy,as his magnificent 
Preſents to Ariſtotle and to Cheribus 
thow. At the Sack of Thebes he 
ſpar'd the Houſe and Family of Pin- 
dar; And in the 114th Olympiad, in 
the 32d year of his Age, he died at 
Babylon, either by intemperate Drink- 
ing or Poiſon. He either out of 
Policy or Vanity would needs pals for 
the Son of Fupiter Ammon, not of 
Philip, and fo his Mother was re- 
ported to be impregnated by that 
God in the ſhape of a Dragon, or by 
Nictanebo, an Egyptian King, and 
Magus in the form of Fupiter. 

Alexander Lynceſtes, the Son of 
Eropus, was pardoned by Alexander 
the Great, tho' accuſed of having 
a Hand in K. Philip's Death, for being, 
the firſt that ſaluted him King z but 
on diſcovery of his Treaſon of agres- 
ing todeſtroy his King, he had him 
Seiz'd and put to Death. 

Alexander Epipbanes K. of Syria, 
vanquiſhing Demetrius Soter, he gain'd 
his Throne, and Married Clegparra, 
Daughter of Prolomeys mo 

W 


and had their Wives and Children's 
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who after 4 years took her away and 
gave her to Demetrius Nicanor; 
„ whom, they drove Alexander 
out of the Kingdom, and had his 
Head ſent him by Abdie an Arabian, 
to whom he had fled. 

Alexander II. Zebina: Ptolomaus 
Phyſcon made him K. of Syria, by the 
Rout and Death of Demetrius Nica- 
nor, whoſe Son, Antiochus Grypbus, 
won it from him again, by a Battel, 
in which Alexander fell. 

Alexander I. King of the Jews, 
was the Son of AHyrcanus, and Bro- 
ther of Ariſtobulus; he gained the 
Throne by the Favour of Salome, 
Widow te Philellent, after he had 
taken off by Death his Brother and 
Competitor for the Crown, by the 
Aſſiſtance of the Mother of Ptolemy 
Lathyrus, ne oppos'd him and invaded 
Cyprus ; And his Cruelties making 
his Subjects rebel, he Crucified 800, 


Throats cut before them. He was 
defeated by the K. of the Arabians 
and Demetius Eucerum, and after a 
Quartan of 3 Y. he died, 76 years 
before Chriſt. He adviſed his Wife 
Alexandra to keep in with the Pharz- 
fees if ſhe'd Reign Queen, 

Alexander II. Son of Ariſtobulus, 
oppoling the Romans, and twice de- 
teated by Gabinius, and flying to An- 
tioch, was Beheaded by Scipio, on 
FPompey's Order, 45 y. before Chriſt, 

Alexander, the Son of Meriamne, 
and Herod the Great, bred at Rome in 
the Court of Auguſtus 3 tho' ac- 
quitted of his Fathers Accuſations of 
his attempting his Crown, was 
afterwards Condemn'd and Strangled 
by him at Sebaſtia, 2 v. before Chriſt. 
The falſe Alexander being diſcover'd 
by Auguſtus, was Condemn'd to the 
Gallies. 

Alexander Severus, Emp. of Rome. 
See Severus» 

Alexander born in Phrygia, was 
declared Emp. by the Roman Sol- 


diers at Carthage, but through his 
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Puſillanimity overcome by Polt. ; 
nus, and was ſent to Maxentius and 


St rangled. 


Alexander Emp. of the Eaſt, ſuc. | 


ceeding his Brother Leo Philoſophus, 


of a ſloathful and voracious Temper, | 
having Eaten too much, broke a | 
Vein by getting on Horſeback, and | 


died of it, at one infamous years 
Reign. 
Alexander, K. of Poland, to which 


Crown being choſen, from being : 


great Duke of Lithuania, he united 
that Dutchy to Poland, on condition, 
That the Lithuanians ſhould have 
Voices in the Election of their Kings. 
On his Death-Bed he heard of the 
Slaughter of 20000 of his Enemies 
in one Battel. 

Alexander 1. K. of Scotland, called 
The Fierce, ſucceeded his Brother 
Edgar in 1107. His Ardour in pal- 


ſing the R. Spey quaſh'd the Rebels; 


from which Victory returning, on 
a poor Woman's Complaint of her 
Husbands being Whipt by the Earl 
of Mern's Son, for ſuing for a Debt, 
he ftirr'd not from the Place till he 
was puniſh'd, Starting out of his 
Sleep, on ſome Aſſaſſines ruſhing in- 
to his Chamber, he ſlew 6 of them 
with the Traitor that let them in, 
and purſued the reft, He built {c- 
veral Churches and Monaſteries, and 
Endowed them. He reign'd 17 Y. 
and died without Iſſue by Sybillz, 
Daughter to William I. of England. 
Alexander II. ſucceeded his Father 
in 1213. in the Scottiſb Throne at 16 
Y.old, Hereign'd 35 V. and liv'd 
51. He was Invited into Exgland 
by the Clergy againſt K.Fohy, and by 
their Aſſiſtance he did ſome Service 
againſt him. But on K. John's Re- 
conciliation with the Pope, he and 
the Dauphin being Excommunicated, 
he retreated, but was beholding to 
the Death of K. Jobn for his getting 
home again, elſe he had certainly 
been cut off Army and all. Peace 
being afterwards made, he Married 
Hey 
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Henry TIT's Siſter, by whom he had 
no Children, tho' he had Alexander 
III. by his French Wife. He died 
in 1249. 

Alexander III. ſucceeded Alexan- 
der II. his Father in 1249. His Mi- 
nority was ſullied by the Factions of 
the Cumins, whom yet out of Po- 
licy he pardoned when come of Age. 
He Married the Daughter of Henry 


III. of England, in 1263. By his 


General Alexander Stuart he van- 
quiſh'd Acho K. of Norway, killing 
16000 of the 20000 Men he had 
landed ut Air, in Claim of the We- 
In 1285. he broke his 
Neck from a Horſe, having Married 
a French Lady after the Death of 
Henry 111.'s Daughter, in the 45th y. 
of his Age, and 37th of his Reign. 
He was the laft of his Race, having 
no Heir to the Crown. 
Alexander, Duke of Albany, Bro- 
ther ro K. Fames II. of Scotland, ha- 
2 made his Eſcape from Edinburgb 
Caſtle into England, by the aſſiſtance 
of Edward IV. of England, he was 


reſtored to his Dignity, and van- 
quiſhed his Enemies; being made 


Regent, he reftored his Brother to 
the Throne; who, however reſolv- 
ing his Ruin for what was paſt; on 
Information of it, Alexander fled a- 
gain to Eugland, and thence to France, 
where he died, leaving two Sons, 
Alexander by his firſt Wife, aud Fohn 
by his Second, who was afterwards 
Regent of Scotland.

Daughter. At 18 years old he was 
at the Battel of Lepanto. In 1578. 
he was made Governour of the Lom 
Countries,and by hisModeration,Con- 
duct and Valour, recover'd moſt of 
what his Predeceſſors Cruelty or Co- 
wardice had loft, He relieved Roam 
and Paris againſt Henri IV. defeated 
and drove the Duke of Alencon's 
French out of the Low Countries, but 
being wounded in his Retreat out 
of France in 1592. he died at Arras, 
in the 46 year of his Age. 

Alexander 1. Pope, was born in 
' Rome. In the 1cth year, and 7th 
month, he tate in that Chair, he orde- 
red Zoly Water to be in its Benedicti- 
on mingled with Salt, and Sprinkl'd 
in private Houſes, Ad Demona Mor 
— fugandos, to drive away De- 
vils and Diſeaſes; and Water to be 
mingl'd with the Wine, as a token 
of Chriſt's Union wich his Church; 
and that the Hoſt ſhould be of Un- 
leavened Bread, and added Prilte 
quam pateretur before boc eſt corpus 
meum, and was Martyr'd in Adr ian's 
time. 

Alexander II. elected Pope in 
1051. againſt whom Cadolus the An- 
ti- Pope, was ſet up by the Italian 
Biſhops influenced by the Emperour 
Henry IV. in the Battel of Prari de 
Nerone, he worſted the Anti- Pope; 
but by the Council of Mz, the 
Affair being accommodated, he par-

Alexander IV. choſe 7 7 in 1264.

the Factions of Guelphs and Gibzlines. 
Squez'd Money out of England for a 
Croiſade, of which being dilappointed 
by the War of the Fenetian, and Ge- 
#oeſe, he died of Grief in 1261. in 
the 7th year of his Papacy. 


Alexander V. was a poor Boy taken 


up in the Streets by a Franciſcan, and 
taught by him the Rudiments of 
Latin and Greek, thence ſent to Ox- 
ford, and thence to Paris, where he 
took his Doctor's Degree. He was 
"choſe Pope on the Depoſition of Gre- 
gory XII. and Benedict XIII. He De- 
pos'd K. Ladiſlaus; and Sat but 10 
Months. He died in 1410. 
Alexander VI. by Birth a Spaniard, 
was of one of the Nobleſt Houſes of 
Valentia, but took his Mothers Name 
Borgia: Bribes brought him into the 
Papal Chair, and Murder brought 
him out. He was Father to Caſar 
Borgia, and 3 other Sons; he had a 
Daughter by another Man's Wiſe 
when a Cardinal; His Profuſeneſs he 
ſupported by open Simony z and left 
no Villany unacted to raiſe his 2d ſon 
Caſar to the Empire. The Vrſini he 
Murder'd under diſguiſe of Friend- 
ſhip, invited to a Feaſt at his Sons; 
and deſigning to Poiſon ſome Car- 
dinals at Cardinal Adriano Cornetto, 
by miſtake, he and his Son 40 
drank the Poiſon themſelves, He died

He collected a good Li- 
brary. and was Martyr'd under De- 
cius the Emperor. | 

Alexander Biſhop of Hierapolis in 
431. a Neſtorian, and ſuch an Enemy 
to Orillus, that obſtinately refuſing 
Communion with any that were for 
Accommodation, he was baniſh'd into 
Egypt. 

Alexander Bp. of Alexandria, in

AlexanderTrallienſis,Son and Schol- 
lar of Dioſcorus, born, as his firname 
imports at Trallis in Bithyniz, in what 
Age uncertain 3 he was a great Phy- 
fician, and wrote ſcveral Phyſical 
Books. | 

Alexandretta,or Scanderoon, a Port, 
and C. of Hria, on the Mediterranean, 
where is a French Vice-Conſul, and 
an Engliſh Conſul: Tis the Port to 
Aleppo. See Scandergon. 
| Alexandria, now call'd Scanderia, 
founded in the 112th Olymprad, by 
Alexander the Great, betwixt the Sea 
and the R. Nile. It was the Scat of 
the Prolemaique Race, which gave it 
Beauty, Wealth, and Magaiticence, 
and that was rather added to by the 
Poſſeihon of the Ræmans, till Caracalla; 
for a Jeſt on whom, abundance of 
the Youth of that City were Maſſa- 
cred; the Cifterns of Water, which 
was conveyed by Aquedutts from 
| the Nile, but once a year, growing 
Corrupt, make the Air unwhole- 
' ſome. On one fide is the new Ha- 
ven, on the other the old. Join'd 
to this City by Cleopatra, was the 
| Pharos, one of the old Wonders of 
the World. Of all this vaſt City, 
| ſcarce the Ruins remain, with bur 
| 8000 Inhabitants, (which once con- 
tain'd 3a6000Freemen beligesSlaves) 
who Trade in Medicinal Roots, Spi- 
' ceHes, Cc. the Portugueſe diſcovery 
of a'way to the Indies by Sea, having 
- ruined this City more than the 
Turks. Here is St. Mark's Church 
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| or Tomb, in the Coprick or Egyptian 
Ra L Chriſtians 
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Cbriſt ian hands, the Ruins of Cle- 
op2tras's Palace, the Cells of the Se- 
vtuagint Interpreters, and the Re- 
mains of Pompeys's Pillar, Cc. are to 
be ſeen. 
Library of Ptolomey Philadelpbus , 
containing soo Vol, burnt by 
Fulias Cæſar, when he took Alexan- 
dria by Storm, Ann. 3903, taken 
again by Auguſtus. 3920; beides 
Tribute, it ſupply' d Rome with four 
Months Corn. It was taken by the 
Saracens in 64 t, and in 1147, the Vene- 
tians, and K. of Cyprus took it, but 
ſoon loſt it: In 1167, the K. of Fe- 
ruſalem took it again; its preſent

Alfred, the youngeſt of Esheired's 
Sons, ſirnamed the Unready, was 
cruelly us'd by Canute, the Danifh 
K. of England. 

Alfred, K. of England, the 4th 
Son of Ethelwolf , ſucceeded his 
Brother Ethelred in 871. He fought 
ſeveral Battels with the Danes, with 
various ſucceſs; till in the year 879. 
They pals'd over from England into 
France, and Flanders, to ſeek their 
Fortunes in thoſe Parts; wherein 
they made ſuch Progreſs, that it 
appear'd,the French and Flemiſh were 
na more able than the Engliſh, to 
keep off the Daniſh Inundation. In 
885, a vaſt Fleet of Danes put to

Amalric I. K. of Feruſalem, ſuc- 
ceeded his Brother Baldwin III.

twice out of Eg yt. He might alſo 
have taken Grand Cairo, but thro' 
his Avarice, he gave Siracon the op- 
portunity to re-eſtabliſh himſelf, at- 
ter he had wheedled him with a 
Promiſe of two Millions of Gold; ſo 
that Amalric retir'd wich ſhame. 
He withſtood Saladin with great 
Bravery, and died in 1174. 

Amalric II. bought the Kingdom 
of Cyprus of Richard I. K. of England. 
having allo the Kingdom of Feruyſa- 
lem, which he loſt in 1187, and died 
in 1194. p 

Amalric of Chartres, broach'd ſe- 
veral abſur'd Tenets in Religion in 
1204, Which he was made to ab- 
jure by Innocent III. and his Dit- 
ciples were condemn'd by a Council 
held at Pars in 1209, where they 
were deliver'd to the Magiſtrate, who 
hang'd all the Men, but pardon'd 
the Women, 

Amalthea , Daugliter of Meliſſus, 
K. of Crete, and Nurſe of Fupiter, 
who fed him with Goat's Milk and 
Honey. Others lay, It was a Goat 
call'd Amalthea, which Jupiter at- 
terwards Tranſlated into the Skie , 
with her two Kidds, and gave one 
of her Horns to the Daughter of 
Meliſſus, which ſupplied them with 
all they deſired. This Horn is the 
Cornucopia. 

Amalthea, Demophile, or Hiero- 
phile, the Cumean Sybil, offer'd Tar- 
quin the Proud, 9. Books of the 
Deſtinies of Rome, and demanded 
300 Pieces of Gold for them. Tar- 
quin thinking it too much, derided. 
her, whereupon ſhe threw 3, Books 

into

Mto the Fire, and demanded the | 


Ame for the Reſt; which being alſo 
denied her, ſhe burnt 3. more, ſtill 
requiring the ſame price. Tarquin 


thereupon conſulting the Pontift , 


was advis'd to pay the Mony. Theſe 
Books were afterwards in great e- 
ſteem, and two Magiftrates were 
appointed to look after, and conſult 
them. 

Amana, or Amanus, a Mountain 
of Ciliciz, thought to be that men- 
tion'd in the Canticles, Amana 1s 
alſo one of the Tuccay Iſlands in Nor- 
thern America, ſubject to the Eng- 
glifh. 


Amandus, (Fokn) ſirnamed Fayta,

Amandus de Ziriczee, a Zealander 
and Franciſcan Monk, of the 15th 
Age, who wrote ſeveral Tracts.

Amaracus, a Page of Cynarus K.

Amaranthus, or Amaranthe, a con- 
ſiderable T. of Portugal, near the R. 
Tamaga, 24. Miles from Braga ſa,

Amarat, ( Andrew) a Noble Por- 
tugueſe, Great Chancellor and Stand- 
ard-Bearer to the Knights of Modes, 
mfamous in Hiſtory for betraying 
that Iſland to Solyman, out of envy to 
Philip de L'Ifle Adam the grand Ma- 
fer, for which he was beheaded, 
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Amaſa, Abſolom's General when 
herrevolted againſt his Father David, 
who incens'd againſt Foab, for killing 
Abſalom , made Amaſz General cf 
all his Forces in his room, which 
Foab not enduring , treacheroully 
llew him, 

Amaſia, by the Turks call'd Amn- 
ſan, a famous C. of Cappadocia in 
Pontus on the R. Irs, now the Me- 
tropolis of the Kingdom. It give, 
the Title of Abp. to Seignior 4 Ada 
the late _— in England in K. 
Fames II's Ti 

Amaſis, I. or Ammoſes,or Amos Phi. 
rao, Reign'd in Egypt, from A. N. 
2312 to 2337. Amaſis. II of a pri 
vate Soldier, was made K. of Ep yyt. 
by the Revolted Troops A. M. 3449. 
and by his Mildneſs, overcame tl: 
Averſion of his Subjects, who deſyi- 
ſed him for his mean Birth. He Built 
the Temple of Iſis, gave ſever! 
Privileges to the Greets, and made 
wholſome Laws. There is an Ele- 
gant Epiſtle of his to Polycrates upon 
this Subject, That proſperous Fortune 
was not always to be expected, but 
temper'd with Labour and Trouble. 

Amata Sixminus, Hebrew Profe!- 
for at the Univerſity of Frankfort, 
publiſh'd a Tract to ſhew the Error: 
of the Vulgar Latin Bible, inveigh- 
ing againſt the Council of Trent. 

Amata, Wife to Latinus, King of 
the Latins, ſided with Turnus againſt 
Ene.

Amaticue, a R. of N. America in 
New- Spain, which runs into the

; Amatis5, 
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Amatus, a famous Portugueſe Phy- 


ſician, who liv'd about the Year 1550. 
and wrote ſeveral excellent Tracts. 

Amaxia, an ancient C. of Troas , 
where Agamemnon erected an Altar to 
12 Gods. Alſo a C. of Cilicia, which 
Mark Anthony gave to Cleopatra, 

Amazia, King of Fudea , Son of 
Foaſh , overcame the Amalelites, 
Idumeans ; and Gabalitans \ but re- 
volting from God to adore the Idols 
of his Enemies, and afterwards fal- 
ling out with the K. of //rael, he 
was defeated and carried to Feruſa- 
lem in Triumph, to ſce the diſmant- 
ling of his chief City, and the plun- 
dering of the Temple. 

Amazons, warlike Women of Sar- 
matia, on the R. Thermodoon, who 
ſuffer'd no Men to live among 'em, 
but only admitted the Converſation 
of the Men of neighbouring Coun- 
tries once a Year, it they brought 
forth any Male Children , they ei- 
ther kill'd or maim'd them; but the 
Females they bred up to the uſe of 
Arms. They are faid to have made 
great Conqueſts, but were defeated 
by Theſeus. The Story of their Queen 
Thaleſtris and Alexander the Great , 
is look'd upon as a meer Fable, as 
indeed the whole Story relating to 
the Amazons. 

The River of Amazons, in Spa- 
niſh, Rio de las Amazons, a great 
River of the South America, by ſome 
call'd Orelband from Fuan Orelhan , 
ho diſcovered it in 1541. It riſes 


in the Mountains near the City 


of Quito in Peru, and having recei- 
ved ſeveral Rivers, falls into the 
N. Sea between Braſilia and Gajena, 
From the Source to its Mouth are 
850 Leagues. The Tortoiſe and 


Sea: Calf are very common here, 
The Empire of the Great Amazone 
1; well inhabited, and rhe People are 
more reaſonable, and lefs cruel, 
than other Americans, 
Ambarres, or Ambarri , à People 
of Ancient Gaul, mention'd by Ju. 
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lius Cæſar. They ſeem to have inha- 
bited the Dioceſs of Maſcon and 
Charolois. . 

Ambarvalia, Feſtivals, or Hal- 
lowings of the Ground and Harveſt, 
us'd by the Romans before they went 
to Reaping. They were call'd the 
Arval Brethren, who preſided over 
this Ceremony. 

Amberg, a C. of Germany, Capi- 
tal of the Upper Palatinate, ſeated 
on the River Wills, between Ratis- 
bonne and Nuremberg. The Trade 
of this C. conſiſts in Iron, and other 
Metals. It has many Privileges, and 
is ſubject to the Duke of Bavaria. 

Amberlelethus, the 58th King of 
Scots, about A. C. 7c. of a ſlug- 
giſh cowardly Temper. He was 
kill'd by the Pits in the 2d Year of 
his Reign. 

Ambiatinum , a T. of Germany, 
near Coblentz, the Native Place ot 
the Emperor Caligula, 

Ambibarri , a People of Ancient 
Gaul, mention'd by Cæſar, and ſup- 
pos'd to be thoſe of the Dioceſs of 
Auranches in Norman hy, and the T. 
of Anbie is ſtill thought to retain their 
Name. It ſtands within 6 Leagues 
of Mount St. Michel. 

Ambigatus, a King of the Celts, 
in the time ot Tarquin the Ancient, 
who ſent two great Colonies of the 
Senon?es, the one into Itah, under 
Beloveſus, who ſettled in Lombardy; 
and the other beyond the Mircanian 
Foreſt, under Segove/us, who fix'd 
his Followers in Bohemia, Frizelind, 
and Weſtphalia, from whence the 


der che Condutt of Pharamond and 
Clodiou. 

Ambiorix, King of the Eburcnes, 
now the Biſhoprick cf Liege, wag'd 
War agaiuſt the Romans at firſt with 
Succeſs, but was at laſt routed by 
Fulius Cæſar. 

Amboiſe, Lat. Ambacis, an Anci- 
ent City of Touraine in France, the 


Birth place of Char!es VIII. where 
| he 


Franks marcb'd again into Gaul, un- 
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he built a Royal Caſtle. Here the 
Proteftants of France made a Con- 
ſpiracy againſt Catherine de Medicis, 
Francis 11's Mother, and the Princes 
of Guiſe , their inveterate Perſecu- 
tors, but with a Proteſtation, that 
the King's Name was ſacred to 
them. However the Lord Caſtelnau 
and others, were executed for it. 
The Order of St. Michael was inſti- 
tuted here in 1469. 

Amboiſe, an Ancient and Illuſtri- 
ous Family in France. Charles II. 
d' Amboiſe, was Grand-Maſter of the 
Order of St. Michael, as alſo Mareſ- 
chal and Admiral of France. Aimery 
was Great Maſter of Rhodes; as was 
alſo Emeric d' Amboiſe , who defeat- 
ed the Egyptian Fleet. George d' Am- 
boiſe, Cardinal, was chief Miniſter 
to Louis XII. and General of his 
Army, in the reducing of Milan in 
1500. 

Amboule, a T. in a moſt fruitful 
Valley in the Iſland of Madapaſcar, 
towards the E. and to the North of 
the Province of the Carcanoſſi. It 
contains about 5000 Men, but very 
wicked; the Place being the Recep- 
tacle of Thieves and Vagabonds. 

Amboyna , one of the great Mo- 
Iacca Iſlands , famous for the Cruel- 
ties committed there by the Zollan- 
ders upon the Engliſh, in 1618. The 
chief C. of it bears the ſame Name, 
with a ftrong Caſtle, call'd Vitoria. 
It was firſt diſcover'd in 1515. by 


the Portugueſe, who were expell'd | f 


from thence by the Dutch in 1503. 
In 1620. the Spaniards re-enter'd the 
Iſland; but after that, the Zollan- 
ders took it again, and are ftill Ma- 
ers of it. The Natives were for- 
merly Cannibals, and worſhip'd the 
Devil, under the Name of Nito, or 
Evil Spirits. They are now Mahome- 
F.2718, 
Ambracia, now Larta, a City of 
Epirus, where Pyrrhus kept his Court. 
Auguſtus call'd it Nicepolis, after he 


had defeated Mark Anthony at Sea. 
The Bay of this T. is very good. 
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Ambresbury, Lat. Ambroſii Vicus, 
a T. in Wiltſhire, 5. M. W. of Sal. 
bury, on the R. Avon. Its Name 
comes from Ambroſius, the firſt K. 
of the Britains, after the Pomays for- 
ſook them. A Council was held here 
in 977. 

Ambrones, a People about An- 
brun , in Swiſſerland, Provence, &c. 
who were defeated by Marius, A, 
V. C. 652. There are yet to be ſeen 
the Remainder of a Monument of 
that Victory. 

Ambroſia, the Immortal Food of 
the Fabulous Gods. 

Ambroſius, or Ambroſius Aurelia- 
nus, a K. of the Britains, after the 
Romans had left this Iſland. He 
ſucceeded Vortigern in 480. and was 
the laſt of the Roman Stock here. 
Vortigern having uſurp'd the Crown, 
his Jealouſy ot Ambroſe made him 
call in the Saxons. Ambroſe being 
in Poſſeſſion, prov'd a good King, 
and defeated the Saxons, 

Ambroſtus, St. Ambroſe, was a Na- 
tive of Treves, or Arles, where his 
Father was Governor of Gaul. Be- 
ing ſent Governor to Milan, Aniciy: 
Trobus told him he muſt rather Go- 
vern as a Prelate than a Judge. At- 
ter he was choſen Biſhop he led an 
Exemplary Apoſtolical Life , recei- 
ving the Sacrament every Day, and 
preaching every Sabbath to the Peo- 
ple; and for the ſweetneſs of his 
Elocution, he was call'd Doctor Melli 
ung. He was elected Archbiſhop of 
Milan before he receiv'd Baptiſm. 
He oppos'd Fuſtina , the Empress, 
who favour'd the Arizns, and deni- 
ed the Emperor Theodofius entrance 
into his Church, till he had done 
Penance for puniſhing too ſeverely 
a Sedition of the Inhabitants of I/ 
ſalonica, He died in 397. 

Ambraſius, a Perſon of Quality , 
Rich, Eloquent and Witty, Deacos 
of Alexandria; he confeſt his Fait!: 
before Maximinus the Emperor, and 
ſuffer'd Martyrdom in the third Age.

Angers, a large City, Capital of 
Anjou, on the River Mayenne, which 
divides it into two Parts, is a Biſhop- 
prick, under the Archbiſhoprick of 
Tours. It was a Univerſity, founded 
by Lewis XI. in 1398. and has an 
Academy of 30 Members, who are 
not to meddle with Government , 
Religion, Cc. nor to Anſwer any 
Books but their own. Here are ſtill 
ſome Remains of the Romans. It's 
Citadel, though ftrong , was taken 
by the Proteſtants in 1585. Tis 26 
Leagues W. of Tours , and within 
a Mile of the Loire. Berengarius 
was Arch-deacon here. 

Angervile, (Richard) Born at Fury 
in Suffolk , and bred at Oxford, was 
Governor to Edward III. who ſuc- 
ceihvely made him Cofferer, Trea- 
ſurer of the Wardrobe, Dean of 
Wells, Biſhop of Durhbzm, Chancel- 
lor aad Treaſurer of England. He 
had more Books than all the other 
Biſhops of England, yet more Cha- 
ritable and Learned, He died in 
1345.

Annobon, an Iſland of Africa, on 
the Coaſt of Guinea, near the Cape 
de Lopo, Gonſalves, and the Illand of 
St. Thomas , about 10 Leagues in 
Compaſs. It has its Name from its 
Diſcovery by the Portugueze on New 
years Day. 

Annomeans, a Name given the 
perfe & Arians in the 4th Century, 
condemn'd by the Semi-Arians, Anno 
359. who were condemn'd by them 
in the Synod of Conſtantinople, 

Annonay, a Town in the Upper 
Vivarets in France, 2 Leagues from 
the Rboſne. It gives the Title of 
Marquiſs to the Family of Vandalour. 
Some think it of Roman Foundation. 
= ſuffer'd extreamly in the laſt Civil 
War.

St. Anſchaire , ſtil'd The Apaſtle of 
the North, was Born in France, in $05, 
He went into Sweden, (on the Re- 
queſt of the Swedes, for ſome Clergy 
to Preach the Goſpel ) in 829. was 
made Biſhop of Hamburg and Pe 
men, in $34. and died at Bremen, 
in 869. after he had converted grea:

Anſe, a little Town of Lyonos in 
France, 4 Leagues N. of Lyons, near 
the Sone.

Anteus, a Giant of Libya, Son of 
Neptune and the Earth, who deſtroy- 
ed all the Men he could, in order 
to Build a Temple to Neptune of 
Mens Skulls. He was aſſaulted by 
Hercules; but gathering new force 
from his Mother Earth , each time 
Hercules beat him down , he was 
ſqueez'd to Death by Hercules in his 
Arms; from whole Wife and Her- 
cuies, Fuba, King of Mauritania, 
would have deriv'd himſelf, 

Antagoras, a Poet of Rhodes, much 
favour'd by Autigonus, King of Aa- 
cedon. 

Antavares, a People of the South 
of Madagaſcar, hetween the Country 
of Matatane to the S. and the Vohit- 
mencs to the N. There are ſome 
Mines of Gold in the Hills. 

Antegoa, one of the Caribby Iſlands 
in the Weſt-Indies, ſubject to Eng- 
land, Lat. 16. between Barbadoes, 
Guadaloupe, and Pefiree, 6 or 7 
Leagues long, and in ſome places as 
broad. *Tis dangerous for the Acceſs 
of Ships, being encompaſs'd with 
Rocks. Its ſubject to violent Heats 
and Hurricanes, 

Anteius Publius, being accus'd of 
conſpiring Nero's Death, he firft 
took Poyſon, and then cut his Veins 
to haſten Death. 

Amenor, a Trojan Prince, accus'd 
of betraying his Country; with 
Aneas he came into Italy with great 
numbers, drove out the Euganians, 
and built Padua. 

Anteros or Cowiter-Love , ador'd 
by the Athenians as God, the Brother 
of Cupid. 

Anterus, 19th Biſhop of Rome. He 
livd in che Reign of Maximine, and

Antevorta, worſhipped by the Ro-

Antharitus or Antharis, Son of Cle- 
Pbis, declar'd King of the Lombards, 
Anno 586. on their laying aſide the 
30 Dukes, ; 

Antharius, King of the Sicambri- 
ans, Slain by the Romans after he had 
taken Cuelders, and plunder'd May- 
ence, a Roman Colony, 37 Y. before 
Chriſt. 

Anthemius, a famous Architect, 
Statuary , and Mathematician, He 
frighted Zeno the Rhetorician, who 
liv'd next to him, out of his Houle 
by his Imitation of Thunder, Light 
ning, and Farthquakes, 

Anthemizus, (Flavius) married Eu- 
pbemia, Daughter to the Emperor 
Marcian, and being ſent to Itah hy 
the Emperor Leo, to Govern the 
Weſt, he was declar'd Emperor by 
Ricimer's Army, 8 m. from Rome, 
and Slain, by the Treachery of Rici- 
mer, his Father-in-law, Anno 472. 

Anthemius, Governor of Conſtan- 
tinople, in the Minority of Theodo- 
ſius the ung, Anno 408, Another 
Anthemius was Conſul with Florent ius, 
in 41 5. 

Antbiſphora, Feſtivals celebrated 


by the old Grecians to Proſerpina. 


Anthiſteria, Feafts of the Atheni- 
ans in the Spring, when they treated 
their Servants; as did the Romans in 
their Jatur nalia. 

Anthony : See Antony. 

Anthropomorphites, or Audeans , 
from Audeus, their Leader, Here- 
ticks, that held God to be of a Hu- 
mane Shape. 

Anthropophagz , Man-eaters or 
Canibals , People of ſeveral Parts 
of America; and ſome on the lower 
part of AÆAʒtbiopia, joyning the Caf- 
fers, and in Zauguebar.

Antigines, one ot the Commar- 
ders of Alexander the Great , judad 
to be the ſecond of the 8 principal 
Men of the Army, tor which he had 
the Command of ico0 Men, attcr- 
wards that of the Brigade, call'd 
Argyraſpides. He betray'd Eumen 
to Antigonus, and having reccivd 
the Reward, was by him Burnt in an 
Iron Cage alive, to prevent the like 
Treachery to him. 

Antigonus, one of the Comman- 
ders, and Succeſſors of Alexander 
the Great, who by Agreement reign 
over Afia; he beat and kill'd E. 
menes , ſurrender'd to him by tic 
Argyraſpides : Expell'd Seleucus out 
of Syria; defeated Prolemy IAgus, 
and Caſſauder , in Conjunction, and 
built Antigonia on the place ot Bat. 
tel; but loft his Life and a Battcl 
at Epheſus, engaging the united 
Forces of Caſſunder , Seleucus , ard 
Lyſimachus, An.

nous, his Favourite, to whom he built 
Altars, and from whom it took its 
Name; 'twas from its Founder too, 
call d Adrianople. 

Antinomiaus, Hereticks that hold 
the Law uſeleſs under the Goſpel; that 
all Works are alike to the Godly, 
who cannot Sin, for Criſt only works 


in them; and being once certain 


of Salvation they never doubt: Alſo 
that none are to be exhorted to Chri- 
ſtian Duty; that Holinels makes not 
God. love us; that Sanctification is 
no Sign of Juſtification, Cc. Fobsx 
Agricola, was Author of them. 
Antiochia, now Antichia, the Ca- 
Pital of Hria, now Ruins; once 
Great, and a Patriarchate ; divided 
by the River Orontes, part on a Hill, 
and part on a Plain. It was taken and 
retaken ſeveral times by the Saruzens 
and Chriſtians, A Council of the 
Apoſtles was heid here; and it was 
the Seat of much Controverſy be- 
twixt the Orthodox aud Ariaus. Upon 
which, and other Hereties were at 
ſeveral times held here above ten 
Councils and Synods, factious or re- 
gular. There were more than ten 
other Cities of this Name, of which 


the moſt conhderable now is on the 


River Meander, call'd Jachiuli, one 
in Cilicia, call'd by the Jurks, 
Iflenos, and one on Euphrates, and 
one in S. America, 15 Leagues from 
St. Foy. 

Antiockus J. King of Syiz, only 
Son of Seleucus Nicunor: He con- 
quer d the Galatiuns, for which he 
was. call'd Soter, or Faviour. He 
reign'd 19 Year, and died 4. M. 


3793.

3793. to his deſperate Love, his old 
Father ſurrendered his young Wife, 
Stratonice, to ſave his Life. 

Antiochus II. whom for putting 
their Tyrant Timarchus to Death, the 
Mileſiaus call'd Theos, ſucceeded So- 
ter, he warr'd with Ptolemy Phila- 
delphus, put away his Wife, Laodice, 
to marry Brenice ,  Ptolemy's Dangh- 
ter; but was poyſon'd for it by Lao- 
dice, though he had taken her a- 
gain. 

Antiochus Hierax, Brother to Se- 
Jeucus Callinicus, Son of Laodice, firſt 
fought tor his Brother, then was 
purſu'd by him; forſaken by his 
Brother-in-law, King of Cappadocia , 
order'd to be ſeiz'd by his Uncle, 
Ptolemy Evergetes, to whom he fled; 
whence eſcaping, he was Slain by 
Robbers, A. Kom. 527. | 

Antiochus III. the Great, vanquiſh- 
ed great part of Greece, made War 
on Ptolemy Epiphanes, but was forbid 
by the Romans to purſue it; after- 
wards perſuaded by Hannibal, he 
declar'd againſt Rome, by which he 
was diveſted of the greateſt part of 
his Dominions. He was kill'd by 
the Mob for attempting the Trea- 
ſure of the Temple of Belus. 

Axtiochus IV. Son to Antiochus III. 
calld Epiphanes i. e. Iuuſtrious uſur- 
ped the Crown from his Nephew 
Demetrius; invading his other Ne- 
phew, Ptolomey Philometer , he was 
forc'd to quit that Deſign by Popili- 
1s, the Roman Legate, He let the 
High-Priefthood of the Fews to Sale 
to the faireſt Bidder; took Hieru- 
ſalem, kill'd $0099, took 4ocoo, 
and ſold as many for Slaves. Set up 
and ſacrificed to Fupiter Olympizs on 
the Altar, and bore of all the Holy 
Veſſels. Murder'd the 7 Brethren. 
Macchabees at Antioch, was beaten 
by the Elymeans, deſigning to Rob 
the Temple of Diana: On news of 
the Acts of the Macchabees, he vow'd 
the Deſtruction of Hieruſalem, but

Antipater, an Idumean, Father to 

Herod, continued Governor of Ju- 
ea for his tollowing Cæſar in his 
Ag3ptiaz Expedition, but he was 
poyſon'd by his Favourite Malebus, 
becauſe he was a Foreigner. 

Antipater, the eldeſt Son of Herod 
the Great, by an Idumean, nam'd 
Doris, oppos'd by the Father to 
Alexander and Ariſtobulus, Sons of 
Mariamne, whom at Rome he accus'd 
of conſpiring his Father's Death, 
who being Dead, he was himſelf 
convicted of ſuch Deſigns before Va- 
745, and put to Death, Anno 1. 

Antipater , one of Alexander the 
Great's Commanders, his Lieute- 
nant in Greece, reduc'd revolted 
Thrace, drove the Lacedemonians 
from the Siege of Mepzlopolis, Au. 
Ron. 430. He poylon'd Alexander 
for recalling him at his Mother 0lym- 


pia's Deſire; he was beat by the 


Athenians, and vanquith'd the Theſe 
falians, and was choſen Guardian to 
Alexander's Children, and died A.R.

Philoſtratus, Author of his Life, ſays, 

that he died A. C. 97 or 99. 
Adbpollonius, a Greek Author, fa- 
mous for having been Tulh's Maſter, 
firſt at Rome, and afterwards in 
Aſia. He penn'd a Hiſtory, wherein 
Foſepbus ſays, He did Injuſtice to the 
Fews. | 

Apollonius, a Stoick of the IId 
Century, who was Preceptor to An- 
toninus Pius, Marcus Aurelius, and 
Lucius Verus, all three Aman Em- 
perors. He was firſt brought from 
Calcs to Rome by Antoninus, to 
whom he grew Inſolent, declining

Appian, a Greek Hiſtorian of Alex- 
andria, famous for pleading. His 
Hiſtory begins with the Deſtruction 
of Troy, and reaches to the Reign 
of Trajan, whereof we have only an 
Account of ſome few Wars left com- 
pleat, and a Fragment of the Galicł 
War. 

Appian, (Fames) Prince of Piom-

Aquaviva, a Town in the Province 
of Bari in the Kingdom of Naples, 
whence an ancient and famous Fa- 


mily have had their Name. The 
chief of theſe were Julius Aquaviva, 
a great Commander, who was kill'd 
at the Siege of Otranto by the Turks, 
in 1480. and his Son Andrew Mat- 
thew, Duke of Atri, in the King- 
dom of Naples, who towards the 
end of the XVth, and beginning of 
the XVIth Century, became famous 
for his great Learning, and was Au- 
thor of divers Tratts, as was alſo 
his Brother Beliſarius, who wrot two 
Treatiſes of Hunting and Mourn- 
ng. 

Aquila, an Epiſcopal City at 
Abruzzo, in the Kingdom of Auplc +, 
whoſe Biſhoprick was tranſlated chi- 
ther by Pope Alexander IV. 

Aquila, Native of Fyngpe in Pon- 
tus, who being by Adrian made Snc- 
veyor of his Rebuilding of Feruſu- 
lem, became a Chriſtian, and after- 
wards being excommunicated, turn» 
ed Few, He tranſlated the Old 
Teſtament into Greek; which, tho? 
exceeding faulty, was approv'd 
and us'd by the Fews, and a 
zecond Tranſlation of his was held 
yet better for having divers Few 
Traditions in it; however it was 
held dangerous, and forbid even to 
the Fews, by the Emperor Fuſti- 
nian. 

Aquila, { Henry) a German Curme- 
lite of the XIVth Century. Author 
of divers Books. 

Auiie ia, a Citv of Friuli, digni- 
hed with the Title of Patriarchate, 
Its Riſe was from a Foman Colc- 
ny. Auguſtus both beautity'd , aug- 
mented, and often relided in it, 
Tiberius alſo liv'd here, and Veſpafiax 
was here firſt proclaim'd. The In- 
habitants are fam'd to have made 
Bow-Strings of their Wives Hair, 
when they once wanted them in a 

K-32 Siege, 
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Siege , which occaſion'd them to 
have a Temple dedicated to Venus 
the Bald. This City was formerly 12 
Miles in Compaſs, and a Bullwark 
againſt the Incurſions of the Bar- 
barians; yet Attila with the loſs of 
a world of Men took it in 3 Years, 
in 452. and the Lombards deftroy'd 
it in 590. It revivd ſomething 
under Charlemaine, and has fince 
belong'd to divers, but at preſent 
for its ill Air none but Fiſher-men 
will Inhabit it. The Papiſts report 
that St. Matthew penn'd his Goſpel, 
and founded a Church here. It had 
a Council held in it againſt the Ari. 
ans, in 381. and a Synod conven'd 
by Pope Gregory XIIth, to get him- 
ſelf re ſtor'd. 

Aquilius Manins, down whoſe 
Throat Mithridates pour'd melted 
Gold for having been ſent Ambaſſa- 
dor to him. 

Aguilius Sabinus, a Roman Noble- 
man, and great Lawyer, ſtil'd the 
Cato of his time. He was Father to 
Fabius Sabinus, whom the Emperor 
Alexander Severus choſe of his Privy- 
Council. 

Aquilonius, (Francis) a Jeſuit and 
famous Mathematician of Bruſſels , 
who publiſh'd ſeveral curious Trea- 
tiſes of Opticbs. 

Aquin 1. King of Norway, who 
ſeiz'd the Church Revenues, and was 
like to have been excommunicated 
for it. 

Aquin TV. King of the ſame Coun- 
try, who by his Queen inherited 
Denmark; and afterwards having 
vanquiſh'd Albert, in 1387. made 
him reſign the Crown of Sweden. 
Others lay his Wife perform'd this 

heroick Exploit after his Death. 

Aquino, a City of Terra di Livoro, 


in the Kingdom of Naples, very an- 


cient, but now only remarkable for 
the Birth of the Poet Fuvenal, Tho, 
Aquinas, and other great Men.

Melancholy, Thoughtful, and So- 
ber, and ſatisfied with mean Diet.

The Citizens are either Students in 
Aſtrology , Phyſick, and Mathema- 
ticks, or Tradeſmen, The Coun- 
try People live in Claus, (Tribes) 
under their reſpective Chiefs, and 
often remove their Tents. Their 
Employment is Robbery, but they 
ſeldom Kill. They generally are on 
Horſe-back, and always well arm'd. 
Ten of them with their Bows and 
Half-Pikes will drive 30 Turkiſh Mul- 
queteers. They keep their Horſes 
Pedigrees, but don't value their 
own. They fit round in their En- 
tertainments, often combing, their 
Beards, which they reckon Sacred, 
and therefore often Swear by them. 
Their Clans of Tents have two Pal- 
ſages which they fence in the Night 
againſt Beaſts of Prey. They are 
Poor, Lazy, and Miſerable and unlike 
their Anceſtors, who made many 
Conqueſts. Their Languageis dcli; 
cate and ancient, and their Letters 
are join'd together by Points. It is ſo 
well underftood among the Abyſſines, 
that thoſe that ſpeak it, may ealily 
Trade and Travel there. Their 
Date is the Zegyra, us'd by the 
Turks, &c, The old Inhabitants of 
Arabia Falix, made one Wife ſerve 
all their Kindred. There is a plea- 
lant Story concerning this, related by 
Strabo in his Sixth Book; Which 
I am forc'd to omit for Brevity 
lake. They were wont to Circumcile 
at 13. by reaſon that Iſhmae] was io 
at that Age. Theſe People never 
Match with Foreigners, becauſe they 
think themſelves better than they. 
They wer? never onquer'd by any 
Nation. And Morden ſays, The 
Grand Signior pays them Tribute. 
In former Ages they were Idolaters, 
but now zealous Mabometans. They 
are ſaid to have had Chriſtianity 
preach'd to them by the Mzpi, as 
they came from viſiting Chriſt, and 
allo by St. Fude. There are ftill ſome 
Greek Chriftians remaining among 
this People,

Arach, the Modern Name of the 
City Petra in Arabia Petræa, where 
Og , King of Baſban, anciently reſi- 
ded, It was in yain belieg'd by 
Trajan and Severus, the former of 
which threw away his Imperial 
Robes, and fled from before it for 
his Life. The Soldans of _/Zg ypt kept 
their Treaſure in it, becauſe of its 
Strenght. It was formerly an Arch- 
biſhop's See, under the Patriarch of 
Alexandria. 

Arachne, the Virgin that contend- 
ed with Minerva at her Needle, 
which offending the Goddeſs, ſhe 
tore her Work, which made the 
Virgin hang her ſelf, when Minerva 
pitying her, chang'd her into a 
Spider. The Mythologiſts will have 
Arachne to be Nature, and Minery.: 
Art, which changes it. 

Arad the laſt King of Canan, when 
the Iſraelites conquer'd that Coun- 
try, and kill'd him. 

Aradus, an Iſland and Town on 
the Coaſt of Phanicia, near which, 
Andromeda is ſaid to have been ex- 
pos'd to the Sea-Monſter. Pliny 
ſays, That there was formerly a 
Spring of freſh Water at the bottom 
of the Sea, near this Place, which 
was carried to the Town of Tortoſa 
on the Continent, by Pipes of boil'd 
Leather. | 

Arafat,a Mountain with a Moſque 
at the Top, not far from Mecca, 
where the Turkiſh Pilgrims ſpend a 
Night and Day in Devotion. 

Arragon isa very large,and indeed

Arbopaſtus, a Gaul, who defeated 
and flew Victor, a Uſurper, being 
lent againſt him by Falentinian Fu- 
nior, and Theodoſiuz; but afterwards 
engaging likewiſe againſt Summon 
and Marcomir , he was unſucceſsful, 
which occation'd him to be depriv'd 
of his Employ, whereupon he plot- 
ted againſt Valeminian, aud got him 
ſtrangled, which however Ibeodoſius 
reveng'd , for purſuing him cloſe, 
he flew himſelf to prevent being 
taken. 

Arcadia, (now Fraconia) has Ar- 
gos on the E. Elis on the W. Acbaia 
Propia on the N. and Meſſenia on 
the S. It had its Name from Arcas, 
Son of Jupiter and Caliſto. Its 
chief Towns are Mapalopols and 
Mantenia, near which laſt a famous 
Battel was fought between the The- 
bans, under Command of Epaminon- 
das, and the Lacedemonians. This 
Country , though 286 Years under 
the 7urks, was lately recover'd by the 
Venetians, with the reſt of the Mo- 
rea, It was formerly govern'd by 
Kings. Its People are warlike, and 
Soil fertil, tho' in ſome parts Moun- 
tainous and Woods. The Gulph of 
Arcadia was anciently call'd Capariſ- 
ſus Fi nus. 

Arcadius, Son to Theodoſius the 
Great, who having diſoblig'd his 
Tutor Ruffinus, by not Marrying his 
Daughter, he ſet the Gorbs againſt 
him, thinking thereby to make him 
receive him for his Copartner in 
the Empire; but this was ſo reſent- 
ed by the Army, that they flew Ruf- 
finus. Next, a Gethick Captain, one 
Gainas, an Arian, forc'd the Empe- 
ror to deliver up his beſt Friends 
to be murder'd; however, at laft 
that Perſon was ſubdu'd and be- 
headed, This done, Arcadius made 
the Laws againſt Hereticks and Ari- 
ans be put in Execution; and had 

eign'd bappily for the future, had 
te 
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he not been ſeduc'd by his Wife 
and her Eunuchs, who made him 
baniſh St. Chryſoſtom. He died in 

o8, | 
: Arcadius , a Biſhop, ſent Legate 
by Pope Celeſtine to the Conncil at 
Epheſus; notwithſtanding which, he 
had not Precedency afforded him. 

Are ad ius, a learned African Biſhop 
of the Vth Century, who greatly 
oppos'd the Arians, and was put to 
Death for it by Genſericus, King of 
the Vandals, who was an Arn. 

Arcandam, a famous Arabian A- 
ſtrologer, whoſe Book was printed 
at Faris, in 1542. 

Arceſilaus, an Zolian, firſt ſtudi- 
ed under Antolycus the Mathemati- 
cian , and afterwards under Xanthus 
the Muſician, and Theophraſtus. At 
Athens he ſtuck wholly to Crantor , 
and was Founder of the Second or 
Middle Academy, He was a great 
Orator , a noble Diſputant, as alſo 
exceeding Liberal and Generous. 
To one that asked him why ſo ma- 
ny of his Opinion turn'd Epicurears ; 
He anſwer'd, That it was eaſy for a 
Man to become an Eunuch, but not for 
an Eunuch to become a Man. 

Arcagathes, Son to Agathocles , 
King of Sicily, who though a Man 
of Courage, yet carrying high over 
his Soldiers, they made away with 
him. His Son of the ſame Name, 
poylon'd his Grand- ſather. 

Archangel, a celebrated Mart on 
the Eaſt-tide of the River Ducha in 
N. Muſcovy, the Paſſage, to which 
was firft found out by Rich. Chandler, 
an Engliſbman, in 1554. being Ma- 
ſter of a Ship belonging to Sir Hug h 
Willoughby's Fleet, that was ſent to 
Diſcover the N. E. Paſſage to China. 
Before this, the Muſcovites had no 
Trade with any Nation that way,

This Fable was grounded on an 
Opinion of the Ancients, that the 
River Alpheys in the Morez, croſt 
the Sea to join the Fountain Are— 
thuſa in Sicily, Of this Name there

Aretia, Daughter of Ariſtippus the 
Philolopher, who kept up his Scct 
and School after kis Death, 

Aretin , (Charles) a learned Fl9- 
rentine of the XVth Century. He

Aretius, a Swiſs-Calviniſter Mini- 
fter, Author of divers Works. He 
died in 1577. 

Are vallo, (Bernard) a Spaniſh Fran- 
ciſcan of the XVIth Century, who 
wrote ſeveral Tracts. 

Areus, King of Sparta, who drove 
King Pyrrhus from the Siege of that 
City. He reign'd 44 Years. 

Arezzo, a City of Tuſcany, famous 
in the Romans time. Ruin'd by the 
Goths, Vandals, &c. Reviv'd by the 
Florentines; and towards the be- 
ginning of the laſt Century, often 
taken and retaken among them. 

Argadus, a Scotch Nobleman, who 
was made Governor of the King- 
dom, during King Conarus's Impri- 
ſonment; but aiming at the Crown, 
he was put out; yet upon begging 
Pardon, he was reſtor'd, and made 
many excellent Laws. He was Slain 
by the Rebel - Iſlandere, in 160. 

Argan, a City of New Caſtile, fa- 
mous for a Council, in 1472. where 
all the Priefts that did not under- 
ſtand Latin, were excluded Church- 
Preferments. 

Arganihonius, King of an ancient 
People of Spain, who liv'd 150 Years,

though Pliny ſays 120, and lin 
Italicus 300. 

Argen, a Boy that Hercules had 
forc'd from his Parents, whom when 
he died, he burnt, which gave be- 
ginning to that Cuſtom, 

Argentiere, the Name of one of 
the Alps towards France. 

Argenta, or La Plata, one of the 
chief Cities of Peru, ſo nam'd from 
the exceeding rich Silver-Mines 
hard by. 

Argentinus, a Deity of Silver: 
Coin, as .Aſculanys was of Copper. 

Argia , (Parva Romania della Mo- 
rea) a Province of Peloponneſus, an- 
ciently inhabited by the Argives , 
and ſince by the Danai. The King- 
dom of the former was cretted by 
Inachus, in the time of Moſes, 300 
Years before that of Athens by Ce- 
crops. It was alſo the firſt Repub- 
lick in Greece, The. chief City Argos 
was ſituate on the River Inachus, 
with a Caſtle, call'd Lariſſa, on a 
Hill hard by. The Venelians pur- 
chas'd this City, in 1383. from 
whom the Turks took it twice; but 
the Venetians at length recover d, 
and now enjoy it. It had anciently 
had great Wars with its Neighbours, 
the Lacedemonians. 

Arginuſz, a ſmall Town of Greece, 
remarkable for a great Victory, gain- 
ed by the Athenian General Conon 
over the Lacedemonian General Cal- 
licratides. 

Argippei, an ancient and odd ſort 
of People, mention'd by Herodotus. 

Argiropbylus, (Fobn) a Learned 
Greek, who went into Itah, at the 
taking of Conſtantinople, and for the 
Kindneſs ſhew'd by the Duke 0 
Florence, Dedicated his Books to his 
Family, which were ſeveral. 

Arg las, a ſmall Jriſh Town, whicl: 
gives Title of Earl to the Lord Crom- 
well of Oakham.

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Argonautæ, the 25 brave Greeks 
that accompanied Faſon to Colehis to 
fetch the Golden Fleece, This, by 
moſt, is look'd upon as a Fable, 
whereof ſeyeral Morals have been 
drawn, too long here to enumerate, 
Their Ship Argo was the firſt of any 
Length that was know in Greece. 

Arguin, a Knot of Iſlands on the 
Weftern Coaſt of Africa, firſt diſ- 
cover'd in 1443. | 

Argus, the Builder of the Argo- 
nauts, by Minerva's Direction. 


It was alſo the Name of the 4th 


King of Argos, who 'tis poſſible left 
his Name to that City. 

Argus, he that had an 100 Eyes, 
with half of which he ſlept, and with 
half wak'd. He kept. Jo from Fupi- 
piter, by Funo's Order, which occa- 
fion'd Mercury to kill him by his 
ſaid Father's Command. To make 
him amends, uno tur d him into a 
Peacock, and plac'd his Eyes in its 
Tail. 

Argyle, an Highland County of 
Scotland , which comprehends not 
only ſevera! Countries, but alſo ſome 
Iſlands. It has For a long while be- 
long'd to the Campbells, to whom it 
gives the Tirle of Earl. They are 
the chief of that Title in this King- 
dom. They are alſo Barons of other 
Places, among which 'the Title of 
Lord Lorz goes to the eldeſt Son. 
This Family is very conſiderable on 
account of its Clan, which is ex- 
ceeding large, and the Hereditary 
Honours and Offices which it enjoys. 
They were Juſtice-Generals of the 
whole Kingdom, till the Marquils 
of Argyle reſign'd it to Charles I. in 
exchange for the ſame Title over 
the County of Argyle only. The 
Chief of the Campbels, in 1308. en- 
gag d himſelf in an Indenture, yet 
to be ſeen, to defend his King to 
the laſt, which he perform'd, and 
King Robert gave him his Sifter for 
his Pains, His Son defeated the

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David rewarded him, and made his 


Colin Earl of Athol. 
this Family prevail'd with the Go- 
vernor of Scotland to Ranſom King 
Fames I. then a Priſoner in Eng- 
land. Colin, Earl of Argyle, ſettled 
Fames II. in the Throne, after he 
had been conſpir'd againſt , for 
which he was made Lord High- 
Chancellor of Scotland, and was tur- 
ther rewarded beſides. Another 
Earl of this Family was kill'd at 
Flodden-fiel 1, fighting for James IV. 
Another Earl was one of the Gover— 
nors of the Kingdom in Fumes Vth's 
| Minority, and was the chief Oppo- 
ſer of the Dougl:iſſes. He that was 
Lord High-Chancellor in Queen 
Mary's Time, not a little forwarded 
the Reformation, and oppos'd the 
French, His Son was Lord Char- 
cellor in ames VIth's Reign. Earl 
Archibald, in 1641, was created 
Marquiſs, ſtuck to the Presbyterian 
Government, was a grent Stateſ- 


man, and Crown'd King Charles II. 


yet upon the Reſtoration was Be- 
headed for having been to comply— 
ing with oliver, which however he 
denied at his Death. His Son, 
when Lord Torn, ſignalized himſelf 
againſt Oliver with the King's Foot-

Aria, now Herat or Serkert, is large | 


and wealthy, and famous for Roles 
that grow near it. 

Aria, Wiſe to Pætus Cecinna, who 
when her Husband was commanded 
to Die for conſpiring againſt Clau- 
dirs , ſtab'd her ſelf firſt, and then 
bid him to do the like, for that ſhc 
felt no Pain, which he accordingly 
did, and both died together. Her 


Daughter would have done the ſame | 


on the like occaſion, had nat her 
Husband diſſwaded ber for the ſake 
of her Children. Martial has immor- 
taliz'd the Action of the firſt Aria 
in an ingenious Epigram. 

Ariadne, Daughter to King Minos 
of Crete, who when Jfeſeus came 
from Athens, with the other Youths, 
that were to be devour'd by the 
Minotaure, ſhe took a fancy to him, 
and having given him a Clue to 
guide him out of the Labyrinth, 
he flew the Monſter, and carried 
both her and his Companions away, 
but he however left her by the way 
in the Iſland of Naxos., where out 
of Deſpair ſhe hang'd her ſelf, O- 
thers tell another Story, but this has 
been the beft receiv'd. | 

Ariadne, Empreſs of Zeno Iſaurus, 
who being a very Tyrant and Sot, 
ſhes one Day while he was dead 
Drunk, had him put into a Tomb, 

where when he came to him ſelf, he 
fell Mad and died, whereupon ſhe 
preferr'd Auaſtaſius to be hisSucceſſor. 
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Ariamnus, a rich Gaul, ſo won- 


derfully Liberal, that he gave al 


his Countrymen ſettled in Galatiz, 
a whole Years Entertainment. 

Arian , a Philoſopher , Hiſtorian, 
and Geographer, of Bithynia, who 
writ the Hiftory of Alexander thr 
Great, &c. Adrian rais'd him firſt 
to be Conſul, and afterwards Gu- 
vernor of Cappadocit. 

Arian, an Athenian Author, uo 
wrot De Venatione © cura Canum, 

Ariano, a Neopolitan City, and 
Dukedom. Allo a City on the Po. 

Ariarathes II. King of Cappadocia, 
having ſecur'd himſelf during Alex- 
ander's Reign by his Neutrality , 
aſter his Death, oppos'd Perdicca 
with a great Army, but being van- 
quiſh'd, was taken and crucity'd. 
Fuſtin ſays, That the Cappaducians 
upon this Defeat , ſacrificed both 
themſelves, their Wives and Chil- 
dren. 

Ariarathes III. recover'd his King- 
dom by the Aſſiſtance of the King 
of Armenia. 

Ariarathes V. aſſiſted the King ot 
Syria againſt the Romans , but be 
being defcated, was forc'd to beg 
Peace. Arizrathes turn'd his Head 
altogether upon Triffles; but by one 
of his Maggots having deſtroy'd 
great part of Galatia, the Roman, 
made him pay 300 Talents for the 
Damage. lie built the Town A 14- 
rathe in Cappadocia. 

Ariarathes VIII. expell'd by Nt 


codemus, but reſtor d by his Uncle, 


who notwithftanding afterward: 
quarrell'd with him, and brought 
great Force againſt him, but not 
caring, to hazard a Battel, had him 
privately murther'd. 

Arius Montanus, (Bennet) alearn- 
ed Spaniſh Divine of the XVth Cen- 
tury. He was kept at School and a 
Travelling through Charity, where- 
by having greatly improv'd himſelf, 
he on his return was made Knight 
of St. F4go, and afterwards Pr ieſt- 
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He gain'd great Reputation at the 
Council of Trent, and afterwards re- 
tiring to a Solitude in Andaluſia. 
King Philip 11. employ'd him to 
make a new Verſion of the Bible, 
which lie perform'd with great Glo- 
ry. He was Author of divers other 
Works. He died at Sevil, in 1598. 

Ariathes, Son of Mithridates Eupa- 
tor, for whom having conquer'd Cap- 
= padscia, his Father grew ſo — 8 
of him, that he had him poyſon'd. 

Arica, a Port of Peru, with a good 
Haven, or rather Road. In 1578. 
Sir Francis Drake took here 2 Ships 
with no body on Board, yet they 
had 67 Silver Wedges in them. 
Both Gold and Silver is brought hi- 
ther from the Mines of Potoſi. It 
was not fortified till the laſt Century. 
It is govern'd by a Correſidor, choſen 
once in fix Years. 

Aricia, (Riccia) formerly a conſi- 
derable Town, but now a {mall one 
in Campagna di Roma, which gives 
Title to a Duke. 

Aridæus, Baſtard Brother of Alex 
ander, Born of an Actreſs, and mur- 
der'd by Olympias for having been 
preferr'd to the Throne after his 
Brother*s Neath. 

Aridices, a Philoſopher, who made 
2 good Repartee to a manumils'd 
Slave, who ask'd him, Zow Black 
* and White Beans came to have the

Arimathea, (Ramola) Epbracin, fa- 
mous for Saul's anointing, Samucl's 
Birth , Reſidence, and Death, and 
for the Habitation of that Foſeph that 
buried our Saviour. 

Arimazes, a King of part of Sog- 
diana, who expetted Alexander in 
an inacceſhble Caſtle with 3occo 
Men, and Proviſion for them for 
two Years. Upon Alexander's ſum- 


Morning him, he ask'd , #betber he 
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could fly? Which entreamly enra- 
ging that Prince, he reſolv'd to At- 
tack him, which Arimazes obſerving 
to be begun, he came down with 
his Family and ſurrender'd , which 
hoever did not ſerve his turn, for 
Alexander had both him and his, firſt 
ſcourg'd, and then crucified at the 
foot of the Rock. 

Arinthizs, Conſul under Valens 
and Valentinian, He was St. Bafil's 
great Friend, and greatly oppos'd 
the Arians. 

Artobarzanes, King of Cappadocia, 
who was forc'd to 1ctire to Rome for 
fear of Jigranes, King of Armenia; 
but upon HA s having ſubdu'd that 
Prince, he was reſtor'd. After this 
he defeated Mithrilates, and by 
help of the Romans made ſome Ac- 
quiſitions to his Territories. 

Arion, a Poet and Muſician of 
Lesbos, who invented Dithyrambicks 
in Praiſe of Wine and Bacchus. Ha- 
ving got a great deal of Money, 
and returning homewards by Seaz 
the Sailors robb'd him, and threw 
him over- board, when the Dolphin 
being charm'd with his Mufick, con- 
vey'd him ſafe to the Morea, where 
he procur'd Feriander to put the 
Sailors to Death. Some Will have 
this to be the Story of ovas. 

Ariaſto, ( Ludovico ) a Ferrareſe 
Poet, who was Author of many fa- 
mous Works, which he chiefly com- 
pos'd while a Domeftick to Alphorn- 
ſo J. Duke of Ferrara. He is faid 
to have ſpoke well, but thought 
amiſs. 

Arioviſtus, a Cerman King, who 
forfe;ted the Romans Friendſhip, and 
was routed by Car. 

Aripert J. King of the Lombards. 
His Sons diſputed his Succeſſion o 
long, that they both loſt ir. 

Arjvet II. a Uſurper, who gave 
the Cottian Alps to Pope Fohn VI.

Ariſtodemus,a Spartan, that eſcap'd 
at the Battel of Thermopyla, by rea- 
ſon he all of a ſudden became Blind, 
and could not engage. But being 
tax'd of Cowardice, he to redeem 
his Credit, ſacrificed himſelt at the 
Battel of Platea. 

Ariſtogiton , an Athenian, one of 
thoſe that kill'd Zipparchus, whoſe 
Brother Zirpiy torturing ſeveral for 
a Diſcovery, a Courteſan , bit out 
her Tongue to prevent making any. 
This Ariſtogiton had afterwards a 
Statue erected to him for what he 
had done. 

Ariſtolaus , Commander of a Le- 
gion under Theodoſtus Funior, He re- 
concil'd St. Cyr7! and ohn of Anti- 
och, and brought the latter over to 
the Orthodox Party. 

Ariſtomenes, a Meſſenian Leader, 
who exhorted that People to revolt 
from the Spartans, which Revolt was 
attended with fucceſs in ſeveral Bat- 
tels, till Lacedemon, in Obedience to 


g the Oracle, took a General from 


Atbens, who overcame them; and 
Ariſtomenes being taken, the Vir- 
gins ſav'd by him from his Soldiers, 
would not return to Sparta till he 
had his Liberty; but after various 


Eſcapes, and noble Actions, he 


was slain; and u hen he was open'd, 
his Heart prov'd Hairy, 
T Ariſton, 
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Ariſton, a Diſciple of Zeno the 
Stoick, whoſe Additions to his Ma- 
ſter's Doctrines, made him ſeem Au- 
thor of a new Sect; Phy ſicks and 
Ethicks, as well as Logick, he de- 
ſpis'd, as Spiders Webs full of Arti- 
fice; Morals alone were all his Study. 

Ariſton , King of Sparta , whoſe 
Valour was equal to his Wiſdom. He 
faid, 4 Prince ſhould gain his Enemies, 
& well as preſerve his Friends, &c. 

Ariſtonicus of Pergamus, diſdain- 
ing the Surrender of that Kingdom 
by King Atalus, defeated Licinius 
Craſſus, Conſul, A. U. 623. but the 
Year following was taken by Terpen- 
na, and firang!'d by the Senates Or- 
der in Ame. 

Ariſtophanes , the Maſter of the 
old Athenian Comedy, an Enemy to 
Socrates, and to Euripides, for his 
Friendſhip to that great Man. His 


Reflections on both prove this: his 


Plays are very looſe, which he writ 
in the LXXXth Olympiad, 50 Co- 
medies, 11 only Extant. His gi- 
ving the firſt Aſſault toward the 
Ruin of Socrates, is an infamous 
Mark on his Memory. 

Ariſtetimus, a Tyrant of one of 
the chief Cities of Epirus, whole Cru- 
elties were as violent as his Reign 
ſhort ; by the firſt having the Wives 
of the Exiles raviſh'd, and their 
Children murder'd before he ſent 
them to him. He was Slain after 
five Months Tyranny by Hellanicus. 

Ariſtotle, the Son of Nicomachus, 
Phyfician to Amyntas, the Grand- 
father of Alexander the Great, Foun» 
der of the Peripateticks, was Born at 
Stagyra, a City of ſmall Conſidera- 
tion in Macedon. His Parents lea- 
ving him a Child , the Negligence 
of his Guardian Proxenes, made his 
Youth Looſe and Prodigal , but re- 
farm'd by a Reflection on the low

Armellino was dignified with a 
Cardinal's Cap for his Money-Pro- 
jects, which made him as invidious 
to the People, as gracious with the 
Popes.

Iberia, Colchs, and Georgia, from 
Meſopotamia and Aria, or Diar- 
beck S. by the Mountains Tauruc 
and Niphates, from Aſia the Leſs by 
Euphrates W. and E. the Caſpian 
Hills from Media or Servan. Its 
Cities are, Erzerum, Cars, Tefiys , 
Derbart, &c. Some Subject to Per- 
fia, others to the Turks. Armenia 
the Leſs, is ail ſubjzct to the Turks, 
of which the chiet Cities are Ma- 
r44, &c. The Mountain Anii-Tau- 
rus runs through the middle of 
this Country, which is full of Val- 
leys, Rivers, and Lakes. The Air 
cool and wholeſome. The Soil fer- 
tile in all but the Vine. And on the 
Mountains of Armenia the Ark firſt 
reſted after the Deluge.

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Arnobius the Elder, Born in Africa 
in the IIId Century, became a Chri- 
ſtian in the time of Diocleſian, and 
before his Baptiſm , wrote 7 Books 
againſt the Gentiles, 

Ar nobius the Tounger, he flouriſh- 
ed in the Vth Century, and ia his 
Writings aflerts, That St. Auſtin's 
Words were of equal Authority with 
the ritings of the Apoſtles. 

A; old, (Robert) Lord of Audilli, 
was Born at Paris, in 1589. after a 
long Attendance at Court, and Ho- 
nours paſs'd through there at 55 
Years of Age retir'd to the Mona- 
ſtry of Port Royal des Champs. He 
died in 1674. and 86 Years old. 
Having wrote ſeveral conliderable 
Books, 

Arnold, ( Anthony) a Doctor of the 
Sorbonne, and a great Oppoſer cf 
the Jeſuits in favour of the Fanſe- 
niſts, for which he was excluded 
che Faculty, and thereupon retir'd 
for 25 Years. At lepgth he return'd 
and was reconcil'd. At laſt, he vo- 
luntarily retir'd again out of the 
Seminary, Where he continued his 
Satyrs againſt the Jeſuits. He was 
Author of divers other Books belides 
Controverſy. 

Arnold de Mechtal, a S witz of the 
Canton of Under wald, who provok'd 
by the Imperial Governor of Swit- 
zerland Lundenburg's putting out 
his Father's Eyes, ſtir'd up Furſtius 
and Stauffacher, and fixt the Liber- 
ty of each Canton, by throwing of 
the Yoatk of the Empire. 

Arncla de Villa Nova, Born in C. 
talonia, and an Eminent Phyfician : 
He was condemn'd by Pope Cle- 
ment V. for an Heretick, becauſe he 
had writ againſt that Church. He 
died in 1309. 

Arnold de Breſciz, deny'd that the 
Clergy ſhould have any Lands or 
Eftates; preach d up the ſettingRome 
at Liberty, by the Expuliion of the 


Pope and Cardinals; but finding too 


few to undertake ſo generous a 
Deligne 
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Deſign. He was taken and executed 


in 1155. 

Arnon, a River that riſing in the 
Hills of Arabia, paſſing through 
Arabia Deſerta, and dividing the 
Moabites and Amorites, falls into the 
Aſphaltick Lake. 
Holy Scriptures, 

Arnots, a Vagabond People of the 
European Albany, on the E. Coaſt of 
the Gulph of Venice. And the Iſlands 
of Nio in the Archipalego. 

Arnolph , King of Bavaria, and 
Emperor of the Weſt, in 888. His 
Mother Litovinda was Concubine to 
Carloman, who rooted out the Scla- 
vonians, for infringing the Treaty, 
by which he had ailign'd them Slo- 
ravia; He expelld the Normans 
coming into Itah to ſupport Pope 
Formoſus againſt the Duke of Spo- 
jeto, took Bergamo and Rome, and 
was there Grown'd by the Pope, in 
896. but was poyſon'd at the Siege 
of Spoleto, and returning to Ges- 
many, died of the lowſy Diſeaſe. 

Arnolph the Wicked , Duke of Ba- 
varia in the Xth Century, openly 
avow'd his ſparing no body that in- 
terferr'd with his Paſhion or Inte- 
reſt, Having been always at War 
with his Neighbours, on a Defeat in 
Italy, returning home, he was kill'd 
at the Sacking of Augsburg. 

Arnolph the Great, Earl of Flan- 
ders in the Xth Century,was a Prince 
of Valour ; though preſent at, if not 
guilty of the Death of William Long- 
ſword, Duke of Normandy. He died 
in 963. 

Arnolph , of conſiderable Quality, 
and Intendant of fix Royal Palaces 
of Theodoret II. King of Anſtraſia. 
His Wife Dodea ( by whom he had 
two Sons, Cleodula , afterwards Bi- 
ſhip of Metz, and Anchiſes, Father 
of Pepin, and Grandfather of Charles 


Martel ) retiring from him to a' 


Nunnery , he was made Biſhop of 
Metz, which with his other Digni- 
ties, he left for an Heremitical Re« 
tirement in the Deſarts. | 


*Tis noted in the 
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Arnolph, Biſhop of Lizieux in di- 

XIIth Century, His e pouſing hi 
Party, made him dear to Pope Alex. 
ander III. and his Addreſs in his 
Mediation betwixt Thomas Becket and 
King Henry II. of England , had 
won his Eſteem, till that Prelate': 
Death provok/d Arnolph to write 
things diſguſtful to that Prince. H. 
died in 1182. at the Abby of St. li. 
Tor. 

Arnolph, an Aigyptian, reputed 
a Magician, to whom many lying 
Wonders were attributed , though 
the Rain that gave the Romans the 
Vittory over the Germans, in 174, 
is ſaid not to be by his Att, but the 
Prayers of the Chriſtian Legion. 

Arnolph of Bern at Weſel in Cleves, 
a Doctor of Divinity, and Canon of 
Cologne, in the XVIth Century. Hi: 
Books ſhew him a Man of Learning, 
And he died in 1534. 

Arnolph of Lens in Fainault, an 
excellent Mathematician in the 15t. 
Century. 

Aron Rachid, the XIXth Calin 
from Makomes , perfidious in his 
Agreements, and often ravag'd the 
Eaſtern Empire, though the ftipula- 
ted Tribute was paid by the Em— 
preſs /rene , and the Emperor Nice. 
phorus ; which Indignities rouſing 
him, he recover'd from the Cali;h 
what he had loft; after which, re- 
turning to the ſame Military Exe- 
cutions, he died in Perſia, in 814. 

Arona, a populous City of the 
Milaneſe, or Lago Maggiore, where 
St. Charles Boromaus was Born. 

Aronce, or Aruns, Tarquin the 
Proud's Brother, and firſt Husband 
to Jullia, Daughter of Servius Tul- 
lius, King of Rome; ſhe diſguſted 
with his Moderation in the 216th 
Year of Rome, murder'd him to 
marry 7arquin, as he did her mild 
Siſter for the ſame end. 

Aroſen, or Weſteras, the Capital 
City, and a Biſhoprick of the Pro- 


vince of Veſtimania in Swede land,

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on the Lake Meler. It has a Fort, 

and near it Silver Mines of no great 

Value.

: Shere, gave the Title of Earl to the 
Duke of ormond's Second Son, in 
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1561. and lie at the Mouth of the 
Bay of Galloway in the Iriſh Sea. 

Arran an Iiland in the W. of Scot- 
land, 24 m. long, and 16 broad, full 
of uninhabited Mountains, and noted 
for a calm Harbour full of Fiſh, and 
for giving Title ef Earl to the Duke 
of Hamilton's eldeſt Son. 

Arras, the Capital of Artois in the 
Netherlands, a Biſhoprick under the 
Archhiſhop of Cambray, taken laſt 
by the French, in 1640. who yet. 
retain it; 'tis well fortified , rich, 
and of good Trade. 

Arrians, Hereticks of the IVth 
Century, from Arius, their Founder; 
they denied the Divinity of Chriſt, 
made him the firſt of Creatures, 
and the Former of the World; in 
the framing which, the Holy Ghoſt, 
firſt made by him, aſſiſted him. 
Theſe are ſaid to be their chief prin- 
ciples. Several Princes, Councils, 
Biſhops declar'd for them, and a- 
gainſt them, and againſt Athanaſius, 
who more than once was baniſh'd 
by them. The Princes and Nati- 
ons were Conſtantine the Great, Con- 
ſtantius, &c. The Goths, Lom- 
bards, &c. The Councils of Anti- 


of Nicomedia , Nices , Chalcedon, 
| Prolemays, &c. And Theodofius was 
the firſt Emperor that made Laws 
againſt them, being then ſubdivided 
into various Denominations of Anc- 
means, Semi- Arians, Acacians, Pure 
Arians, &c. 

Arrierban, an Aſſembly of Gen- 
tlemen of France, that ſerve the King 
in the War at their own Charge, on 
account of Fiefs held of the Crown.

Arrius, a Philoſopher of Alexan- 
dria, who was ſo much valuzd by 
Auguſtus, that he ſpar d that City 
for it Beauty, the love he bore thi- 
Perlon, and the Memory of Alex :5;- 
der, who gave it its Name.

Kings of the ſame Name. 

Alſo the Name of a King of Ar- 
menia, Confederate with Julian the 
Apoſtate againſt the Perſians, and 
to whom he wrote many Letters a- 
gainſt Chriſt, But Fulian dying, and 
the Romans making Peace with Fa- 
pores , without including him, he 
maintained himſelf bravely againft 
the Perſians, till treacherouſly ſur- 
priz'd by Sapores, his Eyes were put

peror refuted. Tiberius hated him 
ſo, that at laſt he forc'd his Death 
by Starving; the rife of which, was 
his marrying Vipſania, the beloved 
Wife of Tiberius, whom he was 
oblig'd by Auguſtus to quit for Fu- 
lia: And for his telling him in his 
hypocritical Modeſty in the Senate, 
that he might chuſe what part of the 
Government he pleas'd.

Alexandria, in 362. 

Aſtley, the Name of an Eminent 
Family of Meltm-Conſtable in Nor- 
folk, originally of Warwickſhire , de- 
ſcended from Philip de Aſtley of 
Aſtley Zitlmorton, in that County:

The City of Aſtra- 
can is now ſtrong and beautiful at 
a diſtance; from its Stone Walls and 
multitude of Towers, though the 
Houſes are mean, the Crim Tartars 
took it in 1661, but the Muſcovite 
recover'd it in 1662. In 1669. (the 
Year it was thus wall'd and fur- 
niſh'd with 500 Braſs Cannon) 'twas 
betray'd to Radzin, a Rebel Coſſack;

His Zeal againft the Ariaus 
raiſed him ſo many Enemies, that he 
was twice depos'd after his Exaltati- 
on to the See of Alexandria, and 
reſtor'd, but in the end was fain to 
paſs the fix laſt Years of his Lite in 
the Deſarts, with the Bps of his Par- 
ty, and dy'd in 371. 

Athanaſuus a Patriarch of Conſtan- 
tinople jo 1290; alſo an Heretical 
Patr, of Alexandria in 491. likewiſe a 
Bp. of Ancira in the 1vth Cent. 

Athanat:s, a Body of ic Perſe 
ans, ſtill fiill'd up on the Death of 
any, and thence call'd the Immortal, 
which the Name imports ; and in 
this they had the laſt Confidence.

Attalus Arianus, having bravely 
defended Rome from the ſecond At- 
tack of Alaric, from their Governor, 
the Romans advanc'd him to the Em- 
pire; but refuſing the Copartnerſhip 
proferr'd by Honorius, and being 
the year following driven from it by 
Alaric, and brought to Honorius, he 
forgave him, and the Soldiers that 
adher'd to him, only cutting off one 
of his Hands, |

Avalos, or d' Avalos, (Ferdinand 
Francis) Marquis of Peſcara, though 
he died aged 32, in 1525. was one 
of the greateſt Commanders under 
Charles V. Emperor, among, others, 
much contributing to the Victory of 
Pavia. 

D' Avalos, (Alphonſo) Marquis of 
Guaſt, and a Lieutenant-General to 
the ſame Emperor in the Milaneze, 
after many Vidories, being beaten 
by the French at Cerizoles, he died 
of Grief, in 1546. 

Avari, part of the Hunns that ſet- 
tled in Dacia, now Wallachia, Mol- 
davia, Cc. atter they had ravag'd 
the Empire beyond the Danube, 

Avaux, a County in Champagne, 
noted for a great Victory of Charle- 
magne over the Normans, and for 
for giving the Title of Count to 
the Family of Meſmes. 

Aubeſpine,a Noble Family of Char- 
train in France, which among other 
great Men, has produced Gabriel 
Aubeſpine, a Leatned Biſhop of or- 
leans, Author of ſeveral Books. 

Aubriot, (Hugo) born in Burgundy, 
Treaſurer of the Finances, G. in 
Trance, built the Baſtile, and after- 
wards immur'd as a Heretick by the 
Proſecution of the Clergy ; got his 
Liberty in the Riling of the Maillo- 
tins, from whom he eſcap'd to Bur- 
gundy, where ſoon after he died. 

Aubuſſon, a C. of la Marche on 
the Bounds of Auvergne, full of Tapi- 
ſtry Weavers. 

D' Aubuſſon, (Peter) early appear'd 
in the Field with Honour at the Vi- 
Qtory of Albert Duke of Auſtria over 
the Turks ; and inſpir'd by Caſtrior 
and Huniades, he became Knight of 
Rhodes, and afrer his Embally to 
France, had obtain'd ſo conliderable 
a Supply from that King, he was 
choſe Grand Maſter z and having 

added 
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added great Fortifications to Rhodes, 
beat Mahomet II. from thence, and 
built the Church of St. Mary of Vi- 
Cory. See Rhodes and Zozime. 
Auch, the capital City of Armag- 
nac in Gaſcoigne, on the River Geri, 
an Archbiſhoprick, with 10 Suffra- 
gans; the Cathedral built by CJo- 


edovus Magnus, is the nobleſt in 


France. 

Audebert, (Germain) a French La- 
tin Poet of the XVIth Century, who 
writ an eloquent Deſcription of Kome 
Venice , and Naples, in Verſe. He 
penn'd divers other Poems. 

Audeus, Born in Meſopotamia, and 
became the Founder of a Sett of 
Chriſtians, call'd Audeans. His free 
Reprehenſions of the Clergy made 
them his Enemies, though he was 
choſen Biſhop by his Party. He 
was a Man of Probity and Learning, 
and in his Exile (which his freedom 
drew on him) he converted many to 
Chriſtianity. 

Audley, Fames Lord Audley, was 
Born in Devonſhire , and ſerv'd K. 
Edward III. and the Black Prince 
bravely in the French Works; his 
Generoſity was equal to his Valour ; 
for at the Battel of Poictiers, the 
Prince for his Deeds giving him 500 
Mark per Ann. he immediately di- 
vided it among, his Four Squires for 
their Services that Day; which ju- 
ſtify ing to the Prince, he touch'd 
with his Reward of Merit, gave my 
Lord 600 more, and confirm'd that 
Gift to the Eſquires. He died in 
the beginning of Richard II. 

Audley, (Thomas Lord) Born in Eſ- 
ſex, and bred a Lawyer, firſt At- 


torney to the Dutchy of Lancaſter, 
then Speaker to the Houſe of Com- 


mons , where his being a mighty 
Prerogative Man, got him Zen- 
7y VIII's Favour, which he kept to 
his Death, ſucceeding Sir Thomas 
Moor in the Chancellorſhip, was 
made Baron of Audley-End in Eſſex ; 
ſounded Magdalen College. Died in 
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1344. and was buried at Saffrg;. 
Walden.

Auguſtin, or Auſtin, ( St.) was 
Born at Tagaſte in Namidia of St. Mo- 
nica, in 354. and notwitſtanding 
che Licentiouſnels of his Youth, be- 
ſore 20 he had made a vaſt P:ogreſs 
in all manner of Learning by his 
own Study, from which time to his 
33d Year he taught Rhetorick at 
Tagaſte, Madaura , and Rome, and 
from hearing St. Ambroſe , received 
0 lively a Touch of Religion, that 
being baptiz'd, and returning to 
Africa, was at Hippo ordain'd Prieſt, 
and in 395. choole Biſhop of that 
City. He contuted the Donatiſts, 
Manichees, Felagians , and Semi- Pe- 
lagians, and detigning to go to the 


Council of Epe ſus, he died in the 76th 


Year of his Age, A. C. 430. Hippo 
being then beſieged by the Vandals, 
who ſparing both his Body and Li- 
brary, Luitprandus, King of Jtaly, 
bought the firft of them, and had it 
brought to Pavia, and there laid in 
a Church conſecrated to him. His 
Learning and Authority was always 
rever'd in Eccleſiaſtical Matters, both 
by Popes and Councils. His Works 
are yet Extant. 

St. Auſtin, the Beneditine Monk 
was the Apoſtle of the Engliſh in the 
VIth Century, Pope Gregory the 
Great, either envited by Bertha, King 
Ethelbert's Wife, or as the common 
Story goes , by the fight of ſome 
Engliſh Slaves told in Rome, ſent Au: 
ſtin to Preach the Goſpel here; and 
arriving at Thanet, he converts 
Ethelbert, K. of Kent, and baptiz'd 
locco Saxons in one day, was made 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and died 
in 614. coming into England, in 596. 
His Deputation from Rome, brought 
that Dependance of our Clergy on 
that Church, which the Britains nei- 
ther then, nor aftexwards acknow- 
ledg d.

691. of Octavius and Accia; his Fa- 
ther died when he was but 4 years 
old; at 12 he made a Funeral Ora- 
tion on his Grandmother, Julius 
Cæſar being Stab'd in the Senate, and 
being great Uncle to Auguſtus, he 
was declar'd his Heir at 20, and 
choſe by the Intereſt of Cicero Con- 
ſul, and entruſted with an Army a- 
gainſt Anthony, but join'd him and 
Lepidus in the Triumvirate, in which 
he vanquiſhed Prutvs and Caſſius: 
Pompey Funior, and Lepidas, being 
laid aſide, he ruin'd Mark Anthony, 
and became abſolute Lord of all the 
Roman Empire. *Tis ſaid, he offer d 
to reſtore the Power to the Senate, 
perhaps not with more Sincerity then 
his Succeſſor. He us'd his uajuft 
Power juſtly, encouraged Arts, and 
vifited moſt of the Provinces, and 
died at Nola 14 years after the Birth 
of Chriſt, and in the 76th of his 
Age. 

Augnſtus Romulus, or Auguſtulus, 
Son ot Oreſtes, of Patrician Dignity, 
ſaluted Emperor by his Fathers In- 
tereſt, who with his Brother being 
vanquiſhed by Odoacer, Auguſtulus 
the laſt Emperor of Rome was ſhut 
up in a Caſtle of Campania. 

Avicenna, was born at Balech or 
Usbech, in 992. the Son of Hali and 
Citara, his Name originally Haſon, 
was a learned Philoſopher and Phy- 
ſician, and cf a vaſt Memory; wrote 
in Arabick, and by his Debauches, 
ſhortning his Life, he died 58 years 
old. 

Avienus Feſtus, a Latin Poet, that 
in Gratian's time, wiſely turn'd Livy 
into Fambicks, 

Avignon, a C. of Provence, ſtands

all Oppoſers; and chiefly Zenobia, 
Queen of Palmyra, and Patronels of 
Longinus, the Rhetorician and Phi- 
loſopher.

Auſpurgh, or Ausburgh, the ca- 
ital C. of Suabia in Germany, a Bi- 
oprick under the Archbiſhoprick of 

Mayence, on Branches of the Rivers 
Lich and Werden ; the Streets are 
large, the Artificers, eſpecially Gold- 
ſmiths, numerous; the Senate-Houſe 
curious, as are the Arſenal and Col- 
lege. In the time of Auguſtus, a 
Roman Colony was ſettled here, then 
call'd Auguſta from that Emperor. 
It has more than once felt the ſevere 
Events of War, and as often riſen 
out of its own Aſhes, and was made 
a free Imperial City in the ↄth Cent. 
It is famous for the Confeſſion of 
Faith drawn up by Melan@on, as well 
as for the Confederate Treaty in 
1683. againſt the growing Power 
of France. There is an entire Li- 
berty of Conſcience, and Proteſtant 
and Papiſt have equal ſhare in its 
Government. 

Auſtraſia, a Kingdom, once con- 
taining Lorrain, and ſeveral _ 
ing Countries within the Wine. 
Thierri1, was its firft King, and Da- 
gobert the laſt. 

Auſtria, an Arch-Dutchy of Ger- 
many, whoſe Capital C. is Vienna, 
the Seat of the Emperor; Tis boun- 
ded by Hungary, the Danube, Bava- 
ria, Moravia, Ic. More famous for 
the Houſe of Auſtria than any other 
Advantage. The Houſe of Auſtria 
is of uncertain Original, the ſureft 
is from Peter Frangipani an Italian, 
who retir'd into Switzerland in the 
Schiſm of Anacletus II. and Inno- 
cent 11. whoſe Son Albert, built the 
Caſtle of, Zapsburg, and was Grand- 
father to Rodulpbus the firſt Emperor 
of this Family, elected in 1273. 

who winning Auſtria from the K. of 
Bohemia, at the Battcl of Vienna, he 
znvefted his Son Albert with it, who 
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' Auſtria, which was afterwards Ex- 


alted into an Arch-Dutchy. The 
Empire has continued in this Family 
ever ſince Rodulphus I. in 1273. and 
the Family, by many advantageous 
Matches, arrivid in the time of

the ſaid Fohn Baliol then Lord of Gallo- 
way and Robert Bruce. The Factions 
of theſe rwo increaſing, and not able 
ro put an end thereto, referr'd them- 
ſelves at laſt ro the eciſion of EA- 
ward I. K. of England, Tne King un- 
dertakes ir, and after a long time ad- 
judg'd it in favour of B Ai, upon con- 
dition that he ſhould pay him Homage 
for the Crown of Scotland.

the ſeſuit Strada reports, who was 
a birter Enemy to that Prince, and 
a great Friend to the Spaniards.

Bans, or Bagnes, a very Learned 
Spaniard, who is ſaid to have wrote 
the beſt Comment upon Thomas A- 
quinas, He was of the Dominicau 
Order, and he publiſt'd ſeveral 
Books before his Death, which hap- 
pen'd Anno 16c4. 

Bantam , a very great City, and a 
famous Mart and Sea-Port in the 


Wand of Fava, in the Eaſt- Indies, | 


and the Capital of the Kingdom of 
the ſame Name. It is about 18 
Leagues from Batavia, and is very 
much frequented by the European 
Merchants, eſpecially the Engliſh 
and Dutch, which taft have often 
made War with its King, but with- 
out Succeſs , till the Year 1684. 
when the King of Bantam's Son re- 
belling againſt his Father, called 
them to his Aſſiſtance. The Dutch 
by this means got Poſſeſſion of Ban- 
tam, and made themſelves Maſters 
of the Trade, ſo that now no Ships 
can come there without the Hollan.

September, and October, in which the 
Weather is exceſſive Hot, and Hur- 
ricanes very often happen.

Barbary, is a very large Country 
in the Weſtern part of Africa, and 
is in length from the Ailantick Sea to 
Ag 1pt, 600 German L. It is boun- 
ded on the N. by the Mediterranean 
Sea, on the E. by Egypt, on the W. 
by the Atlantick Ocean, and on the 
S. by the Atlantick Mountains. In 
the time of the Roman Empire this 
vaſt Trait of Ground, was divided 
into ſeveral Provinces, viz. Mauri- 
tania Tingitana, Caſarienſis & Siti- 
fenſis, Numidia, Africa Propria, By- 
gacena, Tripolitana, Marmarica & 
Cyreniaca, It is now divided into 
5 Parts, Viz. Barca, Tunis, Tremeſen, 
Fez, and Dara, of which the 4 laſt 
are Kingdoms, and the firft a Prov. 
This Country was before the time of 
the Romans, ſubject to Carthage, and 
the great Kings of Mauritania and 
Numidia. Here was a flouriſhing, 
Church till the 5th Century, in the 
beginning of which , the Vandals, 
then Arians, overrun it and infeſted 
it with their Hereſie; but that 
which contributed to the total ruin 
of Chriſtianity here, was the Con-

Barchochebas, a Notorious Fewiſh 
Impoſtor, who getting together a 
Crew of credulous Miſcreants, Re- 
bell'd againft the Emperor Adrian, 
Ann. 130. He call'd himſelf the 
Star of Facob, ſaying withall, That 
he was the Man appointed to deliver 
his Nation from the Romiſh Yoke, 
for that his Name ſignified Sun ef 
the Star, But the Romans laying 
| hold of this opportunity, killed 

580000 of that Nation. 

Barclay, (William) an Eminent 
Lawyer, and Deſcended from a very 
good Scorch Family. The Civil Wars 
forcing him to leave his own Coun- 
try. He went to Lorrain, where 
he arriv'd to be Law-Protellor in the 
Univerſity of Pont-2-Mouſſin , and 
Councellor of State ro the Duke; 
after which, he became firſt Royal- 
Proteflor to the Univerſity of An- 
giers. He (et forth ſome excellent 
Treatiſes, and died, Ann. 1609. 

Barclay (Fohn) His Son, was alſo one 
of great Learning, and wrote ſeve- 
ral vaiuable Books, particulary his 
Satyricon Euphormionis, his Argenis, 
and his Icon Animorum. Heliv'd the 
latter part of his time at Rome, 
where he was held in great Eſteem 
by Urban VIII. Paul V. and Gre- 


go XV, He died, Ayn. 1621.

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There was moreover, Robert Bar- 
clay of the ſame Nation, and a Man 
of extraordinary Parts and Learn- 
ing. He became a» Quaker, but 
notwithſtanding which, he was ac- 
counted as great a Man as any of his 
time.

Bardas, a Patrician, and declar'd 
Caſar by Michael III. Eaſtern Emp. 
He debauch'd the ſaid Emperor, and 
councell'd him to baniſh his Mother. 
He was Murther'd by the Emp. his 
Nephew's Order, in 866. 

Bardas, a General under the Emp. 
Zimiſca, who having got great Re- 
putation, aſpir'd to the Empire up- 
on his Maſter's Death, but was diſ- 
appointed by Baſilius II. | 

Barde, (ohn de la) Councellor of 
State to the preſent K. of France. 
He wrote the Hiſtory of France in 
Latin to the year 1652.

Barnet, a Market-T. in Zartford- 
ſhire, famous tor its Mineral Waters, 
and remarkable for a great Battel 
fought there, Arno 147. between 
the Houſes of York and Lancaſter , 
wherein the latter was routed, 

Barneveldt, (Fobn) a very famous 
Dutchman, who moſt zealouſly aſſert- 
ed the Liberty of his Country, to 
which he did great Service about 
the beginning of the 17th Century. 
He contrived the freeing of the 3 
Cautionary Towns from the Hands 
of the Engliſh, An. 1609, Neither 
was he leſs efteem'd abroad than at 
home, being highly valued by Queen 
Elizabeth, and by Henry IV. King 
of France, He was always oppos'd 
by Maurice, Prince of Orange, eſpe- 
cially in the difference between Ar- 
nius and Gomar , the two Chiefs of 
the Remonſtrant and Contra-remon- 
ſtrant Parties: The Prince took part 
with the latter, who would not 
allow the former any Toleration. 
This occaſion'd the Synod of Dort, 
An. 1618. in which the Arminians 
were condemn'd, This great Man 
having run through moſt of the 
chief Employments ot the State, 
was Impriſon'd, Condemn'd, and 
Beheaded, in the 72d Year of his 
Age, for endeavouring to bring his 
Country again under the Spaniſh 
Yoke; one of his Sons was alſo con- 


demn'd for plotting Prince Maurice's 


Death. 

Baroche, a Town in the Eaſt- In- 
dies, where the Engliſh have a Fa- 
ctory. It ftands in the Kingdom of 
Cambaya , under the Great Mogul.

Baron, is an Engliſh Title of No- 
bility, next under the Degree of a

We have alſo Barons by 
Tenure, who fit in the Houſe of 
Lords, and they are Biſhops. The 
Title was formerly very honourable 
in France, Germany, and Scotland, 
eſpecially in the laſt, where it was 
the only Title of Honour, but nov 
laid aſide, and only retain'd by th. 
Knights of their Shires, Barons oc 
the Exchequer were ſo called, for 
that they were anciently taken out 
of the Barons of the Kingdom , or 
out of the Parliamentary Barons, 
who were ſuch as were call'd to the 
Parliament by Writ. There were 
in former times ſeveral others ſtil'd 
Barons, as Gentlemen of great E- 
Rates, Burgeſſes of large Cities, and 
Members of the Cinque Ports, which 
laſt ſtill retain the Name. 

Baronius, (Caſar) a famous Ita- 
lian, Born in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples, towards the middle of the 15th 
Century. He was a Man of great 
Parts, and very induſtrious, as ap- 
pears by his laborious Annals of the 
12 firft Ages of the Church, in 12 
Volumes. He wrote alſo the Life 
of St. Ambroſe, and Commentaries 
upon the Roman Martyrology. He 
became a Cardinal, An. 1607. being 
then Keeper of the Church Library. 

Barra, a petty Kingdom of Guinea, 
where the Engliſh had once a Fa- 
ctory. It is alſo the Name of one

Baſilius, the Name of ſeveral Czars 
of Muſcovy. The firſt who aſſum'd 
it, was Holdimer, Son of Ste/laus,who 
embrac'd the Chriſtian Faith in 988. 
The ſecond Czar of this Name, was 
Son to Demetrius III. and liv'd about 
the Year 1400. He left George III. 
Father to Baſilins TIT. who left a Son 
Jom Baſilowitz,, to whom Baſilius IV. 
ſucceeded in 1505, much eſteemed 
for his Wiſdom, Courage, and ſe- 
veral Victories he had gain'd over 
the Tartars. In 1606, another Baſi- 
lius, ſurnamed Suichi/, aſcended the 
Throne after Demetrius had been mur- 
dered by Rebels. But being rival- 
led by another Demetrius, who was 
backt by the Poles, his Army was 
defeated, himſelf dethron d, in 1610. 
and ſhut up in the Fort of Goſtin, 
where he ended his Life miſe- 
rably. - 

Baſilius, Patriarch of Antioch, liv'd 
in the Vr Cen. and was much cele- 
brated for his Piety, Prudence, and 
Zeal for the Orthodox Faith, which 
he defended againſt the Enemies of 
the Couneil of Chalcedon. 

Baſilius the Great, Bilhop of Cæſarea 
in Cappadocja, was Brother to Peter 
Biſhop of Sebaſtia, to Gregory of Nyſſa, 
and to Macrina, all three famous for 
Holineſs of Life. At Athens, where 
he went to improve his Learning, he 
besame very intimate with St. Gregory 
Nazianzen, In 362, he viſited the 
Monks of Ezypt, Syria and Paleſtine, 
and then withdrew himſelf into the 
Deſert of Pontus, where he writ the 
Rules of a Monaſtick Life. In 370, 
after the Death of Euſebius, he was 
choſen Biſhop of Cæſarea, but much 
againſt his Will. Being perſecuted 
by the Arians and other Hereticks, 
he oppoſed them all with great Cou- 
rage; and being accuſed of befrien- 
ding Euſtathius an Arian Biſhop, he 
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plainly prov'd it Calumny, by wri- 
ting againſt his Errors. He alſo writ 
againſt Apollinars; and the great In- 
duſtry he uſed to unite the Faithful, 
made him to be look'd upon as the 
Pexce-maker of all the Chriſtian 
Churches. He was the Founder of 
the moſt ancient of all Religious Or- 
ders, which flouriſhed much in'the 
Eaſt, where there is ſcarce any Or- 
der but what does obſerve his 
Rule. 

Baſilius, Biſhop of Ancyra, liv'd in 
the IV:þ Cen. and was ſuppoſed by 
St. Jerom to be an Arabian. He Was a 

ood Scholar, and a laborious Man. 
hen the Ari ans divided themſelves 
into Pure-Arians and Semi-Arians, 
he ſet up for chief of theſe, jointly 
with George of Laodicea, He gained 
much Credit in the Emperour Con- 
ant ius's Court, had a hand in the 
third Confeſſion of Faith made at 
Sirmium, and made his part good in 
the Council of Seleucia in 359. Bur 
his Party grew weak at laſt, and 
himſelf being accuſed of divers 
Crimes, was depos'd in 360, by the 
Council of Conſtantinople, He writ 
a Book de Virginitate, which is by 
ſome aſſigned to St. Baſil the Great, a- 
gainlt Marcellus. 

Baſilius, Biſhop of Seleucia in Iſau- 
ria, liv'd in the Ve Cen. He was a 

ious and learned Man, but eatie to 
be ſeduc'd. At the Council of Con- 
ſtant inople in 348. He condemned 
Eutyches, and the Year after at the 
Council called Latrocinium Epheſi, he 
received him again into his Commu- 
nion; for which he was depoſed by 
the General Council of Chalcedon in 


451, but was reſtored a little time af- 


ter, upon the humble Acknowledge- 
ment of his Fault.

But Medi- 
ci's Diſgrace, which had an Influence 
over all the Learned in Florence, broke 
Baſſi's Heart, who died not above 40 
Years of Age, in 1594.

Battus, being 
covetous, imbrac'd the Proffer. Mer- 
cury, to puniſh his Perfidiouſneſs, 
turned him into a Touch-ſtone, 
which has this Quality, that no Me- 
tal can touch it without being diſ- 
covered. Which ſhews a cunning 
Diſſembler in Mercury, and in Battus 
one apt to be corrupted by the leaſt 
likely hood of Gain.

Bavari, a warlike People of Ger- 
many, the firſt amongſt the Germans 
that carried their victorions Arms 
on the other fide of the Apt, to [ta- 
hy.

Bavaria, a Province in the Upper 
Germany, between Auſtria and Swa- 
bia, now divided amongſt many 
Princes.

The Ter- 
ritories of Baux, called Bauſſenques, 
have formerly been called a Princi- 
pality or County; and accordingly 
the Lords of the Family of Baux 
havealways taken the Title of Prince 
or Count. 

Bayæ, an antient Town, now ru- 
ined, in the Kingdom of Naples in 
Italy, near the Gulph of Pouzzol, 
formerly called Bajanus Sinus: Over 
which the Emperor Caligula made 
a Bridge of Boats 2 Leagues long ; 
longer than Xerxes's Bridge by which 
he joined Europe and Aſia. 

Baynard, (Ralph) a valiant Norman, 
who came over with Vi the Con- 
queror, and was for his Conduct and 
Courage in the Battle againſt Ha- 
rold, rewarded with 85 fair Lord- 
ſhips. Tis by this Baynard that 
Baynard's Caſtle in Londen was builr, 
the firſt Nobleman's Houſe built af- 
ter the Conqueſt on the Banks of 
the Thames, Hedied in the Reign 
of K. Will. Rufus, and was ſucceed- 
ed by his Son Jeffrey Baynard, Jeffrey 
by William his eldeſt Son and Heir; 
who looking upon Henry I, as an 
Uſurper, and Robert the elder Bro- 
ther as the right Heir to the Crown, 
ventur'd all to dethrone the firſt, 
and inthrone the laſt ; for which 
Attempt he loſt his Barony, with 
the Honours of his Caſtle. His 
Family being thus brought under 
a Cloud, appeared again with fome 
Luſtre in the collateral Line, Sir 
Robert Baynard, deſcended from a 
younger Son of Jeffrey, who held 
ſome Lands in Norfolk and Eſex;

The 
People whereof, incenſed at the loſs 
of their antient Liberty, laid vio- 
lent Hands on her, put her upon 
an Als, her Face turned to the Tail, 
which they put in her hand inſtead 
of a Bridle, and inthis manner led 
her about the City. Which violent 
Uſage was ſo highly reſented by 
the Emperor, that he beſieged them 
in 1163, took and razed their City 
to the Ground, the Churches only 
excepted. To which ſome add, that 
ſuch as were taken had no way to 
ſave their Lives, but by pulling 


with their Teeth a Fig which was 


put into an Alles Fundament. Hence

Becker (Thomas) Lord High Chan- 


cellour of England, and atter A. of 
Canterbury, lived in the Reigns of 
K. Stephen, and K. Hin II. Ile was 
born in Zn, and ſtudied in the 
U. of Paris, At his return into Eug- 
land, Theobald A. of Canterbury, made 
him his Arch-deacon. Heu. II. raiſed 
aim to the Dignity of Lord Chan- 
cellour of Eaglaud, and afterwards 
to the See of Canterbury, In which 
Stations he carried it very high in 
his Retinue, IIouſe-keeping, Furni- 
ture, & e. But forgetting his Prin- 
cc's Favour, who had raiſed him to 
the higheſt Dignities, he tided with 
the Pope, and oppoſed the K. when 
ne would have the Clergy tryed in 
nis Temporal Courts, for Criminal 
Cauſes. Thus began the Quarcel 
between the Crown and the Mitre, 
which the K. reſenting highly, cal- 
led an Aflembly of all the Bps at - 
Minſter, witerein he oflered ſix Arti- 
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cles in Defence of the Prerogative 
againſt Papa! Incroachments ; which 
Becket refuſing to aſſent to, he was 
at laſt prevailed upon to ſign them. 
But revoking his Aſſent, and grow- 
ing ſtill more troubleſom, the K. 
ordered him to be tried as a Traytor, 
upon which he fled into Flanders. 
The K. baniſhed all his Kindred, and 
Becker, in Revenge, Excommunicated 
all that had acted againft him. At 
Iaſt a Reconciliation being made by 
the K of France and the Pope, he 
returned in Triumph after 75 Years 
abſence, but refuſed to abſolve thoſe 
whom he had excommunicated, which 
the K. hearing of, who was then 
in Normandy, and how he went up 
and down like a King, attended both 
with Horſe and Foot, expreſt his 
utmoſt Diſpleaſure againſt him. 
Whereupon four of his Knights 
haſtened over into England , and 
barbaroufly murdered him in his 
Cathedral, Dec. 29. 1170. Whoſe 
unparallel'd Stedfaſtneſs to the pre- 
tended Rights of the Papal See, pro- 
Cured him a Place in the Calendar 
of Saints ; and the Miracles ſaid to 
be performed by his dead Body, in- 
riched his Shrine from all parts of 
Chriſtendom. At the defacing where- 
of in the Reign of Hen. VIII rhe 
Spoil in Gold and precious Stones 
filled two great Cheſts, each requi 
ring 8 ſtrong Men to carry it out of 
the Church.

Foz, The Year 1547 did put a Pe- 
riod to her Lite. 

Beda or Bede, ſurnamed the Vene. 
rable, was the Glory of England, and 
the greateſt Scholar of his Age. 
Yarrow near the Mouth of the R. 
Tine, in the B. of Durham, was his 
Birth-place, and he was bred under 
St. John of Beverley. Being a Mon 
in the Town wherein he was born, 
he made uſe of that Solitude to be 
acquainted in all forts of Sciences, 
His Temper being ſweet, and ac- 
companied with moſt excellent Qua- 
lifications, proved the more effica- 
cious to thoſe whom he wrought 
upon. He expounded almoſt all the 
Bible, and tranſlated the Pſalms and 
the New Teſtament into Exgliſb. 
He writ the Hiſtory of the ſix firſt 
Ages, a Martyrology, and ſeveral] 
Pieces; collected into 8 Volumes; 
printed at Baſil in 1563, and after- 


wards at Cologne in 1613. His Death 


happened in 724, being 63 Years of 
Age; and his Corps was removed 
to the Cathedral of Durham, where 
he lies buried. 

Beda, (Noel) a Sorbonne Doctor in 
the Reign of Francis I, of France. 
He was of a very facetious Spirit, 
and oppoſed all Innovations into 
Learning, tho' never ſo good. For 
this reaſon he hated Eraſmus, and 
wrote againſt him, and when he de- 
fended himſelf, got him cenſur'd by 
the Divinity Colleges ; but at length 
he himſelf was made to do Pen- 
nance for ſpeaking againſt the K. 
He was a great Enemy of all they 
call'd Hereticks, and was Author 
of divers Books. He died in Baniſh- 
ment. 

Bedford, the chief place of Bed- 


fordſbire, is a Town pleaſantly ſitu- 


ſtood in Fear. 
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ated on the Bank of the R. Ouſe, o- 
ver which it has a Stone-bridge. It 
conſiſts of five Pariſhes, and is fa- 
mous of old for the great Battle 
fought near it between the Brirains 
and the Saxons in 570, which left 
the Saxons Maſters of the Country. 
The ſame gave che Title of D. firſt 
to John Plautagenet, third Son to K. 
Hen, IV, created E. of Reda, and 
D. of Bedford by K. Hen. V. When 
the K. was in France, he was made 
Lieutenant of the Realm of Eng. 
land, and Generaliſſimo by Sea and 


k Land. Upon the King's Death he 


was made Governour of Normandy, 
Regent of France, and Protector to 
the Young K. Hen. VI. In France 
he ſhew'd his Valour and Conduct 
with great Succeſs. He died at the 
Caſtle of Rouen in 1435, and was 
interred in the Cathedral there, un- 
der a plain Tomb of black Marble. 
Which Charles VIII, of France went 
to ſee, and being adviſed by one of 
his Nobles to raze it; Let him reſt 
(ſays he) in peace now he is dead, of 
whom, when he was alive, al France

Bedfordfhire, an Inland County of 
England, ſo called from Bedford the 
chief Town thereof. Ir lies be- 
twixt Northamptonſhire on the N.

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hamſbire on the W. In Length from 
N. to S. 24 m. in Breadth about 14. 
The whole divided into IX Hun- 
dreds, wherein are 9 Market-Towns, 
and 116 Pariſhes. This, together 
with the Counties of Hartford and 
Buckingham was the Seat of the Cati- 
cuchlani in the Time of the Romans, 
a Member of the K. of Mercia in the 


Heptarchy, and now makes part of 


the Dioceſs of Lincoln. Here the 
Air is very temperate, the Country 
for the moſt part champion, and 
the Soil abundantly fruitful, eſpeci- 
ally the N. Parts. The South is 
ſowething lean, but yields however 
very good Barley. Near Woburn is 
dug up great ſtore of Fullers Earth, 
commonly called Woburn Farth; and 
near Aſpely is a Rivulet, which turns 
Wood into Stone.

Bediford, a Market-Town in the 
N. W. Parts of Devonſhire, 
on the Towriage, with a Bridge over 
that River, confilling of 24 Peers, 
and ſo high that a Barge of 60 Tuns 
may paſs and repaſs with her Maſts. 
Its Foundation 1s very firmly fixed, 
tho' it ſeems to ſhake at the light- 
eſt Step of a Horle. 

Beale, (William) Biſhop of Kilmore 
in Ireland, in the laſt Cen. was bred 
in Emanuel College in Cambridge. He 
went,Chaplain with Sir Henry Wotton 
to Nnice, where he grew intimate 
with Padre Paulo. Afterwards he 
was preferred to the foreſaid B. 
being in great Eſteem for his Learn- 
ing, regular Life, and exact Obſer- 
vance of the Church-Faſts and Ho- 
ly Days. Ilis Charity and good Na- 
ture were ſo exemplary, that the Ro- 
man Catholicks had a great Regard 


for him; which they ſhewed, by

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concealing and protecting him in 
the iſh Rebellion. He died in 
1643. 

Bedovins, anciently called Scenit,e | 
a Name given to thoſe 4rabs wh, | 
make it their Buſineſs to rob th. | 
Caravans going to Mecca. They ay 
they are Mahometans, yet do not ol.

ſhip the Riſing Sun, and uſe no o.

Their Arms are 
Lances or Half-pikes , Cimitars, 
and great Poniards, They uſe no 
Fire-Arms» For their Defence they 
uſe Shields, covered with the Skin 
of a Fith of the Rea- Sea, not un- 
like a Camel's, and having two 
Hands like a Man. They have 
Herds of Camels, and Flocks of Sheey 
and Goats, which they lead about 
for Paſture, changing Places as the 
Graſs fails. They live upon th: 
Milk cf thoſe Beaſts, and ſome Cake; 
made with Flower, and Butter, or 
Hony. Their Delarts are divided 
amongſt their Tribes, and each Ti 
into ſeveral Families, which take u. 
different Quarters.

e believe the Monks) were guil- 
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ty of moſt pernicious Errors. They 
were condemned in ſeveral Coun- 
cils, and baniſhed from Baſil in 1411. 
The Beguines were of two forts 
ſome who made no Vows, but fol- 
lowed the Opinions of the Beguaras 
and Margaret Parette: Others who 
lived under the Conſtitution of St. 
Begga, Siſter to St. Gertrude. There 
are ſome of theſe Nuns in the Low- 
Countries, 

Behemoth, ſignifies in general all 
manner of Cattle, ThQBehemoth of 
Job, Chap.

Beja, an ancient City of Portugal, 
2 Leagues from the Guadiana, and 
about 12 from the Sea» It was a Rg. 
man Colony, and there are yet illu- 
ſtrious Monuments of what it has 
been in times paſt, as the Remain- 
ders of its Water-Conduits, Me- 
dals, Inſcriptions, &c. The City is 
rich and ſtrong, and its Territory 
pretty fertile. | 

Bejerlinck, (Lawrence) a Canon and 
Archdeacon of Antwerp, in the laſt 
Cen- He was a Perſon of great In- 
duſtry and Learning, and writ abun- 
dance for the ſhort time he lived, 
which was but 49 Years. His prin- 
cipal Works are Magnum Theatrum N. 
& Humane, in 7 Folio Volumes; 
Biblia Sacra Variarum Tranſſationum, 
in 2 Tomes. 

Beima (Julius) of Dorkum in Fica- 
land, was a Counſellor in the Sove- 
reign Court of this Province. He 
writ (amongſt other things) Com- 
ments upon Juſtini an's Inſtitutes, 
and died at Leewarden in 1595. 

Beiſel, of Aix la Chapelle, was 2 
Lawyer, Philoſopher, Orator, and 
Counſellor to the Arch-D. of Au- 
ria, in the XV Cen. His Works 


are, De opt imo Genere Muſicorum, De 
Myſteriis Roſarum, Geſta Flandrorgon, 
&c. 

Bel, or Belus, called in Scripturs 
Nimrod, was the firſt King of A. 
ſyria after the Flood, and the Con-

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fuſion of Tongues. He begun to 
reign at Balou, which lie built on 
the Banks of Euphrates. 

Bel (John) Cannon of Lambert in 
Liege, flouriſhed in the beginning of 
the XIVth Cen. He writ a Chroni- 
cle, and collected a great many Ma- 
moirs of the Wars ot his own Time. 

Bela the Name of four K. of Hun- 
gary. Bela I. Son to Boleſſaus the Bald, 
aſſociated to the Crown his Brother 
Andrew I but drove him out ſoon 
after. He reigned but 3 Years, and 
died in 1063. Gerſa his Son, fear- 
ing the Arms of the Emperor Hen. 
IV, yielded the Crown to his Coulin 
Solomon, Son to Andrew I. 

Bela II. was called to the Crown 
about the Year 1132, and reigned 
about 9 Years with a great deal of 
Prudence. He left 3 Sons, who | 
reigned ſucceſſively after him. 

Bela III. came to the Crown at- 
ter his Brother Stephen III. in 1173, 
and died in 1196; leaving two Sons, 
Emerick and Andrew II. who were 
both Kings. 

Bela TV, Son to Andrew II, ſuc- 
ceeded his Father in 1235, and pro- 
ved a valiant, but unfortunate Prince; 
his Son Stephen V, revolting againſt 
him , and Hungary being over-run 
and waſted by the Tarrars, fo that 
he was forced to fly. Pope Clement 
V reconciled him to his Son, and 
by the Succour of the Knights of 
Rhodes, he was re-inthroned. He 
died in 1260. 

Beleſta, a marvellous Fountain in 
France, which (according to Davity) 
ebbs and flows all Hours of the 
Day, from the end of July to the 
beginning of January.

Bellarmin (Robert) a Cardinal, A.

Jeſuit at 18 Years of Age, in 1560, 


and received the Prieftly Order in 
«569, being then at Louvain in the 
Low Countries, where he preached in 
Latin with ſuch Reputation, thar Pro- 
teſtants went on purpoſe out of Eng- 
land and Holland to hear him. He took 
up great part of his time in Rea- 
ding the Fathers, the Hiſtory of the 
Church, and Councils, and the Ca- 
non Law. About the Year 1576, 
Pope Gregory XIII, appointed him to 
manage the Controverſies againſt 
Proteſtants, in the New College he 
had founded, where he writ his Syl- 
logiſtical Treatiſes on that Subject. 
In 1590, Pope Sixtus V, gave lum to

Bellin, (Gentil) a famous Painter 
of Venice, lived in the XV:hþ Cen. 
Mahomer II. Emperor of the Turks, 
having ſeen ſome of his Paintings, 
writ to the Republick, and pray'd 
them to ſend him Bellin: Who ha- 
ving drawn ſeveral Pieces for him, 
and amongſt others the Decollation 
of St. John Baptiſt, begged Leave to 
return home; which having ob- 
tained with great Difficulty, the 
Grand Seignior preſented him with 
tich Gifts, put himſelf a Golden 
Chain of great Value about kis 
Neck, and tent him back to Venice 
with Letters of Recommendation 
to the Republick, from which he 
had a conſiderable Penſion during 
his Life. 

Bellin, (John) Brother of Gentil a- 
foreſaid, being of the ſame Profeſ- 
ſion, made ſeveral admirable Pieces, 
now to be ſeen in the Hall of the 
Council of Venice. He painted with 
more Art and Sweetneſs than his 
Brother. In 1512, being cc Year 
he died, he began, at the Inſtance 
of the D. of Ferrara, the Repre- 
ſentation of the Bacchanalia, but left 
it unfiniſhed. Titian afterwards ad- 
ded an admirable Landskip to it. 

: Bellinzona, a Town in the Con- 
lines of Milan, ſituate upon the Te- 
ſino, at the N. end of Lago Maggiore, 
45 Talian Miles N. of Milan.

The firſt thing they learn is the Han- 
crit, a Language quite different from 
the common Indi an, and underſtood 


by none but the Learned. The 
Word ſignifies a pure, holy, or Di- 
vine Tongue, in which, they ſay, 
God gave the Beths or Sacred Books 
to Brama their Prophet. *Tis of 


this Tongue that Father Kircher has 


given an Alphabet. The Harſcrit 


being learnt, they betake themſclves 
to read the Purane, which is an A- 


bridgment of the Beths, or Books 


of the Law. Then they apply them- C 


ſelves for ſome time to Philoſophy, 
relating to which they have ſix dif- 
terent Sets ; Some ſpeak of the firſt 
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Principles of things, much like He- 
mocritus and Epicurus. Others agree 
very much with Ariſtotle, and his 
Interpreters. Some of 'em come 
near to the Doctrine of Plato, but 
their Notions are fo abſtruſe, that 
they are almoſt unintelligible. Their 
Books of Phyſick are rather Col- 
lections of Remedies, than Phy- 
 fical Diſcourſes. Anatomy they are 
unacquainted with', becauſe they 
dare not open the Bodies of Men os 
Beaſts: ey are much given to A- 
ftrology, but little the better for't, 
for they invent Fables to expount 
the Eclipſes of the Sun and Moon, 
As to Geography, their Opinion is, 
that the Earth is flat and triangular, 
upheld by the Heads of ſeveral E- 
lephants, which cauſe Earthquakes 
when ey move. Within theſe 
few Years there has appeared a Ca- 
bal, the Do@ors whereof hold ithe 
Doctrine of thoſe ancient Philoſo- 
phers, who admitted an Univerſal 
Spirit, or 2 Soul ſpread through all 
the World, of which all the Souls 
of Men and Beaſts are Portions. 
Benavidius (Mark) a tamous La w- 
yer of Padua, whoſe Father was a 
Phyſician, and who lived in the XVI:z4 
Cen. He ſtudied Human Learning 
with much Application, and then 
the Civil and Canon Law, whick 
he taught during 60 Years, and up- 
on which he writ ſeveral Books.

Bendis, that is to ſay, the Earth, 
or Moon: So the Thracians called the 
Goddeſs Diana, whoſe Feaſts were 
kept like the Bacchanalia. 
Bendoedar,Sultan of Babylon,whence 
he had expelled the lawful Sove- 
reign. About the Year 1263, hebe- 
ſieged Acre, and proved a great Per- 
ſecutor of the Chriſtians. Ile ra- 
vaged Armenia, and died at Damaſ- 
cus in April 1277. 

Benedict, (St.) the Founder of the 
Order from him called Benedi#ins, 
was born at Nurſi in Italy, about the 
Year 480, and died at Mount Caſſn, 
where he had inſtituted his Order 
in 543. As he was tlie firſt who 
brought the Monaſtick Life to be 
eſteemed in the W. ſo this Order, 
as the moſt ancient, is alſo the moſt 
famous of the Roman Church: The 
ſame is the Source of ſeveral others, 
who follow the firſt Founder's Rule; 
as the Carthuſians, Ciſtertians, Cele- 
ſtius, &c. 

Benedictus Thumaſenſis, a Proteſtant 
Miniſter of Moravia; who being 
burnt for his Religion about 1460, 
the People were lo grieved at it, 
that they came in great numbers 8 
m. round to viſit the Place, and 
gather ſome of his Bones: 

Benefice, This Word was uſed of 
old to ſignify the Funds given to 
Soldiers for a Reward of their Ser- 
vices, who therefore were called Mi- 
litres Beneficiarti. This Name after- 
wards patied unto Eccleſiaſticks, to

This name is alſo given in 
France to the Dignities which are in 
the King's Gift. 

Benet, the Name of ſeveral Popes. 
Benet I, was a Roman born, choſen 
after John III, in 573. In his time 
Rome being afflicted with Famine, 
and by the Incurſions of the Low 
bards, Benet ſhew'd himſelf a true 
Father of the Poor. He writ an 
Epiſtle to David, a B. in Spain, upon 
the Belief we ought to have of he 
Trinity. He died in 577. | 

Benet II, a Roman, ſucceeded A. 
20, 684, to Leo II. but had a ſhot 
Reign of it, for he died in Ma) the 
next Year. S0 great an Opinion 
the Emperor Conſtantine had of this 
Man's Sanctity, that he ſent him 3 
Decree, importing, that for the time 
to come, the Pope choſen by tb? 
People and Clergy of Rome ſhould 
be forthwith acknowledged, with 
out expecting the Confirmation ot 
the Emps.

But then the Church of Rome was 
divided by the Schiſm of Leo called 
VIII, created Pope by the Empe- 
* ror Orho; who having taken Rome 
by famine June 23, 964, cauſed Benet 
to be removed to Hamburg in Germa- 
ny, where he died June 10, 965. 
Benet VI, a Roman, ſucceeded Do- 
nus II, Dec. 20, 972. But Boniface 
* Cardinal-Deacon, by a great Man's 
3 Intereſt, got him ſtrangled in Pri- 
ſon in 974, and himſelf aſcended 
the Chair. 

Benet VII, reigned from the Year 
975 to 984, and prudently governed 
the Church in very difficult times. 

* Benet VIII ſucceeded Sergius IV, 
June 7, 1012. But the K of 
Antipope Gregory obliged him to re- 
tire into Germany, to beg the Suc- 
” cour of Henry Il, who reſtored him 
to his See. The Saracens having in 
his time conquered part of 1:aly, 
he defeated them. He alſo fought 
the Greeks who ravaged Apulia. He 
govened his Church about 12 Years, 
and died at Rome Feb. 20, 1204. 
Benet IX, ſucceeded his Uncle 
Pope John 20, Brother to Benet VIII, 
tho' he was but a Child. Whoſe 
* Youth and Ignorance made him 
commit ſuch horrible Vices, as cau- 
7 fed him to be baniſhed in 1043. 
+ He was ſetup again, but continuing 
his ſcandalous Debaucheries, he was 
forced to reſign his Pontificate. He 
returned afterwards, and ſo aſcended 
| ſeveral times the Pontifical Throne, 
living ſtill in his Debaucheries and 
* Impieties, which he never left off 
„ till he died in 1054. *Tis ſaid, 
chat after his Death, he appeared 
in 2 monſtrous ſhape, and being 
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asked why, did anſwer, that it was 
becauſe he lived without Law or 
Reaſon. 

Benet X, Antipope, was created 
Cardinal by Les IX, who gave him 
the Biſh. of Felitri. In 1059 he roſe 
againſt Nicholas II, but upon beg- 
ging his Pardon, he was permitted 
to live in the Church of St. Mary 
| Maggiore, without Power of exerci- 
ling any Function of Prieſthood ; 
but died ſoon after for Grief. | 

Benet XI, the Name of whoſe Fa- 


Son of a Shepherd, was created Car- 
dinal by Pope Boniface VIII, who 
gave him the Biſh. of Oftia, and 
employ'd him in divers 1mportant 
Affairs. After whoſe Death this Bo- 
caſini mounted the Pontifical See 
Oct. 22, 1303. Who ſoon after if. 
ſued 3 Bulls, which annulled all 
thoſe of Boniface againſt Philip the 
Fair K. of France, and revoked the 
Condemnation againſt the two Car. 
dinals of Columna, whom Boniface 
had perſecuted for being of the 
Guelphian Faction: But he was poi- 
ſoned 8 Months after his Election,

He 
was made Cardinal in 1327, choſen 
Pope Dec. 20, 1334, after John XXII, 
and crowned at Avignon, Jan. 5th fol- 
lowing. He confirmed his Prede- 
ceſſors Cenſures againſt Lew:s of Ba. 
varia, and excommunicated the Fa-

formerly. He was admired both for 
his Care in conferring Benifices, and 
his Denial of ſeeing his Relations- 
He ſtrove alſo to reform the Monks;

A Man of great 
Fame for his Piety and Learning, 
and the firſt who durſt oppole the 
growing Tenet of Tranſubſtantia- 
tion in Framce, Italy, and Germany. 
He drew to his Party Bruno B. of 


BY Angiers, with ſeveral other Prelates 
and famous Men; 


and was in ſo 
great Eſteem ſor his Learning, that 
when he came to Rome, the Pope 
ſtood up, ſaying, He honoured his 
Natural Parts. Lis Opinion taking 
Root in ſeveral Churches, to pre- 
vent its further Progreſs, a Legate 
was ſent into France by Pope V- 
dor II, who beld a Council at Tours, 
where he compelled Berenger to ſign 
a Recantation ; but he continued 
however in his former Sentiment. 
In 1059, he was cited to a Council 
at Rome, where he ſubſcribed a Con- 
feſſion of what was then called the 
Orthodox Faith, and burnt John Sco- 
tus Erigena's Book, which was ſup— 
poſed ro have made him diſagree 
with the Council. But being ar li- 
berty, he revived the Diſpute again, 
which laſted to the Year 1079, when 
Gregory VII, at another Council at 
Rome brought him over to his own 
Opinion. He died in the Y. 1091, 
having learnt this purer Doctrine 
of the Sacrament of the Lord's dup- 
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per, from the aforeſaid 74" 5corms, 
born at Aire in Scotland, and Tutor 
to Charles the Bald, K. of France. 

Berenice, Wife to P:olemeus Lagus 
K. of Fzypt, and Mother to Prole- 
meus called Philadelphus; who be- 
ing the youngeſt of her Children, 
was notwithſtanding exalted to the 
Throne, to the Prejudice of his Bro- 
ther. | | 

Berenice, Daughter to Prolemæus 
Philadelphus and Arſinie, eſpouſed her 
Brother Ptolemers Evergetes, which 
was no Scandal among the Egyp- 
tians. She proved a Princeſs of great 
Wiſdom, and Authors ſpeak much 
to her Prade. Prolemeus being in- 
gaged in 2 War with the 4ſhrians, 
that her Husband might get the Vi- 
ccory, ſhe vow'd her Hair to Venus; 
which ſhe cut at his Return, and hung 
itin the Temple. And, becauſe ir 
was not found the next Day, Co- 
non a Mathematician affirmed it had 
been carried up into Heaven, and 
placed among the Stars.

vergetes immediately took the Field. 

Berenice, Sitter or Daughter (as 
ſome will have it) of Prolemers cal- 
led Auletes, or the Piper, K. of Egypt, 
was very much beloved of the E

their Prince, baniſhed him, and ſub- 
mitted themſelves ro Berenice. She 
married $y65:of[ates, of the Race of the

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But P:cl:meus being reſtored, put 
his Siſter Berenice to Death. 

Berenice. eldeſt Daughter to Agrip- 
pa the elder (or Herod Agrippa) K. 
of the Jews, lived in the firſt Cen. 
Herod, her Husband and Uncle be- 
ing dead, ſhe remained ſome time 
a Widow, but was ſuſpected of 
keeping a criminal Cotreſpondence 
with her Brother. Upon which ſhe 
married to Pole mon K. of Cilicia, but 
ſuch was her Luſt, that ſhe ſoon 
quitted him. This Princeſs was with 
her Brother Agrippa in 55, when St. 
Paul pleaded his Cauſe before them 
and the Proconſul. 

Berenice, Daughter to Mit hridates 
the Great and Laodice, Whoſe Fa- 
ther being defeated by Lucullus, ſhe 
would by no means ſurvive his Mis- 
fortune, but freely took a Doſe of 
Poyſon ; which proving too ſmall for 
her ſtrong Conſtitution, ſhe ordered 
Pacchides, her Father's Eunuch, to 
ftrangle her, and fo to haſten her 
Death. 

Berexicia, now called Bernicio, or 
Vernich, an African City in the Coun- 
ty of Cyrene, Capital of the Pr. of 
Pentapolis, and formerly a B's See. 
Built (as ſome ſay) by Ptolemaeus E- 
wergetes, and called by the Name of 
Berenice, both his Wife and Siſter. 

Berg, the D. of Berg, a {mall Coun- 
try in W:fpraly, berwixt the Coun 
try of Marck and the B. of Colegne: 
Ir abounds in Corn, and Coal-mines, 
and belongs to the Elector Palatine. 
The chief place whereof is Dad. 

Berg St. YVinic, or Vinoxberg, a T. 
of French Flanders, about 2 L. from 
Dunkirk. It has the Title of a Vit 
county and Caſtelainſnip, and has 
many Villages under its Juriſdic:i- 
on. In 1658 it was taken by the 
French, and remained to them by the 
Pyrenean Treaty, where they have 
built a Royal Forr. 

Bergamo, an Italian City, in the 
State of Hnice; pleaſantly ſeated 


voon a Mountain, and well built; 
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tis but one days Journy from 24; 
lan, the Plains of which it over. 
looks for 20 or 30 m. Being ruined 
by Attila, the Lombards repaired it, 
and kept poſſeſſion of it till the VII: 
Cen, when it fell under the Empire 
of Charlemagne and his Succellors, 
Afterwards it became ſubject to ſe- 
veral D. till Philip D. of Milan dy. 
ing in 1447, it ſubmitted to the Ven-. 
trans. 

Bergen, a German T. chief of the 
Iſle of Rugen in the Baltick, towards 
Pomeren. It belongs to the Swe, 
ſince the Year 1630. See Berghry. 

Bergen op Zoom, a ſtrong City of 
Brabant in the Low-Countries, ſo 
called from its ſituation, partly up- 
on a Hill, and partly on the R. Zoom, 
It was erected into a Marquilate by 
the Emp. Charles V, which properly 
belongs to the Count 4 Auvergr:, 
Colonel-General of the light Horſe 
of France, with all its Rights and Re- 
venues. But the military Command 
of it is in the Hands of the Hob 
landers, by whom it has been torti- 
tified, and is ſtrongly garriſoned. 

Bergerac, a T. of Perigord in Iran, 
ſituate upon the Dordag ne, and ut 
der a Seneſchal's Juriſdiction. Tn 
the XIV Cen. the Engliſb fortity'd 
themſelves in it, but loſt it to Loi 
D. of Anziers, Brother to Charles V, 
about 1371. In 1562 the Iahabi. 
tants embraced rhe Reformation, vnd 
held out againſt the Papiſts. Since 
which time it has been often ta- 
ken and re-taken. In 1621 then 
ſubmitted themſelves to Lewis XIII. 

Berghen, the chief place of tbe 
whole K. of ld way, and which gives 
Name to one of its five Gove” 
ments. Tis a Sea-port T. with 2 
very good Haven on the Streight of 
Carms{;zrd, and "tis the reſidence 0!

Which Sir John, 
for his ſuccesful Services to King 
Charles T, and II, was by the latter, 
during his Exile, created Baron Berk- 
ley of Stratton in Somerſetſhire, Anno 
1658. After the Reſtauration, he 
was made Lord Lieutenant of TIre- 
land, where he continued three Y. 
and was ſent afcerwards Embaſſa- 
dour into France, Upon his Return 
from thence he fell ſick, and died 
at London in 1668, leaving four Song 
and a Daughter. 

Berlin, a German City in the Mar- 
quiſate of Brandenburg, and the u- 
{ual Reſidence of the Ele&or of that 
Name, now K of Prufia. A large, 
fair and well built T. ſeated on the 
R. Spree, which divides it into two 
parts, the ons properly called Ber- 
lin, and the other Coln. The Prince's 
Palace, divers beautiful Squares, its

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diſcovered chem; and Sommer I/tands 
from Sir George Sommers, who being 
Shipwreck'd on their Coaſts in 1609, 
was ſo taken with their Bzauty and 
Fruitfulneſs, that he did his utmoſt 
to ſettle a Plantation there. Theſe, 
Iflands are ſo ſtrong by Nature, be- 
ing ſurrounded with Rocks on all 
ſides, that none bur skilful Pilots can 
ſteer Ships of any Burden into 'em. 
And the Enzliſh have fo fortify'd the 
Avenues by Forts and Block-houſes, 
that they need not fear any Inſult. 
Of whom the firſt Colony ſent thi- 
ther was under the Command of 
Rich. Moor, who built 8 Forts for 
their Defence. To whom ſucceed- 
ed Daniel Tucker, in 1618, who much 
encouraged the improving of ſo 
good a Soil, and the planting of 
Trees and Tobacco. The next that 
had the Command of theſe Iſlands 
was Captain Butler, who carried 500 
Perſons thither, and divided the 
Iſlands into Diſtricts. Which were 
Peopled in lo ſhort a time, that in 
the V. 1623, there were reckoned 
above 3000 Engliſh. The biggeſt 
of theſe Iſlands, called Bermuda or 
Sir George's Iſland, is about 6 Leagues 
long, and one broad, where broadeſt, 
ſituate in 32 Deg. and a half of N. 
Lat. The Soil, both in this and 
the Neigbouring Illes, ſo very fertile, 
that it yields two Crops a Year, one 
in July and the other in Dic. IHzre 
are Plenty of Tottoiſes an]! Hogs, 
and great variety of Fowls and Birds, 
particularly a fort of Sea-Fowi, that 
breeds like a Rabbit, in Holes. Q- 
ranges, Dates, and Mulberries grow 
here plentifully; and the Mulberry- 
Trees breed à vaſt number of Silik- 
worms, which yield much Silk ; 
Pearls and Ambergrealſe have alſo 
been found in theſe Iihnds, and a. 
fort of Cedar-Tree grows here, 
which differeth from all other in 
ſeveral Reſpe&s. Theſe Iſlands breed | 
no venomous Beaſt, nor will any 
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| Spiders of various Colours, but with

to be put in Priſon, where he di- 
ed ſoon after in 1383, being 66 J.

Bernard, Grandſon to Charles the 
Great, was made K. of Haly in 813.

Blois, upon Loire, the Capital C. 
of Blijois in France; tis called the 
C.of Ks. both from the Education 
of the Royal Family of old, and 
the Refidence of many Princes ; it's 
pleaſantly fituated , and the Air 
wholeſome, and remarkable for 
ſpeaking the beſt French in that 
Kingdom. 

Blonde] ( David) born at Chalon in 
Champagne; his Application to ſtudy 
from his Youth , made him make 
ſo great a Progreſs in Learning, that 
he grew famous both for that and 
his Memory. On the Death of John 
Gerardus Voſſius, he was invited (be- 
ing a Proteſtant) ro read Hiſtory at 
Amſterdam, where he dy'd in the 64th 
V. of his Age, 1655, having by his 
Study, before loſt his Eyes. He wrir 
ſeveral Books, as did his Brother, 
a Man of Learning too, that dy'd 
young. 

Rlondel de Neſte, a Poet and Muſici- 
an, intimate Friend of Richard the 
Firſt of England, call'd Ceur de Lion, 
who being taken Priſoner by the 
Archduke of Auſtria, in his Return 
from the Hol) Land, Blendel uneaſy 
at his Abſence, not knowing where 
to find him, travell'd thro' Auſtria,

genius IV. he was too much a Phi- 
loſopher to gather any Riches, but 
Fame by his Hiſtories which were 
extraordinary, allowing for the bar- 
bariſms of Language, that Age was 
not quite purg'd of, He died at 
Rome 75 Y. old, in 1463, and left 
5 learned Sons. 

Blount, anciently le Blound, a Fami- 
ly conſiderable in the Days of l. 
the Firſt, Robert Le Blound and William 
Le Blound his Brother, being both Ge- 
neral Officers under that Prince ; 
their Father being Lord of Guines in 
Normandy. Hence the preſent Sir 
Walter Blount, and the late famous 
Sir Harry Blount, the preſent Sir 
Thomas Pope Blount, &c. derive them- 
ſelves, a Family eminent in Great 
and Good Men, in Learning and

Blundel (Sir Francis) of Edcnderry 
in Ireland, a Baronet by the Patent 
of his Grandfather, Sir Francis Blun— 
nel, Vice-T reaſurer of Ireland to K.

Bobadilla (Nicholas) one of the 


firſt Spaniſh Followers of Ignatius | 


Leyola, who hoping by his Zeal a- 
gainſt the Jnterim, to ingratiate 
himſelf with the Pope; en his Re- 
turn to Tah, he was excluded the 
Houſe of Ignatius, and had no 
Thanks of the Pope. 
Bocacio (John) of Certalde in 
Tuſcany, inthe XIVth Cen. not more 
celebrated for his other Works, 
than for his famous Bock of No- 
vells, which was one of the firſt 
Pieces of refn'd Italian. 4 
Buccalini (Trajano) was born at 
Rome, the Son of a poor Architect 
or Builder, whoſe Fortune was not 
tufficient to keep him ſo long to

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his Studies, as wou'd make him owe 
his Preferment to them; but his ©. 
tyrical Wit did his Buſineſs, and he 
was with Applauſe received by the 
Italian Academy in the XVIIth Cen, 
He publiſhed his Ragguagli di Por- 
naſſo, and ſeveral Pieces ſubſequen: 
to it, till he was forced to fly to 
Venice for fear of the Spaniards, whoſe 
Uſurpations on the Liberties of Ea 
he had reflected on in his Pietra 4, 
Paragone ; but was murder'd in that 
C. while he was on his Politick Di. 
courſes on Tacitus, by 4 Men with 
Sand Bags, beating him in his Bed 
'rill he was left Speechleſs, on his 
Chamber-Fellow's Return ; but the 
Murderers cou'd ne'er be found out. 

Boccaris, a Law-giver, and K. of 
Agypt, of an uncertain Age, who 
made diſtin Laws of the Prerogs- 
tive, and the Bounds of private 
Rights. 

Becchus, K. of Mauritania, whoſe 
Daughter, Jugurtha, K. of Numidis 
married, on which Tye Bocchus en. 
ter'd into the Jugurthine War again! 
the Romans; but being more than 
once defeated by Marius, he ſent 
his Son Flux to Marius, to conduc! 
Syl/a to the Place where he would 
deliver Jugurths into Sylla's Hands ; 
which he perform'd, having part i 
Numidiaas a Price of his Treaſon. 

Bochara, Bochora, or Buchara, an 
Aſiatick T. inthe Zachataian Tartar), 
near the R. Albiamu, 50 L. from 
Sumarcand, fam'd for being the Place 
of Birth of Avicenna ; tis ſurround- 
ed with a Wall of Earth, of which, 
all but the Publick Buildings are 
form'd ; it has a tolerable Trade, and 
ſubie& to a Poor, tho Tyranical 
Prince, and often changes its Maſter 
to no Purpoſe,and incapable of ſhak- 
ing off its Slavery. "Tis pleaſant, that 


this Country made War with Perſ6s, 
becauſe the Perſians wear Hair on 
their upper Lip, which ro them 35 
Impiety. 


Boc hart (Samuel) was born at hs 
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Lof the noble Family of Bochart de 
EChampigny ; he was 2 Proteſtant 
© Miniſter of Caen, of which Acade- 
Imy he was, after his Return from 
Stockholm, whither he had been invi- 
ted by Chriſtina, Queen of Sweden; 
and died ſuddenly as he was ſpeak+ 
ing in the Academy. He left a con- 
ſiderable Eſtate to his Daughter, and 
writ many learned Books. 

Bochius, or Bocqui (John) a Native 
of Bruſels, in the XVIth Cen. and a 
good Latin Poet, ſeveral of whoſe 
El ratts are printed. 

Bocloner, or Butoner, was born in 
S omer ſetſbire, in the XVth Cen. and 
was an eminent Phyfician, Hiſto— 
rian, Mathematician, c. he had 
the Honour of Knighthood, and 
wrote ſeveral Hiſtorical, Aſtrologi- 
cal, and Medicinal Books: 

Bodeg rave, a ſmall Dutch T. on the 
Rhine, famous for the Battle in 1672, 
between the French and the Dutch, 

Podeſtein ( Andrew) was born at 
Caroloſtadt in Franconia, and thence 
tall'd Carolaſtadius; from being a 
Lannon and Archdeacon of Wirtem- 
terg, he became firſt a Follower of 
Luther, and Jaſtly an Anabaptiſt; 
he perſwaded the Students ro burn 
all rheir Books, betake themſelves 
to Trades, and ſtudy only their 
Bibles ; he diſputed with Eckius a- 
bout Free Will, and the Merit of 
{ood Works, and being expelled 
B2jil, Strasburg, Switzerland, &c. as 
8 Murtineer, he died 1541. 
Boain (John) a Lawyer and Native 
df Angiers, of great Fame in the 
XVIch Cen. of perfect Knowledge 
m Hiſtory; his Application to 
Learning, made him poor in all 
mings but Reputation; he dy'd in 
585, leaving ſeveral Treatiſes be- 
ind him. . 

Boaley (Sir Thomas) was born in 
ble C. of Exeter, in 1544, being in 
xile with his Father in the Reign 
Ff Q. Mary, he ſtudlied at Geneva, 
ander Chevallris, Beroalduc, Calvin, 
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Beza, and Philibertus Saracenus; re- 
turning with his Father and Religi- 
on in the firſt of Q. Elizabeth, he 
ſtudied at Oxford; in 1565 he 
held a Greek Lecture at Merton Col. 
ledge, where after he had been 
Proctor, he travelled to learn the 
Modern Languages : On his Return, 
having -paſs'd thro' ſeveral Honou- 
rable Embaſlies, he retired to Oxford, 
and refuſing to come any more to 
Court, he applied himſelf entirely

Years old. | 
Boleſſaus II, the pious, being young- 
eſt Son to Boleſſaus I, defeated the 
Emp- Ortho II. made Incurſions as far 
as Poland. After Peace with O:ho III, 
he ſent for Ditmar of Saxony, and 
made him Bp. and died in 999. 

Bole/laus III, the Covetous ſucceeded 
his Father Bole/aus IT, loſt all he had 
conquered, was dethroned, had his 
Eyes put out, and imploring Aid, 
in vain, from the Scla voni ans, &c. 
he died miſerably in 1037, 80 Ys. 
of Age. 

Boleſlaus I, K. of Poland, ſtil'd 
Crobius, ſucceeded his Father Miceſ- 
laus II, in the Dukedom of Poland, 
whoſe Country being acquitted from 
all Dependence of the Empire, and 
he Crown'd K. by Pope Sylveſter II. 
he ſpread his Conqueſts, and was a 
great Benefactor to the Church; he 
dy'din the XIth Cen. 

Boleſſaus II, the Bold and Cruel, 
was born in 1043, and choſe K. of 
Poland after his Father Caſimir I, 
1958, ſet out with Virtue and Cou- 


rage, reſtoring depoſed Princes to 


their Thrones, and Triumphed over 
the Ruſſians, and Bohemians ; but ſud- 
denly ſtarted from his brave Courſe 
of Honour, to the Extremity of 
Effeminacy, in his Ruſſian Winter 
Quarters ; which he continued on his 
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Return hence to Rapes, Adulteries, 
Sc. and had Stani ſſaus, Bp. of Cracom, 
murder'd at the Altar, for reprehend - 
ing him. In 1079 being excom- 
municated by the Pope, hated by 
his People, and curled by all Men, 
he left his Km. with his Son Mice, 
and retir'd in 1981, to a Monaſtery 
near Inſpruch, and there died Incog- 
nito; or, as others ſay, kill'd himſelf 
in deſpair, a hunting. 

Boleſſaus III, call'd Latiatoria, be- 
ing born in 1085, and ſucceeding 


 Ladiſians II. his Bravery and Virtue 


recover'd that Glory his Uncle Bo- 
leflaus IT, had loſt to the Family; 
the Bohemians felt his Proweſs as 
well as the Emp. Hen. V, who ſuing 
for Peace, Boleſlaus married Alice, 
that Emperor's Siſter, and his Son 
Ladiſlaus, his youngeſt Daughter 
Conſtantia, Ile often vanquithed 
and forgave his Baſtard Brother, and 
put him not to Death, *till forced 
by his Subjects, for his many re- 


Honour and Glory, in 1139, after 
37 Years Reign. 

Boleſſaus IV, younger Son to the 
former, on his Brother Ladiſlius's 
Baniſhmenr, was choſe K. of Poland, 
who gave his Brother $z/eſia, reduc'd 
the Pruſſians, and made them receive 


Years, dy'd in 1173. 
Boleſſaus V, called the Chaſt, from 
a neglect of the Matrimonial Duty 


to his Wife Cunecgunaa, Nughter of 
Bela IV, K. of Hur: Reign 


Turns of Fortune, being firſt ſeiz'd, 
yet a Minor, by his Uncle, Duke of 
Maſſovia ; reſcued from him by Hen. 
Duke of Breſaw, who adminiſtred 
the Government for him, as his Son 
Henry the Pious did after his Death ; 
who being ſhin by the Tartar, 
Boleſſaus retiring to his Father-in-law, 
was recall'd by his Subjects, weary 
of their Diviſions about th: Govern- 


ment, and bear the Tariars back, 
as 


peated Treaſons ; and dy'd full of 


the Goſpel; and having reigned 27 


of 52 Years, he ſuitered various 
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as his General the Palatine of Cracow 
the XVth Cen. as his Writing, 


did in 1250; he died in 1279. 

Bolgius or Belgius, Son of Cerethrius, 
and Prince of Galatia, warring on 
the Macedonians he killed their K. Pro- 
- lemy Ceraunus in Battle. 

Boll (John) was born at Malines in 
the Low-Countries, and was an emi- 
nent Painter for Miniature and Land- 
ſcapes; he drew Tapiſtry for the 
Arras Workers of Bruſſels, and dy'd 
in 1593. 

Bollandus (John,) born at Didemont 
in the Netherlands : A Jeſuit of Re- 
pans for his great Learning ; he 

egan to write the Lives of the 
Saints, which after the publiſhing 5 
Volumes for two Months only, he 
dy'd in 1665, and Rapine writ an E- 
legy on him. 

Bolleburn a Lake in Weſtphalia, re- 
markable for its overflowing twice 
every day, with a great Noiſe, and 
then retiring within its Bed. 

Bologne or Bolonia, a C. Port, and 
Biſh. of Picardy, ſuffragan to Rheims; 
the lecius Portus of Ceſar, on the 
mouth of the R. Liane; tis divided 
into Higher and Lower, this contains 
the Parith of St. Nicholas, divers Re- 
ligious Houſes and Merchants; the 
Upper being defended by a good Cit- 
tadel, is adorn'd by Fountains, Mar- 
| ket-places , ſeveral Religious Hou- 
tes, the Palace, Cc. The Biſh. was 
transferr'd hither in 1556 on the ru- 
ining of Terouane by Charles V. Em. 
It had Cents of its own, but was u- 
nited to tus Jwn by Lewis I. in ex- 
change for Laurazats, In 1487, 
Hen. VII of England very much 
freightned it; but Charles VIIIth 
buy ing the Peace, he quitred it; but 
his Son Hen. VIII took it, and kept 
it all his time; but in the Minority 
of Edw. VI, it was Joſt or fold.

D. of Bolton by K. William III. 

Bolwert or Bolſwart, (Pcrer of ) born 
at Boſ/wert in . Prieſſaud, of which 
he wrote a Hiſtory z which Town 
is one of thoſe that enter'd inte 
League with Germany. 

Bomb, a long and round Iron Ball, 
hollow within, whoſe Cavity fill'd 
with Powder, Nails, Cc. being dit- 
charged from the Mortar-piece, àt 
the fame time that the Fuſee is tr d, 
falls into any place 'tis directed, 
with double · Ruin from its W <izbt 
and Matter.

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Bomberg (Daniel) a Native of Ant- 
werp, and an eminent Printer, who 
ſettling at Venice, has made himſelf 
known to Jews and Chriftians by his 
ſine Editions of both the Hebrew Bible, 
Talmud, &c. 

Bombini Paul,) a Native of Cala- 
bria,a good Orator, Philoſopher, and 
Divine, in the XVIIth Cen. He 
abridg'd the Spaniſh Hiſtory in 1634. 

Bomilcar, an Aſſaſſine, that at Ju- 
gurt ha's Inſtigation murder'd Maſſiva, 
and deſigning the ſame againſt Ju- 
gurt ha, being diſcover'd he was put 
to death. 

Bomilcar, a Carthagiuian General, 
that ſtrack with Terror at the Succeſs 


and Actions of 4zothocles, deſigned 


to deliver up Carthage to him, but 
his Treachery and Puſillanimity being 


| diſcovered, he was hang'd in the 


Market-place of Carthage, 
Bommel, a ſtrong Fortreſs of Guel- 
d:rland that names the Iſle Bommel, 


which the waters of the Rs. Yahal 


and Mcuſe ſurround. *T was wall'd 
in 1229 by Ot VII Count of Guel- 
derland, and diſmantled by the French 


in 1572, when they abandoned it. 


Bomonicks, from BO an Al 
tar: Youths that were voluntarily 
ſcourg'd at tie Altar of Diana in La- 
cedamon. 

Bona, born in Piedmont, was a Man 


ok no leſs Devotion than Learning, 


and having been made Cardinal by 
Clement IX, if the Delire of the 
People had prevailed, had ſucceeded 
him in the Papacy ; but his Good- 
neſs that recommended him to them, 
was what the EleQors thought the 
moſt unfit for that Poſt 3 having 
writ many Books hedied in 1674. 

Bona Dea, both a Greek and Roman 
Goddeſs ; In Grecce ſhe was ſuppoſed 
one of the Nurſes of Bacchus, and 
not to be named; in Rome, the Wife 
of Faunus K. of Italy, and chief of 
the Dryades, No Man was admitted 
to her Rites, which were performed 
by the Women, in token of her 
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Chaſtity ; but P. Clodius came into 
Ceſar's Houſe, then Pont i fe Maxi- 
mns, in Women's Cloaths, to de- 
bauch his Wife Mutia ; nor was a- 
ny Myrtle about her Altar, either 
becauſe conſecrated to Yenrs, or be- 
cauſe ſhe having been beat to death 
by Myrtle Twigs, her repenting 
Husband ere&ed her an Altar, in 
which the uſe of Myrtle was for. 
bid. 

Bona Sforza, Daughter of John Ca- 
las Sforza D. of Milan, and Wit: to 
Sigiſmund I. K. of Poland, wasa Lady 
of a high Spirir, but ſo good a Wife, 
that after 30 V. marriage, ſhe ſtay'd 
perpetually by her Husband in his 
long and languiſhing Illneſs, having 
had by him 1 Son and 4 Daughters; 
Sigiſmund II, her Son, ſucceeded his 
Father, but had many Diſagreements 
with Q. Bona; his marrying Barba- 
ra Radzivill, Widow to a Poliſh Lord, 
was the firſt, as below him, which 
ceaſing on Barbara's ſudden Death, 
reviv'd again to extremity on Sigiſe 
mond Reply, that ſhe was leſs dero- 
gatory to his Family, than Pappaco- 
da, a Neapolitan whom ſhe had pri- 
vately married ; which Breach was 
fomended by Charles V, to hinder 
the Succour Iſabella ot Hungary might 
hope from their Agreement ; he 
therefore invited her to leave Po- 
land, which ſhe did, under pretence 
of going to her Lands in Apulia. 
She died at Venice in 1558, being, 
as ſome ſay, reconcil'd to her Son 
before her death, 

Bona, a poor Girl of the Falteliue 
in Lombardy, who feeding her Sheep, 
as Peter Brunoro of Parma lead his 
Army, was ſeen and lik'd by him, 
and carried to the Wars in Man's 
Clothes ; her Valourand Spirit won 
him much, but her Love and Zeal 
for his Liberty won him more ; for 
after an Experience of the firſt in ma- 
ny Battles, both under A4/phonſusr K. 
of Naples againſt Francis Sferga, and 
under Sforza againſt a!phonſns, being 
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by the laſt clapt up in Priſon on the 
Diſcovery of his Deſign of return- 
ing to the Service of Sforza, Bona 
addreſſing her ſelf to the chief Prin- 
ces and States of Europe, got Let- 
rers from all of them to Alphonſus for 
his Liberty, which he durſt no lon- 
ver deny, ſo great Princes having 
intereſted tlemſelves in the matter: 
And now at liberty in Venice, the 
perſwaded the Senate to make Bru- 
oro Commander of their Forces a- 
gainſt Sforza, with a Penſion of 
20000 Ducats ; this made Brunoro 
marry her at Juice, who experien- 
cing their Conduct and Courage at 
the taking of the Caſtle of Puvona, 
ſent them to the Negropont, which 
the Turk durſt not attack while he li- 
ved ; but he dying there, ſhe' re- 
turning to Ycnice, died in the Morea 
in 1466, having two Children. 

Bonacioli (Lewis,) a Phyſician of 
Ferrara, as much celebrated by other 
Authors, as commended by his own 
Works: 

Bonarota (Michael Angelo was born 
in 1474 in his Father's Caſtle of 
Chiuſi in Arezzo, Being nurs'd in a 
Village where many Carvers liv'd, 
he had ſo ftrong an Iaclination to 
that Art, that his Parents were forc'd 
to put him to it, and with that Suc- 
cels, chat in deſigning eſpecially he 
excelled all; Nor was he a leſs Ar- 
chitect and Painter than Statuary ; 
he was employ'd by many Popes, 
and admir'd by all the World even 
while alive. II: died at Rome in 
156% in the 89th Y. of his Age, 
and was buried at Florence with the 
Elegies of all the Wits of the Aca- 
demy. 

Bonaſians, Hereticks, that in the 


IVth Cen held Chriſt to be only

Budæus (Gulielmus) born at Paris, 
in 1476, was Ld. of Merh- la- wille 
and Son of Johannes Budaus, and 
Maſter of the Requeſts, and Coun- 
ſellour ro the K. Without Maſter or 
Fellow Scholar, he arriv*.! to a great 
ſtock of Learning in the Greet Lan- 
guage, and in the Antiquities, as 
will appear from his Book ae Ae, 
or of Ancient Coins.

| Turkiſh Prov. lying from Servi a,

divide it from Macedon and Romania, 
as the Danube does from Moldavia 
and Palachia. It contains Sophi its 
capital C. which being taken by A. 
murat II, the whole Kingdom ſub- 
mitted ; Nigobolr, of old Nicopols on 
the Danube, where the Chriſtians were 
defeated by Bajaxet I, in 1396 ; Yarne 
on the Black Sea ; Aparia, Dora, &c. 
this Country was part of the Lower 
Mar ſia. 

Bulgarians, the Inhabitants of the 
foregoing Country, who are thought 
to take their Name from their Origi- 
nal Habitation, ſuppos'd the Aſiaticł 
ſide of the Volga, quaſi Yoigarians. 
In the Vth Cen. they paſs'd the Da- 
nube, and in 845, their King Bagoris 
being chiſtened by the Name of Mi- 
| chael, his People followed him, the 
Pope and Patriarch of Conſtantinople 
contended for the ſpiritual Sove- 
raignty of theſe People, but a Coun- 
cil call'd in 870, gave it in favour 
of tlie Greeks ; there are two Romiſb 
Bps among them now, the reſt are 
Greek, They are thought to have 
ſprung from the ancient Getæ and 
Gepiat. 

Bulgarus de Bulgaris, a Civilian 
and Canoniſt of Bononia in Italy, 
his Reputation in the XIIth Cen. 
made him Umpire of many Con- 
troverſies of Princes; he here read 
both Civil and Canon-Law a conſi- 
derable time. 

Bull, or Bulla in cana Domini, a Bull 
of Excommunication and Anachema 
read on Holy Thurſday againſt all the 
Papiſts call Hereticks, after which 
the Pope throws as his Thuader a 
Torch; thoſe Crimes that are con- 
demn'd by this Bull, are not to be 
abſolv'd by any but the Pope, un- 
leſs on Point of death. The Coun-

Force, and France indeed has often 
Nu z pro- 


cil of Tours declared this Bull of no 
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proteſted againſt it, as to what M 
fring'd the Rights of the Gallican 
Church. 

Bulla Aurea, or the Golden Bull, cal- 
led alſo Caroline, the firſt from a 
Golden Bull annex'd to it; the ocher 
from the Emp. Charles IV, who in a 
Diet ar Nuremberg in 1356, made the 
Edict ſo called, which regulates all 
the Rights, Duties, and Offices of 
the Empire, and Electors, under 30 
Heads, by rhe laſt of which they 
are oblig'd to underſtand the Ger- 
man, Sclawouian, Italian, and Latin 
Linguages ; and by another, the 
Rights of the EleGtors are tied to the 
EleQoral Dominions, which are not 
to be alienated, ſo that whoever pol- 
ſeſſes them are EleQors; and having 
made theſe fundamental Laws of 
the Empire, he had a great Feaſt, 
where all the Electors and Lords of 
the npire, aſſiſted in all their Of- 
fices ſpeciſid in Balla Aurea. 

Buller, (Sir Thomas) was ſecond Son 
of Godjrey Bullen, bred a Citizen, 
and was Lord Mayor of London in 
1457; but his elder Brother dying,

Agius, a Native of Saxony, and a Chro- 
Jrnologer of the XVIth Cen. he pub- 
ua liſned ſome Books both in Hiſtory 
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and Chronology. 

Buonacorſi, or Perrin del Vagua, an 
Italian Painter in the beginning of 
the XVItch Cen. of great note; he 
work'd under Raphael in the Vatican, 
Julio Romano, and Giovanni Franciſco 
Bermio were his intimate Friends, 
the Daughter of the laſt being his 
Wife; after his loſs of all his For- 
tune at the Siege of Rome, he paint- 
ed the Palace of Prince Doria at Ge- 
noa, which got him a great deal of 
Fame; and being return'd to Rome, 
was prevented by a ſuddain Death, 
from finiſhing the Paintings he had 
begun in the Hall of Kings in the 
Vatican. 

Bupalus, a Carver or Statuary of 
Reputation in the LXth Ohm. who 
with Athenis or Aut hermus, making 
a ridiculous Statue of Hipponax the 
Poet, who was no very handſom Man, 
they were forced to — themſelves 
for ſhame, by the Satyr of that Poet 
on them in return; and ſo the Pen 
overcame the Chizzel. 

Bura, once à City on the Gulph 
of Corinth in Achaia, deſtroy'd by 
an Earthquake, is now but a heap 
of Rubbiſh called Bernitea: it was 
anciently famous for the Oracle of 
Hercules in its Neighbourhood, de- 
liver'd by Dice much like our For- 


tune- telling Book, where the Num- 


ber on the Dice thrown, dire&s 
you to the ſame Number on the Ta- 
ble thrown upon, and there you 
find your Fortune ſought. 

Burchard, Bp. of Worms, Precep- 
tor to Conrade, afterward Emp. who 
made a great Collection of Canons 
for the Inſtruction of the Prieſts of 
his Dioceſs in Penance, &c. he lived 
in the XIth Cen. 

Burdin or Bourdin (Maurice) born 
in Limoges, following Bernard Abp. 
of Toledo into Spain, he was by him 
made his Archdeacon, thence pre- 
ferr'd to the Bpk of Conimbra in Por- 
tugal, and thence remov'd to the 
Abpk. of Bragna ; and Paſchal II de- 
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nying to ſell him the Abpk of 7v- 


ledo, he ſided with Hen. IV, Emp. | 


drove PaſchaPs Succeſſor into France, 
and was made Antipope, called Gre- 


' gory VIII; but Calixius II, by Car- 


dinal John de Crema, beſieged Sutri 
where he was, and had him ſurren- 
dred by the Inhabitants, and brought 
to Rome. 

Burdini (Bennet) a learned Geo- 
grapher of the XVIth Cen. he lived 
at Padua, and publiſhed a Map of 
Italy, and the adjacent Ifles. 

Bureau (John) Lord of Montglat, 

roſe from the place only of ordina- 
ry Receiver of Paris, firſt to Maſter 
of the Artillery of France for the 
Siege of Meaux in 1439, and that 
Office he executed in the King's 
War with the rebellious Princes, 
he aſſiſted in many Battels, and in 
the Recovery of great part of France 
from the Engliſh, and negociated the 
Reduction of Bourdeaux, &c. and was 
made principal Mayor of it; Lew- 
#5 XI made him a Knight at his Co- 
ronation, and he had been Chamber- 
lain to the K. and died at Paris in 
1463.

writ a Hiſtory of the Slaves War, 
and made a Collection of what Ora- 
tors ſaid, for and againſt Hiſtory. 

Cæcilius, or the Cæcilian Family,

Callinicus, Patriarch of Conſtant ino- 
dle in 691; he was a great and learn- 
ed Enemy to the Church of Kome, 
which made Juſtinian the young,

Calpurni ans, a conliderable Family 
in Rome, divided into 2 Branches, 
whereof one was called Frugi, or ho- 
neſt People; both had alſo the ſame 
Name of Piſo, and did great Service 
for their Country, in the delivering 
Sicily from the Fury of the Fugitive 
Slaves, that were in Rebellion. 

Calpurnius (Titus) a Sicilian Latin 
Poet, living under the Emp. Carus, 
who wrote Eclogues, 7 of which 
are remaining ; but time has deſtroy- 
ed many others. 

Calvary, a Mountain near Jeruſa- 
lem, whereon our Saviour ſuffer'd. 
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king of Jeruſalem The renowned 
Godfrey of Bouillon, made large Addi- 
tions to it in 1099. There are di- 
ſtint Apartments in it for the Latin, 
the Greek, the Armenian, the Syrian, 
the Cophrick, and the Abyſſine Chri- 
ſtians: They ſhew you a Chappel 
where the Croſs ſtood that bore zhe 
Sacrifice of our Saviour's Body, called 
the Chappel of the Crucifixion ; The 
Place where he was Embalm'd, 
according to the Cuſtom of the 
Fews ; The Place where he is ſaid 
firſt to appear, to the Bleed Virgin 
after his Reſurrection, called the 
Chappel of the Apparition ; The Rock 
out of which this Sepulcher is hewn, 
and the Tomb it ſelf illuminated 
with 62 Lamys that burn continual- 
ly. Here are alſo the Tombs of God- 
frey of Bouillon, the firſt Chriſtian K. 
of Jeruſalem, and of Baldwin I, his 
Brother, who ſucceeded him to that 
Crown. 

Calvert (George) Lord Baltimore, 
was born in the laſt Age at Hpling 
near Richmond in Torkſbire,and bred in 
1rinity-College in Oxford, from whence 
he travelled beyond Sea. Ar his 
Return, in K James the Firſt's Reign, 
he was made Secretary to Sir Rob. Ce- 
cil; and afterwards one of the Clerks 
of the Council; was knighted in i618,

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Calvin, (John) born at Neyon in Pi- 
eardy in 1509, He ſtudy'd Huma- 
nity at Paris, the Civil Law at Or- 
leans, the Greek Tongue at Bourges 
the Hebrew Tongue at Bazil, and there 
3 his Inſtitutions.

e went to Geneva, and was made 
Profeſſor in Divinity there; but 
proceeding further in his Retorma- 
tion, than was agreeable to that 
Temporal Government; Farellus him: 
felf and another Miniſter, were or- 
der'd to depart the T. in 2 Days 
In 1541, at the Importunity of the 
Peop'e, he returned again to Geneva, 
where he ſer up a Conſiſtorial Juriſ 
dition, with a Power to inflict Cen- 
fures even to Excommunication. He 
was a Perſon of indefatigable Indu- 
fry, great natural Parts, and conſide- 
rable Learning He dy'd in the 
F6th V. of his Age, in 1564, after 
he had wrote 9 large Volumes, 
which were all printed, 

Calviſius, a Roman, who liv'd un- 
der Tiberius the 35th Y. after Chriſt. 
Aliſo a German of Grosbeb in Thurin- 
gia, who publiſhed ſeveral Books of 
Chronology. He dy'd in 1620. 

Calumny, of which the Athenians 
made a Deity, and built a Temple in 
Honour of her ; ſhe was called by 
the Greeks AraBona; whence cam: 
the Name of Devi! the Father of al! 
Calummy. Lucian has given us an 
Emblem of Ca/umry in à Dialogue 
under the fame Title. Appelles, faith 
he, being accuſed by a Painter that 
he had conſpired againſt Ptolemy, and 
being acquirred, Prolemy was ſo fen- 
ſibly touch'd with Sorrow for what 
was done, that he gave Apelles 100 


Talents, and delivered up the Ac- 


cuſer into his Hands, to do what 
he pleas'd with him. Apelles, to be 
revenged of Calumny, painted a 
Prince with large Ears ſitting upon 
2 Throne, accompanied with Sulpi- 
cion and Ignorance, and while he is 
in this State, he reaches out his Hand 
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advances toward him, having à 
Face very bright and ſparkling, with 
extraordinary Charms and Entice- 
ments. She holds in her left Hand 
a Torch, and the other drags an in. 
nocent young Man by the Hair, whg 
holds up his Hands ro Heaven, and 
implores its Aſſiſtance. Before her 
marches Envy with a pa'e Face and 
ſquinting Eyes, which ſer off, and 
dreſs up Calumny to make her the 
more acceptable. After her comes 
Repentance, under the Figure of 2 
Lady in a Mourning Habir, with her 
Garments rent, which turns her 
Head towards Truth, who weeps for 
Sorrow and Shame. This PiQtue 
Apelles gave to Piolemy, and it was ac. 
counted the beſt in the World. The 
Import of the Figure is, that Calum. 
ny tears and deſtroys Innocence, and is 
received by a fooliſh or malicious 
Credulity, which proceeds from Au- 
rance or Suſpicion. The Calumniator 
dreſſes and orders all things by the 
help of Impoſture, and uſes Flattery 
to infinuate himſelf into the Hearts 
of the Hearers. But Truth appears 
ſoon or late, which diſcovers the 
Malice of the Lye, and there is no- 
thing lefr to Calumny for her Labour, 
but a ſharp and bitter Repent ance. 

Calus, Nephew of Dedaluc, was the 
Iaventer of the Saw and Compass, 
which made Dedalus fo jealous of 
him, that he kill'd him, for fear his 
Productions ſhould injure him. 

Calydon, a T. of Mtolia, which has

Stone, heing 10 Ls. in Circuit, has 
N Baxars or Market-Places, and 4 

oble Lanks or Ciſterns, able to find 
the Inhabitants Water all the Year. 
The Country abounds with all ſorts 
of Grain, Fruit, Beaſts, &c. and has 
Mines of Cornelians, Diamonds, and 
other precious Stones, which Mer- 
chants buy of them at low Prices, 
or exchange for Trifles. 

Cambalu, a T. in the moſt North- 
ern Parts of all China, the ſame with 
that which ancient Geographers cal- 
led Peking, as it is now truly cited 
by the Hollanders and Kircher. 

_ Cambden (William) the Learned An 
tiquary of the Engliſh Nation, was 
born in London in 1553, and went to 
Oxford at 15 Ys. of Age ; from a Ser- 
vitor in Magdalen College, he removed 
to Pembroke College, and at laſt to 
Chriſt- Church.

It is great, fair, 
well-built, and one of the ſirongeſt 
Ts in Europe It has often chang'd 
Maſters, and ſeldom continued long 
in one hand, tho* now the French 
have been in poſleſſion of ir, ever 
tince they took it from the Spaniards 
inthe T. 1677. It is a Place of good 
Manufactures, eſpecially of fine Lin- 
nen Cloth, and Canvas, for Sail-Cloth.

the Name of a Second Romulus, or 
Deliverer of his Country, and dy'd 
365 Ys. before the Chriſtian Ar. 
His Son Camillus was worthy of ſuch 
a Father, and exactly traced his Steps 
in the Service of his Country, me- 


riting his Offices of Conſul and Di- 
Qtator. 

Camillus Scribonianus, was choſen 
Emp. by the Romans, who were wea- 
ry of Claudianus s Reign; but he was 
ſoon forſaken of his Party, and after- 
wards murder'd ; and his Wife Arria 
unwilling to ſurvive him, kill'd her 
ſelf, A. C. 42. 

Camin, a ſmall C. in the further 
Pomerania, ſtanding on the E. Shore 
of the R. Diwenow, over againſt the 
Iſland of Wolenſche, about a m. from 
the Baltick Sea. It belongs to the K. 
of Pruſſia, and has embraced, and pro- 
feſſes the Auguſtan Confeſſion. Long. 
39, 30. Lat. 54,12. 

Canis, Idols which the Japoni ant a- 
dore, repreſenting the principal Lords 
of Japan, to whom they erett magni- 
ficent Temples, as to Gods. 

Camma, a Lady of Galatia, wha 
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being courted by Sinorix, that mur- 
aer'd ter Husband Sinatys ; ſhe pro- 
mis d TW make aim her H, band, fo 
ſent for him to the Chur here 
ſh; preſented him with the Nuptial 
Cup, wherein ſhe bed mixed Poi- 
ſon, and finding that be drunk bur 
one haif of it, ſhe tock off the o- 
ther her ſelf, proteſting ſhe was not 
in the leaſt concern'd at her D.ath, ſince 
by that ſbe had reveng'd her Hurband's. 

Camoens, (Lewis) a famous, but 
unforrunate Poet, in fo much Eſteem, 
that he was call'd by his Countrymen 


the Yirg:l of Portugal; who after a 
ſeveral 


tedious Peregrination in 
Parts of the World, return'd to his 
own Country, bur very poor, not 
having wherewithal to ſubſiſt. It 
was then he finiſhed his Poem, en- 
tituled A. Luſcadas, wich he dedi- 
cated to Don Sebaſtian, then K. of Por- 
tugal; but that Prince being young, 
and thoſe about his Perſon no Ad- 
mirers of Poetry, the unfortunate 
Poet was much diſappointed, and 
forced to live the reſt of his Days 
miſerably in Portugal, where he dis 
ed in 1579. 

Campagna, a T. in the Km. of 
Naples, in the furthermoſt Principa- 
lity, 2 r 3 Ls. from the Sea. 

Campagna di Roma, is the moſt 
beautitul Valley, not only in Lah, 
but in the whole World. The Air 
is ſoft and hot, which makes the 
Flowers ſpring twice in one Year. 
The Soil is fo fruitful, that it ſeems 
to be a Trial of Skill between Bac+ 
chus and Ceres, which ſhall be Con- 
querors. It was the Seat of the an- 
cient Latins, but now is a Prov. be- 
longing to the Popes, as Sovereigns 
of Rome; who are ſuch hard Land- 
lords, that one of the fineſt Coun- 
tries in the World is become almoſt 
deſolate, her Air render'd unwhole- 
{om for want of Inhabitants to drain 
che Grounds, and Grais rots upon the 
Land for want of mowing, which 
mult be aſcribed to the Rigout of che 
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Government, which has driven away 
the Inhabitants, or for want of letting 
the Ground at reaſonable Rates, that 
their Tenants might live upon it. 

Campauclla, (Thomas) a Friar of St. 
Dominick's Order, famous in the Art 
of forming Syllogiſms, and diſpu- 
ting Logically. He was unjuſt ly 
tlirown into the Inquiſition, for 
ſuppos'd Here/y, was kept there 25 
Ys. put to the Queſtion 24 times, and 
treated with the utmoſt Cruelty, till 
Pope Urban VIII, procur'd his Liber- 
ty; then he came to France and taught | 
Philoſophy, where he dy'd in 1639, 
and had this Character trom one of 
his Countrymen, that he had a great 
ceal of Wit, but little Judgment, and 
in all his Actions wanted Solidity 
and Diſcretion, to render him acce- 
ptable to the World. 

Campaſpe, a very handſome Wo- 
man that Alcxander the Great lov'd 
extreamly, and commanded Apelles 
to draw her Picture, which he did; 
but Apelles falling in love with her 
in the Work, Alexander ſhow'd ſo 
much Self- denial, that he conſented 
Apelles ſhould marry her. | 

Campden, a m. T. in Glouceſterſhire, 
where the E of Gainsborongh Viſcount 
Campden, has a Manſion Houſe, ve- | 
ry pleaſantly ſituated or Recreation, 
and all Family Neceſſiries. 

Campech, a T. in the Vaccatan in 
the Bay of Ai , on the N. Shoar, 
taken in the year 1596. by M Par- 
ker an Eg liſh man, by ſurprize, and 
plunder'd by one ſingle Ship's Com- 
pany, together with a large Ship, that 
had taken in in the King of Spain's 
Tribute for that Y. 

Campegi or Campejus, (Lawrence) 
Cardinal; he was ſent Legat into Ge- 
many, againſt the Lutherans in 1517. 
Afterwards into England, ro be judge

Campen, a T. of the Low Count ries 
in the Prov. of Overyſe, within 5 Ls, 
of Daventer ; tis a very pretty place 
and can drown all the Neighbour- 
hood, which lies lower than it ſelt. 
Campian, (Edmund) a Jeſuit, bon 
in London, his Education was at Ox- 
ford, where he took Deacon's Orders 
in the Church of England, but al- 
terwards apoſtatiz'd, and turn'd Jeſu. 

In 1581 he was 
indicted for High Treaſon againſt O. 
Elizabeth, convicted and executed. 

Campi ano, a little T. ſituate ner 
the R. Taro, and becauſe it is an im- 
portant Paſs, the D. of Parma, to 
whom it belongs, took care to fortify 
it ſtrongly aſter the modern way. 

Campobaſſe, a Neapolitan Count, 
who being in the Service of Charles 
D. of Burgundy, Son of Philip the 
Good, treacherouſly conſpired againſt 
lim, and procur'd him to be mur- 
der'd, in 1477. 

Campo- Longo, (Emilius) a Profeſſot 
of Phyſick at Padua in 1578. His 
Works are extant. 

Camſon-Cauri, Soldan of g, 
was rais'd to that Dignity by the 
Mammelucks in 1549. He governed 
with great Prudence, and quicted 
the Troubles of the Kingdom ; but 
at laſt was betray'd by one of his 
own Subjecks, and in an Engage- 
ment,falling from his Horſe, was trod 
to death, in the 7oth V. of his Age. 

Campus Piorum, a famous Hiace in 
Sicily near Catane, where, as Fal.

Camuſat, (Nicholas) was a learned 
Man,Canon of Troy in Champaign,and 
has wrote feveral things that have 
obtain'd him a conſiderable Character 
in Europe. 

Cana, a little T. of Galilee in the 
Tribe of Zabulon, where our Saviour 
wrought his firſt Miracle, of chang- 
ing Water into Wine, at the Marriage 
of Simon Zelotes, now a poor Vil- 
lage inhabited by none but Turks : 
For the Church which Helena the 
Mother of Conſtantine built in the 
place of that Houſe, where our Sa- 
viour celebrated the Marriage, has 
been long ſince converted into a 
Moſque, and the Apartments poſſeſs'd 
by the Santons or Mahometan Clergy. 

Canaan, Paleſtina, Judea, Terra San- 
fa, the Land of Promiſe, was the no- 
bleſt part of Syria, 160 m. long, and 
64 Engliſh m. broad. Ir had the Name 
of Canaan from one of the Sons of 
Ham, who peopled it ſoon after the 
General Deluge. God deſcribes the 
Fertility of this Land, by ſaying, 1. 
flow'd with Milk and Honey, denoting 
the Plenty of all that was neceſſary 
or pleaſant, ſo that indeed it was the 
Paradiſe of the whole Earth; but in 
Its preſent State, of its Deſolation 
and Deſertion, is no leſs miſerable, 
ſo that Travellers that ſee it now, 
wonder how ſuch numbers of Men, 


tofore ſubliſt, in ſo ſmall and barren 


* of Ground, as this time ſhews 


Canada, New France, a large Coun- 
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try in the N. America, diſcovered 
firſt by the French, and by them in- 
habited. It lies N. of New-England. 
Quebec is the chief Colony of it. The 
Savages ſpeak different Languages: 
And here, as in other parts of Ame 
rica, they have a Cuſtom to eat their 
Enemies taken in War; a Fate that 
particularly befel John Verraxan a Ho- 
rent ine, who firſt took Poſſeſſion of 
this Country in the Name of Fran- 
cis I. K. of France in 1522. There is 2 
very great R. of the ſame Country, 
already known to run 5oo Ls, full 
of large Iſlands, and about 30 Ls. 
broad at the Mouth, called Canada 
by the Natives, by the French St. 
Lawrence, from their Entrance into 
it upon that day. The Saguenay and 
the Three Rivers fall into its Channel 
from the N. From theſe Places we 
have Caſtors, Train-Oil, and Codfijb, 
and the People are wild and Savage, 
without any Hopes of being re- 
claim'd. | 
Canal, an artificial Cavity to re- 
ceive part of the Sea or a R. the An- 
cients have taken a great deal of Pains 


with a Deſign to make a Commun - 
cation by Water from one place to 
inother, but without Succels ; and 
it is obſervable, that all thoſe Grand 
Projectors, came to unfortunate and 
untimely Ends. 

Cananor, a T. and Km. in the 
Peninſula of Indus, on this tide the 
Ganges in Malabar, it ends at the R.

They are much frequented for their 
excellent Wines and Merchandiſes 
by the Engliſh, more than by any o- 
ther Nation. There Corn is gathered 
twice a Year, in February and May,and 
they have great abundance of Fruit 
in all places. They were ſirſt diſco- 
ver'd and conquer'd in 1425, by 
Brachamantius a French Gentleman, 
but are now all 7 in the Poſſeſſion 
of the Spaniards. 

Canat he, a Fountain in Napoli di 
Romania, wherein Juno waſhing her 
ſelf every Year, became a Maid a- 
gain, and begat the Queſtion, which 
nad greateſt Power the Goddeſs or 
rhe Fountain.

Caninio (Angelo) born at Anghart 
in Tah, in the 16th Cen. was a ve- 
ry eminent Linguiſt. 

Caninius, (L. Gallus) was a Roman 
Conſul with Vpſauius Agrippa in the 
717th of Rome. C. Caninius Gallus was 
made Conſul in the Place of M. Plau- 
tius Silvanur, and died in the Exerciſi 
of his Charge, in the 742d of Rome. 
C. Caniuius Rebilius was Conſul with 
Julius Ceſar in the 709th V. of Rome 

Caniſa, a C. of Hungary ſicuate to-

Their Summer is extream 
hot, and would be ſickly, but that 
there are Breezes that cool the Air, 
The Natives have Senſe in their 
Looks, but none in their Brains.

This Prov. in 4fa, is 
bounded to the E. by Armenia the 
Greater , to the N. by the Euxine 
Sea , to the W. by Galatia, and to 
the S. by Silicia, ſeparated from it 
by Mount Taurus, as Armenia is by 
the Euphrates, The Turks now call 
it Tocar. 

Cappel, (James) Lord Tilloy, and 
Profeſſor of Divinity at Sedan, Son 
to James Cappel, Counſellor to the 
Parliament of Rennes, He wrote ſes 
veral Treatiſes in Divinity, with 
great Skill; ſome whereof are

Cappel, (Louis) born in 1585, was 
a Miniſter, and Profeſſor of Hebrew 
at Saumur.

Walcon has 
Reprinted his Sacred Chronology, in 
the beginning of the Engliſh PoHglet; 

alſo his Deſcription of the Temple 
of Solomon, Is Theological Com- 
mentaries and Criticks upon the Old 
Teſtament, with his Arcanum in Fo- 
lio, were printed at Amſterdam in 
1658. 

Caprarola, a famous Palace of [taly, 
belonging to the D. of Parma, ere- 
Qted in the 167 Cent. by Cardinal 
Alexander Farneſe. Tis in S. Peter's Pa- 
trimony in the County of Roncigliom 
near Viterbo, about 15 m. from Rome. 

Capricorn, one of the 12 Signs of 
the Zodiack, conſiſting of 28 Stars, 
which are ſaid to repreſent the figure 
of a Goat. The Sun enters this Sign 
in the Month of December, and then 
makes the Winter Solſtice, i. e. when 
the Sun begins to return to the E- 

uator 

Caprotina, a Name that the ancient 
Romans beſtowed on the Goddeſs Ju- 
no, and the Nones of July, which they 
kept as a Feaſt upon this occaſion. 
After the Gan!s bad left Rome, the 
neighbouring People knowing it was 
weak, took this occaſion to make 
themſelves Maſters of it. Lucius, Di- 
£ator of the Fidenates, ſent a Herald 
to the Senators to acquaint them, that 
he would preſerve the Remains of 
Rome, if they would ſend him their 
Wives and Daughters. The Sena- 
tors ſeeing their Ruin at hand, and 
not knowing what to reſolve upon, 
a Slave called Philotis aſſembled all 
her Companions, and dreſſing them- 
felves in their Miſtretles tine Clothes, 
went ro the Enemies Camp : the Ge- 
reral diſtributed them among his 
Officers and Soldiers, whom the cun- 
ning Females invited to drink, and

Yet af- 
terward it was made 2 Roman Colo- 
ny, and Rebuilt under the Gracchz 
25 Ys. after the Ruin of it, and was 
the firſt Colony the Romans ſent out 
of Italy, where they flouriſh'd for a 
long time, till the Yandals took it 
from them, A. C. 432. In 533 the 
Remans recover'd it again. In 632 it 
fell into the hands of the Saracens, In 
690 Juſtinian II. recover it again 
from them. In 703. the Saracens te- 
turn'd the third time, and made an 
entire Conqueſt of it, to the total 
Ruin of Chriſtianity there, as well 
as the City. This C. ſtood 15 m. 
from Tunis, Long. 34+ 50. Lat. 3 2. 20. 
The Spaniards bave given the Name 
of Carthage to a T. of New Spain in 
America, in the Prov. of Coſta Ricca, 
which ſtands in the middle of the 
Country, betwixt the two Seas.

3 Years after his Brother's Death. He 
protected the Prufſians, and overthrew 
the Teutonick Kts. that inſulted them, | 
and granted the Knights a Peace at 
the Requeſt of the Pope. His Son 
Ladiſſaus being choſen K. of Bohemia | 
in 1471. was oppoſed by Matthias 
Corvinus, which occaſion'd a War. 
Afrer the Death of Matthias the 
States of Bohemia were for putting up 
John Albert, which occaſion'd ano- 
ther War, wherein Alber: was wor- 
ſted, and forc'd to come to an agree- 
ment with his Brother. Caſiuir ſtood 
Neuter, and died in 1492, being 64 
Ys. of Age, of which he reigned 45. 

Caſimir ( John) V. Son to Sigiſ- 
mund III. He was K. after the Death 
of his Brother Ladiſlaus IV, who di- 
ed in 1648. This Prince deſign'd 
himſelf for the Church, and Pope In- 
nocen: X. gave him a Cardinal's Ha-: 
but the Troubles of Poland obliged 
him to get a Diſpenſation, and to 
mount the Throne. Charles Guſta- 
war K. of Sweden made a cruel War 
upon him ; but at length Caſimir 
bear him out of his Territories, and 
after that Prince's Death, made Peace 
with Charles his Succeſſor, in 1660 : 
and having ſubdued ſome Rebels, he 
provided for the Good of his Coun- 
try, and made a voluntary Abdicati- 
on of the Crown, to paſs the remain- 
der of his Life in Peace and Quiet- 
nels: but retiring into France, and 
being ſickly, he fell ill at Nevers in 
his Return from the Waters at Baur- 
lon, and there died in 1672.

Catumſyritus, (John Baptiſt ) a Gre- 
cian, who ſtudied at the College for 
that Country in Rome, and wrote a- 
gainſt Arcudius's Book, which endea- 
voured the Reconciliation of the 
Greek and Latin Churches, but with 
more Heat than judgment, and had 
ſucceſs accordingly. 

Catus, ( Eliciat) or according to o- 
thers AÆEliut, a Roman Conſul, cele- 
brated both for his vertuous Life and 
victorious Arms, yet ſo extreamly 
modeſt, that he would eat in nothing 
but Wooden Veſſels. SH

Charles V, Emp. and K. of Spain, 
Eldeſt Son of Philip I, Arch-· Duke of 
Auſtria, and of Jane Q. of Caſtile, 
ſucceeded his Father in the Km. of 
Spain, in 1517, and was choſen Emp. 
2 Ys. after by the Electors at Frankfort, 
after the Death of his Grandfather 
Maximilian.

The Presbyterian Miniſters cry'd out 
againſt it in their Pulpits ; the Scots 
proteſted againſt it, and the Ambaſ- 
ſadors of Foreign Princes did their 
utmoſt to oppoſe it. Before this pre- 
tended Court the K. was accuſed of 
High Treaſon; who maintaining his 
Character, and refuling to acknow- 
ledge. the Authority of theſe pretend- 
ed Judges, had Sentence of Death 
pals'd upon him, and after a great ma- 
ny Abuſes by the Soldiers, was behead- 
ed upon a Scaffold, erected for that pur- 
poſe before the Banguetting Houſe at 
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Mitchal, This execrable Murder was 
committed on the zoth of Jauuary, 
1648. This K. to ſpeak a Word of 
him by way of Character, was a 
Prince of great Abilities for the Fun- 
ions of Government, of great Re- 
gularity of Lite, and Equality of 
Temper; well furniſhed both with 
Capacity and Reſolution to ad- 
vide in the Cabinet, and execute in 
the Field. His greateſt Misfortune 
ſeems to have lain, in his too modeſt 
Senſe of his own Sufficiency. This 
Diffidence made him ſometimes be 
over-rul'd, by other Mens Opinions 
worſe grounded than his own. Ta 
conclude, his Works printed in Fo- 
lio, ſufficiently ſhew the Extent of 
his Knowledge, the Strength of his 
Reaſon, and the noble manner of his 
Expreſſion ; there being a peculiar 
Force and Delicacy in his Compo- 
ſitions, hardly to be met with in the 
Age helived in. Hedied with great 
Compoſedneſs and Chriſtian Forti- 
rude, and declat'd himſelf of the 
Conmunion of the Church of England, 
as it was ſetled in the Time of his 
Father K. James I. 

Charles II, K. of Great Brit ain wag 
Son to Charles I, by Henrietta Maria, 
Daughter of Henry IV, of France, He 
was born May 29, 1630. Being at 
the Hague when his Father was mur- 
thered,he was honourably entertained 
by the States of Holland; while the 
Rebels in England, without either 
Fear or Shame, aboliſh Kingly Go- 
vernment, and turn all things upſide 
down. -The Scots, after ſome time, 
ſeem'd to repent of their infamous 
delivering of the K. up to the Exg Ut. 
which they now find was but a lead- 
ing Step to his Murther, and there. 
fore to attone for that Crime, endea- 
vour to reſtore Charles the IId, but 
ill ſuch Endeavours by Arms, either 
by his well affected Subjects of Eng. 
land or Scotland, proving ineflfectual. 
The Rebels themſelves at length grew 
giddy and infatuated, by their various

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turning from one Form of Govern- 
ment to another; *till at length the 
long Rebellious JunQo diſſolving 
themſelves, and a Parliament or ra- 
ther a Convention, meeting at Weſt-

conſiſting of 2 Houſes, Lords and 
Commons ; they ſent Commiſſioners 
to the K. together with conſiderable 
Preſents to his Majeſty, and the 
Admi- 
ral Montague delivers up the Fleet to 
his Majeſty, who coming on Board 
the Admiral, landed at Dover, and 
made a ſplendid Entrance into Lon- 
don, May 29, 1660. His Reign, tho” 
diſturbed with ſeveral Plots of the 
old Rebels, to deſtroy the K. and to 
reſtore their Idol of a Common- 
Wealth, and repeated Wars with the 
Dutch, was generally happy, and the 
Nation thrived by Commerce and 
Plenty; *till 1678, that Oates's Plot 
was ſtarted, and then the K. or Na- 
tion never enjoyed any Quiet, 'til 
Death rid him of his Troubles. 
The Scots rebel, and are beaten by 
the D. of Monmouth at Bot hel- Bridge. 
The Commons Vote, That whoſoever 
ſhould lend the R. any Mony upon any 
Branch of his Revenues, ſhould be ad- 
judged to hinder the ſitting of Parlia- 
mente, and be reſpenſible for the ſame in 
Parliament. The D. of Monmouth ca- 
bals, is outed of his Offices, and de- 
clar'd legitimate by the K. in Coun- 
cil, The K. calls a Parliament at Ox- 
ford, and finding they had the ſame 
Sentiments with former Parliaments, 
he thought himfelf obliged to diſſolve 
them, being apprehenſive that his 
Prerogative was not only in Danger, 
but that there was a Delign to ſeize 
his Perſon. The K. brings a u 
Warranto againſt the Charter of Lon- 
don, and it being declar'd Forfeit, took 
it into his own Hands, This Legal 
Advantage gave a Turn to Affairs 
and ſunk the Faction. And Shafts. 
bury not liking the Conduct of his 
Faction, retreats into Holand, In 


time, and forc'd them to embrace

had a pafſionate Love for. Having 
ſpent the Lent with his Q. at Hiſpruc h, 
he arrived, before the End of April 
1675, near Worms, to command the 
Imperial Army; but this Campagn 
proved untucceſsful, becauſe he was 
neither ſupplied with Mony nor Pro- 
viſions, and that his Officers were Re- 
frafory, and would not conſent to 
give Battel to the French, when they 

ad an opportunity. Soon after, the 
Peace was concluded at Nimeguen. 
Then began the War again with the 
Turks, who had broken the Truce; 
and the D. was made Generaliſſimo of 
the Imperial Army in Hungary in 
1683, which drew upon him the En- 
vy of ſeveral other Princes. How- 
ever, he behaved himſelf with ſo 
much Valour and Prudence, that he 
made a ſafe Retreat from New Hawſel, 
and with the Aſſiſtance of the K. of 
Poland rais'd the Siege of Venna, rou- 
ted the whole Turkiſh Army conliſting 
of 200000 Men, and if he could have 
perſwaded the K. of Poland to have 
followed their blow, and made uſe 
of their Advantage in purſuing the 
Tirks whilſt under a Conſternarion ;

are chargable; thinking they do 
them a kindneſs in dillodging their 
Souls, which perhaps may pals into 
che Body of ſome rich Man's Child.

Chriſtians, a name given to the 
Faithful at Antioch, who before were 
called Diſcipl:s, The Heathens hated 
them, and tortur'd them with all ima- 
ginable Cruelty ; but their Blood was 
a Principle of Life to the Church, and 
caus'd it to multiply in a ſurprizing 
manner. 

Chriſtians of St. Thomas, in the Pe- 
ninſula of India, on this fide tlie Gulf, 
were ſo called becauſe that Apoſtle 
ſuffer d Martyrdom there, for whom 
theſe Chriſtians have a particular Ve- 
neration. 

Chriſtian ſtad, a T. of Sweden, in 
the Prov. of Blekin, ſituated upon the 
Baltick Sea, with a convenient Port, 
between Copenhagen and Chriſtianople : 
'twas built by Chriſtiern IV. K. of Den- 
mark, but afterwards yielded to the 
Swedes upon the Pacification, in 1658. 

Chriſtiern I. K. of Denmark, Son to 
Thierri Count of Oldenburg. He go- 
vern'd with much Prudence and Ma- 
deration, was choſen K. of Sweden b 
the Faction of the Bp. of Up/als, and 
died in 1481. 

Chriſtiern IL ſurnamed the Cruel, or 
Tyrant, began his Reign in Denmark 
after the Death of his Father John. He 

caus'd all the great Perſons of the 
_ Clergy and Lairy, to be barbarouſly 
murder'd at a Feaſt he invited them 
to; which made his Subjects revolr, 
and force him into Exile. After 15

| bimſelf, but was taken and impiiſon'd 
for 
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for. 27 Years, till he died in 1537. 
Chri ſtiern or Chriſtian III. Son to 
Frederick I. who uſurped his Ne- 
phew's Crown in 1537. He eſta- 
bliſhed the Proteſtant Religion, ba- 
niſhed the Popiſh Bps. govern'd the 
Km. with moderation, and died in 
1559. He eſtabliſh'd che College at 
Copenhagen, founded a fine Library, 
and gave great Proofs of the Love he 
always bore to learned Men. 
Chriſtiern, or Chriſtian IV. Suc- 
ceeded his Father Fredrick II. in 1588. 
He was made Head of the Proteſtaut 
League in Germany, for the Re-eſta- 
bliſhment of the Hector Palatine. 
He made War againſt Swedeland in 
1644, and ſubdued ſeveral Places; but 
Peace put an end to his Conqueſts. 
He dy'd after 6o Ys. happy Reign, 
at the Age of 71+ | 
Chriſtern V. whom others call the 

VI. K. of Dexmark, ſucceeded his Fa- 
ther Frederick III. in 1650. In the War 
that broke out in Europe in 1672, the 
Danes reſolv'd to break with the 
weedes ; but firſt in 1675, this King 
y the deepeſt diſſimulation, ſecured 
the Perion of the Duke of Holſtein Got- 
torp, as being a Friend to Sweden, and 
polleſt himlelf of his Country, to 
vhich he was not reſtored till 1689. 
Another War beginning in Europe 
in 1683, this King, as well as Swede- 


Lana, kept himſelf a Neuter. But 


fince the Peace at Reſwick in 1696, he 
began to be uneaſie upon the account 
ot the Forts built by the D. of Holſtein 
Gz:torp, fot the ſecurity of his Fron- 
tiers; and was about to conteſt the 
matter with his Sword: but was pre- 
vented by his Death, which happen'd 
Sept. 4+ 1699, after he had Reigned

Chryſippus, a Philoſopher , Native 
of Solos in Cilicia, Son to /pollonius 
and Diſciple of Cleanthe, Zens Suc- 
ceſſor.

648. His Father was a Roman Nuight, 
eſcended of Titus 7atins, K. of the 
Cabinet. In his very Youth he plea- 
ed with ſo much freedom againſt 
£y!la's Friends, that fearing tlie Re- 
| — of one that ſpared no body. 
he travell'd into Greece, and thence 
into Asa, ſtill ſeeking the perfection 
of his Eloquence. After ward he ſtu- 
died at Rhodes, under Apolonius Moſon, 
the eloquenteſt Man of his time. 
Tlence Cicero came to Rome, where, 
in conſideration of his great parts, he 
W& obtain'd Siezhy, and was made eſter 
of Rome. In 691 he was made Conſul 
with C. Antonius Nepos; during whoſe 
time, was Cataline's Conſpiracy, which 
he detefted, and was for that Reaſon 
called the Preſcrver of Rome: Yet in 
696 he was baniſh'd, but was recal- 
led the next Yr. by Pompey, who had 
a hand in his Exile. He was not con- 
cern'd in Ceſar's death, tho' he was 
an intimate Friend to Brutus ; but af- 
ter this Murder he favoured Auguſtus, 
who deſired to be Conſul with him, 
* not his Intereſt made him take 
other Meaſures, and join with 4x: lo.

Cicero, ( Quintus) was Brother to 
the Orator, Cælar's Lieutenant General 
in Gaul, and afterwards Prætor in Aſia. 
He was proſcrib d by the Triumvirate, 
and kill'd in 711 of Rome, with his 
Son, who deſired of the Murderers, 
as a great Favour, to be diſpatch'd be- 
fore his Father, who alſo begg'd to be 
kill'd before him: but they were both 
cut off juſt at the ſame time. 

Ciclut, is a ſmall T. in Dahnatia, 
ſituate upon the River Narenta; for a 
long time under the Dominion of the 
Turks: but the Venetians took it in 
1694, and the Turks yielded up all 
their Pretenſions to it by the Peace of 
Carlowitz, in 1699. 

C:ilicis, a Prov. of Aſia Minor, that 
ſtretches along the Med terrauean Sea, 
which bounds it on the S. having part 
of Cappadocia, and part of Armenia, to 
Mount Taurus, that border it to the 
N. This Country is now comprehen- 
ded in Carmania, and ſubje& to the 
Tarks, 

Cimbri. The Origine of this anci- 
ent People lies under diſpute ; as, 
whether deſcended from the Scy: hians, 
or the Danes, or the Szxour ; or, whes 
ther the ſame with the Cimmerii. Clu-

After the 
Murder of Gallienus, and his Brother 
Valerian, to which it's ſaid he was 
acceſſary, he beat the Gorhs, the Scy- 
thians, the Herules, and other Barba- 
tians; and the Commonwealth fin- 
ding his Government ſo mild, after 
many Troubles, as a mark of their 
extraordinary Eſteem, made him put 
on a Golden Bucklcr in the Palace, ere- | 
| ted him a Statue of the ſame Metal 
in the Capitol, and after his Death, 
Which happened in 270, rank'd him 
among their Gods. 

Clavius, ( Chriſtopher) a Jeſuit , 
born at Bamberg in Germany, lived 
towards the latter end of the 16th 
Century. He had a ſtrong Genius 
for the Mathematicks, and cultivated 
that Science to perfection. His 
Works are in 5 Volumes. - 

Clauſembourg, a T. of Tranfiluania, 
3 L. from Warradin, great, populous, 
and ennobled with an ancient Caſtle. 
The D. of Lorrain put an Imperial 
* Garriſon into it in 1687, upon Arti- 
cles agreed in a peaceable manner, by 
the Magiſtrates and Governour for 
the late Prince Aafti. | 

Cleander, Miniſter of State to the 
Emp. Commodur, aroſe to that degree 
from a Valet de Chambre; but at 
length grew fo inſolent and avarici- 
ous, and the People were fo enraged 
againſt him, that, to appeaſe their 
fury, the Emp. put him to Death in 
190. 

Cleander, an Arcadian, Head of the 
Slaves of Age, kept up the War a 
great while, which the Slaves there 
had begun againſt their Maſter: but 
at length were all ſubdued. 

Cleanthes, a Sroick Philoſopher, who 
Jaboured for his Lively hood whlyle 
he ſtudied under Zeno: being con- 


vinc'd of the Immortality of the 
Soul, he ſtarved himſelf.

clement II. a Saxon by Nation: He 
was choſen Pope in 1046, and died 
9 months after his Election. 

Clement III. a Roman : He ſucceed- 
ed Gregory VIII, after whoſe Example 
he promoted a War againſt the Sara- 
cens, Who became very ſtrong in Pe- 
leſtine, after the Taking Jeruſalem. 

Clement IV. 2 Frenchman, ſucceed- 
ed Urban IV. He was firſt a Soldier, 
but after ſtudied ſo hard, that he 
was one of the beſt Lawyers of his 
Age. He was ſent Legate into E- 
land, and in his Return was choſen 
Pope, in 1265, and crown'd at Yiters 
bo, where he died in 1268. 

Clement V. a Frenchman, of the Pro. 
of Gaſcoign, was choſen Pope after 
Bennet XI. The Ceremony of his 
Coronation, was kept at Lyezs in the 
Church of Se. Juſt, remarkable for a 


fad Accident that happened by a. 


Wall, that being over-burden'd by 
SpeQators, yielded, and kill'd Joh IE, 
D. of Britany, Gadard the Pope's Bro- 
ther, with many more; the King 
and his Brother were alſo flightly 
hurt, the Tiara, or Crown, fell off 
Clement's Head, and loft a Carbuncle 
of great price. 

Clement VI, a Frenchman, of Lims- 
ſin, ſucceeded Benet XII. in 1342, 
brought the Jubilee or the Holy Year 
to be kept every 5oth, oppoſed Louis 
of Bavaria in his Pretenſions on Ha- 
ly, and died at Avignon in 1352. 

Clement VII. was an Antipope, cal- 
led Rebers of Gencya, and was Son 
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to Amadeu, III, Count thereof. 
Clement VIII. Aut i pope; he was cho- 
ſen by the Arragonian Faction to be 
revenged of Pope Martin V; but he 
abdicated the pretended Digaity, pro- 
teſting that he conſented to his E- 
lection, only tor the Peace ot the 
Church. | 

Clement VII. lawfully choſen: He 
was Knight of Rhodes, afterwards 
made Cardinal by Leo X, and ſuc- 
ceeded Aarian VI in 1523. During 
the War in Italy, Henry VIII. of Eng- 
land divorces his Q. Catharine of Au- 
ſtria, and is Excommunicated by Cle- 
ment: whereupon that Prince de- 
clares himſelf Head of the Church in 
his own Dominions, and gives way 
to the Reformation, which he was 
2 goinſt till then. | 

Clement VIII. Native of Fano in the 
Patrimony of St. Peter, was choſen 
in 1591; and after the Death of the 

of Ferrara united that Dutchy to 
the See of Rowe. He went a great 
way towards the Reformation of the 
Clergy of Rome, He held the Ponti- 
ficate 13 Ys. and died in 1605. 

Clement IX. fucceeded Alenauder 
VII. in 1667, and died in 1669, of 
grief to hear that Cauala was taken, 
notwithſtanding his great Care and 
Expence for its Relief. 

Clement X. of the ancient Family 
of Altieri of Rome. He was a peace 
able man, and died in 1676. 
Clement, Titus Flavius, called Ale- 
xauarinus, becauſe he was Prieſt of 
the Church of Alexandria, lived in 
the 3d Age, under the Empire of 
Alexander Severus, and his Children 
Geta and Caracalla. Ile is thought to 
be a Native of Athene, whence he 
fravell'd, and became Pantenus's Dil: 
ciple, whom he ſucceeded in the 
School of Alexandria, where Origen 
ſtudied under him. 

Clenard, a famous Grammarian, born 
in Bralaut, lived in the 16th Age. 
His Grammar and Meditations are 
well knoun. 
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Clovis, Brother to Bits, Sons to 
Tuno's Prieſteſs, who prayed that 
Goddeſs to reward them with the 
beſt Fortune that could happen 1, 
Mankind. The next morning after 
this Devotion, they were both found 
dead in the Temple; to ſhew, that 
Dea“ h is to be look'd upon rather 28 
an Advantage than an Evil.

Colonna (Fa- 
bricio) a great Commander, Native 
of Rome. Colonna (James) Cardi- 
nal, alſo Native of Rome, whoſe 
Family, being upon the ſcore of old 
grudge perſecuted by Boniface VIII. 
to avoid falling into his Hands, with- 
drew to Nepj , where John Colonna 
a Couſin of theirs commanded. This 
enraged the Pope to that degree, 
that he publiſh'd a Croiſade againſt 
them, beſieg'd the place, and forc'd 
them to fly to a Friend's Houſe at 
Perowe , but the Pope followed 
them with chat extravagant Paſſion, 
that he publiſhed a Price for their 
Heads, and excommunicated all that 
ſhould bear the Name or Arms of 
that Family; bur at length in 1033, 
they ſurpriz d Boniface at Agnania, 
where it's ſaid Colonna gave him a 
Blow on the Face, with his Hand 
armed with a Cantlet: And the 
Pope, aſter he came back to Rome, 
died of Rage and Deſpair, in Odo 
ber following. Bennet the XI. his 
Succeſſor re- eſt. bliſh d the Colonna t, 
of which there were many famous 
Men.

Coloſſis, an ancient C. of Great 
Phrygia in Afia Minor on the Fron- 
riers of Caria, particularly known 
by the Epiſtle St. Paul writ to the 
Coloſſians: tho ſome think that this 
Letter was addreſs d to the Rhodians 
called Coloſſians, ſrom the Great Coloſ- 
ſus cretted at the Port of that Iſland 
in honour of the Sun, and eſteem'd 
one of the Wonders of the World. 
After it had ſtood 50 Y. an Earth- 
quake overthrew it. Few could 
embrace or girt its very Thumb. It 
was of ſuch a vaſt Bulk, that when 
the Saracens made themſelves Ma- 
ſters of Rhodes, An D. 657, they 
loaded 90 Camels with the Braſs. 
Nero built a Coloſſus at Rome with his 
own Head upon it. I efpaſtan remo- 
ved his Head, and put a Sunthereon, 
Commodis diſplaced this, and ſet up 
his own Hcad; and Lamridius lays, 
he added Inſcriptions of his own 
Name and good Parrs, according to 
the Cuſtoms of thoſe times.

Ainations prevail'd over Inſtructi- 
dns. Rome found @ ſecond Nero in 
Mis goodly perſon, who had no De- 
dtion for the Gods, nor Reſpect 
pr the moſt inviolable Ties of Na- 
re; was ungrateful to his Servants, 
pfaithful to his Friends, and nei- 
ger regarded Mens Innocence nor 
Frits. Upon the leaſt pretence, 
Wether true or falſe, he would put 
e Roman Senators, and chief Offi- 
rs of the Empire to death, and 
0b- WF" off all that he either fear'd or 
mW ed. He debauch d his own Sl. 
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ſters, and kept many Boys for his 
deteſtable Pleaſures. But ar laſt 

having deſign'd the death ot Har- 
tia whom he kept, of Lætus Captain 
of his Guards, and Electus his Lord 
Chamberlain; Martia, ro prevent 
the fatal ſtroak, gave him, as he 
came our of the Bagnio, ſome Wine 
mix'd with very violent Poyſon ; 
and becauſe this did not work ſo 
quick as they would have it, they 
had Lim ſtrangled by a Wreſtler, 
with whom he uſed to exerciſe 
himſelf ſometimes at that ſport. 
This happened in 192, the 31 of his 
Age, and 13 Y. of his Reign. 

Como, a certain Captain of Rob.

Company of the Indies, or Eaſt-

Compton ( William ) deicended 
from the ancient Family of Compton 
at the Vinezard in Warwick ſhire, and 
dying in the 20 of Henry VIII. and 
his Son Peter in the 35 of the ſame 
Reign, he leſt Iſſue Henry who was 
ſummoned as a Baron to Parliament 
in 14 of Elizabeth. William Son 
and Heir to Henry, was advanced to 
the Title of Earl of Northampton in

now of London; and 2 Daughters, 
games Earl of Northampton by his 
firſt Wife had 2 Sons, Wil/iam and 
James, who both died in their In- 
tancy. By his ſecond Wife, Mary 
Daughter to Baptiſt Viſcount Camp- 
den, he had 1flue 2 Sons, George and 
Spencer, and 2 Daughters, Juliana 
and Mary.

Rapidity. As for the Earth, Coper- 
nicus gives it 3 motions; the fixſt 
that it compleats in a day; the ſe- 
cond yearly ; and the third which 
always keeps the Earth's Axis in the 
ſame Poſition. The Diurnal Revo- 
lution, is that the Earth makes in 
24 Hours upon its proper Axis; fo 
that the part that is roward the Sun 
is always lightned, whilſt the other 
lies dark. The Yearly, is that the 
Earth runs through the Signs of the 
Zodiacł, when between Venus and 
Mats it takes its round about the Sun 
in a Year's time.

Coppenhagen, a T. of the Iſle of 
Zeland, Capital of the Km. of Den- 
mark, and the K's ordinary Reſi- 
dence, with a good Port and con- 
ſiderable Cittadel. The Archbp cf 
Lunden, in 1165, firſt built a Fortreſs 
there againſt the Pirates, which was 
called Axel- Huis. Some time after, 
ſeveral Fiſnermen built Cabins round 
this Fort, and then the richer ſort 
built Magazines and Houſes, to re- 
ceive their Cuſtomers that came to 
buy Fiſh, and kept a conſiderable 
mmerce; whence the T. began 
© be called Copmans-Haffen, 1. e. 
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Merchant's Port. So Trade making 
it more and more conſiderabſe, 
Fames Biſhop of Roſchildt gave ir 
many Privileges in 1254, and af- 
terwards by the peculiar Care of 
the K. of Denmark, it came to be ve- 
ry confiderable for its gr-at Com- 
merce. 

Copranitz, a T. of Sclavonia wich 
a good Fortreſs belonging to rhe 
Houſe ot Auſtria, 2 L. from the 
Drave, 4 or 5 from Peter Waradin, 
as many from Caniſa, and is now 
one of the Emp. Bulwarks againſt 
the Turks. 

Coprogli, or Cuperli ¶ Bacha Ma- 
homet) Grand Viſiter during the 
Minority of Mahomet IV. His Fa- 
ther's Name was Coprogli. He was 
a Seaman's Son, or as others ſay, 
Son to a French Gentleman, who be- 
ing ſet upon by Pirates was kill'd, 
and the Son carried a Slave to Cy- 
prus. His Valour gain'd him Repu- 
tation in the Wars of Perſia, and 
his good Mein advantageouſly ſup- 
ported the Reputation his Valour 
had acquird him in the War; fo 
that when young Mahomet was put 
upon the Throne in 1548, this 
Prince knowing Coprogli's Merit, 
made him Grand Viſier in 1649; in 
which Office he demean'd himſelf 
ſo well, that when he died at Adria- 
nople 1n 1553, he was much lamen- 
ted by the Sultan and People, 
winch is very extraordinary in the 
Turkiſh Empire, where ſuch Mini- 
{ters ſeldom die a natural Death. 
Coprogli (Achmet) his Son, ſucceed- 
ed in the ſame Poſt at 23 Years of 
Age. He took New Hawſel in Hun- 
gary in 1863, loſt the Battel at St. 
Goddard the Y. after; but regain'd 
his Credit by taking Candy in 1669.

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of England. Henry VI. annexing the 
adjacent T. and Villages rorhis City, 
made it wich them a Co. Corporate, 
diſtin& from that of Warwickſhire, 
It is 74 m. from London, and has 
the Privilege of ſending 2 Citizens 
to Parliament; who now are, Sir 
Chriſt. Hales, Bar. and Th. Gery, Eſq; 

Coulan, a T. and K. of the Indies

This City has been conſiderable, 
rich, well peopled, and extraordina- 
ry flouriſhing by reaſon of its Com- 
merce; bur of late years Sands have 
ſtopr up che Mouth of the Harbour, 
that Goa and Calecut have moſt of its 
former Trade, There are many 
Chriſtians in it. 

Coulsur, a Borough of the K. of 
Golconda. Near it is a Diamond 
Mine, diſcovered by a poor Man 
about 100 years ago, who dig- 
ging in a ſinall ſpot of ground, he 
found a Diamond that weighed about 
25 Carats, whereas the greateſt 
that were found thereabouts before 
weighed but 10 or 12 Carats. Sa, 
this ſpread all over the Country, and 
the Ableſt of the Borough ſent to 
dig that Ground, and found a great 
Number, ſome weighing above 45 
Carats, and one that after it was 
workr, weighed 280 Carats. 

Council, this Name taken in gene- 
ral, ſignifies an Aſſembly of Pre- 
latès, that confer about, and decide 
what belong to Religion, and Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Diſcipline. Of theſe are 
3 Kinds.

Th 
Crinas, or Critias, a famous Phy- 
ſician, and Aſtrologer of Marſeilles, 
liv'd in Nero's time, and got fo much 
mony, that he allowed a Million 
to environ the City with a Wall, and 
left another confiderable Sum to 
repair others, 5, 
Criolles, a Name which was given 
to the Families deſcended of the 
firſt Spaniards, that ſetled in Mexico 
in America. | | 
Criticks, a Name given to thoſe 
that pretend to paſs their Judgments 
on the Productions of Vit, who of- 
ten become the Objects of ſome 
People's laughter, and of others 
compaſſion, for being more paſſio- 
nate in cenſuring, than wiſe in 
judging, for want ot Capacity; for 
thoſe that intend to gain credit by 
their Critics, ſhould be Maſters of 
ſeveral rare Qualities, that are hard- 
ly met with in one ſingle Perſon; 
the moſt important is Judgment, to 
diſcern between Truth and Falſhmod, 
and between Gd and Evil; beſides 
this, he muſt be univerſally learned 
and fincere, exempt of Prejudice 
and Prevention; for otherwiſe, in- 


ſtead of inheriting the Honour of 


Ariſtarchus, they will fall under the 
Reproch of Zoilus. 
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Critolaus, a Greek Hiſtorian, ren- 
dred his Name very famous by a 
Treariſe of the Epirots, cited by 
Plutarch in his third Book. Crito- 
laus, Son of Reximachus, was Eldeſt 
of the three Brothers, that tought 
againſt the three Sons of Damoſty a- 
tus, which decided the Quarrel be- 
tween the Citizens of Tegæa, and 
Phenee, aT. in Arcadia. Both Crito- 
laus's Brothers were kill'd, after 
they had wounded their Adverſa- 
ries; bur Critelaus kill'd his Man 
call'd Damoſtratus, and then made 
an end of the other two that were 
wounded ; but as he return'd victo- 
rious, his Sitter Damodice, that was 
promis d ro Damoſtratus, refuſing to 
congratulate his Victory, with the 
reſt of the Inhabitants of Tegea, ſo 
vex'd him, that he kill'd her on the 
place. Her Mother appear'd againſt 
him before the Senate of the T. but 
the Jegæans could by no means be 
brought to condemn him, who had 
but juſt given them their Liberty, and 
ſecured them from their Enemies. 

Croatia, in Lithuania, of which 
the Houſe of Auſtriz, and the Turks, 
are Sovcreigns, formerly compre- 
hended all between the Drave, and 
the Sca of Dalmatia, and was divi- 
ded into three parts; but now that 
is called Croatia, which lies between 
Bynia, Sclavinia, Germany, and Dal- 
matia. <p 

Ciocodilon, a T. of Thebais, or 
upper Egypt, ſcituate upon the Banks 
ot the Nile, and fo called, becauſe 
Crocoſiles were adored there as Gods. 
It is an amphibious Animal, ſhap'd 
like a Lizard, has a wide Mouth, 4 
ſhare heet, but well armed with 
Nai's and Claws: Its Eyes are like 
Hege's Ercs; it's Tail very long; 
K's Skin ſo tough, or hard, that a 
Crols-bow thor will not pierce it. 
They are great Enemies to Man, and 
lome of them are ſo very big, that 
they will wall whole Cbildren at 
a mouthful.

racles. He was taken Priſoner h 
Cyrus, and condemned to be but 
alive; being brought to the plac 
ot Execution, and lying upon the 
Pile of Wood, he cried out $1; 
Solon, and having repeated thoſe 
words three times, Cyrus asks whar 
God he was calling upon; he an. 
{wer'd that Solon was a Philoſopher, 
who fore- told him this Nlisſottune; 
whereupon he commanded the Fire 
to be put out, but they could not 
do it. Then Cræxſus called upon 4. 
pollo, and a ſudden Rain fell which 
put out all che Fire. 

Croiſade, a Name given the Cr 
ſtian Expeditions, againſt the luf. 
dels, tor the Conqueſt of the Holy 
Land, becauſe they who inpaged in 
the Undertaking, wore a Crols on 
their Boſoms, and another in their 
Standards, There were 8 11 al; 
the ſirſt in 1095, at the Solicituion 
of the Patriarch of Feruſalem. Tic 
tecond in 1144, headed by the Emp. 
Conrade Tl. and Louis VII. K. ol 
France. The third 1183, undertook 
by Frederick Barbaroſſa, and others 
The fourth in 1195. undertook by 
the Emp. Henry V. The fifth Craiſade 
was publiſh'd by Pope Incent IIIs 
order in 1198. The fixth was in 
1228 by the Emp. Frederick. The 
ſeventh was in 1249, led by Sto 
Louis. The eighth Croiſaude was un 
dertaken by the ſame Prin. in 1259.

Cronenberg, a conſiderable Caſtle, 
in the e of Zealand, in Denmark, 
upon the Sound, 5. m. from Copen- 
hagen, near the Town of Elſeneur, 
is a Defence againſt any Invaſion, 
either by the Occan, or the Baltick 
Sea: yet the Swedes, took it in 
1559, but reſtor d it again. 

Croſs, the nioſt cruel, and diſ- 
grace ſul of all Torments, and Deaths, 
The Romans lookt upon it as fo vile 
a Puniſhment, chat Cicero, imputes 
it as a Crime to Ferres, hat he 
Crucined a Roman, Citizen. 

Crown, was firſt a Mark of Victo- 
ry, and afterward of Dipnity; ot 
which there were ſeveral forts a- 
mong tne Ancient Romans, The 
Triumphal Crown, which at firit 
was made of Lawrel, bur after- 
wards foie were made of Gold. 
The Oval Crown, allowed to them 
that had the Honcur of the Little 
Triumph, and was made of 1Hrtle,and 
ſome Lawre!. The Ob/idional Crown? 
preſented to him that raiſed the 
Seige, and was made of the Green 
Graſs, that grew within the T. The 
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Civick Crown, due to a Citizenthar | 
ſaved his fellow Citizens. The Mu- 
ral Crown, due to him that firſt Sca- 
led the Wall, and entred a Be ſieg- 
ed T. this was made of Gold. There 
was alſo one call'd Caſtrenſis, ſor him 
that firſt entred the Enemics Camp: 
With a Naval Crown of Gold, for 
him that firſt Boarded the Encinies 
Ships. And now there are Imperial, 
Regal, and Soveraign Crowns, ac— 
cording to the Cuſtom of ſeveral 
Countries, which are peculiar Marks 
of Dignity. 

Croydon, a M. T. in Surrey, the 
Capital of its Hundred, 9 m. from 
London; where there is a good Free- 
School, and an Hoſpital, both Foun- 
ded by Archbithop Whitgife. 
Crummus, K. ot rhe Bulgarians, in 
811, who overcoming Nicephorus, 
Emp. of Con? antinople, killed him, 
and expoſed his head upon a Giblet, 
then he made a Cup of his Sul, and 
cover'd it with Silver, that his Suc- 
ceſſors as well as himſelf might make 
uſe of in their Feaſts. He dy'd in 813.

Cruſias, ( Martin) born in 1526.

Cteſiphon, a famous Architett who 
drew the Model of Diana's Temple ar 
Epheſus, built in part under him, and 
by his Direction, the reſt under his 
Son Metagenes, and other Architects.

Curſon, or Curton, ( Robert) an 
Engliſh-man, who lived in the 16 
Cent.

Innocent III. gave him à Cardinal's 
Hatt, witha Commiſſion to publiſh 
the Croiſade in Farce; from whence 
he came into England, on the ſame 
buſineſs; and being after ward ſent 
as Legate into the E. he died ar 
Damilata, in 1218. 

Curtius, ¶ Quintus) a Roman Gentle- 
man, who lived in the 292 Y. of 
Rome. Lis ſaid that upon perceiv- 
ing a great Gulph in the middle of 
the Forum at Rome, which made an 
Impreſſion upon the People, and 
ſcemed to preſage Mis fortune, and 
underſtanding likewiſe by the O- 
racle, that this Chaſm, could not 
be filled up, unleſs the Romans, 
would be at the expence of throw- 
ing che moſt valuable thing they 
had into it, Curtius conclud ing that 
his own Valour was the beſt thing 
in the Town, ne Arms himſelf as 
for the field, Mounts, and clapping 
Spurs to his Horſe, Gallops into the

To apprehend this, ir muſt be known 
thar the ordinary Y, conſiſting of 
355 Days, making 52 Weeks, and 
one day, makes the laſt day of the 
year to be the ſame with the firſt, 
and rhe following begins with ano- 
ther day than the preceeding be- 
gan with. If there was no change 
but this, the cle of the Sun ſhould 
be in 7 Y. but the Biſſextile, which 
comes every fourth Y. rendering 
that longer by a day; the Y.does 
not begin by the ſame day rhe firſt 
did, bur by the following; ſo that 
we muſt go to the 28 (which is 4 
rimes 7 or 7 times4 ) to come juſt 
to the ſame beginning of the J. 
But this Relates only to Zulius Cſar's 
Calender; for ſince the Reformati- 
on of this by Pope Gregory XIII. tlic 
folar Cycle muſt be of 400 V. and 
this number of years muſt run, be-

Cyndus, a R. of Aſia Minor in 
Cilicia, where the Water is fo very 
cold, that it had like to have killed 
Alexander the great by waſhing in

rook it's name from the place An. 
tiſthenzs taught in, without the 
Gates of Athens, called Kuybongyas5 
though ſome have been pleaſed 
to ſay ſince, that the roo Free or 
Canine way the Cynicks hved, was 
occaſion of the name; but the Peo- 
ple of this Profeſſion did but laugh 
at the injurious Title, and Diogenes, 
made very pleaſantRepartcesrtortlivſe 


that thought to affront him with it. 


Thus he askt Alexan. the great, when 
he came to ſee him, whether he was 
not afraid the Dog would bite him? 
They applyed themſelves to the ſtu- 
dy of Morality; yet nothing was more 
biring and offenſive, than their Con- 
verſation. They held that god was 
Good in all young and therefore that 
ul to Eat, drink, or per- 

form natural Actions like Brutes in 
the Street, and that all things were 
common among Friends. Hipparchæ 
ſufter'd Crates to lye with her in 
a full company; and Diogenes is ac- 
cuſed of the like Indecencies. Vet 
ſeveral Authors excuſe their Faultss 
Cynopolis, a T. of Egypt, in the 


E. part of the Nile, where Anubis a 


God of the Egyptians, was Adored, 
and Dogs were kept at the charge 
of the Publick. Kyyorrar ſiguifies, 
the T. of Dogs. ; 

St. Cyprian (Cecilius) B. of Car- 
thage lived in the 3d. Cen. and 
ſucceeded Donatus, or Agęrippinus 
An. C. 248. His birth was Noble, 
and he taught Rherorick wich 
great applauſe before his Conver- 
tion to the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt, 
which was occaſioned by a e 
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his called Cæcilius, in gratitude to 


. hom he took his name. During the 


Emp. Decius Perſecur. of the Chri- 
ſtians, he ſhewed all poſſible Zeal in 
the Defenceof his Flock; and after, 
lying hid in a ſecure place, he ſupply- 
ed the wants of his People by his 
Letters full of Piety, and Inſtruttion, 
He ſuffered Martyrdom during the Per- 
ſecution of Valerian, and Galienus, 
in 258, or 261 as Baronius will have 
it. The beſt Edition of St. Cyprian's 
Works, is that of Doctor John Hall 
Lord B. of Oxford, which was Prin- 
tcd in Fngland and Germany. This 
145 in the beginning of it the Life 
of St. Cyprian, Entituled, Annales 
Cyprianici, Written by Dr. John Pear- 
ſon, Lord B. of Cheſter. 

Cyprus, an Iſland of the Aſediter- 
ranean Sea, called by the Turks and 
Arabians Kubros, about 60 M. N. 
from the Shoars cf Syria and Ana- 
tolia; extended in Length from E. 
to W. 220 m. and is in Circuit about 
$50. This Illand is ſo very fruit ful, 
the Air ſo pleaſant, and the Hills 
fo abounding with Metals, that the 
Ancients calied it Macaria, the hap- 
py Iſland. Ammianus Marcell inus ſaid, 
it could build a Ship, and fir, and 
freight her out to Sea, out of its 
dn produ't, without the aſſiſtance 
of any other place. The firſt In- 
habir2nrs were Cicilians. who yield- 
ed to the Phenicians, as they did 
to to the Greet. Ptolemy the laſt 
K. cf rhiis Itland, knowing that Cats 
was ſent agaiuſt him by che Romans, 
put an end ro his own Lite, It con- 
tinued in the hands of the Greek 
Erap. till 656, when it was con- 
quer'd by the Saracens. In 807, 
the . Emperors recoverd it; but 
Ric ard J. K. of Exgland, going to 
the Holy War, in 1191, and being 
ill treated by the Inhabitants, made 
a Conqueſt of it tor England, and 
gave it to Guy Luzignan, whote Suc. 
ceflors were diſpoſſeſſed by the 
templars in 1306.

He prefided 
at the General Council of Fpheſs, in 
431, wherein Neſtorius was condem- 
ned And afterwards wrote againft 
Theodarus ot Mopſueſtia, Diadorus ot 
Tharſus, and Fulian rhe Apoſtate: 
And after writing many other Eocks, 
dicd in 453. We have his Works

Dadivan, a ſruitful Plain in Per- 
fix, betwixt the T. t Schiras ard

Daille, a celebrated Proteſtant

man, but his own Inclination led 
him to ſtudy at Poifiers and Sau- 
mur; and in 1519 was Tutor to the 
Grandchildren of the Sieur Philip du 
Pleſſis Wornay, in Italy, Germany, 
Holland and Kugland. At his return 
he was ordained a Proteſtant Mini- 
iter and entertained by the Sicur du 
Pleſſis, who died in his Arms nor 
long after. Re was afterward Mi- 
niſter of Saumur, then at Charenton, 
and died at Paris in April 1670, a- 
ged 77. His Integrity and great

They 
are the Keys to Ceonſtantinople, and 
ſtand 200 m. from it. That which 
is in Europe fide in Romania, ſtands 
at the Foot of a Hill, which com- 
mands, and covers it. This Caſtle 
has three Towers, 2 towards the 
Terra firma, and the 3 which is the 
biggeſt upon the Harbour ; on which 
are mounted 20 Guns level with the 
Water, and of ſuch prodigious Bore;

| Demetrius, Patriarch of Alexan- 
dria, Succeſſor to Julian in 199, He 
reprchended Origen for making 
himſelf an Eunuch, and blamed the 
Bſhops of Paleſtine for ordaining 
him a Prieſt, 

Demetrius I. K. of Macedonia, 
ſurnamed Poliorcetes, i. e. the Be- 
ſieger of Towns. His Life was de- 
cipher'd with an Intermixture of 
good and bad Fortune,and at laſt he 
was forced to fly for Refuge to his 
Father-in-Law Seleucus, K. of Syria, 
who kept him under a kind of looſe 
CuBody for 3 T. in which time he 
fared fo deliciouſly, that he kill'd 
himſelf by Intemperance. He was 
accounted the moſt beautiful Prin. 
of his Time. I Demetrius, Son of 
Philip, and Grandſon to Demetri- 
us II. was of a modeſt and obliging 
Temper, and grew ſo much in fa- 
vour with the Senate of Rome, that 
when his Father was accuſed he 
brought him off; yet his Father 
hearkening to ſcandalous and falſe 
Stories of him, cauſed him to be Poy- 
ſon'd, in the 574 Y. of Rome, at the 
Inſtance of his Brother Perſeus; 
bur aſterward underſtanding his In- 
nocence, he died with Grief for the 
unnatural Murder he had commit- 
red, and diſinherited Perſeus who 
put him upon it. 

Demetrius I. Soter K. of Syria, 
Son to Selencus Philapater, by 
whom he was given to the Ro- 
mans as a Hoſtage, while his 
Brother Antiochus Epiphanes, and 
his Son Eupater uſurped the Crown; 
he endured this Injury patiently; 


till on a pretence of hunting he 
found means to eſcape from Rome, 
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in 3983, and poſlef{ed his Km. but 
loſt it again after 11 V. Reign. 

Demetrius (Nicanor II.) ſucceeded 
his Father Soter, and married Cleo- 
tutra daughter of Ptolemy Philome- 
ter, bur Demetrius being taken Pri- 
ſoner by Phraates K. of the Parthi- 
ens, he forced him to marry his 
Daughter Rh»doguna 3 whereupon 
Cleopatra in Revenge gave her ſelf 
to Sidetes, called Antiochus VII, Bro- 
ther to Demetrius; after whoſe 
Death Demetrius returning, enjoyed 
the Crown again for 4 T. But his 
Pride rendring him intolerable to 
his Subjects, he was forced to fly, 
and in his flight was kilied, not 
without Cleopatra's concurrence to 


revenge her ſelt for marrying Rho- 


doguna.

i. e. one of the Judges of Arcopagus. 
Being at Heliopolis with Apoflophanes 
the day that 7ejus Chriſt was cruci- 
tied, he obſerved the Eclipſe, at 
that time, which forwarded his con- 
verſion afterwards, when he heard 
rhe Hiſtory of S. Paul. He was 
ſent by Pope Clement, to the Gauls 
and was the firſt Biſhop of Paris; 
bur in a perſecution, his head being 
cur off, (ſaith the Legend) he walked 
a little while carrying it in his hands, 
and being weary, in as many places 
as he reſted at, are Chappels built in 
his Honour; beſides S. Deny's Church 
where he was buryed. 

Denys, or Dionyſus, Tyrant of 
Syracuſa. He pretended to be a Wit 
and a Poet; but was mocked for it 
by the Grecians, which rendered him 
more Cruel to his Subjects. After 
many Barbarities, and Od ious Sacri- 
leges he Dycd in a violent manner, 
An. R. 386. | 

Denys, or Dionyſius II. called the 
Hunger, Tyrant of Syracuſe ſucceed- 
ed his Father, in 385, With the 
Help of an Army he Tyranized 
over his Subjects with ſo much Cru- 
elty, that they twice Depoſed and 
Baniſhed him; in the laſt of which 
he retircd to Corinth, where his 
low circumſtances obliged him to 
keep a School. 

Denys, or Dionyſious of Halicarnaſ- 
ſus the Hiſtorian, lived in the Reigns 
of Prolemy Epiphanes, and Philome- 
rer; Suidas, and Strabo mentioned

Cran mer, 
and the Power and Intereſt of his 
Uncle the Duke of Sommer/et Prote- 
Gor, of which he ſaw the Fruits in 
a happy Change from Popiſh Su- 
perſtition to the Purity of Chriſt's 
Religion. He was of a ſickly con-

Evenus III. the 15th K cf Scot - 
land, excell'd in all kind of Wick- 
edneſs; and not thinking his on 
Example ſufficient to debauch the 
Age, by keeping 100 Concubines, 
made a Law, that cvery Man ſhould 
have as many res as he could 
maintain; that he himſelf thould 
have the firſt Nights- lodging with 
the Wives of the Nobility, aud they 
wich the ter of Plebeians; which 
rendred him fo odious to the No- 
bles, and o hated by the Common 
People, that he was ſentenced to 
perpetual Impriſonment; and after, 
was Hrangled by one that owed him 
[!]-will, who was hang'd for his 
Reward,

Eugenius I. the 35th K. of Scot- 
land, had ſeveral Contliats with the 
Pis, and Generally was Victor; 
bur when they were aſſiſted by the 
Romans, the Scots were totally de- 
feated, and for many Years aban- 
don'd their Country to their inve- 
terate Enemies the Pigs, till they de- 
c:ining in the Favour of the Romans, 
made way for the Return of the 
Scots into their Native Country. 

Eugenius IT, ſucceeded his Father 


Fergus II. and was a Valiant, Poli. 


rick, and Pious Prince, though mi- 
ſerably affli ted with War and Fa- 
mine, till the Romans were called 
home to defend their own Coun- 
try; and then there was ſome Re- 
laxation : but not long after, there 
began a War between the Britains 
and the Scots, about the Extent of 
their Dominions, and in a Bartel 
near Humber, the Scots were wor- 
fled. 

Eugenius III. the 46th K. of Scot- 
land, was an incomparable Gover- 
ncur, a ſted ſaſt Ally, and aſſiſted 
the Britains againſt the Saxons, He 
died in 538. 

Eugenius IV. the 51 K. of Scotland. 
He was a well temper'd Prince, had 
good ſhare in Learning, and kept 
the Saxons and Tits in continual 
War till he died. 

Eugerius V. the 55th Kk. Scotland, 
defeated the Northumbrians, their 
K. Zefrid very narrowly eſcaping, 
He died in the 4th Y. ot his Reign, 
in 644. 

Eugenius VT. the $7th K. of Scot- 
Jand, in whoſe Reign fell a violent 
Shower of Blood in that Country,

Euphrates, is one of che wot ce- 
| lebrated Rs iu the World, called by 
the Arabians Frat : it ſprings from 
the Mountain Ararat in Armenia Aa- 
j, and running to the W. receives 
the Harpage and A4r/umetes ; then 
it bends to the S. and divides the 
greater Armenia from the Iclier. 
There it waſheth Meſopotamie on 
the W. and S. and divides it from 
Syria and Arabia Deſerta; at Cteſi- 
phon it runs into the Tygris, with 
which it falls into che Perſian Guiph ' 
below Tereden and Balſera. Some of 
the Branches of this famous R. have 
found ne Channels, where the old 
ones have been dam d up by Slime 
and Sand, which have been left 
there by the R, and have choak'd it 
up. The Branch that ſtreams to 
Cufu, cannot reach tlie Sea; for tis 
ſuckt up in the Sands of Arabia, and 
has turn'd the Fercile Plains of Ba- 
bylon, into a meer Moraſs, and un- 
patlable Bog. Pliny and Strabo both 
agree, that it annually overflows, as 
the R. Nile does, much about the 
ſame time, and has the ſame effect, 
in rendring Meſoprtamiz truittul, a5

Leo, but was exiled by his Suc- 
ceſior Alexander II. and inhumanely 
treated by the Clergy, whom he 
had punithed for their Vicious lives, 
He dyed in Baniſhment in 929, 

Eut?hycrates, a Statuary, more Fa- 
mous for the Juſtice ot his Proporti- 
ons, than the Eiegancy of his Han- 
dy work. His Statues of Alexander 
and Hercules, excclled all his other 
Peices, 

Eutropius, an ungrateſul Eu- 
nuch, that conſpired the Death 
of Arcadius, who had put him in- 
ro the Higheſt and moſt profitable 
poſts in the Empire tor which he 
was degraded, had his Name ſtruck 
out of the Haſti Conſulares, and was 
Beheaded in the moſt reproachful 
manner. 

Eutyches, an Abbot of Conſtanti- 
nple, who was condemned by a 
Synod heidrhere, for affirming there 
were two natures in Chriſt .

{amereſtimonies of his Favour, and 
preerring the Admiral Coligni's 
Counſel before his, he left the Court 
in Diſcontent, and leauged with 
the Conſtable Montmorency and the 
Mareſchal of St. Andrewes; who de- 
ſigning a Quairel againſt the Prote- 
ants, at his return to Paris in 
1551. a ſmall ſpark kindled the 
Flame of War between the two 


Parties, and the Proteſtants having 


Garriſoned Orleans, the Duke of

Genua, or Cenoa a Republick , 
and C. of Italy, 5 or 6 m. in Com- 
paſs, ſtands on the Mediterranean, 
ſurrounded with ſtrong Walls, Ram- 
parts, c. ro the Land- ſide; ſecured 
on the other by a Mole wonderfully 
built in the Sea, It has 5 Gates 
to che Land, its Walls mounted with 
Cannon; it abounds with noble build- 
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ings, having whole Streets of Pala- 
ces; the fineſt is that of Doria, reach- 
ing from the Sea to the Hills; rhe 
Arienal, the Palace of Sigincri, 
Sr. Lawrence's Church, and thoſe of 
the 7eſuits and Theatines are all 
magnificent: 'tis governed by a 
biennial Doge and 2 Senarcs, a mix- 
ture of Ariſtocracy, and Democracy. 
Its Territory extending 160 m. in 
length, and 25 in breadth, is divid- 
cd into three parts, of which Ge- 
noua, is the principal and middle, the 
whole abounding in Houſes, Villa- 
ges and Towns, and is bounded b 
Nice W. Tuſcany. E. the Mediterra- 
nean S. and N. by Parma Milan, and 
Montferrat. It has run through fe- 
veral Maſters, and ſeveral times ex- 
erted irs Freedom, Bur the laſt was 
when Andrew Daria thook of the 
French Yoke ſoon after 1527. it has 
fince maintained its Freedom in 
ſome ſort, rho* compelled to fend 
their Doge and 4 Senators, to beg 
pardon of the French k. in 1674. 

Genſericus, R. of the Vandals, Ho 
having vanquiſhed Hermenricus King 
of che Swevians in Spain, paſſed into 
Africa, where he rout: d Count Bo- 
niface, who invited him thither, 
and then ſorght him; he tubdued 
Africa, took Carthage, aud Rome, 
over-run Ttaly, Greece, and Ilyrium, 
aw'd the Emperor 3/zrtian, and ru- 
ined an Army of 10c0co0 Men, and 
a fleet of 1500 Ships ſent apainſt 
him by the Emp. Les. He was an Ar- 
ian and Periecutor of the Orthodox, 
and died in 476. 

Gentilis, ¶ Fohannes Valentinus ) 
a Native of Ttaly, and a great Tea- 


cher of Arrianiſm in Po/and,after he 
| bag fled from Geneva, whence ba- 
niſhed by Sigi/mmed and coming to 
Bearn in Swiſſerland, he was behead - 
ed, and boaſted that he was the 
firſt Martyr for the Glory of the 
Father, others having ſuffered for 
that of the Son.

To ſollicite a Con- 
firmation of which, oppoſed by the 
Parliament of Paris, and the Sor- 
bonne he was Legate in France to that 
purpoſe ; he commanded againſt 
the Count of Armagnac for Lewis, 
took his Town, and had kim flain 
in his own Houſe. He died going 
to the Siege of Perpignan.

Gergan, A-Bp. of Arta in Epire, 
in the 17th Cent. whoſe Catechiſm 
in Vulgar Greek, in the Principles 
of the Reformation, Cariophilus eu- 
deavoured to confute, 

Gergenti, formerly Agrigentum, 
and Agragat, deriving its Name from 
the Mountain Agragas, at whoſe 
Foot it ſtands, was a famous City 
of Sicily, the Seat of Phalaris, and 
his Succeſſors; till it fell into the 
Hands of the Carthaginians, from 
whom the Romans took it; and tho 
it ſuffered much by the Saracens, 
5 now 2 Bprk under Palermo, and a 
T'ty of configerarign; fubtect wich g 


the reſt of the Ille to the Spant- 
ard. Diodorus deſcribes its anci- 
ent Glory ; and it was famous for 
the Birth of Empedocles, Carcinus 
and Metellus; the firſt a Philoſo- 
phical, the ſecond a Tragick Poet, 
and the third a famous Muſician. 

Germanicus, (Caeſar) was Antonia 
Auguſtuss Niece's Son by her Hus- 
band Druſus, having been made 
Queſtor and Conſul before his Le- 
gal Age, was ſo beloved by the Ar- 
my, that he had much ado on the 
Death of Auguſtus, to hinder them 
from ſetting him up for Emperor 
againſt Tiberius, which done he 
fought, and vanquiſhed the Ger- 
mans, and triumph'd over them; 
but after the Conqueſt of Armenia, 
Cappadocia, &c. he was poiſoned by 
Piſo, and to be ſure by the private 
Order of Tiberius. He married A- 
grippina, Grand- daughter of Auguſtus 
and had by her Nero, Druſus and 
Caligula the Emp. and 3 Daughrers, 
Agrippina Mother of Nero the Emp. 
Druſilla, and Livia. 

Germanus, a Native and Bp. of 
Auxerre, in the sth Cent. he was 
deputed by the French Bps, witli 
Lupus Bp. of Troye into Britain a- 
gainſt rhe Pelagians and Celeſtines 
with ſucceſs twice. He died at Ra- 
venna in 448. 

Germanis, (Fon) firſt Biſhop of 
Nevers then of Chalon on the Soane, 
eminent for Learning, in the 15th 
Cent. as his Theological Works 
ſhew.

The Valley of Gvaxa- 
ca, is noted for being conquered by 
Cortez, and giving him the Title of 
Marques of the Vally, The Province 
is populous, containing 350 T. 300 
Vill. andzs Convents, beſides Col- 
leges. 

Guax i- Marco, a famous Hi- 
ſtorian of Padua, in the XVIth 
Cent. 

Gubel- Haman, a Prov. of Arabia 
Felix, near the Arabian Sea; its Ca- 
pital has the ſame Name. 

Guber, a Negro Kingdom in Af- 
rica, betWixt Guinea, the Lake of 
Guardia, and the Nile; its Capi— 
tal is alſo called Guber, the Refidence 
of their deſpotick Prince : the Nati- 
on is populous, abounding in Cities 
of 5 or 6000 Families. 

Guchen, a large Chineſe City of 
Nane Capital of 9 Cities, of con- 
ſiderable Trade, built at the Conflu- 
ence of ſeveral Rivers with the Ta- 
Liang The Mountains of the Coun - 
try of Gucheu, afford a great dea! of 
Vermilion , but its Apes wich hu— 
mane Faces and Female Voiccs ; 
are notable, as is the cold Mountain 
in che Torrid Zone, and Mountain 
of Fire, on which every Night ap- 
pear Lights like Candles. 

Guebriant , ¶ Jobn Baptiſt de Bu- 
des ) Count of Guebriant, whoſe 
ſervices at Wolfenbuttel, Briſac, &c. 
got him firſt to be made Licutcnanr 
General, and then Marſhal of France, 
by Lewis XIIIch, after which he was 
killed by a Wound at the Siege of 
Rotwel. 

Guez, a Chineſe Eunuch, whom 
Tienki the Emperor favourcd ſo 
much, that he ruled all the Empire, 
and put thoſe ro Death he thought 
fit to be rid of; he on the Death

Le Guerchin, or the Squinter, a 
Name given to an excellent bold 
Painter of Bologna in the XVIIth 
Cent. whole name was Franciſco Bar- 
bieri de Cento; Rome and the Palace 
Royal at Paris, have ſome of his 
Works; he died in 1667, 70 J. old, 
with the Reputation of as good a 
Man as a Painter.

Guſtavus Adolphus the Great, was 


born at Stockholm, and came to the 


Crown at 17. At the begining of his 
Reign he bear rhe Danes, and Po/es, 
over-run the Muſcovites. and made 
an honourable Peace, and extreamly 
advanrageous to Sweden; after which 
he married Maria Eleonora, Siſter 
ot the EleQor of Brandenburg and 
toon atrer engaged Sigiſmund Kin 
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Alliance with rhe Houſe of Auſtria, 
on the Kingdom of Sweden; and had 
not the Engliſh and Dutch interpo- 
led, had vanquiſhed Poland, with 
which he made peace on Siziſmund's 
renouncing his Claim; atter this 
being invited by rhe Proteſtants, he 
marched into Germany at the head 
of 20000 Swedes, being joined by 
the Engliſh, and in Confederacy 
with Lewis XIII. of France; in this 
War he every where almoſt routed 
Count Ti/ly, and was too hard for 
Walleſtein, till at the Battel of Leip- 
ſich, venturing roo boldly, and but 
flenderly guarded, towards the Right 
Wing of his Army, the left being Vi- 
ctorious, he fell into a Body of Mara- 
cini's Curiaſſiers, and was killed being 
37 Tears old; at that Age having 
ſhown himſelf the Greateſt General 
of his time, by the Conleſſion of 
Count Walleſtein che Emperor's Ge- 
neral.

Saxons , declar'd themſelves, for 
Hardi-canute the late Kings Son, 
by Emma his ad Wife. However 
Harold having got the power in his 
own hands, and being poſlel'd of 
his Father's Treaſure,ſfecur'd to him- 
ſelf the Crown, and kept it, till his 
Death happen'd at London, or Oxford, 
in the sch year of his Reign. 

Harold II. the Son of Earl Good- 
wyn, was Proclaim'd K. of England, 
the Day aſter the Death of Edward 
the Confeſſor, An. 1065. His Title 
was very uncertain , however the 
preſſing neceſſity of thoſe unſertÞd 
times, caſt the Crown ſuddenly upon 
him, as the fitteſt man in the K. to 
wear it. But his Reign was ſhort 
and full of Troubles ; for his Brother 
Toft; ſoon after, being fer on by the 
Duke of Normandy, and the Earl cf 
Flanders , firſt attack'd the Iſle of 
Wight, then the Coaſts of Kent, 
and Suſſex , and being beaten from 
thence, he procurd Harfager R. of 
Norway to joyn with him, who 
accordingly entering the Humber, 
with a great Fleer of Ships, landed 
their Men and took Tor# by Storm.

neral to Selencus Philopater K, of 
Syria ;'a 2d was Bp. of Tricca in 
Theſſaly, about the 4th Cent, 3 30 
was a Prieſt of Antioch, and wrote 
a Treatiſe de Naturis rerum exydi. 
nalinm, and de Virginitate ; a 4th 
wrote de Sepulchris; a 5th was 7 
poet, and is taken notice of by Vn.

written by Philoſtratus ; a 7th wi; 
Secretary to the Emp. Adrian; an 
3th was he who wrete to St. Je.

Death of Macrinus, and when he 
came to Rome, he brought his God 
with him, and commanded the Veo.

Helle, the Daughter of Nephele, ' 
and the firſt Wite of Athamas K. of 
Thebes. She being threatened to 
be killed by Ino his ad Wiſe, fled 
irom her; and attempting to croſs | 
the Sea upon a Rain, fell into it, 
and gave Name to the Helleſpont. 
Hellen, the Son of Deucalion, 
from whom the Gree#s are by ſome 
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Helleniſts, were Jews by Birth, 
bur liv'd ſcattered about in moſt of 
the Roman Provinces : They were 
ſo called from their readinz the 
Scripture in the Septuagint Tranſla- 
tion, and performing their publick 
Offices in Gree#, otherwiſe as ſtrict 
in their Ceremonies as thoſe of Pa- 
leſtine. | 

Helleſpont, a narrow Arm of the 
Sea, betwixt Europe on the W. and 
Aſia on the E. It is now called the 
Streights of the Dardanelles, or the 
Streights of Gallipoli, and is in 
length 25 m. and in breadth half a 
League. Here it was that Xerxes, 
the Perſian K. attempted to invade 
Greece, with an Army of 2164710 
Men; but his Fleet being ſhattered 
by the Bravery of the Greeks, and 
the Fury of the Sea, that mighty 
Monarch was glad at laſt ro eſcape 
in a poor Fiſher-boar. 

Hell-kcttles, are 3 very deep Pits 
at Oxenhall in Durham. They came 
by an Earthquake, An. 1179. Some 
lay that Tunſtal the Bp. of this Dio- 
cels threw a Gooſe which he had 
marked into one of theſe Pits, and 
that it came up again on the R. 
[ees. 

Helmont, hn Baptiſt) was 
born ar red 1808. Fe was 
fo called from a Caſtle and Eurrough 
of that Name in Brabant. He was a 
Perſon of Univerſal Learning, cſpe- 
cially in Phyftick; by which he per- 
formed ſuch wonderful Cures, that 
he was put into the Inquiſition for 
a Conjurer; but having cleared him- 
ſelf, he retired into Hand, where 
ie wrote his Diſputatio de magnetica 
corporum curatione, Febrium Dofrina 
inaudita, Ortus Medicine, Paradoxa 
de Aquis Spadanis. He ſtrongly op- 
poſed the Principles of 4ri/totle and 
Galen.

avainſt Luther, the German Retor- | 


mer, for which the Pope gave him 
the Title of Defender of the Faith, 
which hath been fince made here- 
diary to the ſucceeding Kings of 
England. And now having a defire 
to be divorced irom Qurzen Catha- 
rine, who was married firſt ro his 
Eldeſt Brother Arthur, he ſollicites 
the Pope to annul the Marriage; 
ber his Holineſs fearing the Power 
of Spain, refuſed to do it; where- 
fore the King, by Act of Parliament, 
abrogares the Pope's Authority, diſ- 
ſolves the Monaſterics, and is him- 
ſelf deciared Syupream Head of the 
Church in Fn-land, and ſo the Re- 
tor mation began in this Kingdom, 
winch was improved in the Reign 
of Edward VI. and ſettled in Qu. 
Elizabeth's, Several Rebellions hap- 
pened hereupon, but were all hap- 
pily ſupprefied. Alſo a ſecond War 
broke our againſt France, and Scot- 
land, bur the King was ſucceſsful in 
both. He erected fix new Biſho- 
pricks, vix. Oxford, Peterborough, 
Briſtnl, Cheſter, Glouceſter, and Welt- 


minſter; all which, except the. laſt, 
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continue Epiſcopal Sces to this day. 
Wales was in this King's days incor. 
porated to England, and Ireland 
was made a Kingdom. He died 
An. 1547, after he had reigned 38 
Years. He had 6 Wives, by whom 
he left one Son and two Daughters. 
His Reign was unfortunace to his 
Queens, fatal ro his Favourites, e- 
ſpecially ro Woolſey, Cromwell and 


Moor, and cruel both to rigid Pa- 


piſts and Anti-Papiſts. 

Henry I. K. of France, ſucceeded 
his Father Robert, An. 1031, 
N Brother Robert, attempted 

y the Aſſiſtance of his Mother to 
ger the Crown ; but was diſappoin- 
ted, and forced to accept of the 
Dukedom of Buyrgun1v, He dicd of 


a Feaver, after he had reigned 29 


Years. 

Henry II. k. of Fance, fucceeded 
his Father Francis I. An. 1547. He 
took Metz, Toul, and Verdun from 
the Germans; as alſo BVYAhgre, and 
Calais from the Egli But he 
loſt the Battel of St. Q+intin to the 
Spaniards, who ſoon after routed 
his Forces at Gravelin. However 
he was afrerwards victorious, yer 
nerertheleſs was obliged upon a 
Peace to ſurrender up 198 Places ro 
his Enemies. This Prince was ki!- 
led in Tournament, after he had 
reigned 11 Years. He left 3 Sons, 
who were all kings of France ſuc- 
ceſſively, wiz. Francis II, Charles 
IX, and /7enry III. 

Henry IIT. R. of France, was cho- 
ſen k. of Po/and, An. 1573. But 
h's Brother Charles IX. K. of France 
dying within three Months after— 
wards, he privately withdrew from 


Poland, and returned to Fance, 


where he was crowned King. This 
Prince was embroiled with two Po- 
tent Factions, wiz. that of the .- 
gonot s, headed by the K. of Navarre, 
and the other of the Teague, under 
the Duke of Guiſe. But the head

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of the latter, having contrived ſe- 
vera Plots againft his Sovereign's 
Life, was at lift, under Pretence of 
a Treaty, murthered with his Car- 
dinal Brother, ar Blois, in that ve- 

Room, where he had before con- 
ulred the Pariſian Maſſacre. The 
King after this was forced to make 
Peace wirh the Hugonots, who join- 
ing his Army, laid Siege to Paris; 
which with fevera! other Places had 
declared for the League, now com- 
manded by the Duke of Mayenne, 
third Brother to the Duke of Guiſe. 
But whilſt the Kings of France and 
Navarre, were carrying on the * 
. Clement, a Dominican, de- 
ivered K. Henry a Letter, and as he 
was reading it, ſtabbed him with a 
Knife in the Belly, of which he 
dicd the nexr day, after he had 
reigned 15 Years, He having no 
Iſſoe, declared the K. of Navarre 
his Succeſſor. 

Henry IV. K. of France, ſuccee- 
ded Henry HI. and was the firſt of 
the Houſe of Bourbon. But he being 
an Hugmt, his Right was diſputed, 
and the Cardinal of Bourbon, was by 
his Catholick Enemics proclaimed 
King in ſeveral Places, which oc- 
caſtoned many, and great Troubles 
a over the Kingdom; yet K. Fen- 
„„ who was ſhicd the Grezt, fur- 
mounted them all: for hc overthrew 
tie Duke of 2fzyenne, and the reſt 
cf his Enemees in divers Batrels. 
He allo defearzd the Spanizrds, 
wiio encouravred and aſſiſſiſted his 
rebellious Sabjeſts; and having re- 
nounced rhe Proteſtant Faith, and 
ehr.ined Abſolution, he was ler in— 
t) Pris, and moſt of rhe other 
Cities; ſoon after which the Dukes 
ot Azyenne, Alercenr, and tlic reſt 
of the Nobility, who had formed 
the Faction of the Holy League, ſub- 
mitted ro him, and a Peace was al- 
ſy concluded with Spain. This K. 
gad exo M'ivcs, the firſt of which 
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was Margaret de Valois, Henry Ir; 
Daughter, who was divorced for 
Barrenneſs. The ſecond was 34 
de Medicis, by whom he had three 
Sons and three Daughters He waz 
at laſt ſtabbed with a Knife, by the 
Monſter Ravillac, as he was ridin 

in his Coach in Paris. This hap. 
pencd after he had reigned 21 
Years, the Ten laſt of which he 
lived 1n Peace. 

Henry, Duke of Carinthia, and x, 
of Bohemia, was depoſed by hi 
Subjects, An. 1320. 

Henry I. K. of Caſtile, was killea 
An. 1217, by a Fall of a Tile fon 
a Houſe, after he had reigned three 
Years. 

Henry II. K. of Caſtile, was g. 
tural Sen of Aſphonſus XI. But he, 
heading the Caſtilians againſt their 
tyrannical and cruel K. Peter, wi 
ſo ſucceſsful as to defeat and kill 
him; whereby he got the Crown, 
which he enjoyed till the Year 13-9, 
when he died, having reigned about 
9 Years 

Henry III. K. of Ceſtile,was Grand- 
ſon of Hen. II. He married Cat Hurine, 
the Daughter of John of Cu; and 
died An. 1406, after he had reign- 
cd 16 Years. 

Henry IV. K. of Caſtile, ſuccecd- 
ed to the Crown, An. 1454, and 
died after he had reigned about 19 
Years : he left one Daughter ; but 
he being looked upon to be impo- 
rent, ſhe was ſer aſide, and he was 
ſuccceded by his Siſter Iſabella, 
who marricd Ferdinand V. R. of Ar: 
ragen. 

Henry of Caſtile, was by Charles J. 
K. of France, put into an Iron-cage, 
and expoſed for ſtirring up a Re- 
bellion in Sicily, and that after he 
had protected him from his Bro- 
ther Alphonſus. 

Henry of Champaigne, was the 11th 
k. of Jeruſalem, from Godfrey. He.

Henry H. of Rourbon, Prince of 
Joonde, Duke of Augen, Peer of 
France, and firſt Prince or che Blood. 
He was Son of Henry l. ot Bourbon, 
but was by Henry LV, brought up 
$a Roman Catholics, The Yuen 
Kegent, during the Minority of 
Lewis XIV. made him preiident of 

the Council. He died Az. 1545. 

Henry I. of Lorrain, Dak: of 
8 Guiſe, and Governour of Brie and 

Champaigne, was born in 1550, and 

Was the handſomeſt Prince of his 

time; Neither is he lefs remarka- 

ble tor his Courage, Wich he fo 


conquered Portugal from the Aoors, 
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often ſignalized, both againſt the 
Turks in Hungary, and the Huzonots 
in France, But his Ambition at laſt 
proved his Ruine : for having for- 
med that powerful Faction, called 
the League againſt Henry III. He 
was by the ſaid King's Order, under 
Colour of a Treaty murthered at 
Blois; a juſt Reward for his being 
one of the bloody Contrivers of the 
Maſlacre of St Bartholomevy. 

Henry II. of Lorrain, Duke of 
Guiſe, was firſt an Abbor, then Abp. 
of Rheims-: bur art laſt berakin 
himſelt to a Militacy Life, he head - 
ed che rebcllious Neapolitans aꝑainſt 
the K. of Spain, An. 1547. He di- 
ed without Iliuve An. 1554. 

Henry ot Lorrain, Duke of El- 
beuſe, and Earl of Harcourt. He 
acquired great Reputation in the 
Wars, particularly at che Siege of 
Turin, An. 1540, where his Army 
being reduced to great Neceſſity, 
he was adviſed to raite the Siege; 
but he anſwered, That he would not 


do it, till his H'rſes hid eat up all © 


the Firrage of the Country, and his 
Soldiers his Horſes. So that he o- 
bliged them ar laſt co ſurrender. 
He was atterwards Vice-Roy of Ca- 
talonia. 

Henry Duke of Lorrain, ſucceeded 
his Father Charles II. He mirried 
Catharine, the Siſter of Henry LV. 
K. of France. 

Henry X. Duke of Brvariz, and 
ſecond ot S4xny he was ſarnamed 
the Lion, and was for Power one 
ot the greateſt Princes of his time. 
Bur he taking part with Pope Alex- 
ander III. againſt the Emperour 
Frederick Barbaroſſa, was by him 
An 1180 proſcribed, and deprived 
ot the Dukedoms of Bavaria, and 
Saxony. He fled afterwards to Hen- 
II. K. of England, his Father-in- 


| Law, who procured him the Duke- 


doms of 1unenburgh and Brun,” 
wick, 
Aenry IL. 
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Henry II. of Savoy, Duke of Ne- 
mours, &c. He was deſigned for the 
Church, nominated ar of Rheims, 
and acknowledged Duke and Prince 
of France ; but afrer his Brother's 
Death he married Mary ot Orleans, 
yet died without Iſſue. | 

Henry, youngelt Son to Charles J. 
was born An. 1540, and created 
Puke ot Glouceſter, He was a Prince 
of great Courage, and good Parts, 
but was cut off by the Small-pox 
ſoon after the Reſtauration of 
Charles II. 

Henry, Baron of Raleigh in Eſſex, 
was hereditary Standard-bearer of 
England, but was deprived of thar, 
and of his Eſtate for his Cowar- 
diſe at Coleſhill Batrel, wich was 
fought between the Welſh and rhe 
Engliſh, to diſadvantage of the lat- 
ter, in the Reign of K. Henry IT. 

Henry of Huntingdon, lived in the 
Reign of K. Stephen, and was the 
moſt celebrared Hiſtorian of his 
time. He wrote a Continuation of 
Bede, and the Hiſtory of England, 
together with a Chrono/ogical Table 
of its Kings. 

Henry, the firſt Dake of Lancaſter, 
lived in the Reign of K. Edward III. 
and was the Founder of Corpus Chri- 
ſti College in Cambridge, and the 
Cathedral of Leiceſter. His only 
Daughter B/anch married Fohn ot 
Gaunt, Duke ot Lancaſter, 

Henry, a wealthy Switzer, and 
Father ef Arnd, who together wich 
Furſt and Ston facher, threw of the 
Auflrian Y oke, aud laid ghe Fouli- 
dation of the Heiwvetich Common- 
Wealth Au. 1307. 

Henry of Ed in Saxony, a lear- 
ned Hiſtorian, who lived in the 
XIIIch Cent.

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He almays wept at

and their Strenzth Infirmity. He li- 
ved about $co Years before the 
Birth of Chriſt. There was alſo 
another Heraclitus, who wrote 4 
Treatiſe of Stones. 

Heraclius, Emp. of the Eaſt. He 
was crowned An. 610, having firſt 
routed, and pur to death, the Ty- 
rant Phocas. Choſroes II. K. of Per- 
ſia, took from him Cappadocia, Ar- 
menia, Paleſtine, 7erujalem, the re- 
al Croſs of Chriſt, and ſeveral Chri- 
ſtian Captives. Bur he raitiag. an 
Army by tlie help of the Church- 
Revenues, overchrew the Perjruns in 
ſeveral Battels, and at lait forced 
them to a Peace; whcreby among 
other things, the Croſs was reſto- 
red, which the Emp. himſelt car- 
ried into Feruſalem; aud this was 
the occaſion of the Feait of the 


Exaltation of the Croſs. There was 
another Heraclius, who was Bro- 
ther aud Co- partner to the Emp, 
Conſtantine IV. 

Heralds, are Oqicers belonꝑ ing 
to the King, Queen or Sovereign 
State, whole Bufineſs is ro marthal 
and order Coronattons, Marriages, 
Chriſtenings, Funera's, Interviews, 
Feaſts of Kings and Princes, Caval- 
cades, ſults, Tournaments, Combats 
beiore the Conſtable, and Marſha!. 
They alſo take care of the Coats of

He was made a Knight of the 
Bath, by K. James I. who alſo ſent 
him upon an Embaſſy co France :

Charles I. made a Baron of Cher- 
bury in Montgomeryſhire. He wrote 
a Book, De Cauſis Errorum, which 
is in the Vatican at Rome, and in 
mighty Eſteem ; as alſo the Liteot 
KR. Henry VIII. and ſeveral others of 
great Ingenuity and Learning. He 
died An. 1648. The preſent {ionou- 
rable Hen/y Lord Herbert of Cher- 
bury, was creared a Baron of this 
Km. by Letrers-Patents, 6. of Wil. 
liam and Mary. 

Herbert, ( Thomas) the preſent 
Earl of Pembroke, is deſcended from 
the Eldeſt Son of William, Earl of 
Pembroke, who died An. 1569, and 
is a Perſon of great Experience, 
Parts and Learning. He was by his 
late Majeſty K. William III made 
Lord Privy-Seal, then, Prefidene of 
the Privy-Council, one of the Knights 
of the Garter, ar laſt Lord High 
Admiral of Eneland. 

Herbert, (William ) the late Mar- 
queſs of Powis, deſcend. d from Sir 
Fiward Herbert, che ſecond Son of 
William Earl of Pembroke, who died 
An, 1559. He was by HK. Charles II. 
created an Earl; and by K. Zumes 
II. a Marquiſs here in England, and 
a Duke in France. 

Herborn, a {mall T. in the Coun- 
ty ot Naſſuw, in Weterguiz, or We- 
ſterwald, on tlie Upper Rhine, it 
belongs to the Counts of Nu, , 
and heth an Univerſity, founde!

Hercules, there have been many 
of this Name, but the moſt famous 
ot all was the Son of Jupiter, and 
Alcmena, the Wiſe of Ampbitryon ; 
tor being bur in the Cradle he tore 
in Pieces two Serpents, which Ju- 
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HER 
no our of Jealouſie ro his Mother, 
had ſent to deſtroy him. Aud to 
him are aſcribed not only the brave 
actions of all the other Hercules's, 
but of many other ancient and il- 
luſtrious Heroes. He, by the Com- 
mand of Euriſtheus, K. of Myceng, 
who thereby deſigned his Deſtru- 
Gon, flew firſt the Nemean Lion, 
whoſe Skin he ever afterwards 
wore ; 2dly, he overcame the Mon- 
ſter Hydra, which had 7 Heads; 
3dly, he flew the wild Boar oft 
Erymanthus, which waſted Arcadia; 
qthly, he deſtroyed the Centaures ; 
sthly, he took an Hind on Foot, 
after he had pur ſued her one whole 
Tear; 6thly, he chaſed away tlie 
voracious Birds of St // mus 
Lake; 7chly, he cleanfed Augets's 
Stables; 8chly, he cauſed Dionedes 
K. of Thrace co be eaten, by his 
own Man-eating Hories; othly, he 
deſtroyed che Cretan Bull, which 
vomited Fire; 1othly, he overcame 
the Spaniſh Geryon, and carried a- 
way his Cattel; 1 1ithly, he took the 
Golden Apples irom the Garden ot 
the Heſperides, and flew the Dragon 
that guarded them; 1zttily, he 
went co Heil, and brought from 
thence the Dog Cerberus; as allo 
Theſeus, wlio was gone thicher to 
Kcep Ccompaily with kis Friend Pi- 
rithovus. Many other performances 
both ot Courage and juſtice, are laid 
to have been done by him; as his 
cruſhing to Death Antes, the Son ot 
che Earth; bis killing ot Buſiris, the 
Son of Neptune, and Cacus, the Son 
of Vulcan; his delivering Prometie- 
1 from Mount Caucaſus, and kil- 
liog the Eagle, winch preyed upon 
its Liver; with divers other àt— 
chievements, in all which he made 
uſe of no other Weapon, but a 
Club mid of an (ive-cree. This 
grcar Man, after all, became a Slave 
to Women; the chief of whom was 
Omphale, Queen ot lybia, who wou! 
(Cg 2) Ft 
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make him ſpin, and beat him with | 
the Diſtaff. He at laſt ended his 
Life on Mount Oeta: for having put 
on a poiſoned Shirt through a Mi- 
ſtake of his Wife Dejanira, he be- 
came ſo diſtrated, that he caſt 
himſelf into a burning Pile of Wood, 
where he was conſumed; after 
which he was taken into Heaven, 
and married to Hebe, the Goddeſs 
of Youth. The Fable of which was 
thus moralized. By Hercules was 
underſtood the Strength and Reaſon 
of Philolophy, which ſubdues and 
keeps under our unruly Paſſions ; 
and by his Marriage with Hebe, 
was intimatcd that the Memory of 
Men of Courage, and Learning, was 
always freſh and fragrant. 

Heredia, the 32d great Maſter of 
St. John of Feruſalem, who being 
as well a Politician as a Soldier, 
was ſent by Pope Gregory XI. to 
mediate betwixt Edward II. R. of 
England, and tie K. of France, when 
they were about to begin the Bat- 
tel, but without Succeſs: He was af- 
terwards depoſed by Pope Vrban VI. 

Hereford, the County T. of Here- 
fordfhire, and alſo a Bp'sSee, with- 
in which Djoceſs are 313 Pariſhes, 
and 2 Archdcaconries, viz.

ne. and all her neareſt Relarions to 
be put to death; as alſo moſt ot 
his beſt Friends, and ſeveral of his 
own Sons; which made Auguſtus 
ſay, That it was better 10 be Herod's 
Hog, than his Son. He ſlew more- 
over all that he could find of the 
Aſmmean Race; but the moſt bar- 
barous Act of his Reign, was his 
murdering all the Children under 
two Years old, when the Saviour of 
the World was born. He ſurvived 
not long theſe innocent Babes; for 
in che firſt or third Year of Chri/t, 
he died of a moſt rormenting, ra- 
ging and loathſome Diſtemper, in 
the ſeventy ficſt Year of his Age. 
He erected ſeveral magnificent Buil- 
dings in honour to Auguſtus, parti- 
cularly a Temple in Trachonitis, a 
huge Coloſſus, a Town called Ceſa- 
rea, a Theatre, and Amphithea- 
tre. 

Herod, the Son of Herod the Great, 
ſacceeded his Farher in rhe Govern- 
ment of Galilee, and was the ſame, 
to whom es Chriſt was ſent by 
Pilate, and that had before cur off 
the Head of John the Baptiſt. He 
rebelled againſt Caligula, and was 
therefore banithed to Lyms, where 
he and his Wife Zlerodiasg died in a 
miſerable Condition. 

Hero, Ring of Chalcis, was made 
by Claudius che Emp. Superinten— 
dent of the 7ewiſh Temple, and of 
their ſacred Treaſure, with the dif- 
poſal of the Ofice of the High- 
Prieſt. 

Herodes, a famous Athenian Ora- 
tor, who lived in the 2d Cent. 

Herodian, a great Hiſtorian and 
Crammirian.

Rome, where he firſt brought up 
the Ceremonies of the Apotheoſis of 
the Roman Emperors. 

Herodians, a Jewiſh Sect, who 
held that Herod the Great, was the 
Meſſias, by reaſon the Scepter was 
then departed from Judah. 

Herodium, the Name of a Magni- 
ficent ſtrong and beautiful Caſtle, 
built by Herod the Great. 

Herodvrus, a Man of little Stature, 
yer of fo prodi-ious an Appetite, 
that he would devour at ene Meal, 
20 pound Weight of Beef, 6 Ham- 
pers of Eread, and 2 Gallons of 
Wine. 

Herodotus, the ſuppoſed Autlior 
of Momer's Life. However he was ſo 
great an Hiſtorian, as to be ſtiled 
by Cicero the Father of Hiſtory, and 
the Prince of Hiſtorians. Ae lived 
about 450 Years betore the «Birth 
of Chriſt. There is a Tranſlarion of 
this Author's Works, new in the 
Prefs, done by the ingenious Do- 
ctour Drake, with Notes. 

Here, a Name formerly given to 
Men, who had been famous for 
their great and virtnous Actions; 
and who were theretore a ter their 
Death honoured with Divine Ado- 
rations, being eſtecmed as Demi- 
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H. rophilus, a Ronan Inpoſtor, 
wi pretended himſelf to be the 
Grandſon of Cairns Marius ; but he— 
ing difcovered was banithed rhe 
Cy. There was alto a Yhytictin of 
that Name, who lwed in the 50h 
Cent. and grounded rhe Difference 
of Diſeaſes, on the Rules of My- 
ſick. He was ſaid to have diletted 
600 human Dodiecs. 

Ferrera, a tamous Hifiorion whom 
Philip II. King of Spain made Hiſto- 
riographer to the Indies, and S- 
cretary of State, He wrotc the Hi— 
ſtory cf the Iedies, in four large 
Flies. 

Hr. 
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Herſteld, a German Town on the 
River Weſer in Weſtphalia, remark- 
able for being once the Winter- 
quarters of Charlemaigne. 

Herta, a German Goddeſs, wor- 
ſhipped formerly in the Middle of 
a thick Wood, in the Iſle of Ru- 
gen; ſome are of Opinion, that it 
was the Earth, which the Germans 
adored under the Name Hertha, 
whence the word Earth, and that 
Stonehenge in Salisbury Plain, was a 
Temple dedicated to her, that the 
Sacrifices were commonly offered 
in the Night, and that from hence 
comes the Engliſh Cuſtom of rec- 
koning by the Night, as Seven- 
night, and Fortnight. 

Heruli, ſome of the ancient bar- 
barous Germans, who inhabited the 
Country of Meckelbourg, ncar the 
Baltick ; part of whom, together 
with the Goths, entered Italy in the 
sth Cent. Another part went to- 
wards the Danube, and were very 
ſerviceable to the Emperour Juſti- 
nian, who perſwaded them to em- 
brace the Chriſtian Religion. 

Herulo, ( Bernard) a learned and 
proud Cardinal. He was alſo Bi- 
ſhop of Spoleto, and lived about the 
Year 1460, - | 

Herworden, a free Imperial Town 
in Weſiphalia; it is about 20 L.

Before this poliſh'd 
Pillars had been ador'd, which were at- 
terwards improvd to Human Shapes, 
Over and above the great Idols in Tem- 
ples, the Ancient Pagans had litle 
ones, in Niches,cach of which hid ſome- 
whar peculiar to diſtinguiſh him. Alt5 
different Countries had different Gods, 
and thoſe which were Univerſal had 
the Title of Azonian. Beſides the De1- 
ties in Niches, there were others of a 
ſnaller Sort or Account, for which the 
Goidſmich Demetrius had difference 
wich St. Paul at Epheſus, becauſe he 
hindred his Trade by his Preaching. 
The better Sort in all Ages, have not 
paid their Devotion to the Realicy, but 
to the Repreſentation, though the Mob 
have ever had implicit Faith, which was 
heightaed by the Anſwers of rhe Ora- 
cles. Pythagiras knew Man was not 
capable of conceiving a God, and there- 
fore prohibited the repreſenting of 
one.

Num ſevere'y reven- 
ged an Irrelizion offer'd to his Statue 
at Antioch, Upon our Saviour's Birch, 
Idolatry began a little to ceaſe, for the 
Emperor Claudius forbid the Worſhip 
of fa'ſe Gods. Alex, Severus ſlighted 
their Temples; and Maximin me'ted 
down their Statues, and contiſcated 
their Ornaments, At length Contantine 
the Great totally demoliſh'd their Tem- 
Ves and qyerthrery their Images; hi,

Edits againſt them; ard tho' Julian 
the Apoftate ſought all he could to te- 


| ſtore them, yer Teodoſius, who began 


his Reign An. 392. obtain'd of the Ro- 
mans, that all Idols ſhould be pull'd 
down, except ſome few referv'd only 
tor Ornament to the City. He alfo 
bad the famous Temple cf Serapis at 
Alexandria, deitroy'd together with its 
Idol, which was made ct the Duſt cf 
pounded precious Stones, mixt with 
the richeſt Meta's. This Work f well 
begun, was attcrwards compleated by 
the - Edits of Arcadius and Hinorius; 
however, ſome Temples were left ſtan- 
ding for Ornaments, and were conver- 
ted into Chriſtian Churches. In 409 
when the Goths had beſieged Rome un- 
der their K. Alaric, ſome Pagan Prieſts 
that yet remain'd there, pretended to 
raiſe the Siege by ſacrificing to theic 
Gods, bur which proving ot no effect, 
the Goths at length compel.'d the R5- 
mans to purchaſe their Peace at a great 
rate. At the ſecond coming of 4laric, 
the Pagans and their Idols were wholly 
excirpared, as we may read from Oraſius. 
Ia 420 Viſus the Tribune levelbd all che 
Idol Temples in Afica, and appointed 
the Ground where they ſtood tor Eu- 
rials. About 3 Years after Theodoſirs 
Junior, to put a final end to Idolatry, 
ordered that whatever related in the 
leaſt thereunto ſhould be entirely abo- 
liſhed, 

Limeneus,a Greek Caprain, who hap- 
pening to be in a Storm in his return 
home from the Siege of Try, vowed to 
lactiñce, in cafe of his Eſcape, the firſt 
| Perſon he met wich; which proving ro 
he his Son, he would have perform'd 
lis Vow , but was prevented by his 
Subjects, bauithing him for his intended 
Barbarity.

Febus, Founder of the Jebuſites, and 
Godfather to Feruſalem, if we may be- 
lieve St. Jerom ; whence they were ex- 
cluded in David's time. 

Fechonias or Jehoiachim, King of Ju- 
den. He reigned with luis Father oa- 
chim, till An. Mundi 3435. when he had 
the ſole Adminiſtration of Affaire. ] The 
Year after, he was carried to Ba by 
Nabuchod'onfor, by whoſe Son he was 
releaſed A. J. 3472. 

Fedo, Capit. ot Fapan and Reſidence 
of that Emperor, ſituate near a large 
ſhallow Gulf, abounding with divers forts 
of Fiſh. The Common Houſes are of 
Mud, but covered with Wood; thoſe 
belong ing to Ncblemen are ſtately, with 
fine Gates, and the Imperial Palace is 
mſt magnificent, being ſurrounded 
with three Walls and as many Ditches, 
This laſt conſiſts of ſeveral Courts, 
whereof the Bui!dings of the firſt are 
but two Stories high. The Court where 
is the Emperor's Apartment, is very 
large, and has a Noble bavillion cf nine 
Stories high in Front, and two of cach 
fide, all ending in Pyramids. On the 
Extremities of each cf the ſe are two 
great Dolphins, plated with Gold. The 
Hall of Audience is over againſt the 
firſt Pavillion, and its Roof fretted 
with Gold Plates intermist with 
fine Painting: The Garden belonging 
hereto is extremely large and fine. Ihe 
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Idol Amida is moſtly worſhipped her, 


Its Figure is a Human Body wich, 
Dog's Head, mounted on a Horſe vit 


7 Heads, and placed on an Altar, pl 


ted with Silver half an Inch thick, ty 
whole adorn'd with many Diamong 
and Pearls. The Temple of this 14g 
is by much the fineſt in the City. Ther 
is another, Temple which none but th 
Emp. the Archi- Banze, and thoſe of ix 
Royal Family, can enter. The Steer 
of this City are very long, and one i, 
near 4 Leagues in length. The [hz 
bitants have Publick Stone Ware-houſe 
to ſecure their Goods, in cafe of a Fire, 
The great Honſcs are generally bult on 
the higheſt Eminences, 

Jehova, the Hebrew Name ef God 
called alſo Tetragrammaton, trem the 
Letters it has, only in that Langue, 
The Fews are forbid to mention chi 
Name, and formerly the High Prieſtz 
only were allowed to utter it, and chat 
but once a Year. 

Jehu Xth King of Jrael, who wa 
appointed by God to extirpate the Fa- 
mily of wicked Ahab, which he effe(tual- 
ly did. He alſo had the Ptieſts of Bas 
killed by his Soldiers, and deſtroyed 
that Idol; but having difchejed God 
in not puliing down rhe Golden Calves, 
he was puniſhed by the King of Sie, 
who over tan his Dominions. He died 
aſter he had reigned 28 Years A. J.

Jeſus of Jeruſalem, Son of Sirach, 

who writ the Book of Eccleſiaſlicus 
from Solomon's Proverbs, which a Grand- 
ſon of his has fince tranſlated out of 
Hebrew. 
Jethran, a Monntain of Arabia Pe- 
tra, only remarkable for its Semicir- 
cular Ferm, which teverberates the 
Wind with that violence, that many 
Ships in the Red-· Seu have been thereby 
wrecked, 

Jethro, or Raguel a Prieſt, a ſuppoſed 
King of Arabia, and Iiſes's Father. in- 
Law. He viſted his ſaid S n upon his 
great Fame, and adviſed him to di. 
vide and ſubdivide the People, that he 
might rhe better introduce Civil Go- 
vernment among them. 

Jezabel, Wiſe ef King Ahab, who as 
an impious Woman perſuaded her Huſ 
band to adore Bt, and kill che Lord's 
Prophets. Eti1ib efcaping, procured 
tie death of 450 of Bus Prieſts by 
his Prayers; which iacenfing 7ezatel, 
ſhe threatned him, and thereupon he 
tled farther. At en th the Mur ther of 
innocent Nath, provoking God, A 
hab was lain, and Queen Jezabel thrown 
but ct the Window by Jen, and de 
voured by Dogs. 

Jezdegird, King cf Perſia, who be- 
ing killed by a Prince of the Sarazens, 
nis Name became an Ara among the 
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Arabian Aſtrolopets, and Ferſangs, be- 
ginning with his death 1m 532. but ic 
was teformed in 1079 by a King ol 
Coraſun. 

Zezid 1. th Succeſſor of Mahomet in 
the C lipiſhip : Having ſpent his time 
in wricinz Love-Verſes, he provoked 
the Arabians to chuſe ancther Caliph ;, 
whereupon 7ezid raiſed an Army, and 
gave the Command of it to his Erother 
Atdala, who killed the new Caliph 
treacherouſly. Aiter this Jezid made 
himſelf yet more hated, and reigned 
but 3 Years; and his Succeſſor Maalz 
but 6 Months. 

Fexid Il. 11th Caliph, who began to 
reign in 723. He ſent his General Aſar- 
van agaiuſt another 7ezid, who preten- 
ded to Yerſia, and was marching to be- 
ſiege Damaſcus; but meeting wich Myy- 
van, he was de feated and killed. He com- 


minded all the Images to be taken out 


of the Chriſtian Churches in 724. but 
died in 727. betore his Commands 
were exccuted. | 

Zezid or Gelid, 13th Caliph, ſucceeded 
his Father Cid. He ſubdued Cyprus, 
and tranſported the Inhtibiranrs to Sys 
ri. He cut out the Tongue of the ba- 
triarch of Dum ſcus, tor preaching a- 
gainſt the Munichees and Arabians, and 
then biniſhing him, he was murdered. 
This Prince was inſiduouſly killed by 
the SAararzens,. 

Jezides, a Set wino had their Name 
from Jezi4 I. who ſle v the dens of Ali 
Myhomet's Father in Liw. There are 
about 2060c00 of theſe in Tukey and 
Perſiz, They are botli black and white. 
The larter are dreſt in all rcfncAs like 
Turks, except their Shirts, where they 
have only a Hole to put their Heads 
through , thereby commemorating a 
Glory that deſcended on the Neck of 
their Cheb or Prince, after he had faſted 
49 Days. The former are Monks of 
this Sect, yer may marry; and though 
they have the Title of Fabirs Po 
yet love Riches inordinately. The 
Tul hate them both, for their Religion 
and their Founders, having killed their 

Pro- 
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prophet's Relations, You cannot af 
tront a T, more than to call him a 
Fezid, This Sect is loaded with very 
heavy Taxes by the Turks, whom they 
hate, but they love the Chriſtians, en- 
clining rather to the Meſſiuh than the 
Mahomet. They eat Pork, love Drink. 
ing, and ſhun Circumciſion as much as 
they can. They are ignorant, and be- 
lieve implicitely in the Bible, Goſpe! 
and Alcoran, which they ſay came all 
three from Heaven, They have no 
Temples to pray in, but they would 
make ule of our Churches, were it not 
tor tear of the Turbs, They have no 
Feaſts, and all their Worſhip conſiſts 
in Spiritual Hymns. They pray towards 
the Eaſt, and ncver curſe the Devil, 
leſt he ſhould come in Favour azain 
with God, and revenge it on them. 
They commonly bury in unconfecrared 
Ground, thy the Rich have Places at- 
ſigned them. They ſing and play at 
their Funerals, and muſt never lament. 
The black Fezides, though but ſimple 
Shepherds, are ſo much reſpected by 
this Tribe, that they will cal nothing 
belonging to them by 1's pre per Name. 
They may not kill any thing, but may 
however cat what has been killed by 
the white torr, Theſe ez ide, live in 
black Tents, ſenced abour with Reeds 
aad Buſhes, which they rem ve cvery 
15 Days. They are pichcd in a cir— 
cular Form, having their Cattel in the 
middle. Their Arms are Bows, Ar- 
ro es, Slings and Scymetars. Their or- 
dinary Fod is ©I:th, Sallet and Eread; 
and their Drink is Wine, if they can get 
i, Which they hand about and cali the 
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apt to believe they deſcerded originally 
from Chriſtians. The Wives are Slives, 
and are comm mly purchaſed tor 200 
Crowns. Ir 1: eftecmed a great Crime 
among rheſe Peore to fhave the leaſt 
Part of their Ecards. 

Ianatius, (Saint) Biſh-p of Antioch, 
and Diſciple of the Apaſties, eſpecially 
et St, 7%.

hurch, that after his Death, ſome did 
ot ſtick to ſay of him, That the beſl 
hing he ever did, was to die. Bale 
lames Moreri tor placing him under 
Yancoullte 

Ilus IV. K. of Troy, Son cf Vos and 
zrother of Ganimed, He reigned 54 
ears, and was ſucceeded by Laomedon. 
Iman, a Name given by the Mabunc— 
gang co their Pricfts, 
Inaus, a large Mountain of 4/7, 
ich begins near the Caſpian Sea, and 
running through the whole Continent, 
Southward, ends at the Mouth of Gar- 
ges, where it ſpreads again to the Eaſt 
ad Weſt, and becomes a Northern 
Boundary to the Great Ms Empire. 
It receives various Names from the 
Countries it paſſes through. 
Intrael, 21ſt Caliph after Mahomet. 
He had great Wars with Theophilus, Em- 
peror ct Conſtantinople, from whom ha- 
vingtaken many confiderable Priſoners, 


he reſuſed a Ranſom for em of 2500-0. 


Double Gold Ducats, which occaſioned 
the Emperor todie of Grief, after which 
Imbrael reigned to 845, when he died 
like wiſe. 

Imeiete, er Inirete, a Kingdom of A- 
ſt Myr, bounded on the S. by the 
Fincipality of Guriel and Georgia, and 
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on the N. by the B/ack-Circaſtans or 
uns, who anciently ovcr-ran the Ro- 
nan Empire. This Country abounds 
with Mines, woody Hills, and truitiul 
and pleaſaut Vallies add Pains. The 
| Inhabirancs are much of the Nature of 
the Mingreliams their Net: bbours. The 
King has 3 £ood Fortreites, and having 
refuſed Obedience to the Emperors of 
Conflantinsple and Trevigond, tor a long 
time lorded ir over his Næighonurs; bur 
at length the Grand Sieniot forced them 
all to pry him Tribute. This King 
pretends to deſcend from Ring David. 

Imola, a fine and populovs City and 
B'ſhoprick in the Pha, fuppoſed to 
have been built by the Romans, deſtroy- 
ed by N.zrſes, and revived by the Lem- 
bard's. 

Imverial Cities, ate thoſe that have a 
Title to fend Depaties to the Diets of 
the Empire of Germany. 

Imperiale, a City and Biſhoprick of 
S. America, built by the Sp.niaras, but 
after ſome time taken and deltroyed by 
the Indians, 

Imperiali , n Vincent ) a valianc 
and le:rned Geneſ Duke, f rhe XVIIth 
Cent. who was baniſhed his Country 
out of Envy. He wrote divers Pieces 
of Poctry, as well in Latin as Ttilizn, 
which were well received. 

Inperiali, C Fon Baptiſta ) a learned 
Phyfictin of Vicenza in the XVIth 
Cent. He was Author ct divers Trea- 
tifes, and had a Son named Fohn Inpe- 
riali, who penned feveral others. 

Impudence, a G>ddeſs of the Atheni- 
ans, Who !ixewiſe adored Se in an- 
other Temple. 

Ind, a Weſt-Saxon Ring ia $30, He 
performed miny warlike Exploits, and 
ended his Days at Rome. He firſt gran- 
ted Peter- Vence to the Pope, and made 
ſome wholſom Laws, which continue 
to this Day. 

In:ichius, Founder of the dom of the 
Argizrs in Polopeneſus. The Poets make 
him Father of Fo,detiower'd by Jupiter. 

Inca, the former Name of the Peruvian 
Empcrors, and the preſent of the No- 
bilicy of that Couniry, Tres.

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Incitatus, the Name of Caligula's 
Horſe, that he would have made Con- 
ſul. This brutiſh Emperor converſed 
wich him, had him treated in State, 
fed him with guilt Barley iu an Ivory 
Manger, and a Marble Stable. He often 
hid him co dine with him, gave him 
drink himſelf in a Gold Cup, and 
clothed him after a ſumptuous manner. 

Inchofer, ¶ Melchior ) a learned Ger- 
man Jeſuite, who wrore a Book, which 
though he was accuſed for, yet was he 
only obliged to change the Title. He 
died at Milan, in 1643. and was the ſup- 
poſed Author of a Satyr upon the Jeſurres. 

Incorrupticole, Alexandrian Hereticks 
in the Emperor Juſt ini Reign, who 
were ſo called, from their maintaining 
the Incorruptibi ity cf Chriſt's Body. 

Incubus, a General Name among rhe 
Pagans for the Fuunt and Satyrs, be- 
cauſe they were ſuppoſed to lye with 
Women. It is alſo a Diſeaſe vulgar y 
called the Nightmare, and in Greek 
Hpblultes, which occaſions a fore ef Suf- 
f cation, by a Stoppage of the Vital Spi- 
rit in che Brain. 

Indagarus, a Manichean Biſhop, who 
was burnt with his Writings. by the 
K. of Perſia, ſor ſeducing his Son. 

Independants , a Proteſtant Sect in the 
Church of England, ſo named from their 
holding, that every particular Congre. 
gation hat a Power and Juriſdiction, In- 
dependant on any Biſhop, Synod, or Cun- 
ci. They alſo admit Members of their 
Communion by Way of Covenant: In 
which two Things only they diſagrce 
They made a 
great Noiſe in the Civil Wars, and 
were much favoured by Oliver, who 
was of their Perſuaſion, 

India, a conſiderable Part of Aſia, 
commonly called the Eaſt- Indies. It is 
thought to be the Aeuilab of the Holy 
Scripcurcs, but has its modern Name 
from the River Indus, which environs 
it towards the W, It was always inha- 
bired by che Natives, and never either 
received or ſent out any Colonies, un-

Coaſts. Its Long. is from 106 tg Th 
and Lat. from 10 of Southern Latitude 
co 44 of Northern, This large Coup.

labar, containing the Dominions cf 51. 
cond. and Viſzpour, which compreten 
the Kingdoms of Samorin, Cochin, Dera, 
Calecut, Coulan, Negapatan,Biſnagar, Nay 
ſingua, &c. 3. The Peninſala, of dia 
extra Cangem, Which lies more Eifterly, 
and has in the N. the Kingdoms of 4: 
Peau, Arracun, c. in the S. the Kingdem 
of Siam, and in the E. Cochinching and 
Tunquin. The principal Iſlands belong 
ing to Indiz, are Borneo, Ce, Java, 
Sumatra, Celeles, the Molicca and Phi- 
lippine Illes, c. The Climare ct chele 
Countries are var ius, bat under dle 
Torrid Ze, extreme hot, yet fle- 
quently retreſu' d with Rains and Winds. 
The Seaf2:is are only Summer and Winter, 
the latter wherot commonly holds hte

ining. The Pagans burn the Dead, 
pd the Wives periſh in the Flames 
ith them, as a Token of their Con- 
ancy. The Religions here, are either 
azan, Mahometan, Jewiſh or Chriſtian. 
he latter is ſaid to have been brought 
ither by St. Th»9s, ard his Body pre- 
nded to have been found here, which 
as thereupon tranſported to C, and 
' fine Church built over it. Others 
ve preached the Goſpe! here, but 
one have gained ſo many Profelytes as 
e Portugueſo, who have converted a- 
ndance, and ſtill continue them in 
e Faith. The Idolarers chiefly inha-

ite. The Penitents are wonderful, 
ho keep themſclves in an unnatural 
dſture for Years together, which is 
ace credible, thouah affirmed by Tie- 
mier. The Pagans far exceed the 
ame tans in Number, and are either 
amins, (brieſts and Deſcendants from 
e Indian Philoſophers) Ketris, .(Mer- 
its chat feed upon Living Creatures) 
guter, (Troopers who hold that 
uls go into Birds, and therefore are 
eat Obſervers of chem) Banians, (Bin- 
's and Brokers, who eat no living 
ung, but twice a Day, and are much 
pected) Jauer, (Pilgrims that ſubſiſt 
on Alms, and expoſe chemſelves to 
Werities ; yer are neverihelets prev: 
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Impoſtors. They have a Superior, 
whom they chuſe annually.) Charades, 
(Foot Soldiers.) Verteas, (a kind of 
white Monks, who live upon Scraps, 
ſweep their Way before them, for fear 
of killing any thing, and make a Vow 
to Jive ſingle.) Laſtly, Furs (another 
fort of Monks, who llecp aſtride upon 
thick Ropes, and often faſt 8 or 9 
Days together. Theſe are the Peni- 
tents betore-mentioned.) The Maho- 
metans are either S91mis or Chiais, the 
one following Abubeber, and the other 
Ali. The Great Mogol is of the latter 
Seq, being the ſame wich that of the 
Tin be.

Intiftion, a Revolution of 15 Years,

3aly, Roman, or Pontifical, us'd in the 
Popes Bulls, c. this Commences the 
iſt of Far, of the Fullan Year, All 
theſe three muſt be carefully and dili- 
gently diſtinguiih'd, by thoſe that 
would be cxact in the Knowledge of 
Grecian Antiquity. A Scheme or Table 
for the better finding out of this, may 
be ſcen in Colliers Geogr. Hiſtor. and 
Poet. Dictionary; to which, for Brevi- 
ties ſake, I refer the Reader. 

Indigites, Demi-Gods lifted among 
the Pagan Divinties for their Heroick 
Actions. Likewiſe anciently the Name 
ot a People of Spain. 

Indoſtan, the Great Mogo''s Empire, 
which has Aliatick Tartary, and the 
Kdom. of Thibet on the N. the Empire 
of Perſia on the W. the R. Coſmin or 
Coſmite, on the E. and the Bengala- Bay, 
and Malabar-Promontory on the S. Be- 
ſides theſe, the Mogol has ſome Domi- 
nions beyond the Ganges, The Cap. 
of his Empire is Agra. 

Indous, another ſort of Indian Pagans, 
ultra Gangem, who are Soldiers and 
great Enemies to the Emians, 

Indulphus, 67th K. of Scotland in 958, 
v ho in the 8th T. of his Reign beat the 
Danes which had invaded him; but pur- 
ſuing them too unadviſcdly, was kid 
by an Arrow from one ot their Ships, 
or as ſome ſay by a- Party. 

Indulgences, or Pardons given by the 
Church of Rome to Penitents, This Cu- 
ſtom was kfſt recommended by the 
Popes Grezry the Great, and Log III. 
as alſo by the Councils of Nice, Ancy'4 
and La»4icea, and fiiſt practis'd by that 
of Clermont, towards ch ſe tliat enga- 
ged in the Creiſade in 1095. The ſame 
was continued by the Councils of La- 
teran, Lims, Vienne, and Conſlance, and 
by Pope Clement VIch who publiſh'd a 
learn'd Decree in its behalf.

Inn cent VIII. (Pope) ſucceeded Six- 
zus II. in 1424. He had been a Ge- 
noſe Nobleman, and was made Bp. of 
Sun, and Cardinal of Meln, by his 
Predeceffor. He could not make the 
Chriſtian Princes unite againſt the 
Turks ; yer got Mony by them, which 
he employ'd againſt the K. of Naples, 
who had refus'd accuſtom'd Trihure, 
and was accus'd of Male-adminiſtrati— 
on.

Domitian had him 
thrown into boiling Oil, whence com- 
ing out unhurt, he was baniſhed to 
Pathmos, where he penn'd his Reva- 
lations, Upon Domitian's Death he 
weiote his Goſpel at Epheſus, A. C. 96. 
St. Jerom makes him of noble Extra- 
ction, and ſays, that he had great In- 
timacy wich the High Pricſt on Ac- 
count of having Sold his Eſtate to 
him. He was the belov'd Diſciple, and 
upon the Apoſtles dividing the World 
into Provaices, had Aſia allotted him 
to preach in. He enter'd not upon 
that Charge till after the Vitgin's 
Death, A. C. 48. whom he had kept 
trom the time of Chriſt's Crucifixion 
at his Houſe, He founded divers 
Churches, but his chief Reſidence was 
at Eh. His Death is not certain; 
ſome fay, it was Natural, others, thar 
he was Martyrd, and a third ſort will 
have him trantlated.

Their Cha- 
racter has been, that they were Bold 
and Strong, able ro undcrgo Fatigue, 
hardy aud careleſs. of Lite, greedy of 
Glory, conſtant in Love, light of Be- 
lief, and implacable in Enmity, They 
are now obſcrv'd to be much better 
Soldiers Abroad than at Home. The 
Wild Iriſh ſtill retain many fantaſti- 
cal Conceirs, but as for the others, 
they are much reformd from what 
they were formerly. They were an- 
cizatly govern'd by Petty Kings, whoſe 
Diſagreements not a little contribu- 
ted to their Reduction. They firſt 
conſented to pay Tribute to Henry Il. 
but the Kings ot England aſſumed on- 
ly the Title of Lords of Ireland, till 
Henry VIII. took upon him the Title 
of King, and had it confirm'd by Par- 
Iiament.

Cen. believ'd to have been the 
firſt Reſtorer of the Pradiſe of the 
Civil Law, after the Invaſion of the 
Roman Empire by the Barbarians, He 
died in 1190. and was buried at By- 
logne, where he had been Law-Profeſ- 
ſor, 

Iroquois, a ſort of Idvlaters of Cana- 
da, in N. America; they are Warlike 
people, and underſtand Firelocks the 
beſt of any of the Americans, They'll 
diſſembe Injuries, but never forgive 
for 3 or 4 Generations. They are ex- 
ceſſire Haughty, and look upon the o- 
ther Indians no better than Brutes, 
They uſe their Priſoners moſt unmer- 
Neifully.

Iſaac Comnenus, an Author of the 
XIII. Cen. who writ a Supplement to 
Homer. Ianc Hazen, a Spaniſh Rabbi, 
who in the XIIIch Cen. compos'd the 
Aſtronomical Tables, cali'd Alphonſing, 
from Alphonſus X. R. of Leon and Ca 
ſlile. Another of this Name, was an 
Arabian Phyſician, Contemporary with 
Averrhoes, who wrote divers Phyſical 
Tracts. | 

Jeu, an Orator of Syria of the CIX, 
Olymp. He came to Athens, and was 
Maſter to Demaſthenes. But only 10 of 
64 of his Orations are now remain- 
ing. 

Iſaiah, one of the greater Pro- 
phets, of the Royal Family, 
the Command of K. Manaſſeh was 
ſaw'd aſunder with a Wooden Saw, 
A. M. 2338. Iſaiah, Stield-bearer to 
Sapor K. of Perfia., who being preſent 
when Sr. Fonas and Barachiſus were 
Mirtyr'd by chat King, writ an Account 
of it, which is ſtill extant. 

Jaura, CClementia) a learn'd and

Arcadius, that he left him Guardian to 
his Son Theodoſius, which Truſt he 
executed by a good Man nam'd Anti- 
ochys. This King favour'd the Chri- 
ſtians, for the Bp. of Meſopotamia's 
having cur'd him of the Megrim, and 
freed his Son of a Poſſeſſion, which diſ- 
ouſted the Magi, and therefore they 
caus'd a ſecret Voice to cry out, that 
he ouzhr to be depos'd. The afore- 
ſaid Bp. diſcovering this Cheat, ſeve- 
ral Magi were put ta Death; how- 
ever, afterwatds this King perſecuted 
the Chriſtians far deitroying a Tem- 
ple, where the Fire was worſhipped. 
He died in 421. JſZegerd II. ſucceed- 
ed his Father Varanes V. in 441, He 
kcigu'd but 17 Years. 

Jenbrandus, marry'd the Empreſs 
Hildezardis's Siſter, by whom he had

Karib ſchach, K. of Kileb, in the Prov.

try with 500 Wenches in his Train, 
barbaroully executed.

Kaſchan, a {ſtrong and well fortified 
C. of Perſia, one of the Principal 
Marts of that Country, for the Indian 
and Europeun Merchants. 

Kaſibermeen, a T. in the Ołæ am Tar- 
tary S. of the Byriſthenes, 2 m. from the 
Black-Sea, It is fortified wich 4 Square 
Forts. It was taken by the AHcovite 
Coſſacks in 1595. and left in their Pot- 
ſcifion ac the Treaty of Carlowitz in 
1699. | 
Kauyfbeurn, or Kaufbaira, a German 
Imperial C. in Swevia, 6 L. from 
Memmingen. It bought its Liberty of 
Conrade II, for 50000 Crowns, and 
embrac'd che reform'd Religion in 
1624. 

Keaulin, K. of the W. Saxons, Son 
to Kenrich, whom he {ſucceeded in 
565. He overthrew the Britains in the 
2 memorable Bartels ot Dereham in

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2 ftetwards at Woden's Mount defeated 
by them, his Army deſtroy'd, and he

Keiſerberg, one of the 10 Cs. de- 
pending on Hauguenaw, raiſed from a 
Village ro a City by Frederick II. it 
yields the beſt Wine in Al/ace. 

Keiſerswart, a well fortified, tho 
mean T. of the Elector of Cologn's Do- 
minions, on the Rhine below Duſſel- 
dvrp. It was Mortgag'd by the Emp. 
Charles IV. to D. Adolphus of Cleves, 
and Sold by his Brother I. Gerard, to 
the Abp. of Cologn in 1359. for 100000 
Horins, and confirm'd to him by D. John 
of Cleves in 1466. Ir is 6 German m. 
N. W, of Cologn, and as much N. of 
Juliers. 

Keith, an ancient Family in Scot- 
land, the Chief of which is Earl Mar.

Dedicated his Hiſtory to him.

Kennedy, the ſurname of the Earls 
of Caſſils, a very ancient and noble 
Family in the W. of Scotland. 

Kennethus I. soth K. of Scotland, 
ſucceeded Aidanus, about An. 505. and 
ird ſcarce one Year. Kennethus II. 
69th K. of Scotland, ſucceeded K. Al- 
A very vali 
ant Prince, who tho' he came to the 
Crown when the Kingdom was at a 
very low Ebb, upon account of the 
victory the Pi&s obrain'd over his Fa- 
ther, who was ſlain in Battel; yet by 
his Bravery and Conduct, he ſufficient- 
ly revenged his Fathers Death, in ſe- 
veral Battels with the Pics, driving em 
out of all their ſtrong Holds, and Do- 
minions; and at laſt exterminated the 
very Race of them out of Scotland. 
He is reckon'd the 3d Founder of the 
Scottiſh Monarchy. He expelled the 
Pifts in the 5th of his Reign, liv'd in 
great Tranquillity and Reputation to 
the 2oth, extreamly belov'd at Home 
for his careful adminſtration of Ju- 
ſtice, and as much fear'd abroad for 
the glory of his Arms. Thus having 
extended his Dominions from the Or- 
cades ro Adrian's Wall, he died An. 
854, Kennethus III. 8oth K. of Scot- 
land, ſucceeded H ulenus. He was a 
great Reformer of the Manners of the 
People, corrupted by the former Reign. 
He faithfully obſervd the League 
which his Predeceſſors had made with 
the Engliſh, but was quickly diſturb'd 
by the Danes, who made an Javaſion 
upon his Kingdom; but he without 
ofs of time having Summon'd the 
Neighbouring Nobility, march'd againſt 
chem with what Force he had, and 
charg d them with great bravery. The 
Latrel was obſtinate and bloody, at 
lenęth the Scots were put to flight, and 
that day had certainly been fatal to 
them, if a certain Countrymau nam d 


Race. 


. Elizabeth's time, the 2d or Strenꝑth, Courage, and Love to their 
j Country, had not tnrn'd the Scale, 


They reproach'd their Countrymen for 
their Cowardiſe, and taking up the 
Yoke, and whar came nexr to Hand, 
endeavour'd to ſtop their flighr, and 
urg'd them to follow their Example. 
Thoſe who rather fled for Company 
than out of Fear, join'd wich them, 
and crying out, that new Supplies 
were come, they turn'd again upon 
their Enemies, and entirely routed 
them. This Victory made Hay the 
ſubjze&> of all Converſation. Ever 
one acknowledg'd that to him, and his 
Sons, they ow'd their Lives, Ho- 
nours, -and Victory. The K. rewarded 
them with great Poſſeſſions, and took 
them into the Rank of Nobility. This 
K. had been reckon'd amongſt the 
beſt of Princes, if he had not poiſon d 
Prince Malcolm, the Son of K. Duffus, 
much eſteem'd for his Vertue, to 
make way for his own Son's Succeſſi- 
on to the Crown. Till that time, 'cwas 
Cuſtomary, to ehuſe him for King, 
who was thought moſt capable of Go- 
verument, provided he were of Fergus's 
He died in the 25th Year of 
his Reign, An. 994. Some ſay he was 
murder'd in an Ambuſh, others by an 
Arrow ſhort out of a Brazen Statue. 
Kennethus, a Pictiſß King, who ha- 
ving rais'd ana Army againft the Scots, 
tled as ſoon as he came in ſight of 
them, and was killd by a Peaſant, 
who did not know him. This haps 
pen'd about the VIII.

Kenſingtin, a T. near London, much

Tis 
water'd by ſeveral Rivers, as beſides, 
the Thames, the Medway, the Stower, 
the Rother, and the Darwent, all a- 
bounding with Fiſh, In Kent, moſt 
part of the Royal Fleet is built and 
laid up, the former at Holwich, and the 
latter at Chatham. This Country was 
rſt conquer'd by F. Cæſar, tho not 
wichout refiſtance, The Saxons like- 
wiſe began the Conqueſt of Britain 
here. The Kentiſbinen have been fa- 
mous for their exploics againſt the 
Danes, When VVilliam the Conque- 
ror had ſubdued the reſt cf the Nati- 
on, he was glad ro compound with 
the People of Kent, and leave them 
their ancient Cuſtoms. Whence the

day. The Chriſtian Religion was firſt 
preach'd here by Auſtin the Monk. 
Antiory the preſent Earl of Kent is 
tlie 11th in Succeſſion of the Family 


of the Greys.

| Horſe-dung and Earth, got into 2 
Tree, and after exhorting the People 
ſprinkled them with it to purifie 2nd 
defend them from all Evils. 

Kerr, or Carr, the ſurname cf 2 
numerous and noble Family in the 8. 
of Scotland, of which are the Eirls of 

Roxborough, Fedborough, Lothian and 
Ancram. There was alſo an ancient 
Family in the W. of Scotland cf the 
ſame, call'd Kerr of Kerſland ; the laſt 
of which having ſuffer'd much in the 
late Reigns, was killed at Stzinbirk 
fighting gallantly under his late Maj-- 
ſty K. William's Standard. He was Mi 
jor in the E. f Angus's Regiment. He 
had a mighty influence over thoſe cal. 
led Cameronians in Scotland, whom he 
brought over to K. William upon the 
Revolution. 

Kerry, a County in Ireland, in the 
Prov. of Munſter, K. Edw, III. made 
it a County Palatine, The Wild Iriſh 
have a Conceit, that whoever of cheir 
Number doth not Whoop at an Oaſet, 
he is of a ſudden ſnatch'd up into rhe 
Air, and tranſported to the Deſart 
Valleys of this Country; where he eats 
Grafs, inſenſible of his Condition, and 
cannot ſpeak ; but ſhall at laſt be ta- 
ken by Huntſmen and brought Home. 

Keſwick, a m. Town in Cumberlant, 
near which there is plenty of Black- 
Lead. Twas once famous for Copper 
Mines. 

Kettering, a m. T. in Athamptonſbire, 
very pleaſantly ſituated upon an aſcent. 
le has a Seſſion-Houſe of the Juſticc; 
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Kerholm, a Prov. of Sweden in Fin- 

lad, whoſe Cap. has the ſame name. 
The City ſtands at the Mouth of the 
river Uoxen. and has a ſtrong Caſtle : 
This Province has belong'd to Sweden 
yer fince 1617. 
: Ki, in the Perſian and Turkiſh 
Tongue*, implies King or Emperor. : A 
certain K. of Perfia, intending to give 
z magnificent Title to the K. of Spain, 
call'd him Ki- Ipania. 

Kab, the name of the Temple of 
Mcha, or rather of che Square Tower 
in the midſt of that Moſque. Tis an 
gabian Word, and is given by rhe 
Tirbs to that part of the Moſque of 
Mecha, towards which they are to turn 
their Faces in Prayer, which it im- 
pies. Thus in the Walls of the 40, 
er of Turky, there is a Niche point- 
in: towards Mecha, to direct the Peo- 
ple which way to turn when they Pray, 
which is alſo term'd Kiblab. 

Kiburg, a C. of Swiſſerland, in the 
Canton of Zurich, which heretofore 
had famous Counts of its own Name, 

Kiel, or Kil, a C. of Germany, in 
the Ddom of Hilſtein, upon the Baltick. 
It has a good Harbour, which makes 
it a place of conſiderable Trade. It 
has alſo a ſtrong Caſtle, and an Uni- 
rerfiry founded in 16868. 

Kienning, a large C. of the Prov. of 
Þhien in China, a Place of good Trade, 
by reaſon of the Ships which paſs 
this way to the Prov. of Chekiang, 
which when they arrive at Pucing are 
unladen, and their Effects carried by 
Porters 3 days Journey to the T. of 
Pinghy, Theſe Porters are to the Num- 
ber of 10000, and have a wonderful 
ſtrength and dexterity. *Tis uſual to 
ſee one of them carry on his Shoul- 
ders a piece of Marble, which we 
ſhould not be able to remove without 
Horſes, Near Pucing, there is a fair 
bridge of Boats, and a Temple dedi- 
cated to Chuvencungus the Interpreter 
of Confucius's Philoſophy. Near rhe 
City of Cunggan is the Mountain D, 


remarkable for its Conven's, and the | 


Rermits, 
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Kilan, a large Semi-Circular Prov, of 
Perſia, upon the Caſpian Sea. It abounds 
more than the reſt with Silk, Rice, To- 
bacco, Oranges, Citrons, Pomezranates, 
and other excellent Fruits. The Inha- 
bitants are plentifnlly furniſh'd, with 
whatſoever may ſerve either for uſe 
or pleaſure, and had formerly a King 
of their own, who was ſubdu'd by 
Shaw. Abbas J. 

Kildare, a pleaſant aud fruitful 
County. in the Prov. of Leinſter in Ire- 
land, Tis noted for its vaſt Plain, 
where an Army of 10000 Men may 
encamp. The Chief T. Kildare is a 
Bp's See, ind gives the Title of Earl 
to one of che ancient Family of the Fitz- 
Gerald's of that County. 

Kilianus, ¶ Cornelius) Native of Bra- 
bant, a famous CorreQor of the Preſs 
to Plantinus, for 50 Years, who wrote 
ſeveral Books, and ſome good Latin 
Verſes, He died vety old in 1607. 

Kilkenry, a C. and County of Ireland, 
in the Province of Leinſter. The City 
is the moſt populous, rich, and beſt- 
rraded Inland place of the whole 
Kingdom. It has a ſtately Caſtle be- 
longing co the D. of Ormond, Crom- 
wel having raken Drogheda, march'd 
againſt Kilkenny, which ſurrendred up- 
on Articles, after eight days Reſiſtance, 
After che Battel at the Boyne, Kilkenny, 
ſubmitted to the D. of Ormond, who 
has another noble Seat within 2 Miles 
of ir, call'd Dunmre- HMouſe. 

Kimboltim, a m. T. in Huntington- 
ſhire, that has a Caſtle belonging to 
the E. of Mancheſter, to whom it gives 
the Title of Baron. 

Kimchi ¶ David ) a famous Rabbi, 
who lived in the XII. Cen. He was 
an excellent Grammartan, and parti- 
cularly valu'd for his Method , and 
neatneſs of Stile. The Modern Fews 
prefer him to all their Grammarians, 
and Chriſtians are nor a little behold- 
ing to him, fince they have generally 
compoſed their Dictionaries and Tran- 
ſlations of the Bible from his Books, 


Kineton, 
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Kineton, a m. T. in Warwickſhire, re- 
markable only for giving the Title of 
Baron to the D. of Leeds. 

Kings, the Title of IV. Books of 
the Old Teſtament, ſo call d, becauſe 
they relate the Hiſtory of the Kings of 
Judah and Iſrael. The whole 4 compre» 
hend about 550 Years, They are 
ſuppos'd to have been written by ſe- 
veral Perſons, part of the firſt k 
by Samuel; the zd by Gad and Na- 
than; Abijah and 1ddo, are thought to 
have been Authors of the 3d; and as to 
the 4th, there are but ſlender Conje- 
ctures about it. 

King of Sacrifices, Lat. Rex Sacroum, 
was a Roman Magiſtrare, who had the 
managing of all things relating to Sacri- 
fices. He was ſer up after the Kings 
were expell d, (becauſe in certain Sa- 
crifices , the King himſelf officiated) 
that there might be one to repreſent 
the Regal Character. However the Ro- 
mans were ſo tender of their Liberty, 
that they gave him no Power, but o- 
ver Religious Matters, and cn there 
the Higb. Prieſt was aboye him. He 
was oblig d to be of a noble Family. , 

Kingſale, a T. and Port of the Coun- 
ry of Cork, in the Prov. of Munſter. 
The E. of Marlborough poſſels'd him- 
ſelf of this Town for K. William, An. 
1690. and next day took the Old Fort 
by Storm, the Triſh Governor and moſt 
of the Officers being flain upon the 
Ramparts, On the 17th following, the 
new Fort ſurrendred upon Terms; the 
Garriſon of abour 1200 - Men march- 
ed wich their Arms and Baggage w 
Lime r ich. 

King's County, a County 
in the Prov. of Munſter.

Kingſton, a Market T. of Surrey, ſitu-

ated on the Thames, famous hereto- 


fore for the Coronation of the Saxo 
Kings, whence it had irs name, being 
before called Moreſord : Tis called 
Kingſton upon Thames, to diſtinguiſh ir 
from Kingfton upon Hull in Yorkſhire, 
which was built by Edw. I. with an 
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Harbour, Cuſtom-houſe and Key, tro 
Pariſh Churches, with Walls, Dirches 
Forts, Blockhouſes, Caſtles ; which 
render it a ſtrong place. It gives the 
Title of Eul to one of the Family of 
Pierpoint, who is at preſent Evglin 
Pierpoint, Earl of Kingſton. 

Kinnatellus, 48th K. of Scotland, ſuc. 
ceeded his Brother Congallus in 569. 
There happen'd nothing remarkable in 
his Reign, but his kind uſage of Aidanut 
who was to ſucceed him, The King 
having, to the ſurprize of all Men, 
made him his Vicegerent, 

Kioſem, Wife of Achmet, Emp. of 
the Turks, Mother of Sultan Ibrahim, 
and Grandmother to Mahomet IV, de- 
pos'd An. 1687. She had the Govern- 
ment in her own Hands, during the 
Minority of Muhomet, and had before 
encourag'd the Conſpiracy of the Ja. 
nizaries, who flew her Son Ibrahim, 
But at length the Mother cf Mahomet 
countermin'd her Policy, and ſer the 


oppaſite party of Spahi's, Baſha*s and 


Bens againſt her. They march'd their 

dcs againſt her Zanizaries, but were 
hinged from fighting by the Chief 
Juſtices of Natolia and Greece, who in- 
terpoſed for an accommodation. The 
Fanizaries growing inſolent upon the 
retreat of the Spahi's, in a ſecret 
Council reſoly'd ro deſtroy their Enc- 
mies, and accordingly ſent Orders to 
che Baſſa of Natolia, to kill their Com- 


mander, which was immediately exe— 


cured, This exaſperated the 2 Queens 
bur the more, in that the one 
{trove to maintain her own Power, 
and the other, that of her Son. Ac 
length Mahomet's Mother getting the 
upper hand, Kioſem was ſeiz d by the 


Grand Vſier, and the Mufti ſentenc'd 


her to Death, repreſenting to the S. 
tan, that *cwas neceſſary for him to 
ſign it, for the peace and quiet of the 
Empire, which he accordingly did, 

upon which ſhe was ſtrangled. 
Kiom, da C. of Poland in the Lower- 
Dulbinia, upon the Boryſthenes, with 4 
ſtrong Caſtle, *Twas formerly great 
| au 
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aud rich, but ſo ruin'd by the Tar- 
tas, who took it in 1615. that little 
remains of its ancient ſplendor. It 
has been ſince in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Coſacks and Muyſcovites. It ſtands near 
the Borders of Muſcouy, Twas yieid» 
ed to the Ruſſians in 1685. and was 
formerly the Sear of the Ryſſtin Em- 
pire. The Palatinare of Kiovia has 
yaſt Caverns under ground, which the 
jnhabitants pretend run 8 Miles in 
length, and in chem the Monuments of 
ſeveral of the old Ruſſian Nobility, 
wich many Bodies ſtill entire, and in 


the Habits they wore when living. 

Kircher, C Conrade ) a Proteſtant of 
Augsburg, who made a Greek Concor- | 
dance of the Old Teſtament, of great 
uſe rowards the underſtanding of the 
Fripture. 

Kircher, ( Athanaſius ) a Feſuit, fa- 
mous Philoſopher, and Mathematician; 
very young, he taught at Wirtsburg in 
Franconia, When Guſtavus Adolphus en- 
er d Germany, he retir'd to France to 
void the Troubles, and from thence 
vent to Rome, where he made many 
karn'd Diſcoveries. 

Kircholm, a Town of Liuonia, near 
which Carolus Guſtuuus of Sweden was 
defeated in 1625, by the King of 
Poland. 

Kirkby, or Kirby-Lonſdale, a Market 
I. in Weſtmorland, large, fait and po- 
pulous. Sir John Lowther of Lowther 
d:ceaſed, was created by the late K. 
William Viſcount Lonſdale, and Lord 
mvy-Seal, He died Fuly 1700. 

Kirkby-Steven; another Marker T. in 
the ame County. Wharton-Hall, the an- 
dient Sear of the Family of the Lord 
Wharton ſtands near it. 

Kirkcaldy, a Sea- Port T. and Bor- 
tough Royal, pleaſantly ſituated upon 
e Banks of the Forth, firetching out 
full Scotch m. along the Sands. It

Kirkman, ¶ John) a famous Author, 
Native of Lubech, who was made Poe- 
try Profeſſor at Roftock in 1502. and 
head Maſter of the Academy of Lu- 
beck in 1613. which he kept to his 
Death in 1643. He wrote ſeveral 
Books, an account of which are to be 
ſcen in Bay le. 

Kirkwall, the chief T. of Orkney, in 
che Ifl. Pomona. It has a good Haven, 
and a conſiderable Trade. There is 
an old Caſtle, which was formerly ve- 
ry ſtrong; The Walls are ſo thick, 
that large Chambers are built in them. 
Near it is a ſtately Palace built by Ro- 
beyt Kid, Bp. there in Q. Marys time; 
and not far off another noble Stru- 
cture built by Patrick Stuart, Earl of 
Orkney, but unfiniſh'd. Both Houſes 
have very pleaſant Gardens, It has

Knaresborough, a Market T. in Tork- 
ire. It ſends two Members to Parlia- 
menr, has a Caftle upon a Reck, and a 
Well, which 'tis ſaid, petrifies Wocd, 
The preſent Members are Robert By- 
a Eſq; and Chriſtopher Stockdale 
Eſq, 
Tube, a German word, ſignify ing a 
Servant, and formerly applied to Sol- 
diers, in French Chevalier, or Horſeman, 
the tame with the Latin Eques ; in the 
Common Law of England, tis Miles. 
Knights Batchelors, in Latin, Equites 
Aurati, or Milites, commonly receive 
that Honour from ſome perſonal Me- 
rit, and therefore it doth nor deſcend. 
Knights Bannerets, who were of old 
much eſteem'd in England, are grown 
out of uſe. Knights of the Bath, were 
firſt created by Hen, IV. They are 
now never made but ar Coronations, 
or the Creation of a P. of Wales ; they 
wear a Scarlet Kibbon, Belt-wife.

Knight, a Mil. Order. The Romans 
conferr'd this Honour upon none un- 
der the Ape of 16. In the rime of the 
Saxons, Knights were ſometimes made 
by Bps. Abbors, and Prieſts. Former. 
ly none but Soldiers were made Ent. 
The firſt Tradeſman or Citizen that 
was Knighted, was Sir William Wal- 
worth, Ld. Mayor of London, in Rich, 
II. time, for ſuppreffing the Rebellion 
of Wat Tyler, and killing him with his 
own hand, 

Knodoe, a Hill in Galloway in Je- 
land, remarkable for the E. of Kii. 
dare's, gaining a great Victory over Re- 
bels in 1516. 

Knot, ( Edward) Native of Northums 
berland, a Jeſuit, who died at Linden 
in 1656. He was Author of divers 
Treatiſes.

Knox, ¶ John) born at Gifford in Scl. 
land, An. 1505. He was the principal Re- 
former of the Church of Stn. He 
would not accept of a Bprick from 
Edw, VI. becauſe againſt his Principles. 
After K. Edward's Death, he retird 
ro Geneva, and was choſen Miniſter of 
the Engliſh Congregation at Frankfort, 
whence he wrote his Admonition t 
England, He was accus d of phi 
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fm againſt the Emperor, his Son Phi. 


lip, and the Queen of England by his 
Adverſaries, upon which, the Magi- 
ſtrates, having a great reſpect tor him, 
adyiszd him to return from thence, 
elſe if che Emperor ſhould demand 
him, they muſt give him up; fo he 
return'd to Geneva in 1555. About 
this time, he writ his firſt Blaſt of the 
Trumpet againſt the Government of Wo- 
men, occafion'd by the Cruelty of Mary 
O. of England, and Mary Q. Regent of 
Scotland. After this, ſollicited by the 
Nobilicy, he return'd Home, and was 
fx'd in che Miniſtry at Edinburgh. He 
was naturally of a fervent Temper, 
and a moſt powerful Preacher. Few 
of his Sermcns were printed, tho' he 
was Learn'd and Eloquent. He was 
noted for ſeveral Predictions, which 
were obſery'd to come to pals. Like 
other great Men, he wanted not his 
Enemies and Detracters, who ſought 
his ruin for differing wich them about 
the Power of Kings, and Church Go- 
rrenmenr, The Providence of God 
zu remarkable, in ſaving him alſo 
from the attempts of his Enemies, 
Many blam'd him as too rigid and 
vere; bur he hated their Sins, not 
lieir Perſons. He died in the 67th 
Tear of his Age, and was atrended to 
lie Grave by the E. of Morton, aſter- 
murds Regent, and Perſons of all 
hunks, When he was laid in his 
aye, the Earl ſaid, Here lies ene, who 
ever fear'd the Face of Man; was often 
earned with Dagg and Dagger, and 
tt has ended his days in Peace and 
our. Beza calls him, the Apoſtle 
i the Scots, and Great Mr. Knox. He 
ore the Hiſtory of the Church of 
Kitland, 

Knuzen, (Mathew) Founder of the 
Ki of the Conjcientiaries, who main- 
md there was no other God bur 
ilcience, This Sect began in 1673. 
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Komare, Komore, Lat, Comorra, A 
ſtrong T. in the Lower. Hungary. It 
became the Buſwark of Chriſtendom d- 
gainſt the Turks, after the taking of 
Gran in 1542. In 1591. after Raab 
was taken, Sinan Baſſz beſieg'd this T. 
with a great force, but without Suc- 
ceſs, He ſending five Turks ro cor- 
rupt the Governor, Baron Braon cut 
eff four of their Heads, and ſent the 
fifch back to acquaint the Baſſu with 
their Doom, and that there were no 
Traitors to be bought. 

Koningsberg, the chief C. of Ducal 
Pruſſia, belonging to the Elector of 
Brandenburg, Crown'd K. of Pruſſia in 
this City An. 1700. Its a Hans-T. large 
and fair. Tis alſo renown'd for its 
Trade. 

Fornmannus, (Henry ) a German Law. 
yer of the XVII. Cen. He was Au- 
thcr of divers curious Treatiſes, of 


which there are many Editions, 

Rot ter, (Chriſtopher) a Tanner of the 
City Sprotaw in Lower Sileſia, He 
was a Proteſtant, and pretended to ma- 
ny Revelations communicated to him 
by an Angel. He died in 1647. Se- 
veral Proteſtants have writ againſt 
cheſe things as Deluſions. 

Krantz, (Albert) Dr. of Law and Di- 

vinity, and Dean of the Church of 
Hamburg, He liv'd ia the XV. and 
XVI. Cent. He was a Man of great 
Picty and Learning. He wrict ſcveral 
Books, 

Kuhlman, (Quirinus) a Viſionary of 
the XVII. Cen. Of whom Bayle fays 
a great deal, but which I muſt o- 
mit. 

Kyrgeſſs, a Clan of Tartars on the 
W. fide cf Mount Imaus. of Aſia, who 
hang their dead Friends upon Trees, 
ro be devourd by the Birds of the 
Air. This Nation lives on the Fro- 
zen Occan. 
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1* B AC H, Cip. of Carniola, a neat 
Town with a ſtrong Caſtle, fa- 
mous for wichſtanding a conſiderable 
Siege. 

Labarim, or Laborum, a Standard 
us'd by the Romans, ſince Conftantine's 
time. The O:ficer who bore it, was 
call'd Prepoſitis Labari, Twas call'd 
Labarum, or Laborum quaſi laborum vos, 
i. e. Terminus, alluding to the deli ve- 
rance of the Church by Conſtantine, 
from the Perſecutions it groan'd un- 
der. 

Labbe, (Philip) a Jeſuite of Bunges 
ja France, well vers'd in the Polite 

earning, and a laborious Writer. 

Labe, (Liniſa) a learn'd Courteſan 
cf Lymms, who writ ſeveral Rooks. 

Labeo, ( Aﬀins or Attics) a Latin 
Poet, who pretended to tranſlate Vo. 
mer, but did it fo ill, that it made 
him ridiculous, and Perſius lafh'd him 
for his Scribble. 

Laberius, (Decimus) a Farce- Peet of 
7. Caeſar's time, who tho' a Knight, 
Ceſar made to Act himſelf. He was 
not ſo diſpiſed by HWrace as ſome 
unagine. 

L abjerus, (Titus) a Hiſtorian and O- 
rator of Auguſtus's time. He is not the 
ſame, whom Cefar ſent into Gaul, 
and afterwards embracing Pompey's 
fide, was ſlaia in Africk, There was 
alſo ancrher of the ſame name, who 
join'd wich Brutus and Caſſius, and 
was ſent to Orodes K. of Parthia for 
Succours, whoſe Troops he command- 
ed azainſt the Remans, with Succeſs 
in ſevera} Occafions; ar laſt he was 
defeared by Ventidizs, and taken by 
Demetrius Caeſar's Freeman.

wife, To make Vice odious to them, 
they ſer their Slaves before them, 
made drunk on pupoſe, that by ſee- 
ing their loathlom Fooleries, they 
micht ſhun all intemperance. They 
were frequently put in mind of the 
Honours due t2 Magiſtrates, and all 
old Men, and the Exerciſe of Horſe- 
manſhip, was recommended to them, 
They were taught to ſpeak in few 
words, and to excell in quick Replies 
and Apothegms. They doated ſo much 
on Liberty, that to gain their point, 
they were willing to undergo the hard- 
eft Labours, and be expos'd to the 
worſt of Dangers. Their Wats with 
the Meſſenians under the Conduct of 
rtæus the Poet, and their Courage in 
fghting Xerxes wich a handful of Men 
at Thermopyle, and their War with the 
Athenians, which laſted 27 Years are fa- 
mous in Hiſtory. 'Tis ſaid, that in a Battel 
with the Arcadians, the Lacedamonians 
ſlew ren Thouſand of them, without 
the loſs of one Man. At laſt their 
City was taken by Philopemen, who a- 
brogated the Laws of Lycurgus, and 
pul'd down the Walls, by which means 
the City became Subject to the Ro- 
mans, The City of Lacedemon is ſaid 
to have been builr in the days of the 
Patriarch Jacob, by which account, tis 
a'moſt a Thouſand Years older than 
Rome. No Nation in the World ever 
flouriſh'd ſo many Ages as this in Mi- 
firary glory. It has been of late 
Years poſſeſs'd by the Turks, and ar 
this day by the Venetians (who are 
Maſters of all Morea) and call'd Miſi- 
tra. It has ſeveral remarkable Anti- 
quities ſtill left. 

Lache ſis, one of the 3 Deſtinies, that

He was reputed one of the moſt 
Eloquent Men of his time, and there- 
fore call'd the Chriſtian Cicero. His 
Theological and Hiſtorical Errors are 
taken notice of by ſeveral Writers, 
both Proteſtants and Papiſts. He died 
in a mean Condition. He writ his 
Books of Inſtitutions, and ſeveral o- 
ther Pieces in Proſe and Verſe. 

Ladiſlaus, the name of 6 Kings of 
Hungary, and as many cf Poland. 

Ladiſlaus IV. of Hungary, was alſo 
K. of Poland. He got many fignal 
Victories over the Turks, John Hun- 
niades being his General. At length 
Amur ath's Affairs calling him into Aſia, 
he made Peace with Ladiſluus. The 
Chriſtian Princes be ing ſurpriz'd at this 
Treaty, who were preparing to join 
their Forces with the K. of Aungary, 
to break the Turkiſh Empire, defir'd 
the Pope to ſend a Cardinal to break 
the Peace and to abſolve Zadiſlaus 
from his Oath, which was done; bur 
Ladiſlaus paid dear for his compliance 


na, Nov. 11. 1444. where he was ſlain 
in the flower of his Youth. All Eu- 
rope lamented his Death, and Hungar 
to this day, as having been the cauſe 
not only of the Ruin of that Kingdom, 
but likewiſe of the Grecian Empire. 
Ladiſlaus, K. of Naples, who ſucceed- 
ed his Father Charles de Duras. He 
was Valiant, Generous and Liberal, but 
his many Vices eclips'd all his good 
Qualities. He was poiſond by a Phy- 
cian's Daughter of Perugia, of whom he 
was extreamly enamour'd, her Father 
having been gain'd to perſwade his 
Daughter to give him a deadly

After the Death 
ot Wenceſl1us K. of Bohemia, who had 
been choſen K. of Poland in his place, 
they choſe him again, (which is a ſtrange 
Inſtance) and he govern'd very wiſe- 
ly, ealarg'd his Kingdom, and wa: 
dreadful to his Foes. He was repured 
the wiſeſt Prince of his time. He left 
behind him Cafrmir the Great, and a 
Daughter nam'd Elizabeth, Wite of 
Charles R. of Hungary. 

Ladifl 1us-Sigiſmnnd VI. Son of Si. 
giſmund III. K. of Sweden, and after- 
wards of Poland, was alſo a very Vali- 
ant Prince. Bef re he came to the 
Crown of Poland, he had in fſevera! 
Barrels killld 150000 Turks. He was 


a vertuous Prince, well skilPd in Lan- 


guages, and a great lover of Juſtice. 
After he came to the Crown, he de- 
feated the Muſcovites, and made a grent 
flauzhter of the Turks, He died in 
1648. aged 53. | 

Ladoga, a vaſt Lake, between Kex-

He 
was a Man of Courage and Coudutt, 
In 1162. after the Reſtauration, he 
was tried at the inſtance of the H. of 
Commons, and being Caſt, received 
Sentence of Death, but his Execution 
was retpired, and he impriſon'd for 
Life, in which Condition he died al- 
moſt. 30 Years after. 

Lambeth, a T. in Surrey upon the 
Thames, over againſt Weſtminſter, re- 
markable for the Refidence of the 
Abp. of Canterbury, who has a fine Pa- 
lice there, Canutus, the laſt Daniſh

Lambinus, (Dionyſus ) a writer of 
great Reputation, at Montrevil in Pi- 
cardy, He writ Commentaries upon 
Plautus, Lucretius, Cicero and Horace,

Lamps, (Sepulchral ) were ſuch as 
the Ancients ſhur up in the Tombs of 
their Friends, that burnt continually, 
being fed with an Oil that did nor 
waſte. One of theſe Lamps in the 
Papacy of Paul III. was found in the 
Tomb of Tullia Cicero's Daughrer, 
which had been ſhur up 1550 Years, 


Lampſaco, a famcus C. of Myſia, in | 


the Aſia: Minor. Ic ſtands at the en- 
trance of Propontis over againſt Gallipoli, 
nor far from the new Pardanel's. 
The Turks call it Lepſeck, *Tis an Abps 
See. 

Lampugnani, ( Ferom) a Milaneze 
Lawyer, who was famous for writing 
ſeveral Books. He died in 1644. 

Lancaſhire, a large Maritime County 
in the N. W. parts of England. The

Landrecy, a C. in Hainault, ſmall but 
well fortified. By the Pyrenean Trea- 
ty in 1659. cwas left to the French. 
Charles V. befieg'd it for 6 Months with 
$0000 Men, but could not take it. 

Landshrom, a ſmall C. in the Prov. 
of Scania in Sweden, near which Chri- 
ian V. RK. of Denmark receiv'd a great 
overthrow from Charles X. Ring of 
Sweden, 

Lanfrancus, an Italian. He was firſt 
a Benedictin Friar, afterwards Abbor of 
Caen, and laſtly, Abp. of Canterbury, 
de was a pubſick-ſpirited Man, and 
lid in great cſteem with the Kings 
and Popes of his time. He was Abp. 
19 Years, and died Au. 1029, 

Langarus, K. (f the Agriani, An, Rom. 
$20, He was an Ally of Alexander 
the Great, and on that account offer'd 
to engage the Artariates. Alexander 
cepted his proffer, and promis'd him 
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his Siſter Cynna in Marriage. Langarus 
pertorm'd what he undertook, bur 
ſoon afrer died, 

Langdale, C Marmaduke Lord) Baron 
of Holm. A gallant Officer, who did 
K. Charles I. great Service againſt the 
Rebels. 

Langius, (Cbarles_) Canon at Teige 
in the XVI. Cen. He was a learned 
Author, and an excellent Floriſt, ha- 
ving a Collection of choice Plants. He 
died in 1574. 

Langius, ( Joſeph) a German Mathe- 
matician, and Greek Profeſſor of che 
XVII. Cen. He was Author of divers 
Tracts. 

Langle, ¶ John Maximilian de) a 
leary'd Divine who wrote ſeveral Trea- 
tiſes, one of which was a Defence of 
K. Charles I. 
Langres, an ancient C. in Champagne. 
'Tis a Bps See, whoſe Bp. is one cf 
che 12 Peers of France, and a Duke, 
Conſtantine the Great rcuted the Ger- 
mans twice near this Place, and in 
one of the Battels flew 6c000 of 
them. 

Lang zee, a large Lake in the Mila- 
neze, about 56 Miles long, and 6 broad. 
Two Iſlands cal'd the Barromean Illes 
belong to ir, which are ſaid ro be 
the lovelieſt ſpots of Ground in the 
World. In one cf them there is a 
noble Palace. 

Languedoc, a large Prov. of Fance, 
tis reputed to be one of the fineit 
and moſt fruitful Provinces of France. 
The People here are of a very Active, 
pregnant Temper , ſeme of which 
have been very great Men. Tolowſe is 
its Capital City. The famous Canal 
here, made for a Communication be- 
eween the Ocean and Mediterranean - 
Sea, begun in 16665, was not finiſh'd 
till 1681. 

Languet, ( Hubert) a karn'd Burgun- 
dian, contemporary wich Melan&hon, 
whom he conversd wich: He wrote 
ſeveral good Books. | 
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Lansbergius, Philip) a Mathemati- | 
cian of the XVII. Cen. who left di- 
vers Treatiſes on that Science. 

Lanthu, the name of a Religious 
SeR in Tonquin near China, ſo nam'd 
from its Founder a Chineſe, one of 
the moſt famous Magicians in the Ea- 
ſtern parts. He got abundance of Di- 
ſciples, who perſwaded the People, 
that he was miraculouſly Born, that 
he lay 70 Years in his Mother's 
Womb, and that his Mother conceiv'd 


him without lofing her Virginity. 


Lav, or Laos, a Kdom of the Indies. 
*Tis water'd by the great River Lao, 
which being divided into ſeveral 
Channels, makes the Country very 
fruitful. This River never overflows 
by reafon of it's high Banks. This 
Country breeds large Elephants and 
Unicorns, The Climate is temperate 
and healthful. *Tis nſual to ſee old 
Men here of 100 or 120, as luſty and 
ſtrong, as if they were but 5o. The 
Capital City where the King refides is 
call'd Langione. The Palace it ſelf is as 
large as a Common City ; the Buildings 
are very ſumptuous, embelliſhed with 
admirable carvd Work, and exquiſite- 
ly Guilt. This Kingdom is ſo popu- 
lous, that in a General Muſter there 
were found $00000 able ro bear 
Arms, but undiſciplin'd. They have 
got great skill in Poiſons, which in 
Caſe of Invafions they throw into 
their Rivers, to deſtroy their Enemies. 
The People are ingenious, tractable 
and ſincere, They make four Meals 
2 day. Their common food is Rice, 
Fiſh, rhe fleſh of Buffalo's, and ſeveral 
ſ:rts of Pulſe. They ſeldom eat any 
Fowl, when they do they Roaſt them 
in their Feathers. They are very 
negligent of the Study of Arts and 
Sciences. As to their Religion, they 
are Idolaters and very Superſtitious. 
They believe the Tranſmigration of 
Souls, and hold ſome other extrava. 
gant Opinions according to the Do- 
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Magicians, and live in Convents, but 
may leave them when they pleaſe to 
Marry. The K. ſhews himſelf to hi; 
People twice a Year, and ſeldom ſtir: 
out of his Palace, except it be to gd 
to ſome Idol Temple, and then he 
goes in very great State. There are 
8 Principal places of Command, the 
Chief of which, is that of the Vice. 
Roy General, under whom there are 
7 other Vice-Roys, who are Governors 
of the 7 Provinces of the Kingdom, 
Theſe are always near the King and 
of his Conncil, and ſend Deputies to 
Act under them in the Provinces, 
The Kings of Lao have ſeveral Kings 
Tributary to them, whereas themſelves 
pay Tribute to none. 

Laocoon, Son of Priam and Hecuba and 
Apollo's Prieft. He diſſwaded the To- 
jans from taking the Wooden orſe 
into their City, which the Greeks pte. 
tended to dedicate to Pallas. 

Laodamia, Acaſtus's Daughter, 'Tis 
ſaid of her, that being extreamly af- 
flicted for the Death of her Husbind 
Prote ſilaus, whom Hector kill'd, ſhe de- 
ſir d to fee his Ghoſt, at the fight of 
which ſhe died. 

Laodice, Mother of Seleucus, one of 
Alexander's Captains, and K. of Syria 
after his Death. Tis ſaid that nine 
Months before the Birth of Se. 
leucus, ſhe dream'd Apollo was in Bed 
wich her, and gave her a Ring wich 
an Anchor engrav'd upon it, com- 
manding her to give it to the Son ſhe 
ſhould bring forth; and the next Morn- 
ing ſhe eQually found ſuch a Ring 
in her Bed; and when the Child was 
born, it had the ſame Mark on the 
Thigh. When Seleucus went into the 


| Service of Alexander, ſhe gave him this 


Ring, and when he came to be K. ©! 
Syria, he built the City of Laodicea iu 
honour of his Mother. i 
Laodicea, an ancient City of Phryzia, 
now calld by the Turks, Eskibiſſu, 
built by Autiochus the Father of Se.

There is another Laodicea, 
a City of Syria, built by Seleucus, Son 
of Antiochus, in memory of his Mo- 
ther Loadice, There is alſo another 
of the ſame name in Media, ſuppos'd 
to be chat mention d by St. Paul; tho 
others take it for that of Phrygia. 

Laomedon, R. of Troy, ſucceeded 
his Father Ius, An. Mun. 2794. 
He built the Walls of Troy out of the 
Treaſury that was conſecrated to 4 
% and Neptune, whence came the 
Fable that theſe God; built thoſe 
Walls for him, and when he retus'd 
to pay them what he had bargain'd for, 
Apollo ſent a Plague into the City, and 
Neptune an Inundation. 

Laon, a ſtrong City of Picardy in 
France, whoſe Bp. is one of the 12 
Pecrs of France. und a Duke. 

Lapithe, a People of Theſſaly, who 
were the firſt that ram'd Horſes. 

Lapland, the moſt Northern part of 
Scandinavia ; tis divided into 3 parts, 
the Ruſſian Lapland, the Norvegian, and 
the Swediſh. The Norvegian, otherwiſe 
call'd Finmark, belongs to the K. of 
Denmarb, The Laplanders have three 
Months in the Winter all Night, and 
3 many Months all Day. The cold is 
intolerable in Winter, and the heat 
in Summer. The Country is extream- 
ly incommoded with Snow and Winds, 
and is full of Rocks and Mountains of 
prodigious height. Here is a vaſt 
Number of wild Beaſts, wild Fow!l, 
and Fiſh, Their Trade 1s chietly in 
Kins and Furs. There is abundance 
of whitiſh Wolves and Bears, which 
make great ſpoil in the Country; where- 
fore, there is no greater honour a- 
mong the Peopfe here, than to have 
kill'd a Bear. Bevers, Otters and black- 
Fixes, whoſe Fur 1s highly valu'd, are | 
in great ſtore here. Martins and Squir- 
rels in great numbers are found in 
the Forreſts. Sables abound here too, 
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Ermines, which are a fort of white 
Weezels, that have a ſtroak of black 
Fur 1n their Tails. The Beaſts of moſt 
uſe to the Laplanders are the Rennes, 
or Kangifers, which are much like 
Red Deer, but taller and ſtronger. 
They are naturally very wild, but the 
People have found a Way to tame 
chem, and make uſe of them to draw 
their Sledges. Theſe Beaſts will carry 
them over the Snow 100 Miles in 12 
Hours time. They alſo ear them, and 
make Cheeſe of their Milk. Lapland 
being a Country full of Lakes, Marſhes, 
Forreſts and Mountains, accordingly 1t 
abounds with ail forts of Wild and 
Water Fowl, No Country is more 
plentiful in Fiſh, eſpecially in Salmons. 
The Lakes furniſh a vaſt quantity of 
Pikes, ſome of a larger ſize than a 
Man. They have Bremes of an Ell 
long, of a moſt delicious raft; and 
Perches of an incredible bigneſs and 
length. They have no Fruit Trees in 
their Country, nor Forreſt Trees, but 
ſuch as are able to reſiſt the cold, as 
Pines, Firs, Junipers, Birch, Poplars, 
Alders, ce. They have ſome Mines 
of Silver, Lead, Copper, Iron and 
precious Stones, but very dark, want- 
iag much of the luſtre of the Orien- 
tal Gems, On the Banks of their 
Lakes and Rivers, there are Scones 
found repreſenting certain Animals, 
which they value, and Worſhip for 
Deities. The ſtature of the Men is 
not above 3 Cubirs, and they are for 
the moſt part deform'd and crook'd. 

Their Women are more Comely, ha- 
ving à natural red in their Faces mix'd 

with white, which looks very pretty. 

The Hair and Beards of the Men are 

very black, aud their ſtrength and 

agility far beyond that of other Men, 

but they are very cowardly, revenge- 

ful, great Cheats and Liars. They 

cannot live out cf their own Country; 

it any of them leave it at any time, 

they fall ſick. Many of them at pre- 

ſent Profeſs the Chriſtian Religion, and 


ſeveral Churches were built there in 


Whoſe Skins are of great Value, and | 
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the laſt Cen. and a publick School e- 
rected in the T. of Pitha, to inſtruct 
their Children in Religion, in Read- 
ing and Writing. The K. of Sweden 
has founded another College at Lik- 
ſala in the Prov. of Uma. Yet not- 
wichſtanding all this Care, they con- 
tinue for the moſt part obſt inate in 
their old Idolatry and Magical Super- 
ſtitions. They divide their Days into 
Black and White, that is Fortunate or 
Unfortunate. Beſides the Worſhip of 
the true God, they adore ſeveral o- 
cher Deities. They have a peculiar 
Veneration for the Souls of the Dead, 
and for certain Demons or Spirits, 
which they ſay frequent the Woods 
and Lakes, The ancient Inhabitants of 
this > og did wonderful things by 
ey are very dextrous Hun- 
rers, and grear Marks-men. They have 
a way of running over the Snow with 
mighty ſwiftneſt, by tying certain thin 
boards to their Feet. The Laplanders 
for the moſt part live 100 Years and 
upwards, and uſually dye more of 
extream old Age than any Sickneſs. 

Lar, a City and ſmall Kdom in Fer- 
ſia near Ormus, and the Perſian Gulph 
in the confines of Caramania : Shaw, 
Abbas I. annex'd it to his Domi- 
nions towards the end of the laſt Cen. 
having conquer'd the Guebres who 
were then Maſters of ir, and had a 
King of their own, who was call'd K. of 
Lar; the laſt of which with all his 
Family was flain by the Perſians, the 
better to ſecure the Kingdom, 'Tis a very 
barren Soil, being no River or Rivulet 
within 100 Miles of the City Lar. The 
Inhabitants, who are for the moſt part 
Jews, are forc'd to uſe Ciſtern Wa- 
rer, which is very ſubje& ro Corrup- 
tion. They have excellent Silk Ma- 
nufactures here. It has a Caſtle of ſo- 
lid Stone, well provided with Canon, 
brought hither from Ormus. 

Lara, or Laranda, one of the Ni- 
zades, on whom Afercyyy is ſaid to 
have begot the Houſhoid Gods called 
Tæres. 
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Lara, a noble Family in Spain, fo 

cal'd from a City of that Name in 
Caſtile, remarkable upon account of 
the 7 Children of Lara, the Sons of 
Gonzalo Guſtos, deſcended from the 
Earls of Caſtile, and Donna Sancha Si. 
ſter of Ruy Velaſquex Lord of Bylaren. 
They were all 7 killed in a private 
Quarrel occafion'd by a Wedding of 2 
Relations; but their Deaths were ſuf. 
ficiently reveng'd. 
Laredo, a Sea Port of Spain in the 
Prov, of Biſcay with a large Harbour, 
The Emperor Charles V. landed here 
when he reſign'd che Empire, and as 
ſoon as he came aſhore, fell down up- 
on the Earth to expreſs his Mortiti- 
cation. His Fleet was almoſt ar the 
ſame time wrack'd in the Harbour, 

Lares, the Houſhold-Gods of the 
Romans, aud ſon. e other Heathen Na- 
tions, whoſe Images they kepr in their 
Houſes, and offer'd Wine and Incenfe 
ro them. They were divided into 
publick and private, rhe publick were 
ſuppos'd to be Protectors of Cities, 
People and Highways, as the private 
were of particular Families. 

Larignum, a Caſtle near the Alps, 
which being beſieg d by J. Ceſar, and 
refuſing to yield, he made his Soldiers 
fire a Wooden Tower, which tho' it 
ar firſt took hold, yet it at lenzth to 
their ſurprize went out of it ſelf, and 
the Tower ſuſtain'd no prejudice. At 
laſt the Garriſon was ſtarvd to 4 
Surrender, and Ceſar asking why the 
Tower receiv'd no damage, they cold 
him twas built of a Wood call'd Is. 
rix, common in that Country, Which 
ic ſeems was iucombuftible.

The Pave- 
ment 13 all of Marble, and the Rocf 
ſupported by 4 rows of Pillars, the 
whole gilt and carv'd with great Sump- 
ruouſnets and Art. The Church was 
fuſt built by Conſtantine the Great, 
who allow'd a conſiderable Revenue 
cowards maintaining Lamps and Ser- 
vants for it. The Lateran Palzce join- 
ing to it, was built by Sixtus V. Five 
General Councils have been held here. 
The Firſt was celebrated by Calixtus 
II. An. 1122, Twas principaliy called 
againſt the Emperor Henry v. bout 
Inveſticures to Benefices, and was com- 
pos'd of 300 Bps. It has 22 Canons. 
The 2d was conven'd by Pope Innocent 
II. againſt che Anti-Pope Anacletus II. 
and Arnold of Breſcia, at which near 
1000 Prelares aſſiſted. Ir contains 30 
Canons, The 3d General Lateran 
Council was held by Pope Alexander 
III. aſſiſted by 300 Bps. Ir contains 
27 Canons. The qth is cal''d the 
| Great Council, becauſe of the vaſt num- 
ber cf Prelates tbat aſſiſted at ir, 'twas 
conven'd by Pope Innocent III. The 
Patriarchs of Conſtantinople and Feru- 
ſalem were there in Perſon, and thoſe 
of Alexandria and Antioch by their 
Deputies. Beſides them, 71 Abps. 340. 
Bps. and above 800 Abbors or Priors, 
befides the Ambaſſadors of moſt So- 
vereign Princes. Ic contains 70 Chap- 
rers, The 5th General Lateran Coun— 
cil began under Julius II. and did not 
end till 5 Years after, under Les Xth.

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Latimer, ( Hugh) an excellent Divine, 
Bp. of Wincheſter, in K. Edward VIth's 
Reign, aud condemn'd ro be burnt 
wich Bp. Ridley, by Q. Mary, which 
Sentence was executed in 1555. La- 
timer was then 80 Years old. 

Latin, was firſt us d in publick Wor- 
ſnip among thoſe who did not un- 
derſtand it in the VII. Cen. Pope 
Gregory and his Succeſſors ſtriving 
with the urmoſt application to diffuſe 
the Roman Offices _ the Weſtern 
Churches, tho* many of the Monks 
themſelves did not underſtand ir. The 
Scots and other Britiſh Chriſtians re- 
fus'd the Roman Service in this Age. 

Latinus I. K. of the Lat ins or Abo- 
rigines in Italy, was Son of Faunus. 
He firſt oppos'd Aneas's Deſcent, but 
afcerwards made Peace with him. - 
neas having killed Turnus K. of the 
Rituli, marcied Lavinia, Latinus's only 
Daughter. The ſecond R. of this name 
reign'd 51 Years.

Valerian inraged at the diſappoint- 
ment, order'd his Skin to be torn to 
pieces with Iron-Scourges, then himſelf 
to be fer on a Wooden-Horſe,and have 
all his Limbs diſlocated; and laſt of 
all to be roaſted upon a Gridiron with 
a ſlow fire under it. St. Laurence en- 
dur'd all with ſo much Conſtancy, as 
aſtoniſn'd the Tyrant, and fo chear- 
fully refign'd his Soul to God, An. 261.

Lewis VII. the Tounger, and the Pi 
ous, born in 1120. crown'd in 1131, 
took Poſſeſſion of Grienne and Poiflon 
in 1137. in Right of his Wife Eleanor, 
and there heard of his Father Lewis 
the Groſs's Death. He ſided with Jeſ- 


frey Plantagenet againſt K. Stephen of 


England about Nrmandy, Having in 
his Ravage of Campagre burnt 1300 
People in a Church, as an Attone- 
ment he took a Voyage to the Holy- 
Lend, at the Inſtance of St. Bernard; he 
join'd Conrade Emp. and their 2 power. 
ful Armies were ruin'd in a year by 
the Treachery of the Greeks ; whence 
returning to France, he put off his 
Wife, but ſurrendered the Dukedoms 
of Gaieme and Poitou, which by her 
Marriage with Henry II, of England 
came to that Crowp, and gave riſe to 
the long and often repeated Wars be- 
twixt France and England in 1179. He 
crown'd his Son Philip at Rheims, and 
dicd in 1180. at Paris. 

Lewis VIII. for his Valour call'd the 
Lion, born in 1187. follow'd his 
Father Philip to the Wars of Flanders, 
where being left he burnt Conrtray ; 
and was thence ſent againſt the K. of 
England into Poictou. Then he took from 
the Albigenſes Languedoc: He was call'd 
over by the Engliſh Barons againſt K.

by the Count of Flanders, and (ſup- 
poſed poiſon d) he died ſuddenly the 
firſt year of his Reign at the Caſtle 
of Vincennes in 1316, 28 y. old. 
Lewis XI. born at Brurges in 1423. 
He made himſelf in 1340. head of 
the Le Pragnerie, a Faction againſt his 
Father, but was ſoon reconciled to 
him. He rais'd the Siege of Dieb in 
1442. and routed 6000 Swiſs at B ]; 
he retir'd to Burgundy for fear of his 
Father's Forces on his turning againſt

He 
leſſen d the Taxes, and miniſtred Ju- 
ſtice univerſally, and his Foes confeſ- 
fed his Goodneſs, He recover'd Mi- 
lan from Lewis Sforza in a Fortnight; 
which revolting, he rerook with Sfore 
xa, who dy'd Prifoner in France; he 
enter'd into League with Ferdi- 
nand of Arragon, gave Frederick the D. 
of Anjou, having diſpoſſed him of Na- 
ples, which France and Spain divided, 
the laſt had Puglia and Calabria, the 
firſt the reſt, bur theſe were driven 
our of all by the Spaniards; With 
whom making Peace in 1505. he cha- 
ſtiſed the Gemeſe ; defeated the Vene- 
tians at the Bartel of Aignadel in 1509. 
rook Cremona, Padua, &c. inveſted by 
the Emp. in the Ddom of Milan in 
1510. His great Power gave Umbrage 
to the Pope, who 1 raifed 
many Enemies to him, as the Venee« 
tians, Emperor, Switzs, at once; ther 
the Spaniards, Gemeſe and Engliſh ; out 
of all which difficulties Lewis extrica- 
red himſelf, by making Peace with the 
Spaniard, and marrving Mary of Eng- 
land, as za Wife, Daughter to Henry 
VII.

He compleated his 
Studies at B Hhemia, and tau hit Philo. 
ſophy at Riſa, where he writ a Bock, 
De ortu Anime Humanæ, was invited to 
Padua for his Learning, and taught 
there ti!

Lucius Verus, or Lucius Cejonius - 
lius, Commodus, Verus Antoninus, having 
married Lucila, Marcus Aurelius's 
Daughter, was made Co-partner of the 
Empire, while he lay loſt in Volupru- 
ouſneſs at Laodicæa and Antioch, his 
Generals beat the Parthians, and be- 
ing incorrigible, Aurelius, to hide his 
Vice from che People, ſent him out 
of Rome, he died of an Appoplex, A.

He preach'd publickly again 
in 1552, after a 2d Papal Excommu- 
nication, which he had anſwer' d. The 
Monaſteries are emptied by his convin- 
cing Writings ; he and Metanthon Pub- 
liſning firft the New Teſhament, and 
atrerwards in 1534, the whole Bible 
in the vulgar Tongue, The Canon of 
the Maſs he abchihes, bur retains au- 
ricular Canfeſſion. His writing for the 
Independant Power of the Prince, and 
againſt the anarchical Articles of the 
Bocrs, won the Elector of Saxony en- 
tircly. He laid aſide his Weeds, and 
aflumed a ſecular Habit in 1524. and 
marticd Catherine Biren, and died at

lico, and made their Capital, then 
ſubje& to the French. Philip the Hur, 
bought irs Temporalities of the Arch. 
biſhop. Tis now govern'd by a Pro- 
voſt cf the Merchants, and four A! 
dermen whoſe Ochce makes them 
Gentlemen. Tis divided into Thirty 
t-ven Wards, and has Seven Gares. 
There arc ſome Ruins of rhe Roman 
buildings. As to its Chriſtian State, 
its Foundation was laid by St. %. 
tinus and St. Vrenaus, and its Arcit- 
biſhop is Primate of the Gauls, which 
comprehends Lyons, Reven, Tours, 
Sens, and Paris: This Church conſiſts 
of a Metropolitan, Chapter, Four Colle- 
giate Churches, Fifteen Pariſhes, Three 
Abbeys, Four Priories, Forty Five Re- 
ligious Houſes, Ten Laick Congregat- 
ons, and Five Companies of Peni- 
rents, The Cathedral is Gothic, and 
dedicated to Sr. John Baptiſt.

Chapter has been famous for its no- 
ble Cannons, compoſed of Imperia!, 
Royal, and Noble Members. The Fs. 
of France having been Honorary Can- 
nons; the Biſhops under it are 4%, 
tun, Langres, Chalon, and Macon. Here 
has been held the XIII. and XIV. 
General Councils beſides various Pro- 
vincial ones held here by St. Irene, 
and other Eps of the ſame, 
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Lyſander, an ambitious, cruel and | 


deceirful General of Lacedemon, who 
to the prejudice of the Liberties of 
Greece, entering into a League with 
the King of Perſia, aw'd all Greece, 
beat the Athenian Admiral Conon, took 
Attalus, and wou'd have depoſed the 
King of Sparta; but his corruptions of 
Oracles, and Bribes cou'd not eff 
it, being killed in an Expedition a- 
gainſt che Confederate Cities of 4. 
thens, Thebes, Corinth, and Argos, united 
againſt Lacedæmon.

 Lyſias, Son of Cephalus of Syracuſa, 
was educated at Athens, and proved 
one of the beſt Orators of his time. 
He conducted a Colony into Nah, by 
order of the Athenians, and having 
purchaſed PoTeſfions, he was driven 
from them ſoon after, by the Enviers 
of his Vertues. He writ an Apology 
for Socrates, the Olympian againſt Dio- 
nyſius the Tyrant: And dy'd in the 
Crh, Olympiad, 8 1. y. old. 

Lyſ:m,achus, one of Alexander's Lea- 
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ders or Succeſſors, being M.er of part 
of Thrace ; he took part with Caſſandes 
and Seleucus, againſt Antigonus and 
Demetrius, He married Antipatey's 
Daughter, but the Father being dri- 
ven from his Country, and flying to 
him, on a diſguſt he killed him, and 
impriſon d the Daughter. Being ta- 
ken by the King of che Getæ in a Bat- 
tel, his Son Agathocles reſcu'd him, 
which he ill rewarded by Poiſon on 
a falſe Accuſation of his Stepmother. 
He ſeiz'd Macedon, Demetrius being dri- 
ven thence by his Subjects. But was 
killed in a Battel againſt Seleucys, who 
received his great Men that fled from 
his Cruelties. 

Lyſimachus, Son of Ariſlides, whoſe 
Father's Vertues the Athenians reward- 
ed in him with an Eſtate. 

Alſo a Phyfician Diſciple of Hippo- 
crates. 

Another of Alexandria, a Greek Au- 
thor of the Hiſtory of gt, and a 
Treatiſe of Huchandry. 

Alſo a Jewiſh High-Prieſt, who 
gain'd that Dignity of Antiochus Epi- 
phanes by Bribes, but the Jews tir'd 
with the irregularities of his Govern- 
ment, removed him the year ſollow- 
ing. 

Lypſipus, born at Sine was a fa- 
mous Statuary in Alexander the Grent's 
time, made ſeveral Statues of him 
and his Favorites, and one of Aplls 
of Rhodes, and of a Man rubbing him- 
| ſelf, as coming out of the Bath, which 
being remoy'd by Tiberius from Agri- 
pa's Baths ro his own Apartment, he 
was fain to replace it again for fear of 
a popular Commotion. He cut the 
Hair ſofter and finer than any before 
him. He left 3 Sons famous in the 
ſame Art, Calippus, Bedas, and Euthy- 
crates, tho? the Jaſt excell'd moſt. 

Lyfis, the Maſter of Ep.cninmdas, 2 
pythagorean Philoſopher in the XCVIII. 
Oly,npiad. Suppoſed ro be Author of 
the Golden Yerſes of Pythagoras.
